This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  holding 
the  Thirty-Seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  a  number  of 
the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  assembled  with  the  Bish- 
op, as  above,  at  7  o'clock,  p.  m. 

After  prayers  by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  proceed- 
ed to  organize.

retarv,  was  reelected.

The  Bishop  then  proceeded  to  read  his  Annual  Ad- 
dress. 

Sls^o^'s  Annual  giliiinss. 

Brethren  of  the  Clerot  and  Laitt  of  the  Diocese  of  Omo : 

I  rejoice  in  the  opportunity  of  again  meeting  yon  in  our  Annual  Con- 
vention. Such  occasions  of  the  assembling  of  christian  brethren,  to 
take  counsel  together  concerning  the  interests  of  our  Saviour's  kingdom, 
in  which  our  hearts  should  be  so  earnestly  engaged,  and  to  which  our 
lives  are  pledged,  should  be  esteemed  great  privileges,  and  each  of  us 
should  contribute  all  that  a  christian  spirit  has,  to  make  them  spiritually 
profitable.  How  precious  is  the  promise  of  our  Lord :  '*  Where  two 
or  three  are  gathered  together  in  ray  name,  there  am  I,  in  the  midst  of 
them."  For  what  purpose  is  He  in  the  midst  of  them,  but  to  bless 
them ;  to  guide  them  in  their  common  work ;  to  sanotify  and  strengthen 
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iheni,  each  in  his  own  sonl  ?  K  we  have  not  come  in  his  name,  we 
have  not  come  in  his  spirit.  If  we  have  come  in  hb  name,  for  his 
name,  nnto  his  name,  seeking  his  glory,  desiring  to  do  good  for  his 
kmgdom,  and  to  get  good  for  oar  sonls,  from  his  presence,  then  let  ns 
take  the  comfort  of  a  sore  faith  that,  in  the  midst  of  ns,  is  the  special, 
gracious  presence  of  our  blessed  Lord,  the  Head  of  his  Church ;  let  all 
within  ns  he  reverent  before  Him ;  lot  us  wait  upon  our  duties  here  as 
seeing  Him  who  is  invisible ;  in  all  things  may  we  manifest  the  spirit 
that  becometh  such  a  presence,  and  the  disciples  of  such  a  Master. 

There  is  a  remembrance  associated  with  the  Church  in  which  we  are 
assembled,  that  warns  us  that  "in  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death." 
It  is  not  a  year  since  I  held  an  ordination  here,  and  admitted  to  the 
order  of  Presbyters  the  Rev.  Mark  Richard  Jukes.  He  is  now  "  ab- 
sent from  the  body,"  and  we  doubt  not  *' present  with  the  Lord." 
That  fearful  disease  which  has  been  walking  in  daikness  through  the 
land  for  a  long  time,  smiting  here  and  there  with  death,  entered  his  lit- 
tle parish.  He  was  faithful  to  his  duties  in  the  midst  of  it.  When  he 
needed  rest,  he  was  visiting  the  sick  and  burying  the  dead/and  earnest- 
ly preaching  to  the  living.  He  considered  not  himself.  The  disease 
took  hold  on  him  and  he  died.  In  two  days  more,  his  faithful  wife  was 
dead,  and  their  children  were  orphans.  He  had  been  so  short  a  time 
among  us,  that  there  are  probably  many  of  his  brethren  in  the  ministry  of 
this  Diocese  who  did  not  know  him,  except  as  having  met  him  once  in 
Convention.  But  be  was  worth  knowing  intimately ;  for  the  mind  of 
Christ  was  his,  and  the  anointing  of  the  Spirit  was  upon  him.  We 
have  lost  a  most  earnest,  spiritually-minded,  self-denying  brother,  and 
his  parish  has  lost  a  most  faithful  pastor.  Such  bereavements  are  great 
afflictions  in  this  the  time  of  our  need,  when  we  have  to  lament  the  few- 
ness of  the  laborers  for  the  great  work  assigned  to  the  ministry  of  the 
Gospel.  Louder  and  louder  comes  the  voice,  "  Whom  shall  I  send, 
and  who  will  go  for  us?"  and  how  few  there  are  to  answer,  *'  Here  am 
I,  send  me." 

It  is  a  consolation,  in  view  of  the  Providence  which  took  away  both 
parents,  almost  at  the  same  time,  from  a  large  family  of  children,  thas 
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Mr.  Jokes  waa  a  contribntor  to  our  Dioceflan  Society  for  the  relief  of 
the  Widows  and  Children  of  deceased  Clergymen,  so  that  his  children 
are  entitled  to  an  annuity  therefrom.  And  this  leads  me  to  Txrf^  upon 
the  clergy  and  laity  a  more  united  and  systematic  support  of  that  So* 
ciety.  The  great  importance  of  making  provision  for  the  widows  and 
children  of  deceased  clergymen,  by  some  such  scheme  as  that  of  our 
institution,  engaged  the  serious  attention  of  the  General  Convention  at 
its  session  last  October;  and  measures  were  then  taken  to  provide  an 
institution  for  that  purpose,  coextensive  with  our  whole  Church.  I 
have  no  idea  that  any  plan  will  be  devised  which  will  be  as  good  for  us 
as  our  own  Society.  But  it  is  manifest  that  in  order  to  be  enabled  to 
pay  annuities  so  large,  in  proportion  to  the  annual  subscription  of  each 
member,  as  our  Society  stipulates  in  its  scheme,  the  dependence  must 
be,  in  a  great  degree,  upon  annual  collections  in  the  churches  of  the 
Diocese.  I  would  therefore  urge  it  upon  the  clergy,  that  they  should 
make  it  a  rule  to  devote  one  collection  each  year  to  that  object ;  and 
moreover,  instead  of  putting  off  the  collection  to  the  least  propitious 
season  of  the  year,  and  then  making  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  produce  the 
impression  that  it  is  regarded  by  the  minister  as  one  of  very  minor  im* 
portance,  for  which  little  is  expected,  and  which  must  wait  till  every 
thing  else  is  provided  for,  that  it  be  made  one  of  the  most  prominent 
collections  of  the  year,  and  that  the  clergy  shall  feel  no  backwardness 
in  urging  it  upon  the  due  consideration  of  their  people.  I  believe  that, 
when  properly  understood,  the  congregations  will  well  appreciate  the 
object;  will  feel  the  propriety  of  the  appeal,  and  take  pleasure  in  re- 
sponding to  it. 

I  have  visited  almost  all  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last 
Convention.  Of  the  few  not  visited,  two,  Trinity  and  Grace  Church, 
Cleveland,  would  have  been,  but  that  these  churches  were  in  a  state  of 
repair  or  erection,  so  that  they  could  not  be  used.

By  the  favor  of  Divine  Providence,  giving  me  health  and  strength 
for  the  work,  I  have  visited  a  greater  number  of  parishes  than  ever 
before  in  one  year,  and  the  confirmations  have  much  exceeded  in  num- 
ber those  of  any  previous  year. 

I  have  ordained,  since  the  last  Convention,  three  Deacons,  viz :  The 
Kev.  William  B.  Rally,  the  Rev.  N.  C.  Pridham,  and  the  Rev.  Peter 
Neff.  By  my  request,  Oeorgo  E.  Thrall,  a  candidate  for  orders  of  this 
Diocese,  who  pursued  his  studies  at  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Vir- 
ginia, was  ordained  a  Deacon  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  Meade,  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  I  have  also  ordained  ten  Presbyters,  viz : 
The  Rev.  Mark  Richard  Jukes,  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Doolittell,  the  Rev.  D. 
d.  Maybin,  the  Rev.  Daniel  Risser,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Corlett,  the  Rer. 
Joseph  E.  Ryan,  the  Rev.  Francis  Granger,  the  Rev.  N.  C.  Pridham, 
the  Rev.  N.  H.  Schenck,  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Rally. 

Three  Churches  have  been  consecrated  during  the  year,  viz :  St. 
John's,  Cincinnati;  St.  James',  Zanesville;  and  St.  John's,  Lancaster. 
Others  are  expected  to  be  soon  ready  for  consecration. 

Four  new  parishes  have  been  organized,  viz:  St.  Mary's,  Hillsbo- 
rougb ;  Christ  Church,  Yellow  Springs ;  Christ  Church,  Ironton  ;  and 
Christ  Church,  Xenia.  In  all  of  these  the  prospect  of  the  Church 
is  good ;  and  each,  I  trust,  will  soon  have  the  services  of  a  minister. 
At  Hillsborough,  where  the  parish  is  only  nine  months  old,  they  have 
raised  the  means  of  building,  and  are  now  carrying  up  a  handsome 
church,  and  are  furnishing  a  competent  support  to  their  Rector.

Church,  Yellow  Springs,  and  Christ  Church,  Xenia.  The  ReT.  B. 
K.  Nash  has  resigned  the  parishes  at  Ljruie  and  Bellevue,  and  taken 
charge  of  St.  James',  Wooster,  with  a  missionary  field  attached.  The 
Bev.  Alanson  Phelps  has  resigned  the  parish  at  Franklin  Mills,  and 
taken  charge  of  St.  James',  Painesville.  The  Bev.  John  Hall  has 
resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Peter's,  Ashtabula.  The  Bey.  G.  W.  Davis 
has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Medina. 

I  think  you  cannot  but  be  struck  and  seriously  impressed  with  the 
great  number  of  clergymen  that  have  left  the  Diocese  of  late.  From 
June,  1853,  to  the  present  date— a  period  of  16  months — we  have  lost 
in  that  way  seventeen.  Add  two  by  death,  and  our  whole  loss  is  ntite- 
teen  in  that  short  space, — all  of  them,  with  one  exception,  were  parish 
ministers.  To  supply  these  losses,  we  have  received  but  eight  in  16 
months  by  removal  to  us  from  other  Dioceses.  Ordination,  or  the  rais- 
ing up  of  ministers  from  among  ourselves,  has,  during  the  same  tjme, 
supplied  eight  more,  who  remain  with  us.  But  the  loss  exceeds  the 
coming  in  from  other  Dioceses,  united  with  the  supply  from  our  own 
candidates,  by  three.  Thus,  with  all  we  have  done  to  educate  candi- 
dates for  orders,  and  all  we  have  received  by  the  coming  of  ministers 
from  other  parts,  we  have  decreased,  by  three,  in  the  number  of  our 
clergy  during  the  last  sixteen  months. 

It  is  important  to  look  into  the  causes  of  this.  Are  they  temporary, 
or  are  they  permanent  ?  Do  they  threaten  to  go  on,  if  not  regularly 
decreasing  our  numbers,  at  least  preventing  their  growth  in  any  im- 
portant degree? 

Out  of  the  nineteen,  two  were  taken  by  death.  We  have  seventeen 
to  account  for.  One,  a  native  of  England,  returned  to  his  native  coun- 
try. Seven  accepted  invitations  to  parishes  in  New  York,  Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Maryland,  under  circumstances  such  as  must  always 
operate  in  all  Dioceses,  and  therefore  demand  no  explanation  here. 
The  renudning  nins  went  to  the  further  Western  Dioceses,  and,  with 
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€116  ezoeptioD,  to  IlliiioiSf  Witeonsin  and  Iowa ;  not  eaUed  to  paiisbea 
of  ^e  and  strength  and  worldly  attraction ;  bdt,  for  the  most  part,  to 
new  parishes  in  new  towns,  and  where  the  field  of  usefulness  is  not 
greater  than  in  manj  yaeant  parishes  of  Ohio.  In  one  aspect  of  the 
ease,  we  cannot  bat  rejmoe  that  those  Dioceses  have  thus  receiyed,  as 
thej  certainly  hare,  Tcry  yalnable  accessions  to  the  number  of  their 
fidtfaf id  ministry.  But  when  we  consider  the  need  of  laborers  in  the  great 
field  of  oar  own  Diocese,  it  is  a  very  serioos  consideration  that  we  are  sup- 
plying others,  not  out  of  oar  abundance,  nor  merely  oat  of  oar  penary, 
bat  to  oar  own  decrease  of  strength  and  yeiy  serious  impoTcrishment. 

There  are  three  causes  which  explain  this  painful  draft  upon  our  num- 
hers.  In  the  first  place,  the  great  and  lamentable  deficiency  in  the  sup- 
part  of  our  ministry.  In  many  instances,  and  where  much  more  could 
he  done,  if  there  were  a  ready  miod  and  a  just  sense  of  the  duty  in- 
Tohred,  the  pecuniary  support  is  so  little  when  received,  and  is  made  so 
much  less  by  the  want  of  punctuality  in  the  payment,  that  no  man  can 
wonder,  nor  justly  complain,  that  a  minister,  having  a  fiunily  to  support, 
and  children  to  educate,  and  his  own  mind  to  feed  with  knowledge,  and 
books  to  purchase^  and  a  great  work  to  do  which  requires  a  mind  as 
much  as  possible  unburdened  and  undistracted  by  worldly  anxieties, 
himself  wearing  out,  and  the  prospect  of  leaving,  when  be  dies,  a  fam- 
ily wholly  destitute,  should  look  out  for  some  situation  of  a  little  more 
emolument,  a  little  more  hope,  and  a  little  less  of  the  crushing  and 
paralyzing  influences  of  poverty.  I  can  bear  witness  to  the  clergy  of 
Ohio,  that  they  have  borne  the  evils  of  their  condition  with  a  measure  of 
patience  and  cheerfulness,  which  nothing  but  a  desire  to  labor  for  their 
Master  can  account  for.  Certain  I  am,  that  men  of  the  same  amount 
of  education  and  energy  and  ability  in  other  walks  of  life,  would  never 
have  submitted  to  the  privations  and  absolute  poverty  under  which  sev- 
eral of  them  have  gone  on  working  day  and  night,  with  no  Sabbath-rcst, 
and  (^n  refusing  invitations  to  a  better  support,  that  they  might  not 
hinder  the  cause  they  love  by  depriving  their  people  of  services  not 
likely  to  be  soon  renewed. 

Bui  it  will  be  said,  Is  there  not  the  same  complaint  in  our  other 
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Dioceses  7  Is  it  any  better  in  those  farther  western  regions  to  whi<^ 
so  many  of  our  clergy  have  gone  ?  Thus  I  am  led  to  the  second  cause 
in  explanation  of  our  losses. 

The  amount  of  Missionary  aid  furnished  in  the  east  to  the  Dioceses 
lying  westward  and  northwestward  of  Ohio,  enable  parishes  there  to 
offer  a  salary  altogether  beyond  what  those  of  like  standing  in  Ohio 
can,  or  do  supply.  You  know  that  several  years  ago  the  Domestic 
Committee  of  the  General  Missionary  Society  discontinued  all  appro- 
priations to  this  Diocese,  on  the  ground  that  it  could  take  care  of  itself, 
I  have  not  time  to  go  into  the  justice  of  that  act.  I  believe  it  was 
neither  just  nor  wise.  The  Missionary  field  in  Ohio  is  very  large^  and 
the  Church  in  Ohio  needs  help  to  take  care  of  it.  But,  thus  left  to 
itself,  the  Diocese  has  not  received  from  its  parishes  a  sufficient  amount 
of  money  for  missionary  purposes  to  be  able  to  assist  more  than  a  very 
limited  number  of  feeble  congregations  in  the  support  of  the  ministry ; 
and  where  assistance  has  been  appropriated,  it  has  been  necessarily  in. 
such  small  amounts  that  a  bare  pittance  was  made  up — just  enough  to 
enable  a  minister  and  his  family  to  live,  and  clothe  themselves  decently. 
But,  at  the  same  time,  not  only  has  the  Domestic  Committee  of  the 
General  Society  been  aiding  our  western  neighbors,  but  in  many  cases, 
and  probably  in  all  the  parishes  to  which  our  clergy  have  gone,  in  the 
west,  the  stipend,  made  up  by  the  joint  contributions  of  the  people  and 
the  General  Missionary  Society,  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the  addi* 
tion  of  an  appropriation  from  tiiat  excellent  Missionary  Society  in  Phil* 
adelphia,  which  bestows  its  attention  specially  on  the  Dioceses  that  have 
drawn  on  us  so  largely.  Thus  we  are  loudly  called  on  to  increase  our 
Diocesan  missionary  efforts,  if  we  would  retain  the  ministers  we  raise 
up,  and  not  suffer  a  painful  abstraction  of  the  very  men  we  most  need 
for  our  new  and  feeble  congregations.  In  truth,  many  of  the  small 
and  new  western  parishes,  under  the  double  missionary  aid  which  they 
receive  from  the  two  societies  before  mentioned,  are  able  to  offer,  and 
do  offer  to  our  clergy,  occupying  parishes  of  corresponding  condition,  a 
measure  of  support  which,  to  men  in  thcu*  circumstances,  is  an  induce- 
ment to  cbimge  of  place,  which  we  cannot  wonder,  or  find  &ult,  if  tbey 
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aooept.  The  remedj  is  in  the  greater  ezertioii  of  oar  people  to  provide 
for  their  ministers,  and  the  greater  e£R>rt  of  the  Diocese  to  provide  the 
means  of  snitablj  adding  to  its  missionary  stipends,  where  they  are 
■eeoeci* 

But,  I  said  there  was  a  third  reason  for  oar  loss  of  clergy.  It  is  a 
permanent  one;  and  it  is  one  which  may  be  expected  to  grow  in  strength^ 
year  by  year,  and  which  comes  to  as  with  a  most  unperative  call,  to  be 
up  and  doing.  It  is  in  the  immense  growth  of  the  population  lying 
westward  and  northwest  of  this  State — the  constant  addition  of  new 
Dioceses  therein — and  the  load  demand  for  ministers  to  labor  in  their 
parishes  and  missionary  stations.  We  are  to  those  Dioceses,  in  a  great 
degree,  what  the  east  ased  to  be  to  as.  We  are  an  old  Diocese,  com- 
pared to  them.  To  sach  parishes  as  desire  that  teaching  of  the  Gospel, 
which,  I  am  happy  to  know,  is  characteristic  of  the  clergy  of  this  Dio- 
cese (and  the  applications  made  to  me  for  ministers  from  oar  western 
neighbors  teach  me  that  such  parishes  are  not  few),  it  is  most  natural 
to  look  first  to  Ohio,  because  it  is  nearest,  and  because  its  ministers 
may  be  supposed  to  be  prepared  better  than  those  further  east  for  the 
habits  of  a  western  people  and  a  new  country.  Under  this  state  of 
things,  so  many  have  gone  from  us  during  the  last  sixteen  months,  that 
I  doubt  whether  any  five  Dioceses  in  the  whole  Union  have  given  as 
many  ministers  as  this  to  the  Churches  lying  west  and  northwest  of 
Ohio.  The  operation  of  this  cause,  you  can  easily  see,  must  for  a  long 
time  continue  and  increase.  Add  it  to  the  operation  of  what  I  spoke 
of  before,  and  you  will  find  no  difficulty  in  accounting  for  the  fact  that 
we  have  lost,  by  letters  dimissory,  during  the  last  year,  four  more 
clergymen  than  we  have  added  from  other  Dioceses  and  by  ordination. 

Now,  my  brethren,  it  is  a  very  serious  question  for  us  to  consider—- 
What  must  we  do,  under  this  alarming  draft  upon  our  ministry,  in 
justice  to  our  own  Diocese  and  the  work  of  the  Lord  to  bo  done  therein  ? 
Can  we  consent,  if  not  annually  to  decrease  at  such  a  rate  in  the  num- 
ber of  our  clergy,  at  least  to  be  prevented  from  any  important  increase, 
when  we  have  so  large  a  field  to  occupy,  and  there  is  so  great  a  work 
to  be  done?    We  ought  to  esteem  it  a  privilege  and  a  duty  to  take 
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part  in  the  extension  of  our  Chnrch  through  onr  more  western  regions ; 
bat  we  must  also  feel  it  to  be  oar  solemn  duty,  not  only  to  hold  what 
we  possess  in  this  our  most  appropriate  sphere,  but  to  go  on  extending 
therein  our  spiritual  possessions  and  the  supply  of  the  ministry,  more 
and  more.  And,  for  this  end,  shall  we  place  reliance  upon  the  coming 
in  of  ministers  from  other  Dioceses  7  Our  more  established  and  strong 
congregations  can  sometimes  thus  obtain  supplies ;  but  may  competent 
ministers — men  of  energy  and  usefulness — be  expected  to  come  from  the 
distant  east  to  take  our  feeble  and  struggling  parishes,  or  to  begin  the 
first  work  in  raising  up  new  parishes  where  all  is  yet  to  be  done  ?  Our 
experience  teaches  that  we  shall  look  in  vain  for  such  help.  What,  then» 
is  our  hope?  Decidedly,  I  answer — Nothing,  under  God's  grace,  but 
the  united  determination  of  our  clergy  and  laity,  to  do  all  we  can  to 
increase  the  number  of  devoted,  faithful,  well  educated  ministers,  raised 
up  from  among  ourselves,  on  our  own  soil,  in  the  midst  of  the  work  for 
which  they  are  needed  ;  a  home  supply.  Our  only  reliance  is  in  such 
a  supply.  The  east  takes  at  least  as  many  from  us  as  the  east  sends 
to  us.  We  must  look  to  our  own  resources — our  own  young  men,  our 
own  education,  our  own  ordinations,  for  our  protection  and  increase. 
What,  then,  must  we  do  ?  I  answer — ^We  must  make  it  a  distinct  object 
of  our  ministry,  each  in  his  own  congregation,  by  his  faithfulness  in  his 
whole  work,  by  the  word  preached,  and  under  the  supplicated  spirit  of 
the  Lord,  to  raise  up  candidates  for  the  work.  If  we  are  commanded 
to  pray  the  Lord  to  send  laborers,  we  are  as  much  re<|uired  to  use  cer- 
tain other  means  which  the  Lord  has  given  us,  in  order  that  our  prayers 
may  be  heard.  What  if  we  should  pray  the  Lord  to  raise  up  and  send 
forth  children  of  grace  to  serve  him  in  the  ordinary  walks  of  Christian 
life,  and  should  never  preach  the  word — never  by  that  word  call  upon 
sinners  to  dedicate  themselves  thus  to  Gk)d — never  set  out  the  duty, 
the  claim,  nor  the  motives  !  Where  would  be  the  blessing?  Who 
would  be  sent  ?  Are  we  not  under  an  important  practical  error  in 
regard  to  the  sending  of  laborers  ?  God  must  choose  and  send,  or  none 
should  enter  the  field.  But  because  it  is  for  God  only  primarily  to 
choose  and  send,  is  it  not  too  much  supposed  that,  therefore,  except  to 
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educate  and  ordain  those  who  tnut  thej  are  called  of  God,  we  have 
nothing  to  do?  Can  any  man  be  a  Christian,  except  Gk)d,  by  his  Spirit, 
doth  call  and  create  him  ?  Doth  not  the  Saviour  say,  "  No  man  can 
eome  nnto  me,  except  the  Father,  which  hath  sent  me,  draw  him''f 
Suppose,  then,  we  should  say,  when  we  think  we  see  in  some  soul  the 
operations  of  grace,  leading  him  to  look  unto  Jesus,  we  will  not,  we 
need  not,  have  any  dealings  with  that  soul  to  direct  and  facilitate  and 
make  sure  his  settlement  upon  Christ.  If  it  be  God's  work,  he  will 
Bee  to  it,  and  our  yoice  is  not  needed !  No,  it  is  our  duty  to  employ 
means — the  word,  counsel,  exhortation,  encouragement,  admonition-— 
so  that,  under  God,  that  good  may  be  carried  on.  And  why  is  not 
the  same  our  bouoden  duty,  when  we  think  we  know  the  young  man, 
who,  because  of  hb  piety  and  other  qualities  is  well  fitted,  except  that 
he  yet  needs  the  right  education,  for  the  ministry  of  Christ  ?  Why 
shall  we  separate  the  use  of  means,  on  our  part,  from  the  work  of  Ged, 
any  more  in  this  case  than  in  the  former  ?  Does  God  ever  call  sinners, 
either  to  the  ministry  or  ordinary  discipleship,  without  his  word  ?  Does 
he  not  call  young  men  to  his  ministry,  by  the  preaching  and  private 
admonition,  and  counsel  and  exhortation  of  ministers,  as  much  as  he 
calls  sinners  to  Christ  by  the  same  means  ?  Is  it  not  as  much  our  duty 
to  seek  the  raising  up  of  faithful  ministers,  as  the  salvation  of  souls  ? 
How  else  can  that  great  instrumentality,  which  God  has  ordained  for 
the  promotion  of  his  kingdom  in  all  generations,  be  sustained  and  per- 
petuated and  made  adequate  to  its  object  ?  Should  not  every  minister 
aspire,  in  his  heart  and  prayers  and  ministry,  after  the  privilege  and 
blessing  of  being  instrumental,  in  His  work,  of  raising  up  faithful  men 
of  God  for  the  preaching  of  his  Gospel  ? 

I  know,  brethren,  there  is  great  need  of  caution,  of  wisdom,  and  the 
aoundest  judgment,  lest  we  encourage  and  promote  to  the  ministry  those 
who  can  be  of  no  use  therein.  Far  am  I,  indeed,  from  desiring  any- 
thing but  the  greatest  caution.  On  the  contrary,  the  more  I  would 
urge  the  endeavor  to  increase  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  minis- 
try, the  more,  at  the  same  time,  would  I  press  the  necessity  of  great 

eireomspeetiony  that  not  only  may  none  but  truly  pious  and  devoted 
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ven,  bat  that  only  those  who,  to  soandneas  of  piety,  add  floundness  of 
judgment,  and  strength  of  understanding,  and  readiness  to  endare 
hardness  for  their  Master,  may  be  pat  forward  as  candidates  for  the 
office  of  his  messengers.  Bat  still,  I  have  no  doubt,  there  is  much  to 
be  done  by  us,  consistently  with  the  greatest  discretion,  beyond  what 
we  have  ever  done,  to  bring  out  and  train  up  young  men  of  our  parishes, 
for  the  work  which  needs  so  many. 

These  views  conduct  us  still  further.  If  we  intend  to  do  our  duty 
towards  the  requisite  supply  of  ministers  from  our  midst,  young  men  oC 
the  west  (and  these  are  the  best  for  the  west)  ;  if  we  are  to  meet,  the 
demand  which  the  further  west  is  making  on  us,  and  the  great  demand 
of  our  own  Diocese,  we  must  concentrate  our  united  and  most  deter- 
mined efforts  upon  the  prosperity  and  efficiency  of  our  Diocesan  College 
and  Theological  Seminary.  We  have  nothing  of  much  consequence  to 
expect  from  other  seminaries.  We  must  rely  on  our  own ;  we  must 
work  the  means  we  there  possess  to  the  uttermost. 

The  Diocese,  I  have  the  pleasure  of  saying,  has  great  reason  to  be 
cheered  and  encouraged  by  the  condition  and  prospect  of  both  our 
College  and  Seminary.  I  spent  about  a  week,  recently,  at  Gambier, 
attending  the  examinations  which  preceded  the  close  of  the  academic 
year.  I  was  happy  to  meet  there  several  of  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  last  Convention  to  attend  the  same.  I  witnessed  a  marked  im- 
provement and  growth  in  all  departments.  New  life  and  vigor  have 
entered  in.  New  confidence  has  been  inspired.  New  prospects  are 
opened.  The  number  of  students  in  the  College  is  rapidly  increasing. 
Several  of  those  recently  added  have  the  ministry  in  view.  And  now, 
if  the  clergy  and  laity  will  do  their  part  in  holding  up  the  hands  of  the 
Trustees  and  of  the  Instructors  of  our  institutions ;  if  we  are  not  wanting 
in  prayer  to  God  for  his  grace  to  bless,  and,  especially,  in  beseeching 
him  to  call  out  from  among  the  youth  of  our  college  the  minds  and  hearts 
to  be  consecrated  to  his  ministry,  we  may  be  encouraged  to  believe  that 
many  a  precious  stream,  beyond  all  past  experience,  will  issue  from 
thence  to  make  glad  the  city  of  our  God. 

But  all  the  while  thi^  I  have  been  thus  addressing  you  on  these 
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to]Mos,  my  thimgfatB  Have  been  oontinuallj  nmniiig  off  to  one  rabjeel, 
with  which  ihej  faaye  a  most  eerions  eonnection.  I  dare  say  your  own 
thoogfata  have  been  running  the  same  way,  yiz :  the  same  that  I  have 
abeady  touched  on  in  this  address,  the  painfully  deficient  support,  In 
pecuniary  means,  which  our  clergy,  for  the  most  part,  are  deceiving. 
Hy  brethren  in  the  ministry,  be  sure  that  I  think  of  you  often  and 
painfully,  and  that  I  fSeel  for  you  most  deeply,  in  the  trials  that  coofe 
npon  you  dail^  from  this  source. 

The  ayerage  support  of  our  clergy  has  always  been  low  and  inooia- 
petent.  A  minister  has  no  spare  time  or  heart  for  such  cares  and 
anxieties  as  poverty  engenders.  His  ministry  is  a  work  of  mind  and 
heart,  and  it  requires  that  both  be  unburdened,  except  with  its  own 
duties.  We  haye  suffered  in  times  past  from  the  necessity,  on  the  part 
of  our  clergy,  of  dividing  themselves  between  the  cares  of  this  life  and 
the  care  of  the  souls  committed  to  them ;  but  never  were  the  times  so 
dark,  in  this  respect,  as  the  present.  The  increase  in  the  expenses  of 
living  all  over  the  land,  which  to  our  people  in  general  is  no  cost,  be- 
cause their  wages  or  profits  are  increased  proportionately,  while  to  our 
agricultural  population  it  is  great  gain ;  this  has  cut  down  the  previ- 
ously moderate,  and  often  inadequate,  support  of  our  clergy  to  so  great 
a  degree,  that  unless  some  remedy  be  provided,  it  would  seem  that 
many  more  of  our  parishes  must  be  desolated,  and  as  if  we  could  hardly 
have  faith  or  heart  to  seek  and  pray  for  more  laborers  to  be  sent  fordi 
among  us.  And  this  is  the  more  lamentable  because  it  is  not  peculiar 
to  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  but  prevails  as  much  in  others,  and  per- 
haps in  all  others.  The  Conventional  Addresses  of  my  brother  Bishops 
have  borne  most  painful  evidence  of  the  weight  with  which  it  is  felt  to 
oppress  the  Church  throughout  the  land.  Some  indications  there  are, 
here  and  there  among  us,  as  elsewhere,  of  a  disposition  on  the  part  of 
the  congregations  to  meet  the  emergency,  and  adjust  the  support  of 
ministers  to  the  change  of  the  times.  But  these  indications  are  excep- 
tions. The  eyes  of  the  Church  are  not  yet  opened  —  the  conscience 
of  the  congregations  is  not  yet  alive  —  as  the  seriousness  of  the  case 
demands.     In  this  address,  already  prolonged  too  fiir,  I  cannot  enter 
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o&  any  consideration,  in  detail,  of  what  may  and  onght  to  be  done.  I 
have  introduced  tbe  subject  as  one  of  the  greatest  importance,  on  which 
my  duty  to  my  brethren  in  the  ministry  would  not  allow  me  to  keep 
ailence,  and  I  trust  it  may  receive  some  solemn  consideration  in  the 
present  Conyention. 

In  all  respects,  except  those  especially  referred  to  in  this  address, 
which  are  rather  circumstantial  than  intrinsic,  I  am  thankful  to  have 
the  happiness  of  reporting  the  state  of  the  Diocese  to  be  truly  encour- 
aging. Great  peace  and  a  delightful  harmony  reign  among  us.  The 
contributions  to  good  works  have  much  exceeded,  during  the  last  year 
and  the  year  before,  those  of  any  previous  year.  Though  our  parishes 
have  not  increased  much  in  number,  many  h&ve  increased  very  much  in 
real  strength  and  efficiency.  Our  clergy  are  laboring  with  faithfulness 
and  devotedness  in  their  appropriate  work,  preaching  the  true  and  sim- 
ple gospel  of  Christ — and  my  visitations  have  satisfied  me  that  the 
blessing  of  the  Spirit  of  God  has  rested  upon  their  efforts. 

While  I  was  preparing  this  address,  the  afflicting  intelligence  reached 
me  of  the  death  of  an  excellent  brother  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Rt.  Eev. 
Jonathan  M.  Wainwrigbt,  D.D.,  Provisional  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Now  York.  Called  but  a  short  time  ago  to  preside  over  a  Diocese 
most  painfully  divided  and  distracted,  his  prudence  and  moderation, 
his  amiableness  and  kindness  of  spirit,  his  love  of  peace  and  concilia- 
tory manners,  united  with  the  diligence  with  which  he  entered  upon  his 
difficult  work,  promised  excellent  things  for  the  harmony  and  prosperity 
.of  the  Diocese.  So  far  as  we  can  see,  the  Church  in  New  York  was 
little  prepared  to  spare  him  so  soon.  But  there  is  a  Head  of  the  Church 
whose  thoughts  are  not  as  our  thoughts.  To  His  sovereign  will  we  must 
bow  in  submission,  as  well  in  the  afflictions  of  the  Church,  as  in  those 
of  our  families  and  persons.  Our  venerable  brother,  I  trust,  has  found 
a  more  glorious  communion  to  delight  in,  than  that  of  the  visible  Church 
on  earth.  With  the  bereaved  Diocese  from  which  he  has  been  taken, 
we  cannot  but  affectionately  sympathise ;  and  for  it  we  must  pray  God 
to  supply  its  vacant  chair  with  a  Bishop  and  Father,  who  in  all  things 
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will  do  the  work  of  an  ayangelist,  and  make  fiill  proof  bia  miniatry,  to 
the  edifying  of  the  Ghureh,  and  the  glory  of  Christ  our  Savionr.

That  on  page  28,  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  previous  Conven- 
tion to  devise  means  to  raise  funds  to  endow  the  Episcopate,  reported 
by  Dr.  Wood  that  they  had  as  yet  been  unable  to  fix  upon  a  plan,  and 
asked  to  be  continued — which  was  granted — Judge  Hall  being  substi- 
tuted in  the  place  of  Col.  Pendleton,  then  in  Europe. 

On  page  3/,  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  which  related  to  the  decease  of  the  late  Presiding 
Bishop  Chase,  were  instructed  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety, 
and  if  thought  proper,  to  propose  a  plan,  for  erecting  a  Mural  Tablet 
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in  Rosse  Cbapel,  Gkmbier,  to  tb«  memory  of  the  Rfc.  Her.  Philander 
Chase,  D.D.,  the  first  Bishop  of  Ohio,  and  founder  of  Kenjon  College. 

On  the  same  page,  37,  are  the  preamble  and  resolution  of  Col.  Bond, 
reapecting  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  previous  Convention  to  con- 
fer with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Kenjon  College,  recommending  that 
a  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  with  instructions  to  perform  said 
dnties,  and  to  report  at  the  next  Annual  Convention.  This  committee 
was  appointed,  and  consisted  of  Rev.  L.  Windsor,  Rev.  H.  B.  Wall- 
bridge,  Wm-  K.  Bond,  T.  C  Jones,  and  J.  W.  Andrews.

Hesolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  the  education  of 
oar  daughters  is  a  matter  no  less  important  than  is  the  education  of  our 
0ons ;  and  that  the  lar^  endowments  of  Colleges  for  the  education  of 
males,  and  the  total  want  of  all  such  endowment  for  the  education  of 
females,  involves  a  manifest  inconsbtencj,  and  one  which  our  Church 
has  acted  upon  too  long  already. 

Resolved,  That  the  time  has  fully  come  when  it  is  incumbent  upon 
churchmen  of  Ohio  to  provide  an  Institution  for  the  Christian  education 
of  their  daughters,  which  shall  bear  a  favorable  comparison,  in  the  lib- 
erality of  its  provisions,  with  our  noble  Institutions  at  Gam  bier;  adapted 
in  its  character  to  the  wants  of  the  times,  and  the  demands  of  those 
who  are  likely  to  become  its  patrons. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  following  persons  said  com- 
mittee :  Rev.  Dr.  Burr,  Rev.  J.  McElroy,  Rev.  L.  Carter, 
and  Messrs.  S.  N.  Sanford,  D.  D.  Aiken,  and  John  Clarke.

The  same  committee  also  reported  that  they  had  ex- 
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amined  and  found  correct  the  papers  relating  to  the  or- 
ganization of  Christ  Church,  Ironton,  and  accordingly 
recommended  that  the  same  be  received  into  union  with 
this  Convention. 

Adopted. 

The  same  committee  reported  the  following  additional

Who  appeared  and  took  his  seat  in  the  Convention. 

Rev.  Mr.  Nicholson,  at  the  request  of  Rev.  Mr.  Win- 
throp.  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Examinations  at  Gam- 
bier,  read  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted,  and 
ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  journals  : 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Examinations  of  Kenyon  Col- 
lege and  Theological  Seminary,  reports  that  several  members  of  the 
committee  were  present  at  the  annual  examination  preceding  Com- 
mencement. All  the  college  students  were  examined  in  the  Greek 
Testament ;  the  Freshmen  in  Geometry,  Ancient  History,  Herodotus, 
and  the  Satires  of  Horace ;  the  Sophomores  in  Analytical  Geometry, 
Surveying,  Modem  History,  Cicero  de  Senectute,  &c.,  and  (Edipus 
Tyrannus ;  and  the  Juniors  in  Guizot's  History  of  Civilization,  Cicero 
de  Oratore,  and  Astronomy.  There  was  a  class  in  Engineering,  which, 
under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Barry,  were  becoming  practically  acquaint- 
ed with  that  important  and  useful  branch  of  science. 

In  all  these  examinations,  the  students,  on  the  whole,  acquitted 
themselves  with  a  good  degree  of  proficiency,  and  the  result  was  credit- 
able both  to  them  and  their  instructors.  The  committee,  however, 
were  of  opinion  that  there  was  great  room  for  improvement  in  regard  to 
distinctness  of  articulation.  Some  of  the  students,  in  the  reading  of 
the  Greek  and  Latin  classics,  were  too  much  in  the  habit  of  precipitating 
syllable  after  syllable,  in  a  manner  that  prevented  clearness  of  utter- 
ance, and  hindered  them  firom  exhibiting  the  full  force  and  beauty  of 
the  author. 

The  examination  of  the  Grammar  School  followed  that  of  the  Col- 
lege proper,  and  here  too  the  students  showed  that  they  were  undergo- 
ing a  thorough  training.  Next  came  the  examination  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Students  in  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  in  Pastoral  Divinity,  Systematic  Divinity,  Evidences  of- 
Cbristianity,  Ecclesiastical  History,  &c.  It  was  conducted  in  a  tho- 
rough and  scholar-like  manner,  and  showed  that  both  professors  and 
students  had  been  very  diligent  in  their  work.  The  chairman  of  this 
committee  attended  also  the  examinations  in  the  month  of  March,  at 
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the  elose  of  tlie  spriDg  session,  and  these  were  of  the  same  general 
character  with  the  ones  just  specified. 

The  catalogue  for  the  past  year  contains  the  names  of  seven  in  the 
last  Junior  class,  fourteen  in  the  last  Sophomore,  and  fifteen  in  the  last 
Freshman.  Four  young  men  graduated  at  Commencement.  The  fall 
and  winter  term  has  but  just  commenced,  and  already  upwards  of  twenty 
have  entered  the  new  Freshman  class,  and  others  are  expected.  Nearly 
every  room  in  the. College  buildings  is  occupied,  and,  very  soon,  addi- 
tional accommodations  will  be  required.  There  are  now  in  the  Col- 
lege and  Grammar  School  over  a  hundred  students,  about  fifty-five  of 
whom  are  in  the  College  proper.  The  prospects  of  the  Institution  are 
better  than  they  have  been  for  many  years,  and,  under  the  able  and 
efficient  superintendence  of  President  Lorin  Andrews,  parents  and 
guai'dians  may  feel  every  confidence  that  good  discipline  will  be  kindly 
but  firmly  maintained,  and  a  wholesome  moral  and  religious  infiuence 

exerted.

Rev.  Mr.  Badger,  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  read  the  following 
report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Missions: 

The  Missionary  and  Edneation  Committee  of  the  Diocese  would  r»> 
port,  that  their  chief  anxiety  during  the  year  has  been,  not  as  in  former 
years,  as  to  how  they  could  raise  a  scanty  pittance  for  the  few  laborers 
in  the  field,  but  as  to  where  they  oould  find  suitable  laborers  for  gather- 
ing the  vast  and  whitening  harvest,  and  on  whom  they  could  appro- 
priately bestow  the  funds  generously  placed  by  the  Church  at  their 
disposal. 

The  continued  abundant  supply  of  funds  in  the  treasury  has  doubt- 
less been  owing,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  reappointment  of  the  Gen- 
eral Agent,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  last  Convention. 

The  urgent  demand  for  help  from  so  many  destitute  portions  of  the 
vineyard,  and  the  impossibility  of  finding  relief  for  all  of  them  among 
our  present  ministry,  have  led  the  committee  to  look  more  earnestly 
than  usual  among  the  pious  youth  of  the  Church,  and  to  make  it  a  part 
of  the  duty  of  the  Agent  to  look  out  proper  persons,  to  set  before  them 
the  claims  of  the  ministry  and  inducements  to  enter  upon  a  preparatory 
course,  with  the  assurance  to  all  who  need  pecuniary  assistance,  that, 
should  they  prove  competent  and  acceptable  men  for  the  work,  the 
Church  would  amply  supply  them  with  the  means  for  preparing  them- 
selves  for  her  ministry.  The  efforts  of  the  Agent  have  been  in  a  meas- 
ure successful.  And  it  is  believed  that  the  same  course,  steadily  pur- 
sued hereafter,  will  keep  the  subject  as  a  definite  one  before  both  our 
Clerey  and  people,  and  cause  them  to  feel  that  in  praying  the  Lord  of 
the  Harvest  to  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest,  they  must  also  use 
their  influencei  and  put  forth  their  own  exertions  to  aooomplish  the 
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object  of  their  prayer.  Fooiteen  youne  men,  porsuing  tiieir  studies  in 
the  Dioeesan  InBtitution  at  Gambier,  nave,  ,dariDg  the  year,  or  some 
portion  of  it,  been  aided  by  the  committee,  and  the  prospect  is  that  the 
nnmber  wiU  hereafter  be  much  larger.  Fifteen  missionaries  have  been 
assisted  by  the  funds  of  the  Church.  One  of  the  number  has  been 
•oddenly  out  off  by  the  prevailing  pestilence,  in  the  midst  of  his  use- 
lulnett.     He  had  done  his  i^ork  faiuifully,  and  with  a  single  eye  to  the 

E*  ry  of  GU)d.  The  Master  of  the  vineyard  has  called  mm  to  receive 
reward.     Who  will  take  his  vacant  post  ? 

The  amount  of  appropriations  made  by  the  committee  and  paid  by 
their  treasurer,  as  his  report  will  show,  has  been — to  Missionaries, 
^1,176,  and  to  Beneficiaries,  $928.96.  Over  one  thousand  dollars 
have  already  been  appropriated  to  -Beneficiaries  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  the  prospect  is  that  a  much  larger  sum  than  this  will  be  needed  by 
the  educational  department.  Full  three  thousand  will  be  needed  to 
enable  the  missionary  labors  to  go  on  .with  any  thing  like. the  efficiency 
which  the  urgency  of  the  demands  require. 

The  committee  feel  that  they  cannot  any  longer  restrict  either  the 
Missionaries  or  Beneficiaries  to  the  small  allowance  heretofore  granted. 
The  great  advance  every  where  in  the  expense  of  living,  makes  it  ne- 
cessary that  they  should  help  with  a  more  liberal  hand,  and  look  in 
&ith  to  the  Church  at  large  to  sustain  them  in  their  course. 

The  committee  know  of  no  action  to  suggest,  other  than  a  steady 

Kneveranee  in  the  measures  already  adopted,  and  which  seem  to  be 
rored  with  the  smiles  of  Heaven.

Judge  Hall,  from  the  select  committee  on  the  subject 
of  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  and  Kenyon  College,  read  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  adopted : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  suggestion  from  the  chair,  in 
regard  to  the  eligibility  of  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
ted of  Kenyon  College,  report  as  follows  : 

The  third  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary  provides,  **  that 
BO  officer  of  the  Seminary,  or  of  any  institution  that  may  be  annexed 
thereto,  except  the  President  of  Kenyon  College,  shall  be  eligible  to 
said  Board.**  The  case  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  com- 
mittee, is  that  of  a  Reverend  gentleman,  who,  being  Pre^dent  of  Ken* 
yon  College,  was  elected  a  Trustee,  but  who,  during  the  term  of  his 
offfice  of  Trustee,  resigned  the  Presidency,  retaining  a  Professorship. 
The  committee  have  no  hesitation  in  arriving  at  the  conclusion,  that  this 
seat  in  the  board  is  vacant.  The  disqualification  embraces  all  officers 
of  the  Seminary,  except  the  President;  and  when  the  incumbent  ceased 
to  be  President,  remaining  a  Professor,  the  objection  became  applicable 
to  him  in  letter  and  spirit.  The  committee  think  the  objection  not 
'  merely  technical,  but  a  very  grave  one.  Officers  of-  the  institutions  at 
Gambier  are  very  properly  excluded  from  the  board  of  Trustees,  on 
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tocoaDt  of  tbeir  personal  interest  and  feeling  in  many  of  the  questions 
which  might  be  presented  for  discussion  and  action  before  the  board,  in 
respect  to  which  they  might  not  be  as  competent  as  others  to  act  immr- 
tially,  while  their  presence  might  inflaence  or  embarrass  others,  be- 
sides, the  exception  made  in  favor  of  the  actual  President,  indicates 
that  hb  presence  in  the  board,  as  a  member,  may  be  desirable,  and 
points  clearly  to  the  propriety  of  the  vacation  of  the  seat  held  by  his 
predecessor ;  for  how  else  shall  room  be  made  him  ?  Shall  some  other 
member  resign  ?  We  think  not.  The  President  who  resigned  the  of- 
fice, should  divest  himself  of  all  its  appurtenances.  The  committee 
offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  seat  in  the  board  of  Trustees,  occupied  by  the 
late  President  of  Kenyon  College,  is  vacant,  and  should  be  filled  without 
delay,  by  a  new  election. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  Mr.  M'Elroy,  the  Convention  pro- 
ceeded to  fill  the  above  vacancies  in  the  board  of  Trus- 
tees. 

Rev.  Mr.  Holden  and  Mr.  E.  T.  Sterling  were  appoint- 
ed tellers. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  nominated :  Lorin  An- 
drews, W.  K.  Bond,  Rufus  King,  Kent  Jarvis,  Rev.  Mr. 
Nicholson,  John  W.  Andrews,  and  James  Hall. 

Messrs.  Bond,  J.  W.  Andrews  and  Hall,  severally 
declined  the  nomination. 

Whereupon,  on  collecting  and  counting  the  ballots, 
the  tellers  announced  that  Messrs.  Lorin  Andrews  and 
Rev.  W.  R.  Nicholson  had  received  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast,  and  they  were  declared  duly  elected. 

There  being  still  a  vacancy,  further  balloting  was 
unanimously  dispensed  with,  and  Rufus  King  being 
nominated,  was  unanimously  elected. 

The  report  of  the  special  committee  appointed  by  last 
Convention  to  examine  the  condition  of  Kenyon  College, 
was  made  the  order  of  the  day  at  the  opening  or  the 
session  this  afternoon. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Johnston  presented  a  communication  and 

remonstrance  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Cincinnati,  on  the 
/ 
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subject  of  assessments,  which  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

Rev.  Mr.  French  offered  the  following  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Article  lY.  of  the  Constitution,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  Canons : 

Add  at  the  close  of  the  Article,  the  followiDg  sentence :  "  The 
Preadent  of  Kenyon  College  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Conyen- 
tton,  ex  officio, ^^ 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  till  half  past 
two  o'clock,  p.  m.

Col.  Bond,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  last  Con- 
vention to  examine  and  report  on  the  history  and  pecu- 
niary condition  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Kenyon 
College,  presented  the  following  report : 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  nnder  certain  reso- 
lutions relating  to  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Kenyon  College,  and 
to  whom  was  also  referred  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
institutions,  have  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  them,  and  now  ask 
leave  respectfully  to  report. 

The  duties  alluded  to  may  be  thus  stated : 

1.  To  confer  with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  make  report  on  the 
fiaancial  oondition  of  the  institutions  at  Gambler ;  and  also  on  the  af-^ 
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fairs  of  said  institutions,  as  exhibited  in  the  report  of  tbe  Board  of 
Trustees,  made  at  the  last  Convention. 

2.  To  inquire  what  plan  has  been  proposed  or  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  investing  the  funds  of  these  institutions,  and  report  the 
same,  together  with  the  opinion  of  the  committee  thereon. 

8.  To  examine  into  the  state  and  condition  of  the  institutions,  and 
to  report  the  same,  with  the  opinion  of  the  committee  upon  the  neces- 
sity or  expediency  of  any  further  action  in  the  premises,  on  the  part  of 
the  Convention. 

The  committee  determined  to  visit  Gambler,  with  a  view  to  a  more 
satisfactory  discharge  of  these  duties;  and  deemed  it  both  proper  and 
respectful  to  inform  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  proposed  meeting, 
and  to  invite  their  presence.  This  was  done  by  letter  addressed  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex  officio  President  of  the  Board,  who,  how- 
ever, did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  convene  the  Trustees ;  but  said,  in 
his  reply,  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wing,  Treasurer  and  Agent  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  would  be  at  hand  during  the  session  of  the  committee,  and 
ready  to  render  whatever  aid  might  be  in  his  power,  and  would  also  lay 
the  books  of  his  office  before  the  committee,  at  their  request. 

Two^nly  of  the  committee  attended  at  Gambier  at  the  appionted 
time — June,  1854;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Windsor  having  removed  from  the 
Diocese,  and  Messrs.  Wallbridge  and  Jones  being  unavoidably  detained 
at  home. 

The  members  of  the  committee  attending  at  Gambier,  proceeded  to 
make  such  inquiries  and  investigations  as  seemed  appropriate  and  ne* 
cessary  in  discnarge  of  these  duties. 

First.  The  committee  now  propose  to  take  up  the  first  inquiry,  relating 
to  the  financial  condition  and  affairs  of  the  institutions  at  Gambier,  and 
to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  report  of  the  Trustees, 
under  the  head  of  *'  A  general  statement  of  the  pecuniary  condition  of 
the  institution,"  presents  a  schedule  which,  the  committee  suppose,  is 
intended  to  include  all  the  property  and  resources  of  the  Seminary  and 
College,  with  an  estimated  value  of  the  whole. 

The  specifications  in  this  statement  are,  in  several  instances,  rather 
indefinite  ;  as,  for  example,  this  item :  *'  Estimated  value  of  buildings 
and  other  real  and  personal  property,  not  productive,  $119,973.94." 
There  are  others  equally  general,  and  without  identity  of  description 
and  specific  detail,  and  which  may  be  referred  to. 

The  report  estimates  the  entire  property  and  resources,  after  deduct- 
ing all  liabilities,  at  $254,156.18;  and  in  this  estimate,  the  Trustees 
say,  "  the  buildings  are  put  down  at  their  cost." 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  committee,  in  any  manner  whatever,  to 
question  the  sincerity  of  the  Trustees  in  a  single  fact  or  figure  contain- 
ed in  their  report ;  but,  with  great  deference  and  perfect  respect,  a  few 
remarks  on  this  subject  will  now  be  submitted. 

Independent  of  the  indefinite  character  of  the  items  alluded  to,  it 
will  be  found  that  a  large  part  of  one  of  them  consists  of  buildings 
which  are  valued  at  their  cost. 

The  cost  of  buildings  and  other  improvements  since  1831,  is  stated 
at  $80,638.05,  and  to  this  must  be  added  the  cost  of  the  main  college 
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edifioe  and  maoy  otbers,  bailt  anterior  to  1881,  and  yet  Temaining,  as 
thej  moat  have  been  included  in  the  estimated  value  reported.  It  will 
thoa  be  aeen  that  nearly  one  half  of  the  grand  total  of  the  "  peounii^ry 
oondition"  of  these  institutions  consists  of  buildings  estimated  at  their 
eost.  It  is  well  known  that  one  of  the  buildings,  erected  since  1881, 
at  a  large  expense,  has  been  sold  at  less  than  half  its  cost ;  and  thus 
giTos  further  prpof,  were  it  necessary,  of  the  truth  of  the  old  adage 
mentioned  in  the  report,  that  "  it  is  cheaper  to  buy  than  to  build." 

The  eommittee  fear  that  this  estimate  of  buildings  at  their  cost  wonld 
proTe  very  deceptive  in  any  emergency.  It  may  be  said  that  these 
imildings  are  all  needed  for  the  uses  of  the  institutions,  and  that  the 
estimated  value  is  of  no  consequence.  But  if  the  valuation  is  made, 
it  ought,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  to  be  done  on  the  basis  of 
just  experience,  so  as  to  avoid  creating  erroneous  impressions. 

In  further  considering  this  '*  general  statement"  of  the  *'  pecuniary 
eondition"  of  the  institution,  the  following  item  appears,  to  wit : 

**  Proceeds  of  land  sales,  other  debts  due  the  institution,  Scholar- 
sbip  and  Professorship  funds,  and  cash,  after  deducting  all  liabilities, 
$71,920.22." 

The  committee  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  from  the  report  the 
separate  amount  of  each  fund  included  in  the  above  total,  and  the  re- 
amt  is  as  follows,  to  wit :

It  will  thus  be  observed  that,  after  excluding  the  items  '*  debts"  and 
"  cashf '  —  the  amounts  not  being  specified  —  the  above  aggregate  exr 
oeeds  the  total  of  the  same  items,  as  given  in  the  general  statement. 

The  committee  are  unable  to  account  for  the  discrepancy,  nor  are 
ihey  aware  of  any  reason  for  designating  these  endowments  as  ''  UNXXr 
PKNDED  funds." 

These  several  Scholar  and  Professorship  Funds  are  to  be  preserved 
entire,  so  far  as  Xhe  principal  is  concerned  ;  and  the  committee  suppose 
there  mu:$t  be  some  inadvertent  error,  in  treating  them  as  *'  unexpended 
funds."     The  other  items  of  the  **  general  statement"  are —

The  land  in  Union  county  has  been  since  sold,  probably  for  its  estimate.

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The  committee  have  thus  brought  into  view  the  entire  property,  funds 
and  resources  of  these  institutions,  so  far  as  the  same  are  disclosed  in 
the  report  of  the  Trustees.  They  cannot  concur  in  the  estimates  of 
value,  as  fixed  by  the  Trustees  in  their  *' general  statement;"  but  this 
is  a  matter  of  minor  importance,  unless  an  exigency  arise  compelling  a 
sale,  which  the  committee  hope  will  not  occur. 

A  question  of  grave  importance  now  claims  attention,  in  discussing 
"the  financial  condition"  of  these  institutions;  it  is  this:  What  is 
their  annual  income ;  and  is  it  adequate  to  their  expenditures  ?  On 
these  points  the  report  of  the  Trustees  does  not  inform  us. 

The  committee,  from  statements  furnished  by  Mr.  Wing,  the  Treas- 
urer and  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  find  the  following  sources  of 
income,  to  wit :

It  is  thus  seen,  that  if  the  interest  now  said  to  be  accruing  on  these 
funds  shall  be  punctually  paid,  the  total  of  the  income  will  be  $7,-

Total  annual  expenditures $7,826  00 
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The  reeolt  exbibits  an  excess  of  expenditures,  saj  $195.26,  beyond 
the  inoome ;  and  there  is  nothing  to  justify  the  hope  that,  with  the  pres- 
ent system,  a  new  aocumulation  of  debt  can  be  avoided,  unless  other- 
wise provided  for.  It  may  be  well,  too,  to  consider,  whether  the  inoome, 
as  now  reported,  will  continue  and  be  punctually  paid ;  and  is  there 
not  just  ground  to  apprehend  that  the  expenditures  will  increase  ? 

The  committee  deem  it  best  here  to  review  the  several  heads  of  in- 
come and  expenditure : 

I.  The  Milnor  Professorship  Fund. 

This  fund  was  ori^nally  designed  to  be  $10,000.  It  bears  the 
name  of  the  late  Dr.  Milnor,  for  many  years  the  justly  revered  Rector 
of  St.  George's  Church,  New  York,  whose  members  made  the  liberal 
contribution  of  $7,000  in  aid  of  the  fund.  A  further  sum  of  $500 
was  contributed  by  Judge  Chase,  of  Vermont,  brother  of  the  late  Bishop 
Chase,  but  the  balance  of  the  subscription  proved  unavailable.  By 
information  derived  from  St.  George's  Churcn,  the  committee  are  en- 
abled to  state  that  the  present  aggregate  of  the  fund  is  $7,678.14; 
some  little  addition  having  been  made  to  the  $7,500  before  mentioned, 
but  from  what  source  the  committee  are  uninformed.  The  committee 
are  also  informed  that  on  the  9th  February,  1848,  the  Vestry  of 
St.  George's  Church  advised,  that  the  bond  of  that  corporation  be 
issued  to  its  Treasurer,  for  the  time  being,  for  the  sum  of  $7,000,  in  per- 
petual trust,  for  the  Milnor  Professorship  in  Kenyon  College,  bearing  6 
per  cent,  interest,  and  payable  semi-annually.  The  committee  suppose  that 
the  balance  of  the  fund,  say  $678.14,  is  now  secured,  with  interest,  in 
the  same  way,  but  do  not  know  the  fact. 

The  right  of  nomination  to  the  Milnor  Professorship  was  vested  in 
the  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  George's  Church, 
for  the  period  of  ten  years  after  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Milnor,  which 
expires  in  April,  1855.  And  on  the  9th  February,  1854,  the  Vestry  of 
St.  George's  Church  proposed,  in  case  the  Trustees  of  Kenyon  College 
would  agree  to  continue  the  right  of  nomination  to  said  Professorship 
to  that  corporation  for  the  period  of  ten  years  more,  to  April,  1865,  the 
Treasurer  should  be  directed  to  pay  the  additional  sum,  annually,  neces- 
sary to  make  up  seven  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  for  the  period  of 
ten  years.  The  committee  learn  that  this  proposition  has  been  accept- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  and  thus,  for  ten  years  to  come,  it  is  be- 
lieved, the  annual  income  from  this  source  may  bo  relied  on  as  amount- 
ing to  $700.  The  committee,  however,  respectfully  suggest  that  some- 
thing should  be  done,  not  only  to  make  the  principal  of  this  endowment 
permanently  ten  thousand  dollars,  but  as  much  beyond  that  amount 
as  will  yield  an  adequate  yearly  salary  for  the  incumbent. 

II.  The  Griswold  Professorship  Fund. 

This  endowment  bears  the  honored  name  of  the  late  excellent  Bishop 
Griswold,  who  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  the  Senior  Bishop  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  Patron  of  this  fund  is  the  Rev.  Archibald  M.  Morrison,  of 
Massachusetts,  who  generously  gave  the  whole  amount,  $10,000,  which 
at  present  is  invested  as  follows :     1.  Two  notes  of  $1,000  each,  bear- 
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ing  interest  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent,  per  anDom,  payable  semi-aDDaal]  j, 
aad  secured  by  mortgage,  made  by  the  corporation  of  St.  Paurs  Church, 
Cleveland,  $2,000. 

2.  Eight  notes  of  $1,000  each,  made  by  the  donor  of  the  fund,  and 
bearing  6  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually ;  and  se- 
cured by  an  hypothecation  of  80  shares  of  $100  each,  in  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Commercial  Exchange  Bank,  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
$8,000.     The  annual  income  from  this  investment  is  $640. 

The  committee  are  uninformed  when  the  principal  of  the  notes  just 
mentioned  is  to  be  paid,  but  respectfully  suggest,  that  when  the  same 
fihall  become  due,  it  will  be  well  that  an  effort  be  made  to  obtain  a 
higher  rate  of  interest ;  and  to  secure  the  investment  by  lien  on  real 
estate  of  double  the  amount,  without  regard  to  improvements. 

m.  The  Scholarship  Fund,  $11,686.37. 

This  fund  arises  from  sundry  individual  subscriptions,  entitling  the 
parties  to  send  students  free  from  the  charge  for  tuition. 

Of  these  subscriptions,  a  part  has  been  paid  and  the  balance  remaina 
upon  what  are  called  '*  Subscription  notes." 

The  amount  paid  has  been  invested  as  follows,  viz :

The  "  Subscription  notes,"  represented  as  bearing  6  per  cent,  inter- 
est, amount,  together,  to  the  sum  of  $6,345.33 ;  and  with  the  invest- 
ments make  $11,686.37,  the  aggregate  ''Scholarship  fund." 

The  committee  do  not  presume  to  question  the  security  of  this  fund — 
of  the  **  Subscription  notes,"  indeed,  they  know  nothing. 

The  rate  of  interest  on  the  Knox  county  bonds  being  only  6  per 
eent.,  the  committee  think  it  an  unfortunate  investment,  especially  if 
subject  to  taxation. 

The  bonds  of  the  Medical  College  are  represented  to  the  committee  as 
secured,  part  of  them  by  &Jirst  and  the  balance  by  a  second  mortgage 
lien  :  and  also  by  some  pledge  of  Professors'  fees.  The  interest,  thus 
far,  it  is  said,  has  been  puctually  paid.  The  committee  hope  that  this 
investment  may  prove  to  be  a  reliable  portion  of  the  fund,  and  froni 
inouiry  believe  it  is  so,  but  fear  it  is  not  wholly  free  from  doubt. 

The  unpaid  portion  of  this  *'  Scholarship  Fund  "  is  secured  by  the 
separate  note  of  each  subscriber,  for  the  amount  of  his  subscription, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $6,345.33,  stated  by  Dr.  Wing,  the 
Treasurer  and  Agent,  as  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent. 

This  part  of  the  fund  is  subject  to  all  the  vicissitudes  and  changes 
incident  to  the  business  affairs  of  life.  The  continued  trouble,  too,  of 
collecting  small  amounts,  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  is  quite  a  se- 
rious difficulty,  and  ought  to  be  remedied. 

Th^  committee  respectfully  submit  the  suggestion,  that  all  these 
*' SabaoriptaoB  nates"  'dK)ulabe  colleoted  so 4K)<m  «« the  BaaMom  ba 
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doDe  oonsistoiitlj  with  Ae  engagements  of  tbe  parties  eonoerned,  and 
the  amount  united  in  one  or  two  loans,  at  the  best  rate  of  interest 
authorized  by  law ;  and  amply  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  on  real 
«Btate. 

lY.  The  Hannah  More  Scholarship  Fund,  $2,175. 

^nie  name  and  character  of  Hannao  More  must  be  familiar  to  every 
member  of  this  Conyention,  and  it  is  honorable  to  tbe  institutions  at 
Gambler  to  have  her  memory  associated  with  them.  This  fund  originated 
in  a  token  of  kind  regard,  found  in  her  will.  Tbe  original  bequest  was 
about  $1215,  which  remained  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Ewbank,  of  London, 
until,  with  accruing  interest,  it  amounted  to  $2175 ;  which  has  been 
received  by  the  Trustees,  and  is  staled,  by  the  Agent  and  Treasurer, 
to  be  invested  in  individual  loans,  on  bond  and  mortgage,  at  9  or  10 
per  cent,  interest  per  annum. 

V.  The  Charles  D.  Betts  Library  Fund,  $1,000. 

Mr.  Betts,  of  New  York,  in  his  last  will,  left  one  thousand  dollars, 
at  the  discretionary  disposal — for  some  Christian  purpose— K)f  the  Rev. 
Henry  Anthon,  D.D.,  of  New  York,  who  founded  thereby  the  above 
fund.  The  use  to  which  it  is  directed  to  bo  applied  is  as  follows,  to 
wit:  To  be  invested  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio  in  safe  securities,  and  the  interest  only  used  in  the 
purchase  of  bodes  for  the  Library  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  under 
the  direetion  of  the  Faculty  of  the  same. 

It  is  understood  that  the  investment  has  been  made  on  bond  and 
mortgage,  on  real  estate  in  Cincinnati,  at  an  interest  of  ten  per  cent. 
per  annum.

•  TV«Metlons  of  land,  conUining  4000  acreii  each,  were  purchased  bj  Bishop  Chase,  for  the 
aaresate  price  of  $18,000. 

^The  CoTiTention  which  met  at  Columbus  in  June,  1826,  approved  of  the  purchase,  and  resolved 
to  establish  the  Seminary  and  College  thereon. 

The  corner-stone  was  Laid  by  Bishop  Chase  the  same  jear,  the  site  being  selected  on  what  is 
BOW  known  as  the  senth  section. 

The  other,  or  north  section,  was  sold  by  the  Trustees,  with  the  advice  of  the  Conrention — 
pftrt  in  1882,  and  the  balance  in  1837 — the  aggregate  sale  amounting  to  $22,600. 

Th«  ffMMi  x^portxfiUtea  only  to  the  sale  of  part*  of  the  south  section. 
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The  balance  yet  due  on  real  estate  sales  bears  interest  as

It  will  be  observed  that,  in  this  computation  of  interest,  the  amount 
derived  from  the  sales  of  the  real  estate,  and  invested  in  railroad  stock, 
is  excluded. 

The  committee  are  informed  by  Mr.  Wing,  that  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees authorized  him,  at  his  discretion,  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock 
of  any  company,  constructing  the  railroad  from  Mount  Vernon  via 
Oambier  to  Jjoudenville,  such  sum  as  he  might  deem  expedient,  not 
exceeding  $5000  ;  and  that  he  subscribed  $3000,  of  which  he  has  paid 
$2798,  and  the  balance  remains  to  be  paid. 

The  committee  have  made  some  inquiry  as  to  this  railroad,  and  learn 
that  it  is  in  an  unfinished  state,  paying  no  dividend,  and  with  a  dark 
prospect  for  the  future.  The  amount  thus  withdrawn  from  the  resources 
of  these  institutions  necessarily  impairs  tbeir  income,  at  a  time,  too, 
when  they  owe  debts,  and  with  great  difficulty  can  meet  their  current 
expenses. 

The  committee  entertain  some  fear  that  this  investment  may  be  par- 
tially, if  not  entirely,  lost ;  and  would  advise  a  sale  of  the  stock,  even 
at  half  its  cost,  if  it  can  be  had. 

The  committee  are  informed  that,  in  some  instances,  the  notes  for 
the  payment  of  real  estate  sold,  have  matured,  but,  for  the  convenience 
of  the  debtor,  are  suffered  to  lie  over  on  some  arrangement  as  to  interest. 
It  is  respectfully  submitted,  that  this  tends  to  delay  the  benefits  of  any 
system  of  investment,  and  may  be  productive  of  some  inconvenient  ir- 
regularity in  the  payment  of  the  debts. 

In  relation  to  the  loans  made  of  the  funds  derived  from  the  sales  of 
the  real  estate,  the  committee  suggest  that,  in  their  opinion,  this  fund, 
and  all  other  money  within  the  control  of  the  institutions  at  Gambier, 
can  be  safely  lent  at  an  interest  of  10  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  law 
of  Ohio  authorizes  this  rate  of  interest ;  and  the  wants  of  the  Seminary 
and  College  certainly  call  for  whatever  addition  to  their  income  tbeir 
resources  will  command.  It  will  be  a  far  more  convenient  system  to 
make  such  loans  in  large  in  preference  to  $maU  amounts,  which  multi- 
ply accounts,  and  often  create  much  additional  trouble  and  labor. 

The  committee  do  not  doubt  it  is  the  sincere  wish,  as  well  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  as  of  the  Convention,  permanently  to  secure  the  re- 
maining proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  landed  endowment  of  these  institu- 
tions, and  so  to  invest  the  same  as  to  produce  the  largest  income.

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The  rent  on  the  425  acres  of  land  seems  to  be  yeiy  moderate,  and  the 
oommitteo  suppose  it  will  be  increased. 

The  Grammar  School  edifice,  known  as  **  Milnor  Hall,"  but  now 
rented  as  a  boarding  bouse,  it  is  thought  will  be  soon  needed  for  its 
original  purpose;  and  the  rent,  so  far  as  derived  from  that  source 
($225),  will  be  reduced.

The  committee  cherish  a  confident  hope,  that  the  growing  patronage 
of  these  instituUons  will  increase  these  items  of  income. 

IX.  Legacy  of  Mrs.  Isabella  Davis — Fund,  $510. 

A  few  years  ago,  an  honored  Christian  domestic,  who  had  resided 
many  years,  as  she  died,  in  the  family  of  Bishop  Mcllvaine,  bequeathed 
the  sum  of  $510  to  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
to  be  specifically  appropriated  as  Bishop  Mcllvaine  should  direct.  The 
legacy  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  who 
has  invested  it  in  a  bond  of  the  Ohio  Medical  College,  at  Cincinnati, 
bearing  10  per  cent,  interest  per  annum — being  the  same  class  of  se- 
eority  on  which  the  committee  expressed  their  opinion,  when  reviewing 
the  Scholarship  Fund.  The  annual  interest  on  this  fund  is,  for  the 
present,  appropriated,  under  the  Bishop's  direction,  to  the  making  up 
the  salary  of  the  Milnor  Professorship  of  Divinity.

The  interest  accruing  on  this  item,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Wing,  is,  on  the 
sum  of  $975,  at  6  per  cent.,  $48.50.  The  Ledger  Balances  are  stated 
to  be  numerous  unsettled  accounts  with  tenants  and  students. 

These  balances,  thus  due  for  rent  and  tuition,  amount,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, to  a  considerable  sum  of  money.  How  long  they  have  been  out- 
standing, the  commtttee  are  uninformed ;  but  where  such  accounts  are 
Buffered  to  continue  open  and  unpaid,  there  is  always  a  strong  proba- 
bility of  ultimate  loss.  To  avoid  this,  prompt  settlements  should  always 
be  bad,  and  payment  made  or  secured  without  too  long  delay. 

The  Committee  have  thus  reviewed  all  the  funds  and  resources  of 
these  institutions,  so  far  as  they  are  relied  on  for  income. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  the  annual  expenditures  of  these  in- 
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stitutions  slumld  be  carefully  considered;  otherwise  the  fbtmtain  of 
supply  may  be  exhausted,  and  embarrassment,  if  not  ruin,  follow. 

The  items  of  these  expenditures  have  been  already  stated ;  and,  on 
reviewing  them,  the  committee  do  not  think  that  the  amount  will  be 
reduced;  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  may  be  justly  feared  that  the  eetimate 
for  taxes,  if  not  for  repairs,  will  be  greatly  increased. 

The  utmost  economy  becomes  necessary  in  every  thing  connected 
with  the  fiscal  concerns  of  these  institutions ;  and  immediate  measures 
should  be  adopted  to  collect  all  debts  due^  and  to  increase  the  income 
by  a  more  advantageous  investment. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  expenditures  exceed  the  income  by,  say 
$195.26;  and  any  failure  or  contingency  may  increase  this  deficiency. 
This  renders  it  the  more  necessary  to  look  to  this  matter  now  without 
delay,  and  escape  the  probability  of  an  inconvenient  surprise,  and  a 
recurrence  of  debt  and  embarrassment.  The  principal  debt  which  the 
institutions  still  owe,  is  that  due  to  the  *' Lorillard  Fund,"  so  called; 
being  a  bequest  made  by  the  late  Mr.  Lorillard,  of  New  York,  to  the 
present  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  superannuated  cler- 
gymen of  the  Diocese.  The  amount  of  this  debt  is  $5,761.32,  and  it 
bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  per  annum.  In  addition  to 
this,  Dr.  Wing  reports,  under  the  head  of  **  deposits,''  a  debt  due  to 
individuals,  the  amount  of  which  is  $1125,  bearing  6  percent,  interest. 

The  committee  respectfully  submit  that  these  debts  should  all  be 
paid  as  promptly  as  possible,  and  the  future  creation  of  such  liabilitiei 
carefully  avoided. 

The  committee  will  now  consider  the  5th  and  6th  heads  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Trustees — the  one  relating  to  the  '*  contributions" 
to  the  Institution,  the  other  to  the  '*  cost  of  buildings." 

The  report  alleges  that  no  account  of  **  donations,"  or  of  the  **  cost 
of  buildings,"  whilst  Bishop  Chase  had  the  charge  of  these  institutions, 
can  be  found ;  and  adds,  that,  *'  were  it  practicable  to  state  an  account  of 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  early  years  of  the  Institution, 
no  useful  purpose  would  be  subserved  by  the  exhibit." 

The  Trustees  were  requested,  by  the  resolution  of  the  Convention,  to 
report,  as  far  as  it  was  practicable  to  do  so,  a  true  *'  statement  of  all 
contributions"  and  the  *'  total  cost  of  all  buildings  and  substantial  im- 
provements. "  Nothing  beyond  this,  and  the  words  '*  as  far  as  it  is  prac- 
ticable to  do  so,"  should  be  noted  in  this  connection.  The  committee 
presume  that  if  the  Trustees  had  been  in  possession  of  the  information 
sought  for  by  the  resolutions,  they  would  not  have  hesitated  to  comply 
with  the  request  of  the  Convention. 

What  is  the  relation  existing  between  the  Convention  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese  and  the  institutions  at  Gambier  ?  Under  what  authority 
was  the  landed  endowment  purchased,  and  the  corner-stone  of  Kenyon 
College  first  laid  ?  By  what  authority,  and  at  whose  instance,  was  the 
act  incorporating  this  College  and  Seminary  obtained  ?  By  whom  are 
the  Trustees  appointed  ?  Are  not  these  institutions,  in  efifect,  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese  ?  Is  not  the 
Convention  intimately  connected  with,  and  accountable  for,  their  faith- 
ful management  ?    Are  not  the  Trustees  aoting  as  the  stewards  of  the 
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Gonvention  in  tbis  great  matter  ?  The  committee,  with  entire  respect, 
suppose  that  the  Convention  has  such  an  intimate  connection  with 
these  institutions,  and  so  much  responsibility  therefor,  as  may  well  en- 
title that  body,  at  all  times,  to  call  respectfully  upon  the  Trustees  for 
any  information  which  the  Convention  may  judge  proper,  touching  the 
bosiness,  sitnation  or  condition  of  these  institutions ;  and  of  the  use- 
fulness of  the  call,  surely  the  Convention  may  judge. 

There  has  been  some  difference  of  opinion  among  us  as  to  the  nature 
of  this  right,  on  the  part  of  the  Convention  ;  but  the  question  whether 
it  be  a  legal  right  or  a  moral  right,  will  be  found,  practically,  as  we 
think,  to  be  of  little  moment  in  the  future  history  of  Gambier. 

A  new  and  important  event  had  now  taken  place ;  a  large  part  of 
the  landed  endowment  had  been  sold,  and  there  seemed  to  be  not  only 
a  propriety,  but  a  necessity,  on  the  part  of  the  Convention,  to  ask  for 
full  and  accurate  information  in  the  premises.  Rarely,  if  ever,  had  the 
Trustees  made  report;  and  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  seldom 
afforded  such  information  of  the  general  financial  condition  of  these 
institutions  as  might  occasionally  be  justly  hoped  to  be  found  there. 
Such  reports  had  not  been  called  for,  and  they  were  not  made.  There- 
in, the  committee  think,  the  Convention  has  omitted  an  important  duty, 
which,  had  it  been  regularly  performed,  might  have  had  a  most  salutary 
influence.  But  a  commencement  has  now  been  made,  and  if  periodi- 
cally repeated,  the  committee  believe  it  will  essentially  aid  in  the  pros- 
perity and  perpetuity  of  these  institutions.  The  present  inquiry  was 
designed  to  get  some  starting  point  —  to  give  some  account  of  the 
original  cost  —  the  source  from  whence  the  funds  were  derived  —  and, 
for  the  future,  to  aid  in  the  creation  and  adoption  of  a  sound  and  pru- 
dent plan  of  investment,  as  well  as  inculcate  a  just  economy. 

There  are  passages  in  the  report,  from  which  it  might  be  inferred 
that  the  Trustees  supposed  the  resolutions  of  the  Convention  involved 
a  question  of  good  faith  and  prudence,  in  relation  to  these  contributions 
and  expenditures.  It  has  already  been  stated  by  the  committee,  that 
no  such  motive  prompted  the  call  on  the  Trustees.  The  contributions 
or  donations  were  made  to  the  first  Bishop  of  Ohio,  the  good,  the  ven- 
erated Bishop  Chase,  and  afterwards  to  his  successor,  the  present  emi- 
nent and  excellent  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

These  faithful  and  laborious  servants  of  God,  in  due  time,  severally 
submitted  accounts  of  these  donations  and  expenditures,  so  far  as  they 
were  connected  therewith ;  and  the  same  were  regularly  examined,  ap- 
proved, and  accepted  by  the  board. 

The  report  of  the  board  now  exhibits  the  principal  heads,  and  the 
aggregate  of  donations,  made  through  Bishop  Mcllvaine ;  and  the  com- 
mittee feel  perfect  assurance,  that  it  is  in  all  respects  accurate.  But 
the  Trustees  say  in  their  report,  ^*  no  complete  account  of  such  dona- 
tions is  to  be  found  prior  to  the  resignation  of  the  late  Bishop  Chase," 
and  they  **  presume  none  has  ever  been  furnished."  It  is  also  suggested 
in  the  report,  that  if  such  an  exhibit  of  the  early  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments could  be  had,  **  perhaps  many  of  the  expenditures,  singly  con- 
sidered, would  appear  disproportioned  to  the  beneficial  results  obtain- 
ed."    "It  might  be  thought  that  exorbitant  prices  were  paid  for  quar- 
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rjing  stone,  erecting  buildings  and  clearing  land;"  and  ''that  the 
most  rigid  and  calculating  economy  was  not  always  practiced  " — '*  that 
a  more  wise  and  prudent  general  system  might  have  been  adopted" — 
that  "  the  greatness  of  the  undertaking  afforded  no  apology  for  wasting 
the  money  contributed ;"  and  "  does  not  exempt  those  to  whom  the 
funds  were  entrusted,  from  a  strict  account  of  their  trust." 

All  these  suggestions  are  made  in  the  report  in  connection  with  the 
allegation  that  Bishop  Chase  had  not,  so  far  as  they  could  discover, 
furnished  any  account  of  receipts  or  expenditures,  so  as  to  enable  the 
Trustees  to  state  an  exact  account  of  the  cost  of  the  buildings  and  the 
improvements. 

The  report  admits,  "that  it  is  no  where  intimated  that  the  contri- 
butions were  perverted  or  wantonly  wasted," — and  also  declares,  that 
the  Trustees  do  not  mean  **  to  cast  any  reflections  upon  the  manage- 
ment of  the  afiairs  of  the  Institution,  while  it  was  under  the  care  of 
Bishop  Chase." 

It  will  be  observed  that  no  accounts  in  detail  were  called  for,  wheth- 
er of  donations  or  expenditures.  If  such  requisition  was  made,  the 
report  of  the  Trustees  docs  not  meet  it,  in  the  case  of  either  of  the  Bish- 
ops. The  Trustees  seem  to  suppose  that  if  an  accurate  exhibit  in 
detail  could  be  had,  a  question  at  this  late  day  might  possibly  arise  in  the 
minds  of  some,  whether  the  most  rigid  ecomomy  had  in  all  cases  been 
practiced  in  the  difficult  labor  of  clearing  the  forest  and  erecting  build- 
ings at  Gambier.  The  Trustees  intended  in  this  no  reflection  upon 
Bishop  Chase,  and  the  answer  suggested  by  them  to  such  a  possible 
question  might  be  deemed  sufficient ;  but  one  still  more  satikactory 
may  be  found  in  the  Bishop's  own  words. 

The  committee  propose  to  give  Bishop  Chase's  own  answer  to  these 
suggestions.  In  his  annual  address  to  the  Convention,  held  at  Gambier 
in  1829,  he  says :  ''The  accounts  of  our  Institution  have  been  exam- 
ined and  brought  up  to  the  month  of  March  last,  to  the  no  small  satis- 
faction of  all  who  felt  a  laudable  anxiety  in  our  welfare ;  by  which  it 
appears,  that  the  cost  of  the  College,  when  taken  separate  from  that  of 
our  mills,  the  building  of  the  Professor's  house,  the  printing  office, 
the  village  dwellings,  &c.,  has  been  less  than  one  half  the  sum  it  would 
have  cost  hy  contract,  had  the  same  been  farmed  out  at  the  usual  pri-' 
ces.  If  this  should  seem  extravagant,  take  the  printed  account  of  our 
expenditures  in  your  hand,  and  go  from  this,  the  basement  story  of  our 
building,  through  all  the  intermediate,  strong  and  well  finished  rooms 
and  passages,  till  your  eye  meets  the  roof,  with  its  massive  and  thickly 
clustering  timbers,  and  its  well  supported  and  lofty  steeple,  and  then 
judge,  if  half  the  usual  cost  be  noticed,^* 

To  whom,  and  where,  and  when  was  this  said  ?  To  the  Convention 
of  the  Church,  assembled  at  Gambier,  in  September,  1829,  simultane- 
ously with  the  finishing  of  the  work  alluded  to. 

And  they  were  challenged  to  inspect  the  buildings,  and  judge  if  the 
whole  great  work  had  not  been  done  for  one  half  less  than  its  usual 
cost ! 

To  this  add  the  other  fact,  stated  in  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  that 
his  accounts  had  been  examined  and  brought  up  to  the  first  of  March 
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preceding,  to  the  no  imaB  satisfaction  ofaliwhofeU  a  laudaNe  anxi- 
ety in  the  welfare  of  these  instittUions ! 

To  whom  are  those  accounts  regularly  and  properly  to  be  submitted 
by  the  Bishop  ? 

It  may  be  safely  answered,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  alone  have 
power  to  examine  and  sanction  the  same.  Has  this  been  done  in  the 
case  of  both  Bishops — as  well  by  Bishop  Chase,  as  by  Bishop  Mcll- 
vainet  It  has ;  and  it  would  be  a  grave  omission  of  duty  if  it  had  not 
been ;  reflecting  as  well  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  on  the  Bishops. 

The  committee,  supposing  the  Trustees  were  mistaken  in  suggesting 
the  presumption  that  Bishop  Chase  had  not  furnished  his  accounts  of 
donations,  investigated  the  matter  when  at  Gambier. 

On  examining  the  Journal  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  committee 
found,  and  now  report  the  same  to  the  Convention,  that  by  the  proceed- 
ings there  recorded  for  a  series  of  years,  embracing  the  entire  connec- 
tion of  Bishop  Chase  with  Gambier  and  its  institutions,  there  was  a 
periodical  submission  of  his  accounts;  a  reference  of  the  same  to 
committees,  for  examination ;  and  a  final  acceptance  and  confirmation  by 
the  Board.  The  Bishop  was  then  acting  as  the  financial  agent  of  the 
Board,  and  in  nearly  every  instance  he  was  found  to  be  in  advance, 
and  a  balance  actually  due  to  him.  On  one  occasion  he  resigned  the 
tmst,  after  his  accounts  were  examined  and  adjusted ;  but  at  the  urgent 
solicitation  of  the  Board,  consented  to  resume  it  a^ain.  And  finally, 
when,  in  1831,  he  resigned  the  sacred  charge  of  the  Diocese,  on  are- 
examination  of  all  his  accounts  a  large  balance  was  found  in  his  favor, 
which  was  not  refunded  to  him  for  a  considerable  time  thereafter. 

The  committee  have  also  found,  annexed  to  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
vention, printed  in  1829,  a  list  of  subscribers  in  Ohio  and  their  dona- 
tions ;  also  a  like  list  of  those  in  the  other  States ;  and  an  account  of 
Bbhop  Chase's  receipts  and  expenditures  up  to  1st  March,  1829. 

It  is  known  that  the  donations  in  England  were  placed  in  the  hands 
of  Trustees,  to  await  certain  conditions ;  and  that  a  large  part  of  these 
were  used  in  the  purchase  of  the  8000  acres  of  land,  including  the 
site  of  the  College. 

The  details  of  all  these  accounts  must  have  been  examined  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  or  their  committees,  and  regularly  ought  to  be  found 
on  their  files.  The  committee,  however,  can  well  conceive  how,  by  lapse 
of  time  and  an  idea  that  they  were  not  of  any  value,  such  papers  might 
be  lost  or  destroyed. 

But,  fortunately,  the  important  fact  that  the  good  and  faithful  Bishop 
did  '*  give  an  account  of  his  stewardship,"  is  found  where  it  should 
be— on  the  Journal  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Bbhop  Chase  may  justly  be  called  the  Father  of  the  Church  in  Ohio 
— indeed,  in  the  great  West;  and  he  is,  emphatically,  the  sole  origina- 
tor, and,  under  God's  providence,  the  founder  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  Kenyon  College  ;  the  corner-stone  being  also  laid  by  his  own 
hands.  This,  as  connected  with  the  purpose  of  educating  and  *'  sending 
forth  laborers  into  the  Lord's  harvest,"  was  the  great  measure  of  Bibhop 
Chase's  life.  It  was  commenced  under  many  serious  obstacles ;  and 
almost  literally  did  he  ''  go  forth,"  providing  '*  neither  gold,  nor  ^ver. 
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nor  brass,  in  bis  purse,  nor  scrip  for  bis  journey."  His  great  energy 
and  indomitable  perseverance  yielded  to  no  discouragement,  but  pressed 
forward  where  others  doubted,  faltered,  and  even  disappeared.  ''Fidus 
et  audax,^^ — he  was  full  of  faith  and  friendship  in  his  Master's  cause. 
^* Dominus providebit^^  was  his  motto;  and  he  was  not  disappointed. 

But  he  is  gone — and  how  impressive  and  beautiful  is  the  announce- 
ment of  that  event  by  his  successor,  the  present  justly  distinguished 
and  eminent  prelate  of  the  Churcb^-our  own  Bishop — in  his  last  annual 
address.  The  committee  think  it  not  only  appropriate,  but  of  great 
value,  in  this  connection.     **  Laudalo  a  viro  laudati.^^ 

In  that  address,  our  Bishop  says:  ** There  has  gone  to  bis  rest,  a 
venerable  Father,  whom  for  bis  eminent  services  to  this  Diocese  in  par- 
ticular, as  well  as  for  the  position  he  held  for  so  many  years  as  a  most 
faithful  and  laborious  minister  of  Christ  and  Bishop  in  his  Church,  it  js 
our  special  duty  and  happiness  to  remember  and  honor.  The  name  of 
Bishop  Chase  can  never  be  forgotten  in  Ohio,  nor  cease  to  bo  regarded 
with  affection  and  respect,  so  long  as  there  remains  among  us  a  just 
appreciation  of  those  many  and  vigorous  attributes  of  personal  character 
which  so  signally  marked  hb  whole  official  life.  His  monument  among 
OS  is  Kenyon  College — with  all  the  history  around  it,  of  the  enterprize, 
and  sacrifices,  and  toils,  and  trials,  and  difficulties,  with  wbicb  its 
founder  commenced  and  carried  forward  that  Institution.  It  will  not 
be  long  before  the  last  of  those  who  were  personal  witnesses  of  what  be 
did  and  overcame  in  that  enterprise  will  have  passed  away — nor  before 
the  aspect  of  Ohio  will  have  become  so  changed,  by 'progressive  and 
rapid  improvement,  that  it  will  be  very  difficult  for  a  new  generation  to 
form  a  just  conception  of  what  Bishop  Chase  undertook,  when  he  set 
himself  to  the  establishment  of  Kenyon  College  in  the  locality  selected ; 
and  what  he  accomplished  so  long  as  he  remained  in  Ohio,  to  carry  for- 
ward that  enterprise.  Difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  wisdom  of  some 
details  of  his  plans,  is  no  detraction  from  his  merited  praise  for  great 
purity  of  motive,  a  single  desire  in  all  things  to  build  up  the  Church  of 
Christ,  a  large  heart  to  devise,  and  a  most  unconquerable  energy  to 
execute,  schemes  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of  men. 

'*  He  has  left  more  monuments  than  one.  We  speak  particularly  of 
Ohio.  His  memory  lives  in  the  hearts  of  many  in  this  Diocese,  who 
personally  knew  him  when  he  was  their  Bishop,  or  who  shared  the  bene- 
fits of  his  ministrations.  Their  number  is  fast  decreasing ;  but  they 
will  always  love  to  remember  and  tell  of  the  simple  manners,  the  tender, 
affectionate  spirit,  so  peculiarly  his  attribute,  the  unwearied  diligence 
with  which,  amidst  the  hardships  and  toils  of  his  visitations,  he  went  in 
and  out  among  them,  and  from  house  to  house." 

Almost  simultaneously  with  this  tribute  of  respect,  an  equally  beau- 
tiful allusion  to  the  same  sad  event  is  found  in  the  address  of  the 
Bishop  of  Georgia,  to  his  Convention.  It  is  in  these  words  : — "  The 
news  reached  us  of  the  death,  on  the  20th  of  September,  of  our  ven- 
erable Father  and  Presiding  Bishop,  Philander  Chase,  that  toilsome, 
way-worn  soldier  of  the  Cross,  who  was  perpetually  laboring  while 
others  entered  into  his  labor ;  who  was  incessantly  sowing,  while  others 
reaped  the  fruits  of  bis  toil ;  who  was  ever  moving  westward  with  the 
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irave  of  emigntion,  haTing  no  where,  at  times,  to  lay  his  head ;  no  rest 
for  the  soles  of  his  feet.  But  he  knew,  when  he  commenced  his  work, 
what  were  the  wages  of  a  Christian  hero ;  and  that  he  looked  for — that 
he  reaped,  in  rich  abundance.  God  permitted  him  to  see,  ere  yet  his 
eye  was  dim,  or  his  natural  strength  abated,  the  fruits  of  his  ministry, 
extending,  like  a  bright  arch,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Mississippi.  If, 
joining  him  as  he  leaves,  a  half  century  ago,  his  native  land,  a  solitary 
missionary,  with  his  staff  in  his  hand,  pointing  forward,  with  prophetic 
fivresight,  to  the  wilderness  of  the  west,  we  now  stand  upon  that  dis- 
tant hill  which  he  made  his  final  rest,  the  Pisgah  of  his  age,  and  look 
out  npon  the  Ministers,  the  Churches,  the  Dioceses,  the  Bishops,  which 
lie,  in  unbroken  continuity  and  in  spiritual  prosperity,  between  us  and 
the  waters  whence  he  started,  we  feel  that  he  might  well  call  it  the  Hill 
of  Jubilee,  and,  taking  up  the  strain  of  the  Patriarch,  say,  *  With  my 
staff  passed  I  over  this  Jordan,  and  now  am  I  become  two  bands.' 
Mercies  surrounded  him  in  his  old  age — the  truth  of  God  followed  him 
to  his  grave.  He  went  forth  '  sowing  beside  all  waters,  often  in  tears, 
and  he  lived  to  come  again  rejoicing,  bringing  his  sheaves  with  him.' 
From  the  Hudson  to  the  vine-clad  hills  of  Ohio — from  the  Lakes  to  the 
deep  jungles  of  Louisiana,  he  bore  precious  seed ;  and  those  powerful 
States  which  extend  athwart  the  continent,  all  bear  the  tracks  of  his 
footsteps,  are  all  fragrant  with  the  divine  riches  which  he  imparted  to 
them.  He  lived  to  see  every  thing  his  hand  bad  touched  prospering — 
his  sons  and  his  sons'  sons,  serving  the  Lord — his  Diocese  spreading 
itself  like  a  cedar  in  Lebanon — his  successor,  a  man  after  his  own  heart, 
consecrated  and  established  ;  and  died  surrounded  by  all  those  he  loved 
best,  in  his  own  home,  among  his  own  children,  looking  out  upon  the 
broad  land  which  he  had  consecrated  to  Christ,  through  prayer  and  toil 
and  suffering,  the  acknowledged  instrument  of  more  good  than  almost 
any  other  man  the  Church  has  produced." 

The  committee,  whilst  discussing  matters  connected  with  the  early 
history  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Kenyon  College,  as  associated 
with  the  memory  of  Bishop  Chase,  deemed  it  appropriate,  here,  to 
record  these  just  tributes  of  respect,  from  high  and  distinguished  sources 
in  the  Church ;  and,  it  is  believed,  a  sanction  will  be  found  for  it  in 
the  hearts  of  the  Convention. 

Second.  The  second  bead  of  inquiry  now  claims  attention — the  plan 
proposed  or  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  investing  the  funds 
of  the  institutions,  and  the  opinion  of  the  committee  thereon. 

A  copy  of  the  proceedings  and  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on 
this  subject,  was  promptly  furnished  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wing,  Agent  and 
Treasurer,  who  on  all  occasions  manifested  a  ready  desire  to  facilitate 
every  investigation  or  inquiry  proposed  by  the  committee.  The  pro- 
ceedings and  order  alluded  to,  are  in  the  following  words : 

•*  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  at  Gambier,  August  2d,  1853, 
the  committee  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred  made  the  following 
report,  through  Mr.  Curtis : — 

••  If  the  funds  are  invested  in  bonds  and  mortgages,  very  consider- 
able expense  will  be  incurred  in  the  examination  of  titles,  the  execution 
of  proper  instruments,  seeing  to  the  payment  of  taxes,  or  that  the  mort- 
gagor pay  them,  and  reinvesting  and  collecting  the  principal,  when  due. 
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In  proportion  to  tlie  rate  of  interest,  will  be  the  hazard  of  loss.  We 
think  the  fund  should  be  invested  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  require  as 
little  detail,  watchfulness  and  change  as  possible — looking  always  to 
the  safety  of  the  principal,  and  punctual  payment  of  the  interest. 

"  We  believe  that  county  bonds  can  be  procured  at  such  rates  as  to 
make  an  investment  in  them  preferable  to  Donds  and  mortgages.  We 
are  also  of  the  opinion,  that  safe  and  profitable  investments  in  ground 
rents,  can  be  made  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati.  We  recommend  that  the 
funds  be  invested  in  county  bonds  and  ground  rents,  or  such  other 
public  bonds  or  securities,  equally  safe,  as  may  be  obtained  in  the 
market — temporary  loans,  on  bond  and  mortgage,  being  resorted  to 
only  until  more  permanent  investments  can  be  had. 

'*  On  motion,  this  report  was  adopted." 

It  is  thus  seen,  that  the  Trustees  propose  to  invest  in  county  bonds 
and  ground  rents,  or  other  public  bonds  or  securities  equally  safe. 
The  committee  will  now  consider  these  classes  of  investment,  in  the 
order  named. 

1.  County  Bonds. — However  safe  county  bonds  may  be  considered, 
experience  has  shown,  in  many  instances,  a  want  of  punctuality  in  their 
payment.  It  is  well  known  that,  in  the  past  history  of  Ohio,  some  of 
the  counties  have  been  unable,  or  unwilling,  to  meet  their  debts; 
which,  consequently,  have  been  often  at  a  large  discount.  In  more 
than  one  instance,  such  bonds  have  been  issued  after  a  high  state  of 
controversy,  involving  a  good  deal  of  feeling  among  the  voters.  In  a 
time  of  burdensome  taxation,  that  same  spirit  will  be  likely,  sometimes, 
to  enter  into  the  election  of  county  commissioners,  and  perhaps  bring 
about  a  refusal  to  levy  the  needful  tax.  This  would  at  once  defeat 
punctual  payment,  and  leave  the  bondholder  to  the  necessity  of  resorting 
to  the  courte  for  a  writ  of  mandamus,  or  other  compulsory  process,  often 
tedious,  and,  in  times  of  high  party  feeling,  of  doubtful  result. 

Under  the  considerations  just  stated,  the  committee  do  not  think  in- 
vestments of  the  funds  should  be  made  in  county  bonds. 

2.  As  to  the  proposed  investment  in  '*  ground  rent."  The  commit- 
tee understand  *' ground  rent"  to  be  a  rent  charged  upon  real  estate 
for  a  term  of  years ;  or  for  a  term  of  years,  renewable  forever.  The 
owner  of  such  a  rent — the  party  owning  the  fee  of  the  leased  premises 
— sometimes  sells  this  fee  or  rent  charge ;  and  the  committee  suppose 
this  to  be  the  security  to  which  the  Trustees  allude,  in  their  proposed 
investment  in  ground  rents. 

In  making  such  investment,  many  inquiries  have  to  be  made ;  they 
are  obvious,  and  need  not  be  specified.  If  they  are  all  satisfactorily 
answered,  and  the  rent  charged  and  payable  at  fixed  periods  be  equal 
to  9  or  10  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  amount  invested  in  the  purchase, 
the  committee  think  the  investment  would  be  a  good  one.  But  there 
are  many  ground  rents  which  present  no  inducement  for  an  investment; 
each  case,  therefore,  must  be  decided  on  its  own  merits,  after  full  and 
careful  inquiry. 
.  3.  The  third  plan  of  investment,  as  proposed  by  the  Trustees,  is  in 
"public  bonds  or  securities,  equally  as  safe  as  county  bonds  or 
ground  rents." 

This  is  too  indefinite  and  general  to  be  considered  a  safe,  or,  indeed.

anj  role  of  aetioiL  The  oommittee  have  f>;reat  fear  that  it  will  be  found 
a  haiardous  iDveetment,  if  made  in  many  of  the  public  bonds  or  secnri- 
tiee,  even  if  thej  should  be  thought  at  the  time  as  safe  as  county  bonds 
or  ground  rents. 

The  oommittee,  with  great  deference,  but  without  hesitation,  consider 
thu  an  unsafe  mode  of  investment,  and  advise  against  it  accordingly. 

Two  things  are  to  be  thought  of,  in  an  investment  of  money  for  in- 
come, especially  trust  funds,  the  interest  of  which  is  absolutely  neces- 
aaiy  to  meet  annual  expenses:  1st,  The  safety  of  the  investment;  and 
2na,  punctuality  in  the  payment  of  the  interest. 

The  endowment  of  the  institutions  at  Gambier  was  chiefly  in  real- 
estate — always  deemed  permanent  in  its  security ;  and  thus  compen- 
sating for  some  difference  in  income,  when  compared  with  other  invest- 
ments. The  great  part  of  that  endowment  has  oeen  sold,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds already  reduced  twenty  thousand  dollars  and  upwards,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  debts ;  and  the  committee  fear  a  still  further  reduction  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  by  loss  of  the  railroad  stock  subscription,  before  men- 
tioned. 

The  remaining  balance  should  be  kept  sacred,  and  safely  invested ; 
guarding  against  further  redaction,  and  securing  the  principal  and  the 
punctual  payment  of  the  beet  legal  rate  of  interest  to  be  had. 

The  committee  here  beg  leave  respectfully  to  recall  attention  to  the 
ftct,  thai  the  income  is,  at  this  time,  inadequate  to  the  expenditures  ; 
and  that  there  is  strong  reason  to  apprehend  that  this  deficiency  will 
be  materially  increased,  unless  otherwise  provided  for. 

In  this  relation  too,  it  is  proper  to  say,  that  the  edifice  known  as 
"  Bexley  Hall " — ^being  the  Theological  Seminary  building — is  still  in 
an  unfinished  state;  and  will  require  at  least  Si, 500  to  complete  it. 
Something  must  be  done  to  secure  an  addition  to  the  principal  funds, 
and  especially  to  increase  the  income  and  prevent  any  further  reduction 
of  this  sacred  endowment. 

The  generous  friends  of  the  Church  and  of  learning  every  where,  are 
invoked  to  bear  this  in  mind ;  and  the  widow's  mite  may  be  cast  into 
this  same  treasury,  and  do  great  good. 

The  law  of  Ohio  authorizes  any  rate  of  interest  for  which  the  parties 
may  contract,  not  exceeding  10  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  committee 
are  of  opinion  that  safe  and  punctual  men  can  be  found  who  will  bor- 
row these  funds  for  a  term  of  years,  at  an  interest  of  probably  10  per 
cent,  per  annum ;  and  by  way  of  security,  in  addition  to  their  own  per- 
sonal bond,  will  give  a  mortgage  on  real  estate,  productive  and  saleable, 
and  in  value  double  the  amount  of  the  loan,  exclusive  of  perishable  im- 
provements. The  titles  in  all  cases  should  be  examined  by  counsel ; 
and  the  abstracts  of  title,  with  the  certificates  of  counsel,  should  be  kept 
with  the  vouchers.  All  these  examinations,  and  every  other  needful  in- 
quiry in  the  premises,  if  need  be,  can  be  made  at  the  charge  of  the 
borrower.  The  loan  should  be  made  for  the  longest  term  that  any  good 
and  punctual  borrower  would  take  it  at,  with  such  security  as  before 
mentioned ;  and  the  moneys  should  be  lent  in  large  sums,  of  five  or  ten 
thousand  dollars,  in  preference  to  small  loans. 

The  committee  note  the  objections  of  the  Trustees  to  investments  in 
bond  and  mortgage ;  and  respectfully  submit  that  every  reason  assigned 
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by  the  Trastees,  against  inveBtmeDts  in  bond  and  mortage,  is  equally 
applicable  to  the  investment  in  ground  rents,  which  the  Trustees,  in  their 
order,  sanction  and  adopt. 

The  committee  are  confident  that  such  loans  on  bond  and  mortgage 
could  be  made  entirely  safe,  and  free  from  charge  to  the  lender — and 
that  no  serious  difficulty  would  attend  them. 

The  plan  of  investment  on  bond  and  mortgage,  the  committee  greatly 
prefer  to  the  purchase  of  ''county  bonds"  or  other  public  bonds  or 
securities  equally  safe ;  and  it  is  submitted  for  consideration  accordingly. 

If  adopted  early  and  carried  out  thoroughly,  thus  investing,  as  soon  as 
it  can  be  done,  all  the  funds  of  these  institutions,  which  should  now  be 
called  in  or  collected  as  soon  as  possible,  the  committee  think  it  would 
save  the  fund  from  loss,  and  secure  the  payment  of  the  interest  punc- 
tually— so  essential  in  meeting  the  annual  expenses  of  these  institutions. 

The  committee  know  of  no  other  investment  that  will  be  safer,  nor 
any  other  so  profitable,  under  all  changes  of  agents  and  administrations. 

It  may  be  well  here  to  recapitulate  the  entire  resources,  real  and  per- 
sonal, now  owned  by  the  institutions  at  Gam  bier  : 

1.  Rbal  Estate. — This  is  reported  to  the  committee  as  consisting 
of  1560  acres  of  land — of  this  a  large  part,  say  1260  acres,  is  mostly 
upland,  in  timber,  but  said  to  be  tillable  if  cleared ;  the  balance,  800 
acres,  cleared,  and  one  half  of  it  stated  to  be  medium  bottom  land. 

2.  "  College  Keserve" — 460  acres,  including  all  the  buildings  of 
the  College  and  Seminary ;  and  all  the  lots  and  real  estate  incident  to 
the  same,  in  the  village  of  Gambier. 

This  '*  College  Reserve"  originally  contained  613^  acres ;  and  has 
been  reduced  by  a  sale  of  lots,  containing  together  1511  acres.

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B  is  proper  to  remark,  that  a  valuable  Library  and  some  Philosophi- 
cal ApparatoB  might  be  added ;  bat  the  committee  deem  it  uDneoessarj 
In  this  recapitolation.  The  committee  have  already  expressed  their 
TiewB,  in  detail,  of  these  fands  and  resources,  as  may  be  seen  in  the 
preceding  pages  of  this  report.  In  conclading  their  remarks  on  this 
head,  the  committee  beg  leave  respectfully  to  say,  that  they  are  deeply 
impressed  with  the  necessity  of  great  prudence,  care  and  judgment  in 
the  management  of  this  concern.  An  energetic  and  experienced  prac- 
tical agent  should  be  employed,  who  should  devote  himself  exclusively 
to  the  management  of  this  sreat  trust.  The  committee  do  not,  in  the 
mooi  remote  manner,  intend  to  reflect  on  the  present  or  past  agency  or 
administration  of  these  afiairs.  But  it  is  believed  that  a  new  state  of 
things  has  now  occurred  at  Gambler,  which  renders  it  absolutely  ne- 
cessary to  invoke  peculiar  energy  and  sound  practical  experience  in  the 
direction  and  management  of  the  varied,  large  and  important  property 
and  money  concerns,  in  which  the  College  and  Semmary  have  such 
vital  interest.  It  is  a  crisis  of  grave  importance,  involving  the  pros- 
perity of  these  institutions,  the  good  name  of  the  Convention,  and 
the  welfture  of  our  Church.  The  committee  respectfully  submit  the 
sabject  to  the  consideration  of  the  Convention. 

Third.  The  third  and  last  inquiry  remains  to  be  considered:  the 
state  and  condition  of  the  institutions,  and  the  expediency  of  further 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Convention. 

It  is  a  painful  fact,  but  it  cannot  be  evaded,  that,  from  some  cause, 
or  perhaps  a  combination  of  causes,  the  patronage  of  Kenyon  College 
gradually  diminished,  for  several  years,  until  finaUy,  in  1853,  the  whole 
number  of  College  and  Grammar  School  students  did  not  exceed 
seventy-nine. 

With  this  felling  off  of  patronage,  it  was  also  manifest  to  those  who 
visited  Gambier  in  the  summer  of  1853,  that  things  were  in  a  very  sad 
and  dilapidated  condition  about  the  College  building,  its  grounds  and 
police.  The  committee  do  not  mean  to  even  conjecture  how  this  was 
brought  about,  or  to  impute  blame  to  any  one  for  it.  They  feel  less 
necessity  for  such  an  inquiry,  since,  in  their  recent  visit  to  Gambier, 
they  were  truly  gratified  with  what  seemed  to  the  committee  an  entire 
renovation  and  revolution  in  the  condition  of  the  College.  It  was,  as 
already  observed,  in  a  sad  and  dilapidated  condition  in  the  summer  of 
1853  —  and  it  is  flourishing  and  full  of  promise  in  1854. 

During  the  past  session  there  were  nine  students  in  the  Theological 
Seminary.  The  committee  inspected  the  building  —  "  Bexley  Hall" — 
and  found  about  one  half  of  the  rooms  finished.  It  will  require,  as 
heretofore  observed,  at  least  $1500  to  complete  the  others.  Apart 
from  the  unfinished  state  of  the  building,  the  appearance  of  things  in 
and  around  Bexley  Hall  was  neat  and  appropriate.  The  beautiful 
locality  uniformly  attracts  admiration ;  and  the  edifice  itself,  in  its 
architecture  and  arrangement,  is  at  once  highly  ornamental  and  con- 
venient. There  is  attached  to  it  a  fine  Theological  Library ;  and,  with 
Professorships  well  filled,  it  is  hoped  that,  under  God's  Providence, 
each  successive  year  an  increased  number  of  laborers  may  go  forth 
from  this  Seminary  into  the  Lord's  Harvest. 
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The  committee  also  inspected  the  College  edifice,  and  found  much 
had  been  done  to  renovate  and  pat  all  the  rooms  and  apartments  in  neat 
and  comfortable  condition.  The  work  was  still  progressing,  it  being 
oontemplated  to  place  the  whole  bailding  and  surrounding  grounds  in 
ffood,  if  not  perfect,  order.  A  proper  discipline  and  strict  police  regu- 
lations are  instituted  and  carefully  enjoined.  Two  well  selected  and 
beautiful  Libraries,  founded  by  the  two  Societies  instituted  in  the  past 
history  of  Kenyon  College,  and  added  to  and  sustained  by  the  members, 
from  year  to  year«  attest  the  fine  taste  of  the  students  and  their  seal  in 
the  cause  of  learning.  The  committee  were  politely  invited,  by  the 
young  gentlemen  having  the  same  in  charge,  to  visit  these  Libraries ; 
and  they  were  both  found  to  be  very  handsomely  arranged,  and  kept  in 
fine  order.  The  number  of  students,  during  the  last  session  of  the 
College,  was  forty-one ;  and  in  the  Grammar  School,  thirty-three.  The 
committee  hope  and  believe  these  numbers  will  soon  be  largely  in- 
creased. 

A  gentleman,  in  whom  we  all  have  entire  confidence,  has  recently 
been  appointed  President  of  Kenyon  College.  The  brief  period  of  h^ 
presence  at  Kenyon  is  already  marked  by  the  happiest  effects ;  and 
aided,  as  he  now  is,  by  an  able  corps  of  Professors  and  Ldstructors,  in 
all  the  branches  of  collegiate  learning,  scarcely  a  doubt  remains  of  the 
returning,  and  ultimately  great,  prosperity  of  the  Institution.  But  to 
make  this  the  more  certain,  there  must  be  a  sealous  and  watchful  co- 
operation of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  and  the  friends  of  the  Church 
everywhere,  but  especially  throughout  Ohio,  with  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. Let  it  be  understood,  that  a  report  exhibiting  the  property, 
financial  condition,  and  general  state  and  prospect  of  the  Seminary  and 
College,  will  be  regularly  made  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Convention,  at 
each  annual  session ;  and  that  the  Convention  will  give  the  same  re- 
spectful and  careful  consideration,  and  take  such  order  thereon  as  will 
justly  aid  the  Trustees  in  elevating  those  institutions  in  public  favor,  and 
best  promote  their  prosperity.  Let  every  friend  of  the  Church  and  of 
learning  consider  it  his  duty  to  say  and  do  whatever  he  can,  justly,  to 
bring  tne  Seminary  and  College  into  favorable  notice  and  high  otmaUt- 
eration.  We  must  all,  cheerfully  and  heartily,  lend  our  energieB, 
individually  and  collectively.  Uniting  zealously  in  this  good  and  gre«t 
work,  and  looking  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  his  .blessing,  we  naj 
confidently  hope  for  a  propitious  result.

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On  motion,  by  Rev.  Mr.  McMroy,  the  above  report 
waa  received  and  laid  on  the  table  for  the  present,  for 
the  purpose  of  hearing  and  referring  other  reports  to 
appropriate  conunitteea 

Rev.  G.  W.  DuBois,  from  the  special  committee  on 
that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  refers  to  the 
education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry,  presented  the 
following  report^  which  was  accepted,  and  the  resolu- 
tion  adopted: 

The  oommittee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dren  in  which  it  is  recommended  that  more  earnest  and  practiced  eflfort 
be  made  to  increase  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  Sacred  Ministiy, 
and  to  call  out  and  furnish  for  this  work  a  more  adequate  supply  of 
fiuthfal»  self-denjing  men,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following 
zep^: 

That  in  view  of  the  numerous  losses  which  this  Diocese  has  recently 
sustained,  in  the  removal  of  many  active,  devoted  parish  ministers, 
through  the  operation  of  still  existing  causes,  as  distinctly  set  forth  in 
that  Address ;  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  notwithstanding  accessions  by 
Ofdination  and  transfer,  still  the  agmgate  number  of  parish  clergymen 
has  actually  diminished,  even  while  the  call  for  laborers  comes  to  us 
from  every  quarter,  and  a  rapidly  increasing  population  demands  a  pro- 
portionate extension  of  the  Church ;  that  in  view  of  these  things,  the 
subject  referred  to  this  committee  is,  at  this  time  especially,  one  of  vast 
hnnortance. 

Your  committee,  realizing  this,  and  fully  appreciating  the  difficulties 
which  the  subject  involves,  have  given  it  their  careful  and  prayerful 
consideration. 

They  would  urge  upon  their  brethren  a  more  distinct  recognition  of 
their  duty  to  labor  for  the  extension  and  perpetuation  of  the  Church, 
by  pointedly  directing  the  minds  of  young  men  in  their  parishes  to  the 
sacred  ministry,  by  setting  before  them  their  duty  as  Christians,  more 
especially  in  the  present  exigency,  of  offering  up  upon  the  altar  of  their 
faith,  their  time,  their  talents  and  their  energies,  to  be  devoted  and 
consecrated,  without  reserve,  to  the  service  of  their  Master  in  the  self- 
denying  duties  of  the  gospel  ministry. 

They  would  urge  it  upon  their  brethren,  to  regard  it  quite  as  legiti- 
mately incumbent  upon  tnem,  in  the  fulfillment  of  their  solemn  respon- 
sibilities, to  endeavor  to  make  their  young  converts  treasure-bearers  to 
others  of  the  precious  Gospel,  as  it  is  incumbent  upon  themselves 
to  be  faithful  dispensers  of  the  word  and  sacraments.  That  it  as 
strictly  appertains  to  them,  that  it  is  as  much  their  bounden  duty,  to 
call  upon  men  to  give  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  christian  ministry, 
as  it  is  to  call  sinners  to  repentance  and  faith  in  Christ. 

Your  committee  have  hardly  a  doubt,  that  if  the  clergy  of  the  Di- 
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ooem  would,  in  depencletice  upon  Ood,  labor  more  directly  to  this  end, 
and  in  their  public  teaching  and  private  exhortations  give  this  matter, 
80  vitally  important  to  the  growto  and  posperity  of  the  Church,  a 
prominent  bearing,  that  every  pariah  would  immediately  fumiah  a  pro* 
portionate  number  of  fit  persons  as  candidates  for  holy  orders.  Our 
parishes  would  then  become  the  sources  from  whence  would  flow  sfcretms 
to  make  glad  the  city  of  our  Ood. 

Still  further,  your  committee  would  have  this  subject  regarded  in  ita 
relations  and  connections  with  the  Diocesan  Institutions  at  Chunbier« 
These  must  necessarily  be  our  main  dependence.  In  their  behalf  we 
must  enlist  the  sympathies  and  interest  of  the  Diocese  at  large,  and 
secure  for  them  that  confidence  and  support  they  so  well  deserve. 
Here  it  is  that  our  young  men,  as  candidates  for  the  ministry,  are  to 
receive  that  intellectual  equipment  and  spiritual  improveroent  whidi 
will  render  them  efficient  and  faithful,  as  messengers,  watchmen  and 
stewards  of  the  Lord.  Here  it  b,  we  trust,  that,  under  prayerful  and 
assiduous  culture,  good  impulses  in  the  hearts  of  the  young  will  be 
cherished,  and  a  proper  direction  given  to  divinely  inspired  resolutions 
of  self-consecration  to  the  service  of  Christ.  In  this  way  these  institu- 
tions have  a  direct  relation  to,  and  bearing  upon,  the  great  work  of  fur- 
nishing as  well  as  preparing  young  men  for  the  ministry.  In  endeav- 
oring to  promote  their  prosperity,  and  to  secure  to  their  several  depart- 
ments a  large  number  of  students,  we  will  be  laboring  indirectly  but 
effectually  to  meet  the  present  great  want  of  the  Church,  and  to  fill  up 
the  now  decimated  ranks  of  its  clergy.  We  are  confident  that  there  is 
not  an  officer  connected  with  those  institutions  who  does  not  regard  it 
as  the  great  end  of  his  labors  to  promote  the  increase  and  welfare  of 
the  Church,  and  the  spiritual  as  well  as  intellectual  advancement  of 
those  entrusted  to  his  care. 

In  addition  to  the  present  existing  institutions  at  Gambler,  could 
there  be  established,  apart  from  the  rest,  a  school,  with  a  small  territo- 
rial endowment,  for  the  gratuitous  support,  clothing  and  education,  ah 
initio,  of  children,  the  Church  would  possess  in  such  an  establishment 
a  source  of  strength,  influence  and  increase ;  a  school  limited  in  the 
number  of  its  pupils,  and,  by  means  of  a  careful  selection  and  wise 
discipline,  kept  free  from  all  evil  influences ;  a  school  in  which  boys* 
of  unusual  talent  and  application,  could  be  carefully  instructed,  and 
brought  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord  —  in  the  hope 
and  expectation  that,  with  Grod's  blessing,  many  of  them  would  become 
chosen  and  distinguished  instruments  in  promoting  his  gracious  designs; 
a  school  into  which  the  parish  clergyman  might  secure  admission  for 
some  one  conspicuously  promising  boy  of  his  Sunday  School,  who,  by 
reason  of  his  social  position  and  the  pecuniary  inability  of  his  parents, 
would  otherwise  find  no  more  useful  field  for  the  employment  of  his 
energies  and  abilities  than  the  farm  or  the  workshop;  a  school  in  which 
native  talent  of  the  highest  order  might  be  cultivated,  and  its  possessor 
accustomed  to  the  refinements  of  life  and  the  usages  of  polite  society  ; 
thus  thoroughly  furnished  in  all  outward  things  for  the  work  of  evan- 
gelists, in  the  confident  hope  that  the  more  necessary  inward  qualifica- 
tion would  not  be  withheld. 
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li  would  be  digressiiig  too  far  from  the  main  scope  of  this  report,  to 
enter  more  partacalarly  into  the  adyocacy  or  details  of  snch  an  establish* 
■leot.  But  yoor  oommittee  wonld  fcimply  draw  the  attention  of  the  Dio- 
eeee  lo  the  sabject,  as  in  its  main  featnres  worthy  of  careful  consider- 
ation. 

Tbeybc^  Jeave,  in  oonclasion,  to  offer  the  following  resolution : 

BeioheOf  >)!hat  during  the  ensuing  conventional  year,  the  clergy  of 
the  Diocese  be  requested  to  preach  one  or  more  sermons,  at  theur  di&- 
entioo,  to  thd^jNMingmenof  their  respective  congregations,  urging  them 
prayerfoUy  to  revolve  the  question  in  their  minds,  whether  or  no  they 
ean  conscientiously  justify  themselves  in  refusing  to  consecrate  them- 
advea  to  the  service  ^the  Lord,  in  the  work  of  the  ministry  of  the  Gkwpel. 

That  they  be  likewise  requested,  in  private  interviews  and  exhorta- 
tions, to  direct  the  thoughts  of  pious  youth  to  this  important  work. 

And  fimher,  that  every  clergyman  be  requested,  in  the  same  connec- 
tion, diligently  to  set  forth  the  peculiar  advantages  and  claims  of  our 
Dioeesan  Institutions.

Rev.  Mr.  Fairchild  read  the  following  report  of  the 
standing  committee  on  Missions. 

The  standing  committee  on  Missions  beg  leave  to  present  the  follow- 
ing report: 

The  repprj^  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  commit- 
tee furnishes  us  with  the  following  particulars  :  Amount  received  dur- 
ing the  year,  $3,920 ;  paid  to  Missionaries  and  Beneficiaries,  $2,904.70 ; 
amount  on  hand,  $1,015.30.  Number  of  Missionaries  aided,  17 ; 
Beneficiaries,  14. 

This  report  gives  evidence  of  increased  interest  in  the  cause  of  mis- 
sions, and  calls  for  devout  thankfulness  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church, 
for  having  influenced  the  hearts  of  so  many  of  his  people  to  give  of  their 
abundance  for  the  promotion  of  his  cause  in  the  Diocese.  The  defi- 
dency  we  are  called  upon  to  use  means  to  provide  for,  is  not  in  money 
to  support  missionaries,  but  faithful  men  to  break  the  bread  of  life,  and 
plant  the  standard  of  the  Church  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  Diocese. 

This  want,  so  sensibly  felt,  we  believe  to  be  caused  by  the  absence 
of  that  &ith  and  zeal  for  the  cause  of  Christ  which  does  not  confer 
with  flesh  and  blood,  but,  in  spite  of  self-denial  and  discouragement,  goes 
forth  to  bear  the  message  of  peace  to  others  which  they  have  received 
themselves.     Therefore, 

1.  Re$olved,  That  the  urgent  demand  for  laborers  in  this  Diocese 
calls  for  the  united,  earnest,  and  persevering  prayer  of  all  who  love 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  God  would  awaken  the  zeal  of  our  young 
men,  and  from  their  number  **  send  forth  laborers  unto  his  vineyard.' 

2.  JResolved,  That  the  Convention  recommend  that  the  present  very 
efiioient  Agent  of  the  Missionary  Committee  be  continued  for  the  ensuing 
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year,  and  that  we  vso  our  besl  endeeTora  to  make  (mr  eoUeotiofta  eor- 
respoDd  with  the  inoreaaed  expense  of  li?inff. 

3.  Eesolved,  That  the  Miaatoiiaij  and  Bdaoatton  oommittee  be  direol* 
ed  to  make  appropriationa  to  miflaioiiariea  with  reference  to  thia  ift* 
crease.

Rev.  J.  McElroy  offered  the  following  resdationy 
which  was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  that  portion  of  the  report  read  by  Mr.  DnBoia  upon 
the  training  of  youth  tor  the  ministry  which  rektes  to  the  establish- 
ment, at  Gambler,  of  a  school  for  the  education  of  indigent  yonth,  be 
respectfully  recommended  to  the  consideration  of  the  Boud  of  Tmsteea 
of  Kenyon  College  and  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Mr.  S.  N.  Sanford,  from  the  committee  on  the  subject 
of  Female  Education,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted^  and  for  the  present  laid  on  the 
table: 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  resolutions  in'ti^uced  by 
Mr.  Sanford,  on  the  subject  of  Female  Education,  wouM  'respectfully 
report,  that  they  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  subject  ib 
one  of  the  most  important  that  can  occupy  the  attention  of  thia 
Convention ;  and  that  it  is,  indeed,  in  the  language  of  the  resolutiona 
above  referred  to,  now  "incumbent  upon  churchmen  of  Ohio  to  pro- 
vide an  institution  for  the  christian  education  of  our  daughters  which 
shall  bear  a  favorable  comparison,  in  the  liberality  of  its  provisionBy 
with  our  noble  institutions  at  Oambier." 

That  the  education  of  females,  in  itself  considered,  (with  no  refer* 
ence  to  any  other  than  the  individual  educated,)  is  equally  important 
with  that  of  males,  it  is  presumed,  no  one  in  this  Convention  will  at  this 
day  deny.  And  when  we  consider  the  unbounded  influence,  for  weal 
or  for  wo,  of  woman,  as  the  natural  edncator  of  the  race,  your  commit- 
tee feel  assured  that  in  no  respect  is  her  thorough  christian  education 
less  important  than  is  that  or  the  other  sex.  This  being  admitted, 
there  seems  to  be  no  reason  for  the  endowment  of  colleges  for  the  eda* 
cation  of  males,  which  does  not  call  with  equal  or  even  greater  force  for 
the  endowment  of  institutions  for  the  education  of  females.  Surely  the 
latter  are  not  better  able  to  pay  the  whole  actual  cost  of  theu:  education 
than  are  the  former.  The  avennes  to  lucrative  employment  open  for 
them  are  not  mure  numerous  than  those  open  to  males,  but  quite  the 
reverse.  The  devoted  female,  who  bums  with  a  desire  to  improve  her 
mind  and  fit  herself  for  usefulness,  must,  if  destitute  of  rnoana,  labor  for 
a  small  compensation,  scarcely  sufficient  to  cover  her  neoessary  oorrent 
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ezpensM,  tni  from  this  small  amotrat  sbe  mtust  sare  a  sam  sofiieieiit  to 
meet  her  BchooL  hilla ;  and  these,  iVom  the  want  of  endowed  female  semi- 
naries*  are  necessarily  high ;  while  the  youne  man,  in  a  similar  situation, 
finds  hefore  him  many  open  doors  to  profitable  and  honorable  employ- 
ment ;  and  when  he  has  saved  a  comparatively  small  sum,  he  may  go 
on  with  his  edooation,  finding  that  benevolent  persoos  have  previonsly 
paid  a  large  portion  of  the  actual  cost  of  his  education,  by  liberally 
endowing  the  institution  where  he  is  to  receive  it.  Now,  why  should 
the  Toung  man  be  thus  favored,  and  the  young  woman  thus  neglected  ? 
And  why  should  the  daughters  d  churchmen  be  driven,  by  such  neg- 
lect, to  the  necessity  of  having  their  minds  and  their  christian  character 
fbnned  in  a  sectarian,  a  Romish,  or  an  infidel  mould  ? 

In  view  of  these  and  numerous  other  facts  and  circumstances,  which, 
from  lack  of  time,  your  committee  cannot  now  place  before  you  in  the 
strong  lights  in  which  they  should  be  viewed,  we  would  ofier  for  adop- 
tion the  following  resolutions : 

£e$olved.  That  this  Convention  heartily  concurs  in  the  sentiment 
that  the  christian  education  of  our  daughters  is  a  matter  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  the  Church  and  to  the  world;  that  expediency  "no  less  than  jus- 
tice, and  duty  no  less  than  interest,  demand  that  this  Diocese  proceed, 
without  unnecessary  delay,  to  found  an  institution  for  the  christian  edu- 
cation of  females,  provided  with  grounds,  buildings,  &c.,  on  a  liberal 
scale,  and  with  a  permanent  and  productive  endowment  of  at  least  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 

JieBolved,  That  a  committee  of  —  clergymen  and  —  laymen  be  now 

appointed,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next  annual  session  of  this 

Convention  a  plan  for  raising  and  investing  such  an  endowment ;  a  plan 

for  the  organisation  of  such  an  institution ;  the  place  or  places,  within 

the  Diocese,  which  offer  the  strongest  inducements  for  its  location  in  their 

vicinity ;   and  such  other  matter,  connected  with  this  subject,  as  they 

may  deem  necessary  to  bring  before  this  Convention. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Kev.  Dr.  Muenscher,  from  the  committee  on  Canons, 
made  a  second  report,  as  follows :

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  (in  connection  with  the  Bish- 
op) was  referred  the  list  of  the  clergy,  for  revision,  would  report : 

That  they  find  no  reason  for  the  alteration  of  that  list.  The  only 
case  specially  referred  to  them  was  that  of  a  reverend  gentleman  whose 
name  had  been  omitted  from  the  list  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  he 
having  resigned  the  rectorship  of  his  parish  by  reason  of  ill  health. 
The  committee  regard  the  Bishop's  view  of  this  case  as  in  accordance 
with  the  4th  Article  of  the  Conbtitution  —  inasmuch,  as  to  entitle  a 
clergyman  of  infirm  health  to  his  seat,  it  is  required  that  he  be  "  pre- 
vented by  age  and  infirmities  from  the  public  services  of  the  ministry."

Resolved^  That  while  this  Convention  would  not  be  considered  as 
endorsing  all  that  is  contained  in  the  labored  and  valuable  report  of 
the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Institutions  at  Gambler,  it  deems 
great  credit  to  be  due  to  them  for  eliciting  much  important  information, 
and  would  recommend  the  suggestions  of  the  committee  to  the  serious 
consideration  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Mr.  M.  M.  Granger  moved,  as  a  substitute,  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  approves  the  recommendations  of 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  state  of  Kcnyon  College  and  The- 
ological Seminary,  and  advises  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  take  the 
same  under  consideration. 

Rev.  Mr.  Gumming  moved,  as  a  substitute  for  all  pre- 
vious  motions,  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be 
adopted.

Mr.  J.  W.  Andrews,  from  the  committee  of  five  on  that 
l^^rtion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  clerical  sup- 
l^^rt,  etc.,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
^^opted : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
r^^dress  as  relates  to  the  salaries  of  the  clergy  in  this  Diocese,  and  to 
^^  Soeiety  for  the  Belief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased 
Clergymen,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  that  they  nave  had  the  same 
^^der  ooDsideratioD,  and  are  of  die  opinion, 
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1.  That  in  all  the  parishes  in  Ohio,  in  which  a  pastor  is  regularly 
settled,  and  in  which,  within  the  last  three  or  four  years,  there  has  hccn 
DO  increase  of  salary,  to  meet  the  increased  expenditure  arising  out  of 
high  prices,  there  should  now  he  an  addition  to  such  salaries  of  at  least 
twenty-five  per  cent.  This  burden  must  rest  somewhere.  It  is  not 
right  that  it  should  all  fall  on  the  clergyman.  With  this  addition  of 
twenty-five  per  cent.,  the  salaries  of  our  clergymen  in  Ohio,  will,  as  a 
general  rule,  afford  them  but  a  scanty  support. 

2.  That  no  regularly  settled  pastor  in  this  Diocese  should  receive,  as 
his  salary,  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  Whenever  a 
parish  has  done  all,  which  it  can  reasonably  be  expected  to  do,  towards 
paying  such  salary,  the  Missionary  Committee  should  feel  themselves 
authorized  to  pay  the  additional  amount  necessary  to  make  up  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  instead  of  four  hundred  dollars,  which  has  been 
their  practice  heretofore.  The  Diocese  will  undoubtedly  sustain  them 
in  so  doing. 

3.  The  committee  concur  fully  with  the  Bishop  in  his  recommenda- 
tion that  collections  be  taken  up  at  the  period  of  the  year  most  favor- 
able for  collections,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Society  for  the  Kelief 
of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen.  They  would  also 
suggest  that  the  clergy  shall  feel  authorized  to  call  the  attention  of 
individual  members  of  their  respective  congregations,  to  the  propriety 
of  aiding  this  society,  especially  by  subscriptions  for  a  term  of  years, 
or  for  life.  If  properly  presented,  the  committee  feel  sure  that  the 
claims  of  thb  society  will  be  fully  met  by  the  Diocese.

Mr.  S.  N.  Sanford  offered  the  following,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  instructed  to  inquire 
whether  it  be  not  expedient  to  report  a  canon,  or  an  amendment  to  tn 
existing  canon,  requiring  each  parish  Clergyman,  or,  in  case  of  vacancy, 
each  Senior  Warden  or  Secretary,  to  include  in  the  annual  report  re- 
quired from  each  parish,  a  statement  of  the  total  amount  of  property 
subject  to  taxation  in  his  parish ;  and  furthermore  requiring  that  the 
facts  thus  adduced  as  to  the  pecuniary  ability  of  the  respective  parishes 
of  the  Diocese,  be  made  the  basis  of  the  annual  assessment  upon^the 
parishes  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  for  the  contingent  expen- 
ses of  the  Diocese. 

Rev.  Mr.  Fitch  was  called  to  the  chair. 
Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  from  the  Finance  Committee,  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  have  the  great  pleasure  of  reporting  to 
the  Convention  that,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Eight  Keverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  fully  paid  the 
salary  for  the  present  year,  ending  Sept.  1st,  1854,  and  all  arrearages* 
and  interest  thereon ;  and  that  there  is  a  small  balance  to  the  credit  of 
the  Convention. 

In  regard  to  the  memorial  from  St.  Paul's,  Cincinnati,  referred  to 
the  Committee,  your  Committee  have  given  to  it  the  consideration  which 
its  importance  demands,  and  are  happy  that  the  views  of  the  vestry  of 
St.  Paul's  are  in  perfect  unison  with  their  own,  upon  the  imperative 
justice  of  promptly  paying  the  salary  of  our  beloved  Diocesan,  and  all 
arrearages  due  him ;  but  what  the  vestiy  say  of  the  rule  of  assessment, 
suggested  in  the  Canon  upon  this  subject,  is  found  by  your  Committee 
utterly  impracticable,  because  of  the  large  proportion  of  poor  and  penni- 
less communicants  in  some  parishes  in  the  Diocese.  The  assessment 
of  the  Diocese  for  the  past  year  was,  however,  extraordinary,  to  pay  off 
the  arrearages  due  the  Bishop ;  and  your  committee  have  the  pleasure 
of  reporting  an  assessment  for  this  year  which  they  hope  will  be  found 
generally  fair  and  just.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved f  That  the  memorial  from  St.  Paul's,  Cincinnati,  be  placed 
upon  the  files  of  the  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  all  the  arrearages  now  due  from  the  parishes  to  the 
episcopate  and  contingent  funds,  be  discharged  and  wiped  off  from  the 
books  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.

Although,  as  was  intimated  in  my  last  report,  the  pleasing  indica- 
tions of  a  work  of  grace  among  the  young  ripened  into  conversion,  so 
that  seven  have  been  added  to  the  communion,  with  six  married  persons, 
male  and  female,  and  three  by  transfer ;  the  parish  has  since  materially 
sufiered  by  the  removal  of  some,  and  the  falling  off  of  other  families ; 
and  intimations  are  given  us  that  three  more  are  about  to  leave  for  the 
fitfther  West. 

With  a  population  of  5,000  and  out  of  these  about  96  adults  and  92 
children  belonging  to  the  parish,  the  average  attendance  at  church  is, 
of  the  adults  not  more  than  50  per  cent.,  and  of  the  children  not  more 
than  20  per  cent.;  a  sad  and  melancholy  picture ;  and  yet  our  labors 
have  been  unremitting  every  Sabbath,  as  reported  last  [)rear,  as  well  as 
from  house  to  house,  and  except  through  the  severe  hot  days  of  the 
summer,  the  Bible  class  on  Sunday  evening,  and  the  Wednesday  eve- 
ning Lecture  have  also  been  continued.  I  am  persuaded  that  the  attend- 
ance at  Church  would  be  very  much  greater  out  for  the  length  of  our 
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liturgical  services :  and  siDcerelj  hope  the  contemplated  change  will 
remedy  this  particular. 

Thus  far  the  members  of  our  own  parish,  though  few  in  number, 
have  most  commendably  struggled  against  untoward  obstacles  to  sus- 
tain it.  But  now,  owing  to  the  great  and  growing  depression  in  com- 
merce, and  consequent  deficiency  of  means,  our  few  struggling  friends 
see  not,  as  yet,  the  possibility  even  of  meeting  the  expenses  of  the  en- 
suing year,  without  aid  from  abroad.  Besides  the  current  expenses'  of 
$580,  there  will  be  $222  the  next  and  third  instalment  on  the  parson- 
age. Still,  they  do  not  despair.  '^They  know" — some  of  them  at 
least,  by  happy  experience,  Him  that  hath  said — **I  will  never  leave 
thee  nor  forsake  thee."  And  together,  we  look  up  and  say  with  David:

Church,  Maumee,  $30  ;  SuAday  School,  $96 ;  amount  expended  in 
completion  and  furnishing  of  Church  edifice,  $5,557.85 ;  Traveling  ex- 
penses of  members  of  Central  Association,  $43.16 — Total,  $6,253.72. 

The  Rector  accepted  a  call  to  this  parish  in  June,  1853,  and  entered 
officially  upon  his  duties  in  September,  following.

There  has  been  a  large,  addition  to  the  number  of  Communicants.

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trime  and  feOaumhip^  and  in  breaking  of  breads  and  in  prayers.  Bj 
works  of  pnotkal,  sjstematie,  bat  onostentatioos  benevoleiice,  thej  haye 
adorned  toe  Gk)epel  of  Christ  their  Savioar.

Reports,  that  since  the  resignation  of  his  connection  with  Kenyon 
College,  a  year  ago  last  Jane,  he  has  been  mainly  engaged  in  teaching 
a  smul  select  fiunily  school  in  Gambier,  and  in  editing  the  Wests&v 
£iPi8C0PALiAN.  The  avails  from  his  school  have  enabled  him  to  devote 
much  time  and  labor  to  the  paper  without  pecuniary  remuneration.  He 
has  felt  that  in  these  vocations,  he  has  been  fulfilling  the  vows  that  are 
npon  him,  though  he  has  not  been  extensively  or  actively  engaged  in 
the  specific  worK  of  the  Ministry.  He  believes  the  paper  is  doins  good, 
and  IS  necessary  in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  toe  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  West.  Ana  if  thb  belief  were  not  very  decided,  he  would  at 
once  abandon  the  profitless  and  thankless  office. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Brayton 

Bespectfully  reports,  that  during  the  last  year  he  has  continued  to  be 
engaged  in  condueting  a  Family  Boarding  School  for  the  education  of  a 
limited  number  of  boys.  Besides  which,  he  has  ministered  four  suo- 
ceesive  months,  in  all  the  usual  services,  in  the  parish  of  St  James' 
Church,  Painesville,  in  the  vacancy  of  the  Rectorship  of  the  same. 

Rev.  John  L.  Bryan 

Reports  to  the  Bishop,  that  he  has  been  enabled  by  the  Divine  bles- 
nng,  to  do  some  little  for  the  cause  of  truth,  (as  he  trusts,)  the  past 
year.  He  has  preached  one  Sunday  at  Zanesville,  morning  and  aner- 
nooD,  and  at  night  married  a  couple  in  church.  A  Sunday  was  also 
occupied  at  Dresden  and  Madison,  preaching  at  the  former  place  in  the 
morning  and  at  the  latter  in  the  afternoon.  The  Monday  after,  he  was 
conveyed,  by  his  esteemed  brother,Rev.  Mr.  McMurphey,  to  the  parish  of 
St.  Mark's,  Mill  Creek,  where  he  continued  for  three  Sundays,  preaching 
to  the  people  and  exhorting  them  to  believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
that  they  might  be  saved ;  as  he  is  confident  no  other  doctrine  will  ever 
do  any  spiritual  ^od  in  the  world.  During  his  stay  there  he  baptized 
three  infants,  and  also  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  a  small  num- 
ber of  communicants.  In  addition  to  these  services,  he  has  preached 
several  times  at  Granville,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  for  his 
good  brother.  Rev.  Mr.Corlett,  who  was  until  very  lately  only  in  Deacon's 
orders.  Before  closing  this  report,  he  thinks  it  due  to  himself  to  state, 
that  his  ardent  desire  has  been,  to  do  much  more  in  the  cause  of  his 
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Divine  Ma&ter  the  past  year,  and  if  he  has  failed  to  do  so,  it  has  been 
entirely  for  want  of  some  place  where  he  could  be  oocapied  at  interrali 
in  preaching  the  Gk>8pel  to  the  people. 

Rev.  Richard  Oray^ 

(City  Missionary  connected  with  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati.) 

Daring  the  past  year,  when  my  services  were  not  required  at  GhriBt 
Church,  1  have  been  actively  engaged  as  City  Missionary.  I  have 
made  about  seven  hundred  visits,  and  have  distributed  about  six  hun- 
dred dollars  among  the  poor,  some  in  fuel  and  the  rest  in  money,  mostly 
in  small  sums.  I  have  written  forty-six  letters  for  persons  on  their  own 
business,  and  have  obtained  situations  for  a  considerable  number.  Be- 
>fides  the  marriages,  baptisms,  and  funerals  that  I  have  performed]  in- 
cluded in  the  report  of  Christ  Church,  I  have  attended  to  some  for  my 
brethren  in  the  City,  and  have  generally  preached  twice  on  the  Lord's 
day. 

Rev.  John  Hall. 

St.  Psteb's,  Rome. — During  eight  months  of  the  last  Conventional 
year,  I  have  visited  this  Church  once  a  month.  The  remainder  of  the 
year  has  been  spent  in  traveling  abroad  for  the  object  which  has  been 
realized,  the  recovery  of  my  health ;  in  labors  in  other  parishes,  and  in 
confinement  at  home.  Besides  parochial  visits  throughout  the  parish, 
I  have  performed  18  divine  services  in  public;  preached  and  lectured 
publicly  18  times,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  5  times. 

The  average  attendance  in  Church  is  about  60 ;  the  number  of  bap- 
tized persons,  24  ;  confirmations,  2  ;  communicants  last  reported,  18  ; 
lost  by  death,  1 ;  increased  by  admission,  2 ;  present  number,  14. 

Collections  at  communion  and  supplementary  contributions,  $15.86; 
expenses,  .08 ;  $1  to  Episcopate,  ki  to  Contingent  fund,  $13.77  to 
minister.  Some  life,  a  little  increase — Ood  grant  them  a  thousand 
fold  more  of  both.  The  season  is  unproductive  of  the  fruits  of  the 
earth  to  such  a  degree  that  I  cannot  urge  them  to  attempt  the  finishing 
of  the  Church  this  year. 

In  St.  Peter's,  Ashtabula — From  August  30th,  1853,  to  April 
30th,  1854,  I  performed  as  follows :  Divine  Services,  56  ;  Sermons, 
46  ;  Baptism8---adult8,  3  ;  children,  11  ;  Public  Holy  Communions, 
22  ;  Private  Communions  to  the  sick,  4  ;  Burials — 3  of  children,  6  of 
adults — my  own  dear  wife  being  buried  where  she  died,  in  Norwich 
City,  Conn.  I  also  solemnized  4  marriages  in  this  parish,  and  made 
many  visits  to  the  whole,  and  very  many  to  the  sick. 

At  the  Offertory,  collected,  $137.88 ;  Communion  expenses  and 
alms,  $3.10 — $134.78  for  the  minister.  $12.50,  or  more,  were  given 
by  individuals  for  missions. 

The  minister  has  long  advocated  the  system  of 

1.  Tithes  of  the  net  income  of  the  people  paid  into  the  parish  treas- 
ury and  storehouse,  to  be  drawn  out  by  order  of  the  Vestry,  for  the 
support  of  ministers,  diocesan,  parochial  and  missionary,  according  to 
God's  order  and  pattern. 
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2.  Free  wDl  oflbrings  for  other  ohuroh  ezpeiuies,  such  as  building 
tud  repairi&  tabemacfes  and  temples,  or  churches  and  chapels ;  rooms 
hr  Sunday  School  and  other  instructions  in  the  rudiments  of  Christian- 
ilj,  with  auxiliary  instructions  in  science,  literature  and  arts,  to  train 
up  the  children  in  the  way  they  should  go. 

3.  Voluntary  alms  sufBcient  for  the  comfortable  support  of  the 
Church's  poor.  All  according  to  ancient  Israelitish  and  early  Christian 
ohurch  practice,  when  not  under  disabilities  by  persecution  and  other- 
liae. 

The  nneentj  of  the  advocate  may  be  tested  by  the  fact  that,  during 
his  ministry,  he  has  expended  on  these  objects  more  than  seven-tenths 
of  the  amount  of  all  his  income,  and  does  not  shrink  from  the  prospect 
of  hairing  more  than  ever  to  do  in  the  same  way  in  future. 

I  sent  the  Bishop  a  tithe  of  the  avails  of  my  garden,  $2.18^,  and 
now  send  a  tithe  of  the  avails  of  my  pasture  last  year,  $1.00.  This 
year  I  have  alms  for  support. 

Since  the  accession  of  the  present  worthy  Rector,  last  May,  in  assist- 
mg  him,  I  have  read  service  6  times,  wiUi  3  sermons ;  assisted  at  4 
communions ;  baptized  1  adult  and  5  children,  and  have  received  at  his 
hand,  from  collections  at  the  offertory,  $19.63. 

In  St.  Matthew's,  East  Pltmouth — 5  services,  5  sermons,  5  bap- 
tisms of  children.  Alms  from  my  own  pocket,  $1.61.  The  compen- 
sation wiU  be  reported  when  it  shall  have  been  received.     Funerals,  8. 

In  Trinity  Church,  Jstfsrson — Called  on  all  the  parishioners  at 
4  visitations ;  9  services,  9  sermons,  baptism  of  1  child,  3  Holy  Commu- 
nions ;  collected  at  offertory  and  supplementary  contributions,  $13.66, 
and  given  to  the  minister.  This  good  little  parish  would,  doubtless, 
profit  by  the  services  of  a  minister. 

In  St.  Michael's,  Unionvillk — At  2  visitations,  called  on  most 
of  the  parishioners  and  many  others  at  their  houses ;  4  services  and  4 
sermons  in  church ;  1  public  and  1  private  adult  baptism ;  1  public  and 
1  private  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion ;  1  evening  service  and 
1  sermon  in  a  school  house  remote  from  the  church  ;  1  funeral  with 
burial  service  and  sermon.  Communicants  remaining,  18  ;  diminished 
by  death,  1 ;  increased  by  admission,  3  ;  present  number,  20  ;  collected 
at  offertory,  $1.60 ;  expenses  of  cars  and  porterage,  .68  ;  leaving  for 
minister  .92. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.  J.  HALL,  Minister. 

Rev,  Henry  Payne. 

In  reporting  my  ministerial  labors  of  the  past  year,  I  have  to  regret 
the  contmuanceof  feebleness  of  voice  through  affection  of  my  throat.  I 
would  gladly  be  fully  engaged  in  the  glorious  emplo3rment  of  preaching 
Christ  to  my  fellow  men  in  his  Church ;  but,  being  debarred  from  this,  1 
have  been  engaged  during  the  year,  as  an  agent  of  the  A.  S.  S.  U.,  in 
looking  after  the  neglected,  in  visiting  those  destitute  of  religious  teach- 
ing, in  collecting  the  scattered  disciples  of  Jesus,  and  engaging  them  to 
work  in  the  Lord's  vineyard,  in  the  Sunday  School  department ;  and  in 
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ciroalating  among  the  people  tens  of  thousands  of  yolomefl^f  religious 
books. 

Thus,  though  not  engaged  directly  in  building  up  our  own  branch  of 
the  Church  uniyersal,  I  am  nevertheless  employed  in  spreading  the  com- 
mon salvation,  and  in  making  known  the  common  Saviour. 

Rev.   William  B.  Rally 

Respectfully  reports,  that  having  been  appointed,  in  December 
last,  Missionary  to  the  Germans  of  Cincinnati,  he  has,  ever  since, 
regularly  officiated  in  the  German  Language.  Besides  which,  he 
has  assisted  the  city  clergy,  whenever  required,  and  occasionally 
supplied  the  pulpit  of  St.  Paul's  Ohurch,  Newport,  and  Trinity, 
Covington,  in  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky.  He  has  delivered  23  sermons 
in  the  English  language,  and  officiated  once  in  French,  for  the  benefit 
of  a  few  French  protestants  residing  in  this  city.  By  the  aid  of  kind 
friends,  Mr.  R.  has  been  enabled  to  distributo  a  number  of  German  and 
English  Tracts,  Periodicals  and  Prayerbooks,  and  to  assist  poor  ami- 
grants  with  advice,  sympathy  and  money.  The  work  in  which  Mr.  B. 
IS  engaged,  is  an  arduous  one,  but,  nevertheless,  promising  enough  to 
encourage  him  to  a  full  and  fair  trial. 

Baptisms — ^infant,  4.  Marriages,  4.  Funerals,  7.  Sunday  School 
— ^teachers,  6;  pupils,  50.  Catechised,  once  a  month,  by  the  Mission- 
ary. Contributed  by  pupils  for  the  purpose  of  a  Library,  SIO ;  for 
Diocesan  Missions,  $1. 


Rev,  Thomas  M.  Smith 

Reports  to  the  Bishop,  that  since  his  resignation  of  the  office  of  Pre- 
sident of  Kenyon  College,  he  has  been  occupied  in  giving  instruction  in 
his  proper  departmente  in  the  Theological  Seminary.  He  has  also,  in 
eonnection  with  Rev.  Mr.  Blake,  regularly  officiated  in  Rosse  Chapel, 
has  administered  the  communion  8  times,  has  baptized  1  adult,  and  2 
infants,  and  has  performed  the  marriage  service  on  two  occasions.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  above,  he  has  officiated  in  St.  Paul's,  Mount  Vernon,  in 
Trinity  Church,  Boston,  Mass.,  in  St.  Luke's,  Portland,  and  in  St. 
Paul's,  Brunswick,  Maine. 


Rev,  E,  A,  Strong, 

The  General  Missionary,  and  Agent  of  the  Committee  on  Missions 
and  Education,  reports  to  the  Bishop,  that,  after  resigning  the  rectorship 
of  St.  Luke's,  Granville,  he  has,  within  the  year,  visited  73  of  our 
parishes,  and  over  20  other  important  points,  preaching  in  all  122  times. 
I  have  baptized  10  infants,  and  received  contributions  to  the  amount  of 
$2,850.08. 

Allow  me  to  add,  that,  while  visiting  more  than  20  counties  now 
without  a  minister  of  our  church,  my  heart  has  often  sunk  within  me  in 
view  of  their  solicitation  and  their  need,  seeing  no  possible  present  help 
for  them.  And  in  fact,  there  is  none  in  prospect  within  our  reach,  but 
to  cry  mightily  to  Gt)d  to  raise  up  laborers,  and  ourselves  to  use  the 
means  more  faithfully  and  efficiently  for  looking  out,  encouraging  and

aflBBting,  if  need  le,  muIi  as  we  maj  haye  reason  to  beliere  the  Lord 
is  now  calling  to  his  work. 

With  these  realities  before  me,  and  the  Macedonian  cry  for  help  com- 
ing np  from  CTeiy  part  of  our  yast  western  country,  now  in  its  forma- 
tion state,  and  from  eyery  quarter  of  the  globe,  I  turn  with  renewed 
gratitude  and  leal  to  the  bleued  work  on  which  it  has  pleased  the  church 
to  send  me.

I  haye  also  most  cheering  eyidence  that  the  members  of  our  commu- 
nion are  waking  up  to  the  sacred  duty  and  unspeakable  privilege  of  en- 
sagins;  heartily  in  this  part  of  our  Master's  work,  and  1  feel  assured 
Siat  aU  necessary  pecuniary  aid  will  be  supplied. 

Reo.  A.  Wheeler 

Beports  to  the  Bishop,  that  he  is  living  in  Ghrafton  in  feeble  health. 
Pming  the  past  year  he  has  attended  one  funeral,  and  preached  occa- 
sional^—*6  times. 

Bev.  M.  T.  O.  Wing 

Beports  that  during  the  past  year  he  has  had  no  parochial  charge. 
He  has  preached  but  once  or  twice.  Long  continued  ul  health  in  part, 
and  the  engrosring  nature  of  the  duties  connected  with  his  Professorship 
and  agency  at  Gambier,  have  prevented  further  engagement  in  this  way.

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Chnrcli,  as  a  oonstitaent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Uaited  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  constitution  of  that  Chnrch, 
•Bd  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be  a  Conyention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  first  Wednesday 
afler  the  20th  of  September  in  each  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  previoiu 
OiHiTeiition.  But  in  case  an  epidemic  disease  shall  prevail  at  the  place  appoint- 
ed, or  other  like  cause  shall  render  it  obviously  expedient,  the  Bishop,  or  in  case 
of  a  Tacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  some  other 
jriaee,  and  send  special  notice  of  the  same  to  every  minister  and  vestry  in  tiie 
Diooeee,  at  least  tnree  weeks  before  the  time  of  meeting.  The  Bishop,  with  sndi 
deigymen  and  lay*delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Convention, 
iluiu  constitnte  a  quorum,  provided,  that  in  a  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  such  clergymen  and  lay-delegates  as  shall  duly 
asMmble,  constitute  a  quorum,  but  in  the  latter  case  only  so  far  as  to  adjourn  to 
the  next  day,  when,  if  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the 
Convention  shall  proceed. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Any  parish  may  be  suspended  ft'om  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Conven 
Hon,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  each  Order,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  deemed  conducive  to  the  interests  of 
the  Church. 

ARTICLE   lY. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.,  The  Bishop, 
and  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  canonically  in  charge  of  a  congregation  in 
union  with  this  Convention — or  employed  as  a  missionary  under  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese — or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  incorpo- 
rated seminary  of  learning,  or  who  is  prevented  by  ago  and  infirmities  from  the 
pablic  services  of  the  ministry,  shall  bo  members  of  tiiis  Convention,  provided 
that  thev  can  show  that  they  have  been  at  least  six  months  in  the  Diocese  as  above 
required.  Each  regularly  organized  church  or  congregation  in  canonical  union 
with  this  Church,  shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  lay-delegates,  not 
exceeding  three,  unless  when  two  or  more  congregations  or  churches  are  united 
onder  one  vestiy,  when  delegates,  as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  from  each. 
When  a  vote  by  Orders  is  called  for,  the  delegates  of  each  congregation  or  church, 
iball  be  entiUed  to  one  vote  only.  No  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or 
process  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Conventiou. 

ARTICLE   V. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions  when  ho  may  judge 
It  important  to  the  good  of^the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Standing  Committee ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  contin- 
aed  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  the  Diocese  for  six  months,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so,  if  applied 
to  for  the  purpose  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vcstrios  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  open,  or  cause  it  to  be 
opened  with  pnjfor.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  the  Convention  shall  be  called 
to  order  by  tae  secretary,  and  shall  elect  a  President  ftY>m  amoni;r  the  Presbyters. 
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ARTIOLK  Til 

At  every  Annual  Convention,  after  a  viva  voce  nomination,  a  Secretarj  shall 
be  dioaen,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  Annual  Convention.  Hit 
duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  record  all  proceedings  of  the  Convention ;  to 
attest  its  public  acts ;  preserve  its  records ;  notify  the  parishes  of  the  times  and 
places  of  all  stated  and  special  Conventions,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the 
nands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative  and  belonging  to  the  Con* 
vention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE   Tin. 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  and  memben 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  clergy  and  lai^, 
and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  required  for  an  election.  In  case  of  a  failnre  or 
omission  to  elect  any  officers  or  annual  Committee,  the  persT^ns  last  elected  shall 
continue  to  serve  until  others  be  chosen.  Elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed 
with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  Annual  Convention,  and 
shall  consist  of  three  Clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  Laymen  who 
are  communicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese.  The  officers  of  -said  Commit* 
tee  required  by  the  IVth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  appointed  at 
their  nrst  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being  summoned, 
provided  one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business 
when  convened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  At  all  other  meetings  a  mijorilj 
of  the  members  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sec- 
retary of  this  committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  proceedings  in  a  book 
Srovided  for  that  purpose,  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  papers  or  letters  ad* 
ressed  to  the  committee,  to  attest  their  acts,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all 
books  and  papers  which  in  virtue  of  his  office  have  been  committed  to  him.  The 
minutes  of  the  committee,  and  all  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  Chnrch, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  Ya> 
cancies  occurring  in  the  committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  remaining 
members. 

ARTICLE   X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  Annual  Conven* 
tion — or  in  a  Special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  time  appointed,  the  object  tx^ing  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the 
secretanr  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry  of  the  Dio- 
cese. The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows :  The  clergy  shall  vote  bj 
ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  a  majority  of  tlM 
clergy  present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made  shall  be  com* 
municated  to  the  lay-members,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  wheUierto 
receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE   XI. 

The  cleiigy  and  lay-delegates  in  Convention  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and 
shall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  except  when  a 
vote  by  Orders  is  called  for  by  five  members.  In  such  case  the  concurrence  of 
both  Orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure — and  on  every  ques- 
tion the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required  by  five,  the  votes  of 
a  majority  of  those  present  of  the  two  Orders,  respectively,  shall  decide. 

ARTICLE   XII. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows :  A  proposition  fbr 
amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  in  writing,  and  if  approved,  shall 
lie  over  till  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-thirds  of 
the  two  Orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constitm- 
tion  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory. 


CANONS. 


CANON   I. 
or  na  niu.  or  a  clibotxah  rot  Bxrae  a  bishop. 

Skot.  1.    Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  thought 
to  be  gnnty  of  any  misconduct  for  which»  according  to  Canon  XXXVii  of  the 
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General  OoDTention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  application  shall  be  made  in  writing; 
with  the  name  of  every  one  engaged  in  the  application  subscribed,  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  and  if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  demand 
a  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly ; 
tiM  presentment  being  made  in  writinir,  and  specifying  with  tM  much  accuracy 
as  possible,  the  offence  or  offences,  with  particulars  of  time,  place  and  circum- 
stances ;  and  every  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  may  for  himself  request  of  the 
Standing  Committee  the  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  section,  in  which  case  it 
shall  be  instituted  and  shall  proceed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

SscT.  2.  Presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  pre- 
sentment to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  eight  Presbyters 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  n  list  of  their  names  to  be  served 
on  the  accused,  provided  that  no  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  who  may 
have  Joined  in  the  presentment  be  included  in  such  nomination.  Out  of  the  Pres- 
byters so  nominated,  the  accused  shall  select  five,  and  notify  their  names  in 
rating,  to  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  days  after  the  serving  aforesaid.  And  if  he 
does  not  give  such  notification  within  said  time,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and 
tlie  Presbyters  so  selected,  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and 
than  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power 
to  a^jonm  fkom  time  to  time  and  fh)m  place  to  place  (but  always  within  the  Di- 
oeese),  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

SaoT.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused ; 
and  also  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their 
number  whom  they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case  and 
present  such  oral  or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation  as  they 
may  be  able  to  obtain. 

Sbct.  4.  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  whole  number 
be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  ftom  time  to  time ;  and  if  it  shall 
uypear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time, 
Inose  who  do  attend,  being  not  fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  ma- 
Mtj  shall  decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Sbot.  (I  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
Ibr  hte  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may 
Immediately  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  if  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall  be 
eonsideTed  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Sbot.  6.  In  case  a  clergyman,  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed,  shaU 
not  appear  before  the  Board  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  proceed  as 
if  he  were  present  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if 
the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  Board,  after  due  present- 
ment and  notification,  and  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be 
given,  the  Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of 
suspension  fh>m  the  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly ;  but  the  sen- 
tence mav  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendar  months  the  accused 
shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his  trial ;  but  if 
he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts  alleged  in  the  pre- 
sentment, shall  proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation  ftom 
the  ministry. 

Sbct.  7.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Board  shall  choose  a  President  fi-om  their 
own  number,  and  a  Secretary  who  shall  be  from  their  own  number  or  otherwise, 
as  they  determine,  and  before  proceeding  to  trial  they  shall  adopt  and  declare  the 
roles  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted ;  provided,  however,  that  no  layman 
shsJl  advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial— though  both  parties  may,  at  their 
option,  employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

SncT.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  as 
mav  be  produced — which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secretary, 
ind  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths  may.  at  the  aesire  of  either  party,  be  re(|ucsted  to  administer 
•n  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses,  and 
in  ^e  proceedings  of  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sbct.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting  forth, 
satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  he  procured  upon  tiie  trial,  the 
Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman  to  act  as  a  commissioner  to  take 
the  testimony  of  such  witness  :  and  the  party  applying  as  above  shall  give  to  the 
other  party  at  least  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony. 
And  if  the  person  or  persons  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served  resi<le  more  than 
forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  days'  notice,  exclusive 
of  Sunday,  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distiince. 
And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness ;  and  the  questions  and 
answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certi- 
ied  l^  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the 
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Boftrd,  and  received  by  them  as  evidence.    A  witness  examined  before  t«ch  eofla 
missioner  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sect.  10.  The  Board,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  wrltintf 
signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charses  containea 
in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not 
guilty  of  such  charges  respectively;  which  decision,  together  with  the  evidence 
and  an  attested  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop 
accompanied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Board  as  to  what  sentence  should  be  pro- 
nounced ;  whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  appear 
to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence 
recommended  b^  the  Board,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  the  Bishop^ 
if  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused ;  in  whioi 
case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  including  none  of  those  wk» 
sat  upon  the  former  trial,  before  which  Board  the  proceedings  shall  be  conductedl 
as  before  provided. 

Sect.  U.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consanguinity  or  aAn- 
ity  with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  other  Bishop  to  express  hie 
Judgment  on  the  decision  of  the  Board,  to  which  judgment  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or  granting  a  new  trial.  And  if  the  DiocoM 
be  vacant,  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  the  services  of 
such  Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient  for  the  performance  of  all  andl 
acts  as  are  by  this  Canon  required  to  be  done  by  the  Bisnop  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  II. 
or  THX  vnntT  or  ▲  ohubcb. 

Sect.  1.  In  every  church  of  this  Diocese,  after  prayer,  there  shall  be  an  annual 
election,  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  fire,  and  not 
more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed. Two  of  these  vestrvmen  shall  be  designated  on  the  ballot  to  serve  aa 
Wardens ;  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  Pariah, 
who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Vestry.  In  Ua 
absence  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  secretary, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  attest 
the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry,  preserve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  tlie 
Parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  ana  futhfolly 
to  deliver  Into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  documents  belonging  to 
the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sect.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestirv,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  haa  not 
signed  the  Articles  of  Parochial  Association,  and  who  is  not  a  holder  or  renter  of 
one  entire  pew ;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they 
shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote ;  nor  shall  any  person  vote  in  a  parish  of 
which  he  is  not  a  bona  fide  member.  In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are 
pews  held  or  rented,  or  where  pews  are  held  subject  to  no  tax  or  assessment, 
individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contributor  to  the  church  to 
an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a  pewhokier,  or  * 
qualified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  a  bona  fide  member  Uiereof. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  oe  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property  of 
the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a  minister  and 
provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  the  celebration 
of  divine  worship,  and,  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister  in  whatever 
is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel :  it  being  understood,  al- 
ways, that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  tne  exclusive  direction  of 
the  minister,in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  and  laws  of  the  Dioceaib 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  for  dte 
Lord's  Supper — to  collect  the  alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same,  to  keep  and 
disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister — and  while  the 
Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  wor- 
ship and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation,  by  occasional  clerical  services  or  by 
lay-reading,  as  the  circumstances  may  permit.  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  M 
called  by  the  Rector,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Senior  Warden ;  and  the  Rector,  or  te 
his  absence,  the  Senior  Warden,  shall  call  meetings  at  the  request  of  two  memboM^ 
of  the  Vestry.    And  the  Vestry  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  at  their  pleasora 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of  this  Canon  iatei 
fering  with  their  Articles  of  Association  or  By-laws.) 

CANON  III. 

OP  TBI  ADMISSION  OP  A  OHDUH  OR  COKOUMATIOS  IKTO  UXIOV  WITH  TBI  OHHaOH  »  THB  mOOHr 

To  enable  a  Church  or  Congregation  to  be  received  into  union  with  the  Chnreli 
in  this  Diocese,  it  thall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry  submit  to  tlie  Omymi^ikcm 
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tiidr  Articles  of  AssocUtion ;  or,  if  incorporated,  their  Charter,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
diUr  authenticated,  according  to  law;  and  further  that  it  be  made  to  appear  that 
taeli  Chnrch  or  Congregation  has  acceded  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Diocese.  A  certificate  sliall  also  be  produced  from  the  Bishop — or 
In  case  of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  a  majority  of  the 
Standing  Committee — that  notice  was  given  him  or  them,  at  least  one  month  be- 
fbra  the  Convention,  of  the  organization  having  taken  place. 

CANON  IV. 

OV  DSPUNCI  PABISHIS. 

Whenever  a  Parish  shall  so  far  fail  in  the  leading  objects  of  its  organization,  as 
to  he  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop  essentially  defunct,  he  shall  signify  the  same 
to  the  Convention,  which  may  proceed  forthwith,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds,  to 
dissolve  the  said  Parish,  agreeably  to  Article  III  of  the  Constitution. 

CANON   V. 
er  Axnin>Asci  oh  ooHvnmoir,  arb  miquisins  voa  na  Amostiov  or  LAT-Bapufns. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  to  at- 
tend the  same,  and  of  every  church  or  congregation  in  union  with  the  Church  in 
fhis  Diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  Lay-Delegates  to  the  Convention,  not  exceeding 
three,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from  among  the  communicants  of  the 
church  or  congregation  to  be  represented,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of 
die  Wardens,  in  sabstance  as  follows :  — 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  Church, 

held  on  the  day  of  A.  B.,  who  is  a  communicant  of  good 

standing  in  said  Church,  was  appointed  a  Lay-Delegate  to  represent  the  same  in 

the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be 

holdea  on  the  day  of  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Signed 

(Parishes  already  incorporated  are  excepted  from  so  much  of  the  above  Canon, 
as  would  interfere  with  their  articles  of  Incorporation  or  Association.) 

CANON   TI. 

A  LOT  TO  Bt  MAOK  Or  TBI  MDriSTKRS  m  THB  DIOOIM. 

Sect.  L  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  the  ministers  canonicaJly 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  tlie  names  of  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishes 
or  stations  as  Missionaries ;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated, 
in  which  they  are  engaged — and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  parishes 
or  missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only, — 
specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  arc  Deacons :  but  no  clergyman, 
while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  such  list 
ihidl  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to 
Older,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall 
be  appended  to  the  Journal  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention. 

SscT.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  is 
disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  IV th  Article 
of  Uie  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the 
list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON    VII. 

OP  PARISn  aiOISTSBS  AlID  PAHOCHUL  KKPO&TS. 

Sect.  1.  Every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  the 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his 
parish  by  any  other  Episcopal  Minister ;  specifying  the  names  and  times  of  birth 
of  the  children  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors ; 
the  names  of  the  adults  baptized,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism  ;  the 
saroes  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and 
of  persons  buried ;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  respectively.  This  Register  shall 
1m  Kept  by  the  minister,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  belonging  to  the 
Tettry  of  the  Church  which  he  serves :  which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish 
Berister,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

BSCT.  2.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  minister  of  each  Parish 
ihall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and  of  families  within  his  cure,  specifying 
the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of  the  Church  under  his  charge, 
and  whether  by  removal  from  the  communion  of  some  other  Church  or  otherwise. 

Sect.  3.  Every  minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of  every 
innual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
FretMeot  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Parish,  according 
is  sneh  form  as  shall  he  furnished  by  the  ecclesiastical  anthori^  of  the  Diooese.

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CANON   VIII. 
or  YAOAHT  ooso&soAnovs. 

Wheneyer  a  parish  becomes  yacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Yestiy  imm6dl> 
atdj  to  giye  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON   IX. 

Of  DXPDTHS  TO  THl  OIVULLL  OOH  VXHTIUV* 

The  Conyentlon  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annaal  meeting,  according  to  the  pro* 
yisions  of  the  Vlllth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  four  clergymen,  out  of  Presbyters 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  laymen,  who  shall  be  in  good  stand- 
ing as  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  to  act  as  depa- 
ties  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention ;  which  deputies  shall  continae 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  depu- 
ties elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop,  on  some  day  at  least  three  weeks  before  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will  attend  or  not  to  the  duties 
of  their  office.  In  default  of  which  signification,  or  in  case  of  the  declining  of 
any  to  attend  the  General  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  on  notiflcadon 
from  the  Bishop,  shall  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay  deputies  as 
may  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese ;  and  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  delegated,  being  furnished  with  the  certificate  of  the  Secretaiy 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  deputies  elected  by  the 
Convention.    In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  notification  on  the 

Sart  of  the  deputies  elect,  above  i-equired,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the 
tanding  Committee. 

CANON   X. 

or    LAT    RKADXR8. 

None  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay  Reader  in  thia 
Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a  written  license  fh>m 
the  Bishop ;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Com 
mittee ;  and  Lay  Readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Xltb 
Canon  of  the  Greneral  Convention. 

CANON  XI. 

or  rEKPARIKO  ▲  MPOSr  oil  TBI  STATl  Or  TBI  OHUaCH 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  in  Canon  U  of 
the  General  Convention,  a  committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be 
appointed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop 
a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON   XII. 

or  TBI  SIOBRART  OV  TBS  OOmrKIITION. 

Sect.  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  ConventioD 
in  the  Yllth  article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  send  to  the  minis- 
ter, or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  wardens  of  each  parish  in  union  with 
the  Convention,  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting,  together  with 
the  form  of  a  parochial  report ;  and  a  form  by  which  to  certify  the  appointment 
of  lay  deputies,  together  with  the  assessment  laid  upon  the  parish  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan 
Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  tlie  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  as  well  aa 
of  any  charge  or  pastoral  letter  recently  published,  and  to  the  General  Conyen 
tion  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies. 

CANON   XIII. 
or  TBB  TaBASuaia  or  tbs  oonvsttiov. 

Sect.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasurer  of  die 
Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distribu- 
tion shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annnaOj 
to  the  Convention  and  examined  by  a  committee  of  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied 
by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  continue  in  office  mi* 
tu  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIV. 

or  MIBSIOKS  AVU  0¥  XDUOATIOir  rOR  TBS  XOnSTRT. 

Sect.  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionary  institntioii,  end 
•veiy  pert  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to  the  support  of  the  mle- 
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nonarj  work ;  and  the  edacation  of  jonng  men  fbr  the  ministry  being  ab- 
•olntely  necessary  to  the  Aurtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work,  it  is  sol- 
emnly urged  upon  every  member  of  the  Church  that  he  consider  his  Christiaii 
profession  as  iuTolving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct  the 
people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recommended  to 
every  member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store 
for  these  purposes,  as  God  hath  prospered  him,  according  to  the  apostolic  diieo> 
lion :  1  Cor.  xvi.  1. 

Skct.  3.  There  shall  be  appointed,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex-officio,  and  eight  other 
members— four  clerical,  four  lay— elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missionary 
and  Education  Committee;  to  whom  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and 
mgolation  of  beneficiaries,  the  appointment  of  missionaries,  and  missionary  sta- 
tmBy  and  the  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  either  object 

Sbct.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  designate  to  which 
ptnpose,  and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  missionary  cause,  if  such  be  the  desig- 
nation, their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  designation  be  made,  it  shiul 
be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sbct.  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee when  he  is  present ;  if  absent,  a  chairman  i>ro  tern,  shall  be  appointed. 

Sect.  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and  on  the  first 
day,  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such  other  times  and  places 
as  the  President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient 
on  their  own  adjournment  Four  attending  members  shall  be  a  quorum ;  and 
every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

SscT.  7.  ^o  beneficiary  or  missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written 
eonsent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  same ;  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Sect.  &  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  of  the 
lame  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year  then  terminated : 
which,  with  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Convention,  and  published  in  its  Journal,  either  entire  or  in  part 

Sect.  9.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall 
be  ex-oflUcio  members  of  the  Committee.  Vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  Con- 
venaon  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee.  No  moneys  shidl  be  paid  by  the 
Treasnrer,  but  by  an  order  of  the  Committee,  signed  by  the  President 

CANON   XT. 

OP  THl  SUPPOn  OP  THB  XPIBOOPATI. 

Sect.  1.  Every  minister  shall,  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  March  of  every 
year,  solicit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from  each  communicant  whom  he  may  deem 
able  to  pay  the  same,  and  transmit  the  amount  so  obtained  to  the  Treasurer  of 
tiie  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  On  or  about  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  the  Vestry  of 
every  parish  shall,  through  their  parish  collector,  or  otherwise,  solicit  from  every 
householder  or  pewholder  who  is  not  a  communicant,  the  like  sum  of  one  dollar, 
ft)  be  transmitted  forthwith  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  3.  Out  of  the  sum  so  received  the  Treasnrer  shall  pay  to  the  Bishop 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  the  sum  to  be  paid  in  equal  semi- 
annual instalments. 

OANON  XTI. 

OP    LAT    BISOIPLIVI. 

Sect.  1.  Any  communicant  who  shall  absent  himself  for  one  year  fh>m  the 
communion,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  rector,  may  be  suspended  fh>m 
the  communion. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  application  of  any  communicant  not  under  ecclesiastical 
eensure,  to  the  minister  of  his  parish,  or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  senior, 
or  in  his  absence  to  the  junior  warden,  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
nich  minister  or  warden  to  give  such  applicant  a  certificate  of  good  standing  as 
a  communicant  And  no  communicant  of  one  parish  shall  be  admitted  to  record 
as  a  communicant  in  any  other,  without  producing  satisfactory  testimonials  of 
being  a  communicant  in  ^ood  standing,  to  the  minister  of  the  parish  with  which 
he  or  she  may  wish  to  unite.  But  in  case  such  minister  or  warden  shall,  in  con- 
lequence  of  the  applicant  being  under  censure,  refuse  to  give  such  certificate,  he 
shall  give  to  the  applicant  the  reasons  for  his  refusal  in  writing. 

CANON   XTII. 
OP  coirmtoxifT  izpiksks. 

There  shall  be  annually  assessed  by  the  Convention,  upon  the  several  parishes 
Ie  tlie  Diocese,  according  to  their  ability,  an  amount  snflfeient  to  defray  Ihe  oon* 
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tiiigent  expenses  of  the  Church.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  tre»- 
sary  of  the  Convention  shall  be  applied  to  toe  following  objects : — 1.  To  defra/ 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  to  the  General  Convention.  2.  To  pay  the 
postages  of  the  Bishop.  3.  To  pay  the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  churches 
in  the  Diocese  bv  each  General  C^onventioUf  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof. 
4.  To  pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  the  Convention,  and  such  other  doc- 
uments as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Convention.  5.  To  pay  the  traveling  expen- 
ses of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  not  exceeding  fiftnr 
dollars  to  each  delegate.  6.  To  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  presbyters  attend 
ing  ecclesiastical  trials. 

CANON  XTIII. 
or  ALTflL&noKS  nr  tbs  canons  and  A]>i>moN8  truio 

No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  considered 
by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after  one  day's  notice  thereof, 
ffiven  in  open  Convention ;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  consent)  until  it  shall  haTe 
Deen  reported  on  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two  clergymen  and  tT\'o  laymexL 
Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention,  If 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in  such  case  Uie 
same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  votes),  shall  lie  over  for  consideim- 
tion  till  the  next  annaal  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIX. 
or  roRxsa  canons. 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed.

IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 

We  whose  names  are  hereunto  affixed,  deeply  impressed  with  the  importaaoe 
of  ihe  Christian  religion,  and  earnestly  wishing  to  promote  its  holy  inflnence  I& 
the  hearts  and  lives  of  ourselves,  our  families  and  our  neighbors,  do  hereby  asM^ 
elate  ourselves  together  under  the  name  and  style  and  tiue  of  the  Parish  of 

Church,  in  the  township  of  county  of  ,  and 

State  of  Ohio :  and  by  so  doing  do  adopt  the  Constitution  and  Qanons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  and  of  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio. 

N.  B.  After  twentvpenons  shall  hare  signed  the  abot«,  a  meedng  of  the  same  nmj  h%  eaOsd 
on  ten  days'  nodee.  Wardens  and  Yestry  being  ohomn  and  recorded,  together  with  the  miimt«B 
of  the  meeting,  in  a  book  to  be  thereafter  kept  as  a  parish  register,  a  notification  should  be  ia^ 
mediately  sent  of  the  fbnnation  of  the  parish  to  the  Blslx>p ;  which  notification  should  inolada  a 
eertifled  copy  of  the  minntee  of  the  meeting,  the  form  of  aMociation,  the  name  oi  Um  parish,  witti 
those  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry.  Steps  snould  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  to  have  the  parlsb 
incorporated.  At  the  next  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  pariah  should  apply  by  one  or  mart 
delegates,  or  by  some  clergyman  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  admitted  into  union  therewith ;  fbr  whSek 
purpose  the  same  papers  as  are  required  by  the  Bishop  should  be  sent  to  the  ConTentioii, 
Asdhy  the  clerk  of  the  parish.

ACT  OP  INCORPORATION. 

Ifhereas  John  McCorkle  and  Charles  Hammond,  a  Committee  appointed  on  he- 
half  of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chnrch  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  haye,  by  their  petition  to  the  General  Assembly,  represented  that  a 
Seminary  for  Theological  Education  has  been  establisbed  by  said  Conyention 
within  this  State,  and  in  order  to  the  more  convenient  management  of  the 
concerns  of  the  said  Seminary,  and  to  the  permanency  of  its  e&tablishment  in 
this  State,  have  prayed  that  the  said  Seminary  may  be  incorporated—There- 
fore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
fha  Bight  Reverend  Philander  Chase,  now  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Chnrch  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  Roger  Searle,  Intrepid  Morse,  Ezra  B.  Kellogg, 
Samoel  Johnston,  Bezalcel  Wells,  William  K.  Bond,  John  Johnston,  and  Charles 
Hammond,  the  present  Trustees  of  the  said  Seminary,  and  their  successors  ap- 
pointed in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  sold  Seminary, 
as  now  established,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  bodv  corporate  and 
politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  "Theological  Seminary  of  the 
frotestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  -, "  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  snccession,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and 
being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes  and 
complaints  whatsoever :  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
their  discretion : —  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  capable  in  Taw  and  equity 
of  takfaig  and  holding  by  devise  and  otherwise,  or  of  purchasing,  holding  and 
eqjoying  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  real  estate  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise, 
any  goods,  chattels  and  personal  estate,  and  of  selling,  leasing,  mortgaging  or 
otherwiM  disposing  of  said  real  and  personal  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  they 
may  think  proper :  Provided^  That  the  clear  annual  income  of  such  real  and 
penonal  estate,  exclusive  of  any  lands  or  tenements  that  may  be  occupied  by 
the  said  Seminary  for  its  accommodation,  or  that  of  its  of9cers  or  professors, 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Ssc.  2.  That  the  present  Trustees  of  said  Seminary  and  their  successors  in 
office,  under  the  Constitution  thereof,  as  now  established,  or  as  the  same  may  be 
hereaher  altered  or  amended,  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  said  Sem- 
inary and  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time,  to 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  to  apply  the  avails  there- 
of and  all  other  funds  of  said  Seminary  for  its  benefit  and  advantage,  as  they 
•hall  deem  it  expedient;  and  shall  also  have  power,  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  of  said  Seminary,  to  make  by-laws  and  ordinances 
for  the  appointment  of  professors  and  other  officers  of  said  Seminary,  for  regula- 
ting the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  professors,  officers  and  students  therein,  for 
eondncting  its  business  and  concerns,  and  generally  for  the  good  government  of 
the  same  :  Provided^  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sbc  3.  That  this  act  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  a  public  act,  and  that  the 
lame  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  other  places,  benignly  and  favorably  for 
every  beneficial  purpose  therein  intended. 

Skc.  4.  That  the  General  Assembly  may  at  any  time  hereafter  modify  or 
repeal  this  act;  bntno  such  modification  or  repeal  shall  divert  the  real  and  per- 
lonal  estate  of  the  Seminary  to  any  other  purpose  than  the  education  of  Minis- 
ters of  the  Gospel  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.

An  Act,  further  suplementary  to  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  Incorporate  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio." 

Ssc.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
(be  Diocese  of  Ohio  shall  have  power  to  establish  in  connection  with  said  Semi- 
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nary,  a  College,  and  Halls  for  preparatory  edacation  ;  that  they  shall  hare  the 
care  and  management  of  all  property,  which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  given, 
or  is  otherwise  possessed  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  same  ;  and  to  appoint  a 
President  and  Professors,  and  all  necessaiy  officers  for  the  purposes  of  govern- 
ment and  instruction  in  said  College  and  Halls. 

Skc.  2.  The  President  and  Professors  of  said  Theological  Seminary  shall  con 
stitute  a  Faculty,  with  the  power  of  conferring  Degrees  in  the  Arts  and  Sciences, 
and  of  performing  all  such  other  acts  as  pertain  to  the  Faculties  of  Colleges  for 
the  encouragement  and  reward  of  learning:  and  the  name  and  style  by  which  the 
said  degrees  shall  be  conferred  shall  be  that  of  "  The  President  and  Profisssors  of 
Kenyon  College  in  the  State  of  Ohio." 

Sec.  3.  The  President  and  Professors  of  said  Theological  Seminary  shall 
also  constitute  a  Faculty  with  the  power  of  conferring  Degrees  in  Theology, 
and  of  doing  all  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  such  faculties  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  theological  learning ;  and  the  name  and  style  by  which  said  degrees 
shall  be  conferred  shall  be  that  of  "  The  President  and  Professors  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio."

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  SEMINARY. 

ARTICLE  I. 
The  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
do  hereby  establish  a  Seminary  for  the  Education  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  in 
said  Church;  such  Seminary  to  be  founded  upon  donations  made  and  to  be 
made,  in  the  united  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  in  America,  for 
that  purpose,  and  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  *'  The  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio." 

ARTICLE   II. 

The  said  Seminary  shall  be  established  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  at 
such  place  within  the  same  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the  deed  of  donation, 
executed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  England,  on  the  27th  day  of  November,  1823 
and  when  once  established,  shall  forever  after  remain  in  the  same  place. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  direction  and  management  of  said  Seminary  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being, 
and  of  four  clerical  and  four  lay  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  and  to  remain  in  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  chosen,  provided  that  no  officer  of  the  Seminary  or  of  any  institution 
that  may  be  annexed  thereto,  except  the  President  of  Kenyon  College,  shall  be 
eligible  to  said  Board.  This  article,  so  far  as  it  respects  the  number  of  clerical 
and  lay  Trustees,  may  from  time  to  time  be  amended  by  a  concurring  resolution 
of  the  Convention,  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  so  as  to 
increase  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  Trustees,  until  the  number  of  each  may 
be  twelve ;  which  number  shall  thereafter  constitute  the  permanent  Board  of 
clerical  and  lay  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business.  The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside.  In  his  absence, 
a  President;  pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot;  whose  office  shall  expire  with 
the  final  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  which  the  appointment 
was  made.  If  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Convention  that  may  meet  next  thereafter. 

ARTICLE   V. 
The  Seminary  shall  be  under  the   immediate  charge  and  superintendence  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  beings  as  President  of  the  Institution,  and 
during  the  recess  of  the  Board  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  Prudential  Committee 
in  all  secular  matters  of  the  institution. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  constitute  professorships,  and  to 
appoint  and  remove  the  professors,  and  to  prescribe  the  course  of  study,  aid 
to  make  all  rules,  and  regulations,  and  statutes  which  may  be  necessary  for  the 
government  of  the  Seminary,  and  to  secure  its  prosperity :  Provided,  that  all 
such  rules,  regulations,  or  other  proceedings,  shall  forever  be  in  conformitj 
**  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  oonstitntion  and  canons  of  the  Protestant  Episoo 
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p«l  Church    in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  course  of  study  pre* 
•cribed,  or  to  be  prescribed,  by  the  Bishops  of  the  said  Church." 

ARTICLB   YII. 

If  at  any  time  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America  shrill,  by  resolution,  entered  in  their  Journals, 
dedare  any  rule,  regulation,  statute  or  other  proceeding  of  the  Board  of  Tras* 
tees  hereby  constituted,  to  be  contrary  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitution, 
■ad  canons  of  the  Church,  or  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Bishops, 
•aeh  role,  regulation,  statute,  or  other  proceeding,  shall  thenceforth  cease  to 
hvre  efliwt,  and  shall  be  considered  as  abrogated  and  annulled. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  shall  IndiTidually,  and  any  two  or  more  of  them,  be  visitants  of  the 
Seminary,  to  take  care  that  the  course  of  discipline  and  instruction  be  conform- 
able to  the  preceding  provisions.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the 
Bishops,  aforesaid,  at  any  time,  to  institute  in  his  own  name  and  character  of 
Bishop,  any  proper  legal  process  to  enforce  and  secure  the  administration  of  the 
SemiiULry  according  to  the  foundation  herein  prescribed. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  as  soon  as  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  so 
instruct  them,  shall  annex  to  the  Seminary,  a  College,  with  the  necessary  Prepar- 
atory Schools  ;  subject,  like  the  Seminary,  to  the  provisions  of  the  7th  and  8th 
Articles  of  the  Constitution,  which  College  shall  have  a  separate  President  and 
Faculty,  the  Trustees  having  power  to  maJie  all  needful  by-laws,  and  to  appoint 
and  remove  all  professors  and  other  officers,  necessary  to  the  government  and 
prosperity  of  said  College :  Provided,  that  the  President  be  appointed  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  in  case  he  shall  not  so  nomi- 
nate within  two  months  after  being  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
leea,  then  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  al^ident  without  such  nomination  ;  pro- 
TidM  also  that  his  Episcopal  supervision  and  authority  be  understood  as  emora- 
dng  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  College  and  its  Preparatory  Schools,  and  that 
the  present  property  of  the  said  Seminary,  whatever  use  the  Trustees  may  permit 
the  College  to  make  of  any  part  thereof,  shall  always  remain  exclusively  the 
proper^  of  the  Seminary. 

ARTICLE  X. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  at  Gambler,  annually,  on  the  day  preceding 
the  Commencement.  The  President  of  the  Board  shall  at  any  time,  upon  the 
application  in  writing  of  one  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 
and  two  clerical  and  two  lay  Trustees,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  to  be  held 
at  such  other  time  and  place  as  he  may  appoint,  not  exceeding  thirty  days  from 
the  day  on  which  the  application  shall  be  presented. 

ARTICLE    XI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Bishop,  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  and  a  majority  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese. 

Provided,  That  no  alteration  or  amendment  whatever  be  made  in  this  Con- 
Btimtlon,  whereby  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  raised  in  England,  be  appropria 
ted  to  any  other  use  than  the  education  and  theological  instruction  of  students 
for  the  ministry  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  This  proviso,  however 
does  not  preclude  the  lawfulness  ana  constitutionality  of  annexing  a  College 
to  the  Seminary  \  and  making  provision  so  far  as  practicable,  for  the  admission 
of  other  students,  at  their  own  expense,  to  the  benefit  of  a  College  education*

EPISCOPATE  FUND. 


Ao  Act  to  Incorporate  the   Trustees  of  the  Bishop*s   Fund  of  the  Protestant 

Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

Sbo  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  That 
Benjamin  Gardiner,  John  Mathews,  and  John  C.  Wright,  and  their  successors 
in  <^oe,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop  s  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  by  which  name  they  shall  be,  and  are  herebv 
capable  of  receiving,  holding  and  disposing  of  any  estate,  real  or  personal, 
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which  may  be  in  them  inrested,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Protestant  Kpiscopal  Church  within  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  by  whicft 
name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued^  and  in  relation  to  the  property  in  them  inrested 
do  and  perform  every  act  necessary  for  the  receiving,  safe  keeping,  using  and 
disposing  of  the  same  to  the  best  advantage  :  Provid^,  that  the  actlial  value  of 
the  property  invested  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exceed  ten  thoasand  dollars,  nor  tkd 
annual  income  therefrom  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

Seo.  2.  Be  it  ftirther  enacted,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall  be  elected  trien- 
nially  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  shall  continue  until  thoir 
successors  are  duly  appointed ;  and  this  corporation  shall  at  all  times  be  subject 
to  be  altered,  new-modeled,  or  repealed,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  deem 
useful ;  Provided,  that  no  alteration,  modification  or  repeal,  shall  aivert  the  use 
of  said  ftind  fh)m  its  original  destination,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  maktog 
provision  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio.

RESOLUTIONS  OF  A  PERMANENT  NATURE. 


BeaolvetL,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  all  sports  furising  fh>m  Bevere^ 
and  cruel  exercises,  imposed  upon  animals  of  the  brute  creation,  besides  thtir 
evil  tendency,  in  a  moral  point  of  view,  arc  inconsistent  with  the  humane  pre- 
cepts and  doctrines  of  Christianity ;  and  ought  not  to  be,  in  any  manner,  counte- 
nanced by  the  members  of  a  Christian  Church.  And,  as  theatrical  amnsementf, 
besides  that  they  are  fi^quently  coarse,  and  indelicate,  tend  rather  to  excite  the 
feelings,  and  inflame  the  imagination,  than  to  enlighten  the  mind,  in  matters  of 
Tital  concern,  or  to  correct  the  evil  passions  of  the  heart;  they  cannot,  therefore, 
supply  anything  proper  for  Christian  improvement,  and  ought  not  tobeft^ 
quented,  especially  by  communicants. — Passed  June^  1821. 

Whereas,  The  practice  of  mixing  in  the  fashionable  amusements  of  the  woiM, 
is  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  Christianity,  and  has  a  direct  tendency  to 
check  the  progress  of  vital  religion  :    Therefore, 

Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  be  earnestly  recommended 
to  the  members  of  the  Church,  to  abstain  from  frequenting  Balls,  and  other 
places  of  vain  amusement ;  and  that  they  likewise  use  their  influence  with  their 
families  and  dependents,  to  induce  them  to  abandon  such  practices. — Paued 
June,  1825. 

Besolved,  As  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  and  they  strongly  recommend  it 
to  all  the  members  of  their  communion  throughout  the  Diocese,  not  only  tbet 
daily  family  prayer  should  be  established  in  each  family,  but  also  that  as  a  means 
of  keeping  alive  and  increasing  a  spirit  of  piety  in  the  hearts  of  our  members, 
measures  be  taken  wheresoever  practicable,  to  assemble  themselves  together  fbr 
the  purpose  of  religious  worship,  at  least  one  evening  in  every  week. — Posasd 
September,  1831. 

Besolved,  That  whereas  the  worship  of  Almighty  God  in  daily  prayer,  together 
with  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  has  always  been  considered  the  duty  of  a 
Christian ;  this  Convention  do  therefore  earnestly  and  aflcctionately  recommend 
that  every  family  in  the  Church  of  which  they  are  the  representatives,  observe 
and  practice  this  pious  custom.— P(w«ed  September,  1834. 

Besolved,  That  this  Convention  consider  it  the  duty  of  every  Parish  to  be 
represented  in  this  Convention,  and  that  the  expenses  of  the  Clergy  should  be 
paid  by  the  Parishes  respectively. — Passed  November,  1835. 

Resolvedj  1.  That  this  Convention  anew  express  their  hearty  recognition  of  the 
great  principles  on  which  the  Missionary  organization  of  our  Church  is  based, 
viz  :  tnat  under  God  the  conversion  of  the  worid  is  the  legitimate  and  proper 
duty  of  the  Church,  and  that  every  member  of  the  same  is  bound  by  his  eon- 
nexion  with  it  to  aid  in  this  holy  enterprise  to  the  utmost  of  his  ability. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  success  with  which  it  has  pleased  God  to  crown  the  labors 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  its  Cominittees  and  Secretaries,  is  an  abundant  cause 
of  thanksgiving  on  the  part  of  the  Church,  and  oflers  the  highest  encouragement 
to  renewed  zeal,  diligence,  effort  and  prayer  in  the  exalted  work  of  sending  the 
Gospel  into  all  lands. 

Beaoloedj  3.  That  as  a  body  and  as  individuals  we  pledge  ourselves  to  sustain, 
M  fiur  fts  God  shall  give  us  the  ability,  the  eflbrti  which  the  Board  of  Hissiont 
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are  making  in  the  dischai^^  of  the  weighty  trast  confided  to  them ;  and  that  we 
most  earnestly  commend  the  canse  to  the  efforts  and  contributions,  and  aboTO 
all  to  the  prayers  of  the  Churches  in  our  Diocese. 

Baoivedy  4.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  clergy  and  laity  as  a  most  impox^ 
tant  matter,  to  promote  the  circulation  of  the  publication  entitled  the  ''  Spirit  of 
Missions/'  in  their  respective  parishes,  since  the  diffusion  of  missionary  intelli- 

Sinee  is  absolutely  necessary    to  awaken   and  cherish  the  proper  feelings  of 
terest  in  the  missionary  work. 

Bmoivedf  5.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  clergy  of  the  sereral  parishes  to 
adopt  as  soon  as  practicable,  tystematic  measures  for  obtaining  contributions  in 
aid  of  the  ftinds  or  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission  Society.— Passed  8ept^  1836. 
Reaotvedy  1.  That  the  common  excuses,  such  as  want  of  time,  the  article  of 
expense,  the  anxiety  to  reach  home,  &c.,  which  are  usually  urged  toiuatifv* 
Sunday  trayeling,  are  almost  always  invalid,  and  such  as  most  men  would  blush 
to  urge  in  justification  of  violating  any'  other  command  of  the  moral  law. 

BmoiveidL,  2.  That  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Church  use  their  special  efforts 
to  promote,  the  former  by  preaching,  and  both,  by  example  and  influence  and 
conversation,  the  more  conscientious  observance  of  the  4l8t  Canon  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  which  reads  thus  :  "  All  persons  within  this  Church  shall  cele- 
brate and  keep  the  Lord^s  Day,  commonly  called  Sunday,  in  hearing  the  Word 
of  God  read  and  taught,  in  private  and  public  prayer,  in  other  exercises  of  devo- 
tion, and  in  acts  of  charity,  using  all  godly  and  sober  conversation." 

IteaoivedjS.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  clergy  to  bring  the  subject  before 
the  minds  of  the  people  on  the  twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity.

The  Ninth  Aannl  Meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  Belief  of  the  Wni- 
d«B  and  Children  of  Deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episoopaf 
Chueh,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  was  holden  in  Grace  Chnrch,  Sandoaky 
City,  on  the  morning  of  September  29th,  1854.  The  Bt.  Bev.  Biahop 
MaDfaine,  ez  eftoio  President  of  the  Sodety,  took  the  chair.  The 
tdnntee  of  the  h^  ntoeting  were  read  and  approved.  The  Bey.  Dr. 
Moennoher,  Secretary  of  the  Society,  sobodtted  his  annnal  report,  as 
MIowSr  whieh,  on  motlov,  was  accepted :

At  the  close  of  its  ninth  year,  oar  Society  has  canse  for  renewedf 
tlankfiilneeB,  on  account  of  the  prosperity  wh&h  continues  to  attend  its 
hoarse.  Like  the  gentle  rivulet,  pursuing,  from  year  to  year,  its  quiet 
and  nnohtrusive  way,  it  has  been  gaining  confidence  and  increasing  its 

£>wer  fbr  extensive  and  permanent  good.  The  Society  has  not  been  less 
vored  the  past  yeur,  than  daring  any  previous  year  since  its  organiza- 
tMNi.  Its  funds,  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  consisted  of  premi- 
um notes,  bonds,  and  other  securities,  amounting  to  $5,250.63,  and 
cash  $1,221.51 — ^Total,  $6,472.14.  These  now  amount,  accoiding  to 
Che  Treasnrer's  report,  to  be  submitted,  to  $7,478.09,  showing,  not^ 
Withstanding  the  cancelling  of  more  than  $400  of  the  premium  notes 
by  collections,  a  net  increase  of  $1,005.95.  The  property  of  the  Society 
now  consists  of  the  following  items:

Five  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  Society,  daring  the  past 
year,  viz :  C.  S.  Doolittell,  J.  £•  Ryan,  A.  D.  Benedict,  E.  C.  Benson, 
and  B.  W.  Syle.  Two  have  withdrawn  their  membership,  viz :  Henry  L. 
Richards,  and  C.  C.  Townsend.  One  highly  esteemed  brother,  the 
Rev.  Mark  Bichard  Jukes,  has  been  suddenly  cut  down  by  the  hand  of 
death,  at  the  post  of  duty  and  in  the  prime  of  his  ministerial  usefulness, 
leaving  six  orphan  children,  to  claim  our  sympathy  and  our  aid.  The 
pesent  number  of  members  is  67.  Of  these  44  now  reside  in  this 
Diocese,  3  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  2  in  the  Diocese  of  Western 
New  York,  2  in  Pennsylvania,  3  in  Virginia,  1  in  Maryland,  1  in  Mioh- 
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igan,  1  in  Indiana,  2  m  Illinois,  2  in  Iowa,  5  in  Wisconsin,  and  1  IftteW 
in  China.  There  is  due  to  the  surviving  children  of  the  Bey.  A.  F. 
Dobb,  an  annuity  of  $75,  not  yet  called  for.  An  annuity  of  $50  will 
also  fall  due  during  the  ensuing  year  to  the  surviving  children  of  the 
late  Eev.  M.  R.  Jukes,  his  premium  note  having  been  generously  oaor 
celled,  by  collection,  from  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati;  so  that  the 
claims  on  the  Treasury,  for  the  payment  of  annuities,  will  amount,  dur- 
ing the  ensuing  year,  to  $200.  In  view  of  this  fact,  it  is  submitted  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Society,  whether,  instead  of  appropriating  so 
lar^  a  portion  of  our  annual  receipts  to  the  payment  of  anntdties, 
while  our  funds  remain  so  limited,  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  lay  an 
assessment  of  10  per  centum  on  the  premium  notes,  for  the  year  ensur 
ine,  in  addition  to  the  regular  annual  subscription,  and  payable,  in  each 
individual  case,  at  the  same  time  with  that. 

Parochial  contributions  have  been  received  since  the  last  report  of 
the  Treasurer,  from  27  churches  within  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  ana  from 
2  churches  in  the  Diocese  of  Now  York.  The  sum  obtained  frbtad  this 
source,  including  the  collection  at  Convention  in  Delaware,  is  $629.49, 
which  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year,  by  $230.50.  The  following

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FUNDAMEBTTAL  LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

1.  Ad  J  Clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chnrch  in  the  United 
States  may  be  a  member  of  this  Corporation  and  entitled  to  all  its  priv- 
ileges, provided  he  deposits  with  the  Treasurer  a  premium  note  for  $50, 
not  bearing  interest,  and  pays  annually  the  sum  of  $3  to  the  Society. 
The  first  annual  payment  is  to  be  made  at  the  time  of  giving  the  pre- 
mium note. 

2.  The  premium  notes  shall  constitute  a  reserved  fund,  subject  to 
requisition  from  time  to  time,  to  supply  any  deficiencies  which  may  arise 
in  the  available  means  of  the  Society,  for  the  payment  of  annuities. 

3.  A  failure  to  make  the  annual  payments  when  they  become  due,  or 
to  answer  a  call  for  an  assessment  on  the  premium  notes,  shall  subject 
the  delinquent  to  a  penalty  of  12|  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  amount 
due  and  unpaid :  and  at  the  expiration  of  three  years,  should  such  de- 
linquency continue,  his  beneficial  interest  in  the  institution  shall  be 
forfeited. 

4.  The  beneficial  interest  of  a  member  shall  not  commence  until  the 
expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  premium  note ;  and  not 
until  he  has  made  two  annual  payments. 

5.  If  a  contributor  die  before  having  made  five  annual  payments,  his 
widow  and  children  shall  bo  entitled  to  an  annuity  equal  to  the  amount 
of  his  premium  note  ($50.)  If  he  should  die  after  having  made  five 
annual  payments  and  less  than  ten,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity 
equal  to  the  amount  of  the  premium  note  and  one-half  that  amount, 
($75.)  If  he  have  made  ten  annuak  payments  or  upwards,  they 
shall  receive  an  annuity  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  the  premium 
note,  ($100.) 

6.  At  the  death  of  a  contributor,  the  balance  which  may  be  due  on 
his  premium  note,  together  with  any  other  claims  which  the  Corporation 
may  hold  against  him,  shall  be  assigned  to  the  annuitants  in  part  pay- 
ment of  the  first  annuity. 

7.  No  annuity  shall  be  considered  as  having  become  due  to  the  fam- 
ily of  any  contributor  until  one  year  from  the  time  of  his  death. 

8.  Annuities  shall  be  paid  widows  during  life,  unless  they  many 
again  :  in  which  case  their  annuities  shall  cease  and  fall  to  their  children 
entirely :  and  children,  if  males,  shall  enjoy  annuities  until  they  be 
twenty-one  years  old ;  if  females,  until  they  are  twenty-five  years  old, 
unless  they  previously  marry,  upon  which  their  annuities  shall  eease. 

9.  If  there  be  a  child  and  no  widow,  such  child  shall  bo  entitled  to 
the  whole  annuity,  during  the  time  he  or  she  continues  to  be  an  annui- 
tant ;  but  if  there  be  more  than  one  child  and  no  widow,  the  annuity 
shall  be  equally  divided  among  them  till  they  severally  marry  or  exceea 
the  age  of  annuitants,  which  annuity  shall  be  laid  out  in  their  educa- 
cation  or  apprenticeship,  with  the  advice  of  such  guardians  or  executors 
as  the  father  may  have  nominated ;  and  if  none  such  shall  have  been 
nominated  by  the  father,  then  in  such  manner  for  the  benefit  of  the  child 
or  children  as  the  Corporation  ^all  direct. 

10.  If  there  be  a  widow  and  one  child,  the  annuity  shall  be  equally 
divided  between  them;  but  if  the  widow  marry  or  die  before  the  child 
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shtU  bave  attained,  if  a  male,  twenty-one  years,  or  if  a  female,  twenty- 
fire,  the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  belong  to  such  child  daring  the 
period  to  which  he  or  she  may  be  entitled  thereto.  And  if  the  child 
die  before  the  mother ;  or  when  the  child  come  to  the  age  herein  pre- 
scribed, the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  go  to  the  mother,  she  having  re- 
mained a  widow,  and  shall  be  enjoyed  by  her  during  the  period  of  her 
natural  life,  if  she  remain  a  widow:  but  if  she  should  marry  again, 
nothing  shall  be  paid  her  after  the  period  of  her  marriage.  If  there  be  a 
widow  and  two  or  more  children,  the  widow  shall  have  one-third  during 
her  widowhood  or  natural  life,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  equally 
divided  among  her  children ;  and  if  a  child  should  die,  or  when  such 
child  may  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  if  a  male,  or  twenty- 
five  if  a  female,  his  or  her  share  shall  be  enjoyed  by  the  remaining 
children,  till  the  male  or  males  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  the 
female  or  females  at  the  age  of  twenty-five ;  provided  always,  that  when 
death  shall  have  reduced  the  number  of  children  to  one,  or  the  arrival 
of  the  children  to  the  age  herein  prescribed  shall  have  reduced  the  chil- 
dren entitled  to  annuities  to  the  number  of  one,  the  annuity  shall  be 
equally  divided  between  such  child  and  the  widow,  during  the  period 
of  her  natural  life,  or  of  her  remaining  a  widow ;  and  that  if  death 
should  remove  all  her  children,  or  when  they  have  arrived  at  the  ages 
herein  prescribed,  the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  go  to  the  widow  if  she 
be  alive  and  remain  a  widow ;  and  be  enjoyed  by  her  during  the  period 
of  her  widowhood.  But  it  shall  be  always  lawful  for  a  member  of  the 
Corporation  to  make  such  disposition  by  his  will,  of  the  rights  to  which 
his  subscription  may  have  entitled  his  family,  as  he  may  see  fit. 


RULES   FOR   TnS    TRANSACTION    OF  THE   BUSINESS   OF   THE   CORPORATION. 

1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  holdcn  during 
the  session  of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  at  which  time  shall  be  chosen  a  President,  Treas- 
urer and  Secretary,  who  shall  reman  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
appointed.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  if  he  be  a  member,  shall  be 
President  ex-officio. 

2.  On  urgent  occasions  the  President  shall  notify  the  Secretary  to 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  manage  the  funds,  pay  the  annuities,  &c. 
He  shall  give  bonds  in  such  sum  as  the  Corporation  from  time  to  time 
shall  judge  necessary  for  the  security  of  the  funds,  and  report  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Cor- 
poration, attend  to  the  management  of  all  its  business  operations,  and 
make  a  full  report  of  its  condition  at  each  annual  meeting.  He  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Corporation  may  from 
time  to  time  direct. 

5.  During  each  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  Ohio,  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the 
Corporation.

Morning  Prayer  was  ofiered  by  the  Rev.  E.  H.  dim- 
ming, Rector  of  St  Timothy's,  Massillon,  assisted  in  the 
Lessons  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  French,  Rector  elect  of  Christ 
Church,  Lronton,  and  the  Convention  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  H.  Blackaller,  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Newark,  from  Acts  vi.

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a 
Secretary,  On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  balloting 
was  unanimously  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
French,  the  former  Secretary,  was  reelected. 

Rev.  Mr.  Cumming  inquired  of  the  Secretary  if  his 
expenses,  etc.,  for  the  past  year  had  been  paid,  and  on 
being  answered  in  the  negative,  on  motion  by  Judge 
Hall,  the  committee  on  Finance  were  instructed  to  in- 
quire and  report  on  that  subject 

The  President  then  announced  the  appointment  of  the 
following  standing  committees,  viz:

Key  Bond 
and  J.  W.  Andrews. 

Rev.  Mr.  Cumming  offered  a  resolution  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  nominate  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Theo- 
logical  Seminary  and  Kenyon  College,  which,  on  motion 
by  Col.  W.  K.  Bond,  was  laid  on  the  table  till  to-morrow 
morning. 
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The  oommittee  of  Examination  reported  that  they  had 
examined  the  papers  relative  to  the  organization  of  Grace 
Church;  Defiance^  and  recommended  that  said  Parish  be 
received  into  union  with  this  Convention,  which  was 
agreed  to. 

Bev.  Mr*  Badger,  oYi  behalf  of  the  Missionary  and 
Education  committee,  read  the  following  report  : 

The  Hifisionaiy  and  Education  committee  would  report,  that  tbe 
work  ontmsted  to  them,  by  the  last  Convention,  has  appeared  to  enjoy 
the  blessing  of  Heaven ;  uioagh  it  has  not  been  carried  on  without  a 
good  deal  of  anxiety  on  their  part,  arising  from  circumstances  connected 
with  the  embarrassments  which  have  prevailed  throughout  the  business 
portion  of  our  population,  and  from  the  untried  measures  recently 
adopted  for  increasing  the  ranks  of  the  ministry. 

For  the  first  time,  within  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  the  Missionary 
oommittee  entered  upon  its  duties  with  a  large  balance  of  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  in  the  treasury.  It  seems  to  have  been  a  gracious 
piovinon  of  the  Lord  of  tbe  harvest  against  a  time  of  approaching 
searoi^;  for,  while  the  increased  expense  of  living  and  the  instructions 
of  the  Convention  made  it  incumbent  on  the  committee  to  increase  some- 
what their  usual  appropriations,  their  funds  were  sustained  the  first  part 
of  the  year  by  only  small  contributions  from  a  few  parishes ;  and  the 
financial  difficulties  in  the  state,  especially  in  Cincinnati  and  the  large 
towns,  made  it  inexpedient  to  attempt  to  effect  any  thing  at  that  time, 
in  this  Diocese,  through  the  agent  of  the  committee,  for  the  relief  of 
the  funds. 

While  waiting  for  better  times  at  home,  the  committee  thought  it 
within  the  limit  of  their  authority  to  allow  their  Agent  to  go  abroad  and 
look  for  suitable  young  men  to  engage  in  preparing  for  the  ministry, 
and  solicit  aid  for  their  support  in  our  Diocesan  Institutions.  The  com- 
mittee were  induced,  the  more  readily,  to  approve  of  this  course  for  the 
Agent,  by  the  generous  offer  of  a  clergyman  to  pay  one  hundred  dollars 
towards  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  agent  while  thus  employed. 

The  results  of  the  Agent's  visits  to  the  East  have  been  the  addition  of 
several  pious  young  men  to  our  list  of  students,  preparing  for  the 
ministry,  the  increase  of  the  funds  for  their  support  to  the  amount  of 
over  $2000  in  cash  and  reliable  pledges,  and  the  creating  of  an  inter- 
est there  in  the  work* of  the  committee  in  Ohio  which  it  is  believed 
will  not  soon  subside,  but  be  attended  hereafter  by  the  further  addition 
of  men  and  means  to  the  resources  of  this  Diocese  for  extending  the 
bounds  of  the  church  at  large. 

The  new  practice  of  receiving  under  the  care  of  the  committee,  as 
probationers,  young  men  who  are  entire  strangers,  has  imposed  on  them 
the  necessity  for  increased  vigilance,  and  in  a  few  instances,  the  painful 
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duty  of  deciding,  after  a  brief  trial,  against  the  expediency  of  granting 
further  aid  to  several  young  men  professedly  anxious  to  preach  the 
gospel.  From  such  a  decision,  even  in  cases  where  a  veiy  charitable 
person  might  bo  disposed  to  make  further  trial,  the  committee  have  felt 
that  they  could  not  shrink,  and  at  the  same  time  be  faithful  to  those 
who  have  confided  funds  to  their  care. 

The  committee  has  been  able  to  do  a  good  deal  more  in  the  mission- 
ary department  of  the  work  than  in  years  past ;  still,  a  large  number 
of  openings  for  labor  and  extensive  usefulness  remain  unfilled,  and  the 
help  extended  to  other  places  has  not  be6n  so  great  as  the  committee 
desired.  In  a  few  instances,  appropriations  have  been  made  to  assist 
clergymen  preaching  the  gospel  where  the  people  were  needy,  and  where 
there  is  no  prospect  that  the  church  will  be  speedily  or  permanently 
established;  but  in  most  cases, the  money  appropriated  has  been  to 
places  where  there  is  an  encouraging  hope  that  our  church  is  making 
progress,  and  the  parishes  will  soon,  or  eventually,  become  self-support- 
ing; 
.     The  number  of  young  men  assisted  by  the  committee  in  preparing 

for  the  duties  of  their  sacred  calling  is  27,  and  the  number  of  missiona- 
ries for  whose  benefit  appropriations  have  been  made,  is  13.  The 
amount  appropriated  to  beneficiaries  in  full  standing,  now  18  in  num- 
ber, is  $1035 ;  to  probationers,  now  9  in  number,  is  sufficient  to  defray 
the  expense  of  board  and  tuition  in  Oambier  for  a  period  of  time  not 
exceeding  one  term  in  Kenyon  College.  As  the  expenses  of  individ- 
uals differ,  and  the  College  is  now  in  session,  the  exact  amount  can  not 
be  here  given.  The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  how  much  has  beeu 
paid  out.  The  amount  appropriated  to  missionaries  has  been  $1585. 
Besides  the  above  named  appropriations,  others  have  been  made,  on 
which,  owing  to  changes  in  the  locality  of  clergymen,  or  in  the  destina- 
tion of  young  men,  there  has  been  no  draft. 

Since  the  return  of  the  Agent  from  the  East,  he  has  visited  several 
parishes  in  the  Diocese,  and  been  quite  as  successful  as  was  reasonably 
expected.  From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Convention  will  learn 
that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  committee  are  in  a  far  better  condition 
than  was  at  one  time  by  any  body  anticipated. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  the  church  in  Ohio  has  abundant 
reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  Disposer  of  events  for  the  favor  he  has 
shown  then:  work,  and  to  persevere  in  the  cause  so  well  begun. 

They  would  recommend  that  measures  should  be  adopted  to  seeure, 
if  possible,  the  main  contributions  of  the  parishes  to  missions  and  edu- 
cation, at  an  earlier  period  of  the  year. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  in  behalf  of  the  committee.

Rev.  Dr.  Burr  moved  that  the  standing  committee 
on  Missions  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  one  clergy- 
man and  the  one  layman. 
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Carried^  and  the  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  Dr.  Butler  and 
Mr.  D.  K.  Cady. 

Rev.  Mr.  McEIroj  then  read  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  at  the  last  convention  on  the  subject  of 
Female  Education : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  reforred,  by  the  last  ConveDtion  of 
this  Diocese,  the  subject  of  Endowed  Institations  for  Female  Educa- 
tion beg  leave  respectfully  to  report : 

That  they  have  bad  the  subject  which  was  committed  to  them  under 
fireqaent  and  earnest  consideration,  and  that  their  first  impressions  of 
the  transoendant  importance  of  this  subject  have  only  been  rendered 
more  vivid  and  more  enduring  by  much  reflection,  repeated  consultar 
tlon  and  correspondence. 

After  this  Convention  has  by  formal  vote  declared  '^that  expediency, 
no  leu  than  justice^  and  duty  no  less  than  interest,  demand  that  this 
Dioeese  proceed,  without  unnecessary  delay,  to  found  an  institution 
for  the  Christian  education  of  females,  provided  with  grounds,  build- 
ings, etc.,  on  a  liberal  scale,  and  with  a  permanent  and  productive 
endowment  of  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars,**  we  do  not  feel  called 
upon  to  discuss  this  proposition.  Perhaps  we  need  not  even  refer  to 
toe  well-known  facts  that,  as  society  is  constituted,  woman  does  not,  as 
a  general  thing,  occupy  her  true  sphere  ;  that  she  does  not  enjov  all  the 
advantages  which  of  right  belong  to  her ;  that  she  is  not  fairly  remu- 
nerated for  her  services,  and  hence,  has  not  the  pecuniary  ability  to  fit 
herself,  unaided,  to  fill,  in  full  measure,  the  sphere  for  which  her 
Creator  designed  her;  and  that,  in  forgetfulness  of  these  facts,  the 
diaritable  public  has  not  provided  for  her  facilities  for  acquiring  a 
thorough  education,  in  any  degree  commensurate  with  those  which  we 
of  the  sterner  sex  enjoy. 

Surely  it  is  woman's  Ot>d-given  right  to  enjoy  every  facility  which 
man  enjoys  for  the  improvement  of  her  physical,  intellectual  and  moral 
condition.  It  is  for  the  practical  acknowledgment  of  this  right  that 
we  now  contend.  It  is  to  secure  to  her  these  advantages  that  we  now 
plead.  From  want  of  these  advantages — in  other  words,  from  want  of 
endowed  Institutions  wherein  she  may  receive  that  education  which 
will  secure  to  her,  with  the  blessing  of  Ood,  a  life  of  independence  and 
usefulness — she  is,  in  innumerable  instances,  doomed  to  a  life  of  ill- 
requited  toil,  or  equally  inglorious  inactivity  and  uselessness,  and  de- 
prived of  the  light  and  joy  that  spring  spontaneously  from  a  cultiva- 
ted mind.  Such  is  the  condition,  this  day,  of  multitudes,  who,  had 
the  hand  of  Christian  sympathy  and  aid  been  extended  in  their  time  of 
need,  would  have  been  brilliant  lights  in  the  moral  and  intellectual 
darkness  and  gloom,  which  envelop  many  a  homo ;  would  have  been 
efficient  missionaries  in  heathen  lands,  and  in  the  far  West ;  would  havo 
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been  aotive,  inflaential  Christian  women,  Christian  teachers,  Christian 
wives  and  mothers,  exerting  a  salutary  influence  on  all  around  them. 

When  we  lose  sight  of  woman's  true  sphere,  as  the  companion  and 
counselor  of  man,  the  sharer  of  his  pleasures  and  his  labors,  a  help 
meet  for  him ;  as  the  mother  and  the  educator  of  the  race,  the  guar- 
dian angel  of  the  family,  then  shall  we  fail  to  see  how  essential  is 
right  education,  to  her  discharge,  in  their  full  measure,  of  the  duties  of 
her  sphere.  And  when  we  consider  the  physical  and  conventional 
disabilities  under  which  she  labors,  we  cannot  fail  to  see  that  duty  and 
interest  alike  imperatively  demand  at  the  hand  of  the  church  liberal 
provisions  for  the  higher  Christian  education  of  her  indigent  bat 
worthy  and  promising  daughters. 

But  such  aid  is  needed  not  for  those  alone.  It  is  estimated,  bj 
those  supposed  to  be  capable  of  judging,  that  at  least  $50,000  are 
'annually  paid  by  churchmen  of  Ohio  for  the  education  of  their  daugh- 
ters at  Eastern  schools,  and  statistics  collected  by  your  committee 
justify  the  supposition.  Much  of  this  money  coiUd  and  should  be 
retained  here,  and  by  beinp;  turned  to  the  support  of  a  school,  or 
schools,  of  high  order,  in  this  Diocese,  be  made  to  aid  in  what  should 
be  regarded  as  tlie  great  object  of  the  present  movement,  viz :  to  a£^rd 
to  those  who  give  promise  of  future  usefulness  the  mental  and  moral 
culture  which  they  need,  but  have  not  the  means  to  provide  for  them- 
selves. 

But  some  may  ask,  are  there  any  devoted,  earnest-minded,  intelli- 
gent  young  ladies,  eager  to  fit  themselves  for  active  usefulness,  now 
ready  to  avail  themselves  of  such  aid  were  it  proffered  ?  We  answer, 
many,  many  such  there  be ;  their  cry  for  help  comes  up  on  every 
breeze.  Many  such  are  receiving  from  individuah^  in  private 
schools,  the  aid  which  the  church  ought  to  afford,  in  larger  measure. 
And  yet  for  every  one  thus  assisted,  scores,  equally  deserving,  are  of 
necessity  deprived  of  these  advantages,  because  Christian  men  and 
women  to  whom  God  has  given  the  means,  come  not  up  to  the  great 
work.  And  many  of  these  are  daughters  of  clergymen,  who  in  enter- 
ing the  gospel  ministry  have  renounced  all  hope  of  worldly  gain,  and 
who  have  a  right  to  expect  aid  from  the  church  in  the  liberal  educa- 
tion of  their  sons  and  daughters. 

Three  specific  duties  were  assigned  to  your  committee :  To  report, 
1st.  ^*A  plan  for  raising  and  investing  an  Endowmeni,^^  2nd. 
**-4  plan  for  the  organization^^  of  tJie  proposed  institution,  8rd. 
**The  place  or  places  within  the  jDiocese  which  offer  the  strongest 
inducements  for  its  location  in  their  vicinity, ^^ 

Your  committee  do  not  feel  prepared,  and  do  not  think  it  would  be 
wise,  to  report  in  detail  at  the  present  time. 

But  in  view  of  the  pressing  need  of  present  aid  on  the  part  of 
many  of  the  class  chiefly  referred  to  in  this  report,  we  woula  most 
earnestly  recommend  that  this  Convention,  at  its  present  session,  elect 
by  ballot  a  board  of  three  clerical  and  three  lay  trustees,  of  which 
the  Bt.  Bov.»  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be,  ex-officio,  President, 
with  instructions  to  secure,  at  once,  corporate  powers,  and  to  take  snoh 
measures  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  render  immediate  aid  to  indi- 
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gent  bat  worthy  and  promisiDg  young  ladies,  who  are  desirous  of  fitting 
themselves  for  usefulness  in  existing  institiUions  within  this  Diocese ; 
and  in  general  to  fiouiher  the  object  in  view  in  this  report.

Brbxhbsn  or  the  Clebgt  and  Laitt  : 

"  How  good  and  pleasant  it  ia  (saith  the  Psalmiat)  for  brethren  to 
dwell  together  in  unity."  So  haa  it  been  our  pleasure  and  blessing  to 
dwell  together,  as  brethren,  in  the  household  of  God,  since  the  last 
meeting  of  this  body.  How  good  and  pleasant,  after  a  local  separation, 
and  after  many  months  of  duty,  which,  I  trust,  have,  under  the  divine 
blessing,  only  drawn  together  our  unity  in  a  closer  bond,  by  drawing 
us  all  nearer  to  the  one  life  and  center  of  the  only  real  unity,  Jesus 
Christ — how  good  and  pleasant,  I  say,  to  meet  together,  as  at  this  time, 
md  realize  our  oneness  in  Christ — the  union  of  heart,  and  of  aim,  and  of 
cffivt,  arising  out  of  the  union  of  each  by  faith  to  Him  who  is  our  life, 
our  hope  and  our  heritage,  and  for  whom  I  trust  we  all  desire  to  spend 
all  the  life  that  remains  to  us  here. 

At  one  time,  during  the  last  winter,  I  thought  that,  in  all  proba- 
bility, the  life  remaining  to  me,  here,  would  he  measured  hy  a  very  few 
minutes.  Prohahly  you  will  all  understand  me  as  referring  to  the  gra- 
cious deliyerance  from  imminent  danger  which,  at  the  Falls  of  the  Ohio, 
the  Lord,  in  his  merciful  Providence,  gave  to  me  and  many  others  on 
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the  80th  of  January  last.  I  desire,  on  this  public  occasion,  in  the 
presence  of  the  clergy  of  my  diocese,  and  of  the  representatives  of  the 
laity,  hnmbly  and  thankfully  to  acknowledge  the  good  hand  of  the  Lord 
in  that  deliverance,  as  well  as  his  gracious  help  and  consolation  during 
that  solemn  continuance  of  the  trial  of  a  Christian's  faith.  It  was  an 
event  in  one's  history,  never  to  be  forgotten ;  and  I  trust  the  recol- 
lection of  it  will  always  kindle  afresh  my  thankfulness  to  Qod's  great 
goodness,  and  my  desire  to  spend  the  little  time  thus  given  me,  under 
the  deepest  feeling  that  I  am  not  my  own — but  bought  with  a  prio^— 
bought  anew  with  that  gracious  providence,  added  to  the  price  of  the 
precious  blood  of  Christ,  by  which  itself  was  bought ;  bound  therefore 
by  unspeakable  obligations  to  glorify  God  in  body  and  spirit,  which  are 
his.  You  will  perhaps  allow  mo,  in  the  very  little  that  I  can  tnui 
myself  to  say  concerning  the  thoughts  and  feelings  of  that  solenm  oooft- 
sion,  to  assure  you  that  while  walking  the  deck  of  the  ferry  boat  as  she 
drifted  with  the  current  towards  the  falls,  and  when  it  seemed  that  in  a 
few  minutes  we  must  be  lost,  though  I  had  very  much  to  think  ct,  I 
thought  emphatically  of  you  aU,  and  of  the  Convention  that  wooU 
probably  soon  meet  to  elect  another  Bishop  over  this  Diocese.  I  had 
just  then  published  a  volume  of  sermons,  entitled  '*  The  Truth  and  the 
Life."  I  had  dedicated  it  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Diooese.  In 
the  dedication,  I  had  said  the  sermons  were  published  and  dedicated 
with  the  author's  "  earnest  prayer  that  when  his  voice  should  be  silent 
in  death,  he  might  long  be  permitted,  by  them,  to  teach  and  preach 
Jesus  Christ."  It  seemed,  on  the  occasion  referred  to,  that  in  all 
probability  the  time  thus  anticipated  had  come — ^but  with  an  awfulness 
of  circumstances  certainly  not  anticipated.  But  I  remember  nothing 
more  distinctly  of  what  then  passed  through  my  mind,  than  the  thought 
that  in  that  volume  I  had  left  my  testimony,  which  that  river  could  not 
drown,  to  the  precious  Gospel  of  Christ,  distinctly,  pointedly,  and,  as  I 
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tnuted,  futhfiillj ;  and  thit  by  it,  whatever  the  issue  of  that  peril,  dead 
or  alive,  I  should  yet  have  the  privilege  of  teaching  and  preaching 
JeaoB  Christ     Some  years  ago,  I  think  when  the  Convention  sat  at 
Maasfllop,  I  was  requested  by  a  large  number  of  its  members,  whose 
names  were  appended  to  a  written  application,  to  prepare  and  issue  a 
▼ohune  of  my  disoourses.     The  volume  recently  published,  and  just 
leftned  to,  is  in  fulfillment  of  the  promise  then  made.     It  is  dedicated 
to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  this  Diocese,  in  expression  of  the  love  I  bear 
them  an,  and  of  my  earnest  desire  that  they  may  grow  more  and  mora 
in  the  knowledge,  and  love,  and  consolation  of  Christ  our  Lord  and  Sa- 
vioor.     I  wish  indeed  it  were  worthy  of  their  acceptance,  as  I  wish  I 
were  able  to  place  a  copy  in  the  hand  of  each.     But  such  as  it  is,  it 
eontuns  my  maturest  views  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus ;  those  views 
which,  in  all  my  ministry,  I  endeavor  constantly,  every  where,  on  all 
Bands  and  hearts,  to  engrave ;  those  views  which  I  began  to  preach 
when,  at  the  age  of  one  and  twenty,  I  took  on  me  the  first  vows  of  the 
ministry  of  Christ ;  and  which,  without  variation  or  doubt,  or  any  thing 
but  increasing  clearness  and  largeness  of  understanding,  united  with  a 
eonstantly  growing  sense  of  their  necessity  and   prociousness,  and  a 
eonstant  desire  and  effort  to  teach  them  with  greater  and  greater  sim- 
plicity, directness^  clearness,  earnestness  and  faithfulness,  I  have  been 
enabled,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  preach  over  since ;  truths  which  are 
the  joy  of  my  life;  which,  as  I  approach  the  great  day  of  account,  be- 
eome  constantly  more  precious  and  more  deeply  rooted  in  my  heart, 
and  which  I  desire  may  fill  all  my  thoughts  and  affections  when  the 
hour  of  departure  shall  not  only  seem,  as  of  lato,  to  have  come,  but 
when  it  shall  be  present  indeed.     Allow  mc,  brethren,  hero  to  say,  in 
thb  connection,  for  I  may  never  have  an  occasion  so  proper,  that  as  I 
have  now  been  preaching  those  views  of  the  Gospel  these  thirty-three 
years  and  more,  so  that  they  have  constituted,  not  only  a  part  of  my 
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teaohing,  but  literally  all  m  j  teaching— other  matters  being  Btndiondj 
kept  not  only  as  subordinate,  but  subsidiary  to  them — ^while  I  have 
diligently  read  on  both  sides  of  all  questions  in  regard  to  them,  I  ean 
not  remember  that  I  had  ever  a  doubt,  whether,  to  preach  those  views 
essentially  as  I  have  presented  them,  was  not  to  preach  Christ  indeed ; 
to  preach  his  glorious  Gk>spel  in  its  fulness,  and  thus  far  to  do  the  work 
of  a  steward  of  the  mysteries  of  God.  It  seemed  always  that  I  could 
just  as  well  doubt  the  reality  of  the  sun  in  the  skies.  It  always  seemed 
as  impossible  for  me  to  preach  any  thing  else,  or  any  thing  less,  as  that 
I  should  embrace  any  Master  but  Christ,  or  any  hope  but  that  of  his 
Gospel.  The  older  I  grow,  the  more  simply  my  mind  rests  on  those 
blessed  truths.  The  more  I  see  of  the  need  of  man,  Hie  less  can  I 
discern  of  any  remedy  but  in  those  blessed  truths.  The  more  I  see  of 
the  necessities  of  the  Church  for  its  work  in  the  world,  and  of  the  awfol 
reign  of  sin  and  death  in  the  world,  where  the  office  of  the  Churoh  lies, 
the  more  solemnly  am  I  persuaded  that  the  only  anchor  to  the  Choroh's 
steadfastness,  the  only  life  of  the  Church's  testimony,  the  only  power 
of  the  Church  to  do  its  work  in  and  for  a  perishmg  world,  is  in  the 
blessing  of  the  Spirit  of  God  on  the  teaching,  the  diligent  propagation, 
and  the  individual,  personal  embracing  in  the  heart,  of  those  very 
views,  however  imperfectly  and  feebly  I  may  have  been  able  to  exhibit 
them. 

I  now  proceed  to  a  statement  of  such  particulars  of  the  state  of  the 
Diocese,  as  the  special  nature  of  this  annual  address  demands. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  only  a  little  more  than  two-thirds  of  a  year 
have  elapsed  since  the  last  Convention.  By  divine  permission,  and 
the  blessing  of  unusual  health,  I  have  been  enabled  to  visit  nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese.

Junes',  Zanesville,  confirmed  9.     Total,  266. 

As  the  present  meeting  of  the  Convention  is  before  the  usual  time  of 
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ordioation,  when  the  term  of  candidates  for  orders  is  completed,  there 
have  been  no  ordinations  since  the  last  Convention. 

I  have  consecrated  Trinity  Church,  Cleveland.  Other  new  Churches 
are  not  jet  sufficiently  freed  from  liabilities  arising  out  of  cost  of 
construction,  to  admit  of  consecration. 

Three  new  parishes  have  been  organized,  viz. ;  Christ  Church,  Obei^ 
lin,  Grace  Church,  Defiance,  and  St.  John's,  Napoleon.* 

The  candidates  for  orders  are  twelve ^  namely :  B.  K.  Maltby,  Ghas. 
W.  Feams,  Henry  H.  Morrell,  John  Hochuly,  Wm.  F.  Lloyd,  Peter 
H.  Jeffries,  John  P.  Curran,  Warren  H.  Koberts,  Richard  L.  Gbitten- 
den,  Moses  Hamilton,  George  Onions  and  J.  H.  C.  Bonte. 

The  following  clergymen  have  lefb  the  Diocese  by  letters  dimissory 
since  the  last  Convention  :  The  Be  v.  D.  C.  Maybin,  transferred  to 
Kentucky;  the  Bev.  N.  C.  Pridham,  to  Louisiana;  the  Bev.  J.  B. 
Britton,  to  Wisconsin ;  the  Bev.  F.  B.  Nash,  to  Illinois ;  and  the  Bev. 
Thos.  B.  Dooley,  to  Michigan. 

The  following  have  become  canonically  united  to  the  Diocese,  vis. : 
The  Bev.  James  Trimble,  from  Maryland,  who  took  charge  of  Trinity 
Church,  Troy,  and  has  since  resigned  the  same ;  the  Bev.  Ezra  B. 
Kellogg,  from  Illinois,  who  has  since  been  officiating  in  St.  Paul's, 
Columbus ;  the  Bev.  J.  T.  Brooke,  D.D.,  from  Maryland,  who  haa 
taken  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Springfield ;  the  Bev.  D.  Baker,  from 
Michigan,  who  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Maumee,  and  a  mis- 
sionary station  at  Napoleon ;  the  Bev.  Chas.  Beynolds,  from  New 
York,  who  has  taken  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Columbus. 

Changes  within  the  Diocese, — The  Bev.  Henry  Blackaller  has  re- 
signed Grace  Church,  Mansfield,  and  taken  charge  of  Trinity  Church, 
Newark ;  the  Bev.  John  W.  Clark  has  resigned  St.  Paul's,  Ginoin-

I  defflre  to  say  a  few  words  on  the  suhject  of  Confirmation.  You  will 
see  that  the  numher  of  confirmations  reported  just  now,  is  much  less 
than  that  given  at  the  previous  Convention.  Two  considerations  ao- 
ooant  for  the  difference,  namely :  the  interval  hetween  the  two  Conven- 
tions being  only  a  little  more  than  eight  months,  the  parishes  visited 
are  twenty-two  less  than  last  year,  while  in  almost  all  instances  the 
interval  between  the  last  visitation  and  the  preceding  has  been  shorter 
than  usual. 

But  here  I  take  occasion  to  assure  you  that  while  I  most  earnestly 
desire  the  greatest  increase  of  the  number  of  truly  converted  persons 
gathered  out  of  the  world  into  the  foM  of  Christ,  and  while  in  such 
increase  and  the  growth  of  believers  in  every  Christian  grace,  wo  must 
look  for  the  only  fruit  of  our  ministry  that  will  abide  the  winnowing  of 
Him  whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  I  have  no  desire  that  the  clergy  should 
present  to  me  for  confirmation  any  but  those  who,  in  the  judgment  of 
charity,  they  have  reason  to  trust  are  truly  converted  to  Christ. 
'Whether  a  large  number  presented  for  confirmation,  or  any,  indeed, 
are  to  me  a  pleasant  spectacle,  an  encouragement  to  my  heart,  a  just 
subject  of  congratulation  to  the  pastor,  an  evidence  of  the  success  of 
our  ministry,  or  of  the  prosperity  of  the  Church,  depends  altogether 
upon  the  question,  how  far  they  consist  of  those  who  seriously  and  in- 
telligently profess  the  hope  that,  by  the  grace  of  God,  they  have  been 
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ohaDged  in  heart,  made  new  creatures  in  Christ,  and  in  heart  and  life 
have  trulj  renounced  the  world,  and  embraced,  in  its  stead,  the  whole 
obedience  of  the  Oospel.  Toll  me  that  those  who  come  to  be  con- 
firmed make  no  such  profession  in  their  hearts,  tell  mo  that  they  are 
renouncing  the  vanities  of  the  world  only  after  the  world's  interpreta- 
tion ;  that  they  do  not  realize  that  their  confirmation  is  their  solemn 
declaration  before  God  and  man,  that,  in  heart  and  life  they  have  em- 
braced Christ,  and  do  devote  themselves  to  his  service ;  tell  me  that  in 
their  state  of  mind,  or  in  their  views  of  what  they  promise  and  profess 
in  their  confirmation,  there  is  no  security  that  they  will  not  be  seen 
again,  as  ever,  mingling  in  scenes  of  worldly  conformity,  seeking  their 
pleasure  where  a  spiritual  mind  can  find  no  pleasure ;  tell  me  there  is 
no  promise  in  their  professed  experience  that  the  Lord  will  be  glorified 
in  their  walk  and  life,  as  trophies  of  his  converting  grace,  then,  though 
hundreds  come,  I  have  no  pleasure  in  their  confirmation.  But  tell  me 
that  one  single  soul,  out  of  those  hundreds,  does  realize  all ;  does  ae- 
riously,  after  solemn  self-examination,  trust  that  he  is  a  new  creature, 
and  is  of  a  contrite  spirit,  and  loves  the  service  of  Christ,  and  makes 
him  all  his  hope,  and  desires  only  to  live  for  him ;  then,  though  that  one 
be  the  obscurest,  and  poorest,  and  least  valuable  in  a  worldly  sense  of 
all,  I  shall  esteem  that  one  soul  as  of  great  price,  and  will  lay  hands  on 
his  head  with  pleasure  indeed,  and  pray  God,  with  faith,  that  he  may 
continue  His  forever,  and  daily  increase  in  His  Holy  Spirit  more  and 
more,  until  he  enter  the  everlasting  kingdom.  Yes,  that  one  contrite 
heart  is  to  me  a  more  encouraging  confirmation  than  any  number  who 
might  come  in  any  other  spirit.  Let  us  be  persuaded,  brethren,  and 
act  always  on  the  persuasion,  that  numbers  added  to  the  communion, 
independently  of  their  conversion  to  God,  can  never  profit  the  Church, 
are  no  blessing  to  our  ministry ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  must  hang  as  a 
dead  weight  upon  the  true  life  of  the  Church,  reducing  its  standard  of 
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fneticml  godliness,  orippliDg  its  energies,  deforming  its  example,  and 
•cmforming  it  to  the  world.  What  possible  benefit  to  a  Church  can 
tliere  be,  what  evidenoe  of  prosperity,  what  honor  to  God,  what  good  to 
the  sools  of  men,  in  haying  a  number'of  persons  connected  with  our 
eommunion,  who,  before  God  and  man,  have  ratified  upon  their  souls 
tlie  most  solemn  vows  of  self- dedication  to  God  and  renunciation  of  the 
world,  and  thus  have  had  the  door  opened  to  them  to  the  highest  privi- 
leges of  the  Lord's  people,  at  his  holj  table,  but  who  either  never  come 
to  thai  table,  or  if  they  do,  are  manifesting  an  example  in  contradiction  to 
all  the  qualifications  of  a  true  communicant.  I  well  know  it  is  not  in 
«i  to  search  the  heart,  or  to  say  who  are  Christ's,  and  who  are  not. 
Bot  we  can  do  what  our  Church  teaches  us  to  do.  What  she  says  to  all 
who  meditate  a  participation  in  the  Lord's  Supper,  she  says,  and  bids 
u  say,  to  all  who  think  of  coming  to  that  ordinance,  which  is  simply 
the  door  to  that  sacrament,  and  gives  title  to  its  reception.  Imme- 
diately before  the  Order  for  Confirmation,  occur  these  last  words  of  the 
Catechism  :  *'  What  is  required  of  those  who  come  to  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per? Answer — To  examine  themselves  whether  they  repent  them 
truly  of  their  former  sins^  steadfastly  purposing  to  lead  a  new  life ;  have 
a  lively  faith  in  God's  mercy  through  Christ,  with  a  thankful  remem- 
brance of  his  death ;  and  be  in  charity  with  all  men."  Such,  then, 
are  the  requisites  for  confirmation,— ^0nou«  self-examtnation  as  to  the 
work  of  grace  in  the  heart ;  whether  it  has  brought  that  heart  to  true 
repentance  ;  in  other  words,  whether  it  has  created  in  the  sinner  a  new 
heart,  leading  to  the  stead&st  purpose  of  a  new  life.  And  again,  self- 
examinalian  as  to  that  inward  work  of  grace,  whether  it  has  proceeded 
flO  far  as  to  lead  the  sinner  to  the  exercise  of  a  "  lively  faith  in  God*s 
mercy  through  Christ ;"  in  other  words,  to  a  "  faith  that  worketh  by 
lore,"  that  "overcometh  and  renounceth  the  world;"  for  no  other  faith 
is  a  lively  faith,  a  fiaiUi  which  expects  mercy  only  through  the  merits  of 
Christ,  renouncing  all  other  trust  and  hope. 
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We  cannot  say  who  thus  repents  and  believes  and  who  does  not ;  bat, 
brethren,  we  can  eamestlj  and  faithfully  teach  and  maintain  that  none 
but  such  as  do  thus  examine  themselves,  and  in  such  examination  do 
intelligently  trust  that  they  ard  thus  penitent  and  believing,  should 
come  to  confirmation  any  more  than  to  the  communion  ;  and  while  we 
encourage  all  such  freely  to  come  to  both,  we  can  and  ought  to  warn 
all  others  that  they  come  not ;  and  if  any  apply  to  be  received,  who, 
besides  their  sufficient  knowledge  of  Christian  doctrine,  are  not  able  to 
profess  that  they  have  thus  seriously  and  solemnly  examined  them8elvei» 
and  that  they  do  thus  trust  that  they  find  in  themselves  the  evidences 
of  a  true  repentance  and  a  lively  faith,  and  are  fully  purposed,  in  spizit 
and  in  truth,  in  reality  as  well  as  name,  to  renounce  **  the  pompe  and 
vanities  of  the  world,''  as  well  as  "  the  sinful  lusts  of  the  flesh,"  and 
(as  one  plainly  required  act  of  obedience,  and  one  so  nearly  conneoted 
with  confirmation,)  to  participate  in  the  communion  which  the  Loid 
has  commanded,  we  ought  not  to  admit  them  to  be  confirmed.  Moat 
the  Bishop,  administering  confirmation,  say  in  the  first  prayer  of  the 
office,  ''  Almighty  God,  who  has  vouchsafed  to  regenerate  these  thy 
servants  by  water  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  hast  given  unto  them  fin> 
giveness  of  all  their  sins,"  and  must  he  not  at  least  have  the  comfort  of 
feeling  assured  that,  while  he  can  know  whether  their  sins  are  forgiven, 
only  as  they  profess  to  have  truly  repented,  and  to  be  now  in  the  exer- 
cise of  '*  a  lively  faith  in  Go^t  mercy  through  Christ  ^^^  and  it  is  onJ^ 
on  that  supposed  profession  that  the  Church  puts  into  his  mouth  that 
prayer — ^must  he  not,  I  say,  have  the  comfort  of  the  assurance  that  all 
who  come  to  be  confirmed  do  consider  themselves  as  making  that  pro- 
fession in  the  veiy  act  of  coming ;  that  their  pastor,  who  presents  them, 
has  duly  ascertained  firom  each  of  them  that  such  is  their  profesdon  and 
such  is  their  understanding,  and  that  he  has  solemnly  exhorted  thent 
that  what  they  thus  trust  and  profess,  shall  be,  according  to  the  admo- 
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mfcion  of  the  Ghorch,  in  oonsequence  of  having  first  Bolemnlj  "  exam- 
ined themselves  "  f 

How  painfol  to  a  Bishop  to  have  to  utter  those  words  of  prayer  over 
a  company  of  persons  presented,  and  yet  not  have  the  confidence  that 
the  pastor  has  heen  faithfdl  to  seonre,  as  far  as  he  can,  that  selfexami- 
naiion,  that  right  understanding  of  what  each  mnst  be  considered  as 
dinng,  that  actual,  personal,  inward  and  real,  as  well  as  outward  and 
oeremonial  profession  of  true  repentance  and  ''lively  faith."  Be  per- 
ioaded,  we  shall  never  gain  souls  to  Christ,  or  honor  to  the  Gtospel,  or 
prosperity  to  the  Church,  or  increase  to  its  spiritual  strength ;  wo  shall 
never  advance  one  single  step  in  the  fulfilment  of  our  ministry,  by 
ralazing  or  keeping  in  the  background  these  plain  and  self-evident 
teims.  **To  thisman,^*  saith  the  Lord,  *'w%U  I  look,  even  to  him 
that  ia  humble  and  of  a  contrite  spirit  and  that  tremUeth  at  my  word,^* 
Many  others,  when  be  hath  shut  the  door,  will  stand  without  and  cry  : 
''Lord,  Lord,  open  unto  us,''  and  they  will  plead  that  they  have  "  eaten 
and  drunk  in  his  presence,"  been  at  his  table,  and  in  his  name  '*done 
■umy-  wonderful  works,"  but  to  none  of  them  will  ho  look,  because  the 
eontrite  heart,  the  obedient,  new  heart,  the  living  faith,  is  not  in  them. 
He  will  say:  **I  never  knew  you," — "workers  of  iniquity"  he  will 
call  them.  They  have  deceived  themselves.  But  alas  !  did  any  min- 
liter  of  the  Gospel,  by  keeping  back  from  them  the  truth,  by  encour- 
aging them  to  Oospel  ordinances  before  they  had  examined  themselves, 
whether  they  had  a  gospel  repentance  and  a  lively  faith ;  did  any  min- 
ialer  assist  and  promote  their  self-delusion  ?  Let  us  be  careful.  True, 
we  must  not  break  the  bruised  reed,  nor  quench  the  smoking  flax ;  but 
we  must  ask,  is  the  reed  a  bruised  reed  ?  Is  the  heart  a  contrite  heart  ? 
Ib  the  flax  the  smoking  flax  ?  Is  the  fire  of  a  true  love  in  the  heart  ? 
It  may  be  very  feeble,  as  the  fire  in  the  flax,  when  it  is  so  weak  that 
the  smoke  is  its  only  evidence,  but  the  fire  must  be  there  nevertheless, 
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and  it  will  find  some  waj  to  manifest  itaelf,  and  nothing  can  sapplj 
its  place. 

I  have  thus  enlarged  on  this  subject,  brethren,  not  only  that  I  may 
again,  as  I  have  often  done  before,  contribute  my  feeble  effort  to  keop 
up,  what  there  are  so  many  influences  at  work  to  depress,  namely: 
the  right  standard  of  qualification  for,  and  a  strict  faithfulness  in  admil^ 
ting  to  confirmation,  and  hence  to  the  communion — a  door  whidi  requiiee 
oontinual  watching ;  but  that  I  may  encourage  you  and  help  your 
patience  and  steadfiastness,  when  the  trial  of  having  very  few  candidatea 
to  present,  after  long  and  earnest  laboring,  is  bearing  upon  you. 

We  are  all  compassed  with  infirmities.  Man  loves  the  pruae  of  man. 
It  is  thought  an  evidence  of  a  successful  minister  and  a  proepering 
parish  when  a  large  flock  is  presented  for  confirmation.  It  may  be  Booh 
evidence — ^it  may  not  be.  A  fiuthful  minister  is  tempted  by  the  deaire 
of  such  evidence  to  open  the  door  too  wide,  to  relax  the  requisitionfl  or 
not  to  urge  them  as  he  should,  to  withhold  the  needed  warning,  to  yidd 
an  unmerited  encouragement,  to  urge  where  he  should  not.  The  com- 
parison of  his  parish  with  others  in  point  of  confirmation  may  be  paiofU 
to  him.  Be  faithful.  Leave  results  to  God.  Have  not  Bishops  tlie 
same  temptation  ?  Are  there  not  comparisons  between  Dioceses  as  wall 
as  parishes?  If  a  looser  system  is  practised,  and  a  wider  door  is 
opened  in  other  Dioceses,  than  that  which  I  have  always  inculcated, 
must  not  comparisons  be  drawn  between  the  number  brought  to  confir- 
mation there  and  here,  which  must  seem  unfavorable  to  the  company 
tive  prosperity  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  ?  None  of  these  thingp 
move  me,  and  I  trust  will  not  move  you.  I  have  learned  how  little  is 
learned  by  the  mere  numbering  of  the  people.  The  question  should 
first  be  asked,  on  what  terms,  by  what  rule,  more  or  less  strict,  are  can- 
didates for  confirmation  admitted  by  the  pastor,  and  presented  to  ihe 
Bishop  ?  Let  us  stand  by  our  duty,  seeking  our  reward  in  our  duty, 
and  our  praise  of  God. 
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As  yonr  present  meeting  preoedes  the  annual  examinations  of  our 
College  and  Theological  Seminary,  I  can  say  nothing  to  you  of  those 
matters ;  but  of  the  condition  of  onr  Institutions  I  ean  speak  with  the 
greatest  satisfaction.  Ghreat  has  been  the  increase  of  students  in  the 
College  and  preparatory  school  since  the  last  Oonyention,  exceeding  &r 
Qfor  highest  expectations.  Under  the  able,  the  mild,  firm,  judicious  and 
untiring  administration  of  the  President,  who  exceeds  the  hopes  enter- 
tuned  in  his  election,  aided  by  the  faithful  cooperation  of  the  other 
officers  of  the  College,  not  only  has  the  course  of  study  been  Tigor* 
oosly  pursued,  but  the  order  has  been  excellent,  and  in  every  thing 
pertaining  to  the  morals  and  discipline  of  the  institution,  the  adminis- 
tration has  been  marked  with  great  efficiency.  The  most  cheering 
aqpect  of  the  College  and  its  preparatoiy  school,  is  the  large  proportion 
of  young  men  connected  with  the  communion  of  the  Church,  and  pur- 
smng  a  course  of  study  preparatory  to  that  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
of  whose  general  character  and  promise  I  haye  received  veiy  encour- 
agmg  accounts.  From  this  source,  the  number  of  students  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  is  expected  to  be  seventeen  during  the  next  term, 
while  there  will  be  some  thirty  or  forty  others  in  different  degrees  of 
advancement  towards  their  entrance  on  theological  studies. 

The  indefatigable  and  devoted  Agent  of  the  Missionary  and  Educar 
taon  Committee,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Strong,  whose  time  has  been  almost 
entirely  given  to  the  education  branch  since  we  last  met,  in  ascertun- 
ing  suitable  persons  to  be  educated  for  the  ministry,  and  providing  for 
their  support  as  beneficiaries  at  Gambier,  has  been  very  successful.  I 
have  received  the  most  favorable  opinions  from  the  Eastern  States,  where 
he  spent  the  winter  and  spring,  of  the  prudence  and  faithfulness  of  his 
work.  Not  only  has  his  mission  resulted  in  a  large  accession  to  the 
namber  of  oar  students  preparing,  at  various  stages,  for  the  ministry, 
bat  it  has  secured  the  means  required  for  their  support ;  and  so  far  as 
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we  have  had  time  to  know  the  character  and  promise  of  those  thus 
gathered,  there  has  been  as  little  mistake  as  the  nature  of  sach  a  work 
admits,  and  there  is  abundant  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  measure. 
Two  things  must  be  done  in  the  present  state  of  the  Church.  We 
must  sound  the  caU  for  more  laborers.  Far  and  wide  must  be  the 
eflfort  to  recruit  the  ranks  of  our  ministry.  But  in  this  there  is  great 
danger  of  enlisting  the  unworthy  as  well  as  the  worthy,  the  inefficient 
and  useless,  as  well  as  the  reverse.  Therefore,  must  there  be  increased 
carefulness  as  to  the  character,  the  piety,  the  devotedness,  the  epiritoal 
intelligence,  the  common  sense,  the  soundness,  as  well  as  the  strength 
of  mind  of  those  who  are  encouraged  to  offer  themselves,  especially  oi 
those  whom  we  take  the  responsibility  of  aiding  as  beneficiaries  in  their 
preparation.  This  I  feel  very  seriously.  I  dread  the  effect  of  the 
present  loud  call  all  through  our  Dioceses  for  more  ministers,  unless 
there  be  a  corresponding  watchfulness  at  the  door  of  candidateship  and 
of  ordination,  lest  we  gather  in  what  will  only  encumber  us,  or  more 
seriously  and  directly  injure  and  dishonor  the  ministry.  I  feel,  more 
and  more,  how  feeble,  necessarily,  is  the  protection  afforded  by  the  tes- 
timonials demanded  by  our  canons.  It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  testimo- 
nials. Great  responsibility  rests  on  him  who  first  encourages  a  young 
man  to  think  of  the  ministry.  I  have  found  the  agency  of  Mr.  Strong 
of  great  use  in  this  connection,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  your  Edu- 
cation Committee  seem  to  realize  the  responsibility  of  their  trust  more 
and  more,  as  applications  for  their  aid  increase,  and  seem  to  be  deter- 
mined to  act  with  decision  and  faithfulness  in  separating  from  their 
patronage  any  who  may  fidl  short  of  the  just  expectations  of  the  Church. 
I  think  it  a  fact  which  speaks  well  for  the  carefulness  with  which  our 
plan  is  worked,  that  recently  the  committee  have  decided  not  to  adopt 
as  beneficiaries  four  candidates  who  have  been  on  their  probation  at 
Qambier,  and  whose  expectations  it  was  painful  to  disappoint,  recom- 
mended as  they  were,  by  very  favorable  testimonials,  from  abroad. 
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Few  things  have  more  enoouraged  me  lately  in  this  canse  than  such 
ftathfalnem  of  spirit  in  that  committee,  and  I  trust  it  will  oyer  continue. 

Means  are  now  needed  to  finish  the  rooms  in  Bexley  Hall,  which  are 
atiU  unprepared  for  residence.  We  must  meet  the  increase  of  theologi- 
cal students  hy  increase  of  accommodations. 

We  cannot  dispense  with  our  diocesan  paper,  the  Western  Episcopa- 
lian, which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Badger,  with  so  little  aid  and  no  remunera- 
tion, with  so  much  effort  and  little  encouragement,  has  patiently  carried 
on  for  years  past ;  and  yet  there  is  great  danger  that  it  will  perish  for 
want  of  patronage.  What  I  should  do  without  it,  as  a  means  of  com- 
munication with  the  clergy  and  parishes,  when  I  would  not  put  the 
Diocese  to  the  expense  of  a  special  publication,  I  know  not.  We 
oannot  realize  how  much  we  need  such  a  paper,  till  we  have  it  not.  I 
do  not  introduce  the  subject  with  a  view  to  its  being  taken  up  by  the 
Convention,  for  it  is  not  the  proper  ground  of  conventional  action ;  but 
sn  effort,  I  suppose,  wilt  be  made  to  bring  it  before  the  brethren  here 
present  individually,  and  I  now  speak  of  it  only  to  express  my  earnest 
interest  in  the  support  of  that  paper,  and  how  deeply  I  deprecate  its 
being  allowed  to  go  down. 

I  desire  to  commend  to  your  favorable  regard  and  support,  the  Bishop 
White  Prayer  Book  Society,  located  in  Philadelphia.  Our  parishes 
and  ministers  often  need  prayer  books  for  gratuitous  circulation. 
There  is  no  better  way  of  obtaining  them  than  by  collections  for  and 
donations  to  that  society. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  also  the  Evangelical  Knowledge  Society 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  the  Committee  and  Agency  and 
Depository  of  which  are  in  New  York.  It  would  be  a  good  work,  could 
we  obtain  the  wide  circulation  and  reading  of  its  books,  and  tracts,  and 
Parish  Visitor,  in  all  the  families  of  all  our  parishes.     How  forcible 
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the  tracts  of  Ryle ;  how  able  and  instraotiye  the  works  of  Bishop  Lea 
of  Delaware ;  how  edifying  the  biographies  of  sach  men  as  Martyn,  and 
Venn,  and  Simeon,  and  Bedell,  and  Milnor,  etc.,  published  by  that 
Society,  not  to  speak  of  a  variety  of  other  admirable  books  for  readers 
of  all  ages,  which  that  rapidly  strengthening  institution  has  put  forth. 

You  are  all  aware  of  the  interesting  and  important  subjects  of  connd- 
oration  which  now  occupy  the  minds  of  leading  clergy  and  laity  of  the 
Church,  in  consequence  of  the  "Memorial  of  sundry  PresbyterSy" 
presented  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  at  the  last  General  Convention,  and 
in  regard  to  which  a  committee  of  that  House  has  since  been  earnestly 
engaged.  The  general  object  of  the  Memori&l  is  the  better  adjustment 
of  our  church  polity,  and  worship,  and  ministry,  to-  the  necessities  of  the 
work  of  the  Church,  as  that  work  brings  the  Church  into  contact  with 
the  peculiarities  of  the  present  age,  and  the  various  conditions  of  men — 
a  most  important  object  certainly,  and  one  which  a  church  should  never 
shrink  from  contemplating.  We  have  no  idea  that  any  essential  or  any 
prominent  feature  of  our  institutions  needs  changing ;  but  that  in  the 
incidental  and  circumstantial  there  may  be  cause  for  change  and  room 
for  improvement,  it  were  folly  to  deny.  It  is  a  happy  feature  of  the 
present  movement  that  party  feelings  and  views  seem  not  to  have  had 
any  hand  in  its  origin  or  progress ;  that  freedom  of  discussion,  breadth 
of  inquiry,  and  moderation  and  kindness  of  spirit,  seem  to  have  gov- 
erned thus  far  in  whatever  steps  have  been  taken.  What  will  come  of 
it  we  cannot  possibly  anticipate.  I  cannot  but  hope,  however,  that 
much  good,  eventually,  under  the  blessing  of  Ood,  will  be  the  resolt, 
though  the  way  may  be  long  and  the  progress  necessarily  slow.  It  is  a 
matter  which  should  engage  our  prayei*s,  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
may  be  the  Counselor,  directing  in  all  that  is  determined  on,  and  saving 
the  Church  from  the  dangers  to  which  all  such  movements  are  liable. 

I  have  no  idea  of  entering  here  into  any  discussion  or  expression  of 
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•pmkm  in  regard  to  what  may  be  done,  or  what  ought  to  be  done,  in 
mmection  with  the  general  object  of  the  Memorial.  If  not  premature, 
there  is  not  time  now  for  such  enlargement  of  this  address.  But  I  may 
nj  a  few  words  as  to  restrictions  which  some  seem  to  imagine  are  upon 
Oft  and  need  to  be  remoyed  or  rekxed.  I  refer  to  the  idea  that  when 
va  are  called,  in  the  fiEuthful  fulfillment  of  our  ministry,  to  preach 
where  our  regular  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer  are  out  of  place,  where 
the  people  either  have  yet  to  be  taught  the  first  elements  of  worship,  or 
from  other  cause  are  wholly  unprepared  to  unite  in  our  Liturgy,  we  are 
bcmnd,  nevertheless,  however  painful  the  obligation,  and  ill-adapted  the 
Morvice,  to  use  the  whole  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer,  as  the  rubrics 
direct,  until  the  Church  shall  provide  some  other  way.  I  desire  to  say 
that  I  can  not  judge  the  wisdom  of  the  Church  so  unfavorably  as  to 
ima^ne  that  she  ever  intended  by  one  form  to  provide  for  all  possible 
cirenmstances  under  which  her  ministers  might  be  called  to  preach  and 
pny  in  congregations  of  sinners.  It  is  impossible  that  such  a  form 
dionld  be  suitable ;  it  is  impossible  that  the  Church  should  ever  have 
•apposed  it  could  provide  a  form  that  would  be  thus  universally  suita- 
ble. You  might  as  well  say  that  a  missionary  among  the  heathen, 
where  the  English  tongue  was  never  heard,  must  not  only  conduct  all 
hu  public  worship,  from  the  beginning  of  his  work,  with  our  whole 
Liturgy,  but  with  that  Liturgy  in  the  English  language.  Grant  that 
he  may  accommodate  it  by  a  translation  —  especially,  that  he  may 
accommodate  it  by  selections  to  the  state  of  the  heathen  audience,  and 
jou  grant  that  he  is  not  bound,  in  his  peculiar  circumstances,  by  all 
our  rubrics  —  that  he  may  exercise  his  discretion  in  departing  from  the 
usages  of  our  regularly  constituted  and  trained  congregations.  But  if 
you  grant  that  discretion  to  the  foreign  missionary,  you  must  concede  it 
to  the  domestic,  according  to  his  circumstances :  and  if  to  the  mission- 
ary officially  so  called,  then  to  every  minister  who  does  missionary  work 
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in  any  place  whatever.  And  this  is  just  the  liberty  which  I  understand 
to  be  now  in  our  possession.  It  is  reasonable ;  it  is  necessary.  Our 
Church  never  was  so  unwise  as  to  compel  the  child  to  wear  the  gar- 
ments of  the  man ;  or  to  expect  her  ministers  to  do  a  work  which  all  com- 
mon sense  acknowledges  is  most  unsuitable.  There  must  be  confidence 
in  the  discretion  of  the  clergy  to  adapt  what  was  prepared  for  certain 
circumstances,  to  circumstances  for  which  it  was  not  prepared.  I  think 
we  have  all  the  liberty  that  is  needed  here,  without  any  new  le^s- 
lation. 

But  here  I  must  guard  my  meaning.  I  have  spoken  exclusively  of 
calls  of  solemn  duty,  where  we  are  called  to  go  and  preach  to  a  dea- 
titute  people.  But  occasions  of  mere  choice  or  accommodation  —  where 
no  positive  duty  calls  —  where  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  there  will 
be  any  serious  lack  of  the  ministry  if  wo  go  not,  are  on  a  different  foo^ 
ing.  There  wo  have  no  exigency  to  meet.  The  occasion,  therefore,  must 
be  accommodated  to  the  regular  Liturgy,  and  not  the  Liturgy  to  the 
unimperativo  occasion.  I  do  not  think  we  have  liberty  there  to  depart 
from  our  usual  service.  If  wo  can  not  take  the  Liturgy  with  us,  I 
think  we  should  not  go,  inasmuch  as  duty  does  not  absolutely  call.  If 
the  Church  should  ever  provide  otherwise,  very  well.  But  at  present, 
I  think,  the  rule  is  as  I  have  now  expressed  it. 

Again :  there  is  much  opinion  expressed  in  the  Memorial,  and  by 
those  who  have  written  on  the  subjects  introduced  therein,  that  our  ser- 
vice, at  least  our  morning  service,  is  too  long.  Whether,  when  we 
strictly  conform  to  what  is  required,  adding  nothing  that  is  not  required, 
spending  no  time  in  our  service  about  appendages  which  are  purely 
voluntary  and  of  no  benefit,  the  service  needs  abridgement,  I  will  not 
now  express  any  opinion.  There  will  be  a  better  opportunity  when 
that  question  is  to  be  acted  on.  But  that  we  often  make  the  service 
too  long ;  that,  in  many  parts  of  our  Church  it  is  made  much  too  long, 
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\j(j  nnedifyiiig,  or  at  least  needless,  additions  to  what  the  rubrics  require, 
I  have  no  doubt.  It  is  a  subject,  brethren,  which  demands  jour  serious 
consideration.  One  thing  is  certain,  the  required  service  is  long  enough. 
The  good  of  our  congregations  demands  that  it  should  be  made  no 
kmger.  Let  us  then  consider  how  we  are  chargeable  with  needless  and 
unprofitable  additions,  which  it  were  better  to  avoid. 

Before  the  beginning  of  the  appointed  service,  when  the  minister  is 
ready,  and  the  time  has  come  for  its  commencement,  the  precious  mo- 
ments are  often  occupied  with  an  anthem,  or  something  analogous,  and 
sometimes  verj  long,  for  which  no  rubrical  provision  is  made,  and  which 
IB,  almost  always,  not  only  selected  by,  but  introduced  or  omitted  at  the 
angle  discretion  of  the  choir.     It  is  usually  a  mere  performance  by  the 
orchestral  which  the  people  are  not  expected  and  are  unable,  to 
nnite  in ;  and  frequently  the  music  is  set  to  words  unknown  to,  and 
ihat  can  not  be  distinguished  by,  the  congregation.     Let  it  be  remem- 
bered that  the  service  of  the  Church  has  not  commenced,  until  such 
prefixes  are  ended.     By  aU  means,  let  the  people  sit  while  they  are  in 
progress ;  for  the  worship  has  not  begun,  and  their  strength  should  be 
kept  for  its  own  sufficient  requirements.     I  think  all  the  addition  made 
to  the  length  of  the  service  by  such  preliminaries,  however  well  exe- 
eoted  and  well  intended,  should  be  avoided.     Again :  in  my  younger 
days,  the  Gloria  Patri  was  not  generally  read  or  sung,  except  at  the 
end  of  the  Psalter,  where  it  is  required.     It  is  not  required  any  where 
else.     But  now,  at  a  time  when  we  are  met  on  every  side  with  com- 
plaints that  our  service  is  too  long,  and  it  is  so  much  the  question  how 
it  may  be  best  abridged,  the  custom  is  to  sing  the  Gloria  Patri  at  the 
end  of  every  anthem,  and  sometimes  at  the  end  of  eveiy  psalm  in  the 
daily  Psalter.     Thus  time  is  needlessly  spent.     I  think  that  in  the 
present  state  of  our  required  service,  it  would  be  wise  to  confine  the 
Gloria  Patri  to  the  end  of  the  Psalter,  and  omit  it  every  where  else. 
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espeoially  when  the  time  occupied  in  the  use  of  it  if  incre«8ed  hj  iti 
being  chanted.  Snch  was  old  custom  in  most  of  our  Churches. 
Composers  of  muno  books,  for  the  most  part,  not  ministers  or  congre- 
gations, have  changed  it.  Again  :  there  is  a  most  unprofitable  and 
inexcusable  protraction  in  the  voluntaries,  with  which  the  organ  often 
introduces  the  chants  and  hymns ;  but  especially  in  those  voluntaiMi 
which  are  played  between  the  verses  of  the  psalms  and  hymns,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  organist,  and  often  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  worahip 
of  the  congregation.  Of  what  possible  use  are  they  to  the  devotion  of 
the  people  ?  Why  must  a  whole  congregation  be  kept  standing,  m 
silence  and  weariness,  to  listen  simply  to  an  organ  ?  Why  must  the 
devotional  sentiment  of  the  hymn,  and  the  oonneotion  of  thought  in  the 
miDd  of  the  worshiper,  be  interrupted  to  give  place  simply  to  the 
playing  of  an  organ  ?  The  voluntaries  are  often  so  long,  that  thej 
make  a  serious  addition  to  the  length  of  our  services;  the  more,  so, 
when  it  is  recollected  that  the  people  are  standing  while  they  proceed. 
I  have  never  known  a  congregation  that  did  not  complain  of  them ;  and 
still  they  are  tolerated,  as  if  it  were  supposed  they  actually  belong  to 
the  prescribed  order  of  our  worship.  They  are  the  rubric  of  the  orguh 
ist,  not  of  the  Church.  We  have  not  time  for  them — we  have  net 
strength  to  spend  in  standing  to  listen  to  them.  We  are  inquiring  on 
all  sides  how  our  services  may  be  abridged  without  impairing  thdr 
integrity.  Here  is  one  way  —  and  an  easy  way.  Five  mmutes,  it 
least — often  ten  —  sometimes  fifteen  and  twenty,  would  be  gained  in 
many  churches,  by  laying  aside  such  useless  things  as  I  have  now 
adverted  to ;  and  that  would  be  a  gain  of  an  important  proportion  ef 
the  whole  time  of  our  morning  prayer.  But  again :  have  we  not  <rfl8BL 
too  much  chanting,  especially  when  the  Te  Deum  is  sung,  unless  ear 
chanting  is  brought  to  its  proper  simplicity,  which  would  make  it  oe- 
onpy  scarcely  more  time  than  ordinary  deliberate  reading.     I  once 
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timed  a  Te  Deam,  not  nnfreqnently  sang,  which  occupied  eleven  min- 
utes ;  and  all  that  while  the  people  were  standing  in  silence ;  for,  of 
eonne,  they  could  not  unite  in  it.  Can  we  complain  that  our  service 
abould  seem  too  long,  when  such  things  are  done?  Often  the  chants 
io  other  parts  are  much  too  long ;  witness  the  most  common,  and  at  the 
nine  time  the  least  devotional,  of  those  employed  for  the  Oloria  Patri, 
and  certain  chants  that  are  oflen  used  at  the  announcement  of  the 
Gospel.  The  longer,  the  less  suitable,  is  a  general  rule  with  chants  for 
pfablio  worship ;  because  the  longer,  ordinarily,  the  less  simple,  the  more 
complex,  the  least  adapted  to  the  use  of  the  congregation,  and  the  more 
expensive  of  time  and  of  the  strength  of  those  who  wish  to  stand  when 
the  praises  of  Ood  are  sung. 

I  believe  that,  simply,  by  having  better  music,  because  more  simple ; 
bj  restricting  the  organ  to  being  the  accompaniment,  instead  of  being 
eiver  the  suspension  of  the  worship,  and  by  having  neither  reading  nor 
linging  where  no  rubric  requires  either,  till  we.  come  to  the  metrical 
pmlm  or  hymn,  we  may  avoid  a  great  deal  of  that  weariness  to  the 
flesh,  which,  without  any  remunerating  benefit,  causes  our  services  to 
■eem  to  many,  and  especially  to  the  aged,  too  long.  For  this  we  need 
no  legislation.     And  is  it  not  worth  our  while  to  see  to  it? 

This  leads  me  to  the  general  subject  of  singing  in  our  congregations. 
How  little  we  have  of  it !  Singing  to  our  congregations  wo  have  in 
abundance.  But  what  a  poor  substitute  it  is  for  that  singing  of  the 
praises  of  God  in  the  congregation  and  hy  the  congregation,  which  our 
•erviee  contemplates,  and  for  the  absence  of  which,  as  a  matter  of  devo- 
tion, tho  best  music  that  man  ever  executed  can  make  no  amends.  We 
have  become  so  accustomed  to  the  surrender  of  all  that  delightful  por- 
tion of  our  public  worship  to  the  organ  and  the  choir,  the  whole  con- 
gregation being  contented  to  Ibten  to  a  mere  performance  of  sacred 
music,  when  they  are  expected  all  to  unite  in  the  vocal  praise  of  Ood, 
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that  we  have  ceased  in  a  great  degree  to  realize  how  greatly  we  haTe 
departed  from  our  duty,  and  our  pleasure,  and  profit,  in  that  part  of  onr 
worship.  Why  should  not  all  the  responses  be  given  up  to  the  choir,  as 
well  as  all  the  psalms  and  hymns?  If  it  would  strike  you  as  a  veiy 
miserable  way  of  conducting  worship  to  have  one  voice  in  the  gallery  to 
respond  in  place  of  the  whole  congregation ;  how  is  the  case  improyed 
when  a  few  voices  in  the  galleiy  are  singing  in  place  of  the  whole  con- 
gregation? I  never  saw  the  man  who  did  not  feel  that  the  singing  of 
a  whole  assembly,  however  plain  the  music,  and  imperfectly  executed, 
{B  unspeakably  more  like  the  reality  of  worship,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  character  of  a  Church  of  God ;  more  impressive,  more  eflSsetive, 
more  calculated  to  aid  devotional  affections,  than  the  solitary  perfbnn- 
ances  of  the  best  orchestra  that  ever  engrossed  to  itself  the  singing  of 
the  praises  of  God. 

I  desire  very  earnestly  to  call  the  attention  of  the  clergy  to  this  sub- 
ject. CoNQREGATiONAL  SINGING,  with  or  without  the  aid  of  an  organ 
and  a  choir,  is  the  only  singing  that  answers  the  ends  of  public  wor- 
ship. We  have  far  too  little  of  it.  In  many  of  our  churches  it  is 
almost  dead.  In  many  it  is  quite  dead.  I  speak  not  of  this  Diooese 
now,  but  of  our  whole  Church.  The  performance  of  music  by  a  ohoir 
often  seems  to  be  considered  the  whole  attainment  to  be  desired,  as  if 
to  listen  to  performances,  instead  of  to  worship  with  voice  and  heart, 
were  the  whole  duty  of  man,  in  that  part  of  our  services.  But  can  we 
consent  to  this?  Where  is  the  remedy?  Do  you  say  the  people  will 
not  sing  ?  Certainly  they  will  not,  when  chants  and  tunes  are  song 
that  are  so  new,  so  difficult,  so  often  changed  for  others  equaUy  new, 
that  not  only  have  they  never  learned  them,  but  learn  them  they  can 
not.  But  how  is  it  when  so  familiar  a  tune  as  Old  Hundred  is  song? 
Do  not  the  people  then  unite  ?  How  is  it  in  the  lecture  room,  the 
prayer  meeting,  in  the  hymn  before  the  Communion  ?    Do  not  the  peopk 
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join  ?  Why  ?  Beoauae  tanes  are  snng  which  are  familiar — so  simple 
at  to  be  easily  learned — so  adapted  that  no  special  coltiyation  of  ear  or 
Toice  is  needed  for  their  adoption.  And  if  you  would  see  to  it  that 
such  tones  and  ehants  alone  are  song;  if  you  will  prevent  this  con- 
stant introduction  of  new  music,  without  the  least  regard  to  the  rights 
of  the  congregation ;  if  you  will  see  to  it  that,  not  display  of  voices, 
nor  exhibition  of  art,  but  simply  the  devotional  feelings  and  profit  of 
the  people,  are  consulted  in  the  selection  of  the  chants  and  tunes,  and 
in  the  manner  of  their  execution,  you  will  remove  all  the  causes  that 
have  led  to  the  evUs  we  now  deplore,  and  will  do  very  much  to  elevate 
our  public  worship,  in  this  very  important  branch,  to  a  measure  of 
interest  in  which,  in  some  places  of  worship,  where  there  are  neither 
ehoirs  nor  organs,  we  are  far  exceeded,  in  the  judgment  of  the  truly 
apiritoal  worshiper. 

And  is  it  not  the  duty  of  the  clergy  to  see  to  this?  Is  not  the  duty 
of  seeing  to  it  entirely  committed  to  the  clergy  ?  I  would  revive  in 
your  recollections  the  law  of  the  Church,  printed  in  every  Prayer  Book^ 
jost  before  the  Psalms  in  Metre,  where  it  is  written  thus :  "It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  minister,  with  such  assistance  as  he  can  obtain  from 
persons  skilled  in  music,  to  give  order  concerning  the  tunes  to  be  sung 
ai  any  time  in  his  Church;  and  especially  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  sup- 
press all  light  and  unseemly  music." 

All  light  and  unseemly  music  I  Music  merely  for  the  exhibition  of 
musical  art,  on  the  part  of  a  few,  which  the  congregation  cannot  unite 
in;  which  the  veiy  nature  of  the  performance  forbids  them  to  unite  in; 
eqwdally,  which  is  so  executed  that  it  requires  a  very  nice  ear  to  ascer- 
tain any  of  the  words  sung — much  more  to  catch  them  so  as  to  join 
them  together  and  extract  the  hidden  sentiment  of  devotion ;  musio 
therefore  which  is  as  much  worshiping  in  an  unknown  tongue  as  ever 
Bomish  Mass  oould  bo-— and  therefore  cannot  be  worship  to  the  congre- 
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gation  in  any  degree.  I  aak  yon  whether  sach  mnsio,  no  matter  how 
well  performed,  ia  not  indeed  **light  and  unseemly,**  oonaidering  the 
rights  of  the  congregation  and  the  only  tme  nature  of  Christian  wor- 
ship? What  if  our  reading  of  prayers  should  be  suoh  that  what  we 
say  oould  not  be  heard ;  so  mumbled  or  so  ^apid  that  the  people  oould 
not  join  or  follow — ^would  it  not  be  ^*Iight  and  un$eemly*'f  What  if 
we  should  preach,  simply  for  exhibition  of  rhetoric  <»:  gesture,  of  art  of 
composition  or  deliyery,  so  that  the  mass  of  our  hearers,  especially  the 
unlettered,  oould  learn  nothing  from  us — would  it  not  be  ^'lighi  and 
unseemly  "  f  And  must  not  our  hymns  and  psalms  be  as  intelligiUe, 
and  as  much  a  part  of  our  common  prayer  and  praise,  as  the  prayers 
we  read,  and  as  level  to  the  minds  of  the  humble  and  unlettered  as  our 
sermons  ? 

To  the  minister,  as  yon  have  just  seen,  there  is  given  dominion  over 
the  tunes  sung.  There  is  no  need  ordinarily  that  he  should  select  each 
tune,  though  in  my  visitations  I  have  sometimes  had  to  do  that,  when  I 
knew  that  otherwise  there  would  be  "  unseemly  music,"  such  as  the 
mimster  is  required  to  prevent.  But  the  minbter  should  so  exennse 
his  authority,  (and  there  is  a  way  of  exercising  it,  kindly,  gently,  con- 
siderately, so  as  to  give  no  offence  and  to  carry  the  consent  and  appro- 
bation of  all  with  him,)  he  should  so  exercise  his  authority  as  to  sop 
press  such  selections  of  tunes,  as  by  their  frequent  newness,  and  espe- 
cially by  their  want  of  simplicity  and  facility  of  adaptation,  deprive 
the  congregation  of  their  privilege  of  vocally  uniting  in  them ;  and  he 
should  secure  that  general  rule  of  selection  which  will  insure  to  the 
people  the  tunes  which,  by  the  usage  of  generations,  they  are  able  every 
where  to  join  in,  with  such  additions  only,  now  and  then,  if  additions 
are  really  needed,  as  the  people*  by  frequent  repetition,  may  reasonably 
be  expected  to  learn. 

I  believe  that,  in  this  way,  under  the  proper  exhortation  of  the  miiH 
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liter,  we  may  haTO  what,  in  §o  many  plaoes  is  lost — ^real  ^^comrMfn 
praiftr  "  and  annmcn  fnmse,  when  the  psahns,  and  hymns,  and  an- 
thems are  sang,  as  well  as  when  they  are  read. 

I  have  now  oconpied.  Brethren,  so  much  time,  that  I  mnst  abruptly 
eonelude  by  expressing  to  yon  my  great  pleasure  in  meeting  you  again, 
my  fervent  loye  for  yon  all,  and  my  earnest  prayer  that  He  who  has 
promised  to  be  in  the  midst  of  them  who  are  assembled  in  His  name, 
may  not  snffer  you  to  separate  without  filling  you  with  the  blessing  of 
His  grace.  CHAS.  P.  McILVAINE.

Two  o'clock,  p.  m. 
The  Gonyention  assembled  agreeably  to  adjouniment 

Rev.  Dr.  Claxton  offered  the  following  resolution : 

IU$olved,  That  in  view  of  the  late  Providential  deliverance  of  our 
beloved  Bishop  ^m  imminent  and  fearful  peril  at  the  Falls  of  the 
Ohio,  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  being  one  of  the  oldest  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese,  be  now  called  upon  to  conduct  a  short  devotional  exercise, 
expiessive  of  the  gratitude  of  the  members  of  this  Convention  to  Al- 
mighty Gt>d,  for  said  deliverance. 

Which,  being  put  to  the  house  by  the  mover,  was  car- 
ried, and  the  Convention  engaged  in  such  exercise. 

The  calling  of  the  roll  was  dispensed  with. 

Rev.  Mr.  Gumming  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 

Be$olved,  That  the  Bishop  be  respectfully  requested  to  embody  so 
much  of  his  Address  as  relates  to  the  subjects  of  Confirmation  and 
Church  Music,  in  the  form  of  a  Pastoral  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the 
Church,  with  his  request  that  it  be  read  publicly  by  the  ministers  of 
the  diorches  in  this  Diocese,  to  their  respective  congregatious. 
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Rev.  Mr.  Schenck  olTered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  refers  to  the 
Memorial  now  before  the  Commission  of  Bishops,  be  referred  to  a  seleot 
committee  of  three. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  Mr.  Schenck,  Rev.  Dr. 
Butler,  and  Mr.  S.  N.  Sanford  said  committee. 

Rev.  Mr.  Gumming  called  up  the  resolution  offered 
this  morning  to  appoint  a  committee  to  nominate  a 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Theological  Seminary,  when 
the  resolution  was  carried,  and  the  Bishop  appointed 
the  following:  Rev.  Mr.  Gumming,  Rev.  Mr.  Blake  and 
Mr.  E.  Adams. 

Rev.  Dr.  Glaxton,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  on  Can- 
ons, read  the  following  report  on  the  subject  of  the  pro- 
posed change  in  Article  II  of  the  Constitution,  fixing 
the  time  of  holding  the  annual  Conventions: 

The  committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposal  to 
change  the  time  for  holding  the  annual  session  of  the  Convention,  le- 
spcctfally  report: 

That  having  fully  considered  the  subject,  they  deem  the  first  Thora- 
day  in  June  preferable  to  any  other  time  that  has  been  named  for  the 
purpose.  They  find  that  almost  all  the  Diocesan  Conventions  of  oar 
Church  are  held  between  the  first  of  May  and  the  latter  part  of  Jime» 
and  in  this  general  agreement  of  Dioceses  so  widely  distributed  over 
our  land,  they  see  a  probable  reason  for  preferring  this  time  of  the  year. 

In  the  past  experience  of  our  own  Diocese  they  observe  that  dT  28 
annual  conventions,  14  have  been  held  in  September  and  10  in  Jane. 
They  see,  however,  many  reasons  why  the  former  month  is  unsaited  to 
our  present  condition.  In  the  southern  part  of  this  Diocese  the  beat  at 
that  season  of  the  year  is  peculiarly  oppressive.  When  epidemics  pre- 
vail, the  months  of  August  and  September  are  usually  months  of  pecu- 
liar afiiiction ;  and  even  in  ordinary  seasons,  in  very  many  sections  of 
this  state,  there  is  in  September  a  larger  than  usual  amount  of  sick- 
ness, calling  for  the  presence  of  the  pastors  with  their  people,  and  of 
the  laity  with  their  families. 

Your  committee  would  be  willing  to  accede  to  the  suggestion  tbst 
has  been  made  of  fixing  the  first  Thursday  in  November  for  the  meet* 
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ing,  if  it  were  not  for  Uie  &ct,  thmt  in  the  nortliem  part  of  the  Diocese 
the  wemther  at  that  time  is  osoallT  sach  as  won  Id  add  to  the  cares  of 
thoae  who  might  entertain  the  members  of  the  Convention,  by  requir- 
ing the  nse  of  fires  in  their  apartments.  For  this  and  some  other  rea- 
■ons  thej  are  satisfied  that  •/•cite  is  on  the  whole  preferable  to  any  other 
month  for  oar  purpose. 

Thej  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fi^ilowing  resolntion : 
Jiesoieed,  That  Article  II  of  the  Constitation  be  amended  by  omit- 
ting the  words  after  Diocese,  in  the  first  paragraph,  and  inserting  ''on 
tkejim  Thunday  in  Jwm  in  each  year.

Judge  Hall,  of  Cincinnati,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lutions, which  were  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Canons  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  endowment  of  Kenyon  College  and  the  The- 
oloeical  Seminary,  having  been  solemnly  committed  by  its  founders 
and  benefactors,  in  trust,  to  the  Episcopal  Church  id  Ohio,  and  to 
this  Convention,  in  perpetuity,  for  the  advancement  of  religion  and 
education,  and  for  no  other  purpose,  we,  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio,  and  the  members  thereof,  are  bound  in  conscience  to  our  said 
benefactors,  to  the  public,  and  to  posterity,  to  see  that  the  said  endow- 
ment be  kept  entire,  and  not  diminished  nor  dilapitated  under  any  pre- 
tense, and  that  no  part  thereof  be  diverted  from  its  original  purpose,  or 
used  for  current  expenses,  or  for  any  occasional  piirpose ;  and   that* 
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therefore,  it  shall  DOt  he  lawfal  hereafter  for  the  Board  of  Tnisrtees,  or 
any  one  acting  under  them,  to  use  or  expend  the  paid  permanent  en- 
dowment, or  any  part  thereof,  whether  resulting  from  the  sale  of  laud, 
the  endowment  of  scholarships  or  professorships,  or  otherwise,  except 
to  invest  the  same  in  some  safe  and  permanent  form  for  income  :  Pro- 
vided, always,  that  the  said  Board  may  lawfully  control  and  use  for 
current  purposes,  or  for  reinvestment,  according  to  their  discretion,  the 
annual  interest  or  periodical  income  arising  out  of  said  endowment. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to 
present  to  the  Bishop,  to  be  by  him  laid  before  the  Convention,  at 
every  annual  meeting  thereof,  a  detailed  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
College  and  Theological  Seminary,  for  the  past  year,  embracing  all  the 
facts  necessary  to  a  full  and  true  understanding  of  the  history,  disci- 
pline, police,  courses  of  study,  and  actual  condition  of  said  College  and 
Seminary,  the  number  of  students,  with  the  increase  or  decrease  from 
year  to  year,  and  also  especially  a  detailed  statement  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived and  expended  in  any  and  every  department,  and  for  any  and 
every  purpose,  with  dates  and  accurate  amounts  of  each  item  of  sach 
receipts  and  expenditures ;  and  to  this  end,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
require  annual  reports  in  writing  to  be  made  to  them  by  the  President 
of  the  College,  the  Treasurer,  and  all  officers  and  agents  having  charge 
of  separate  departments  of  duty,  in  their  employ,  which  reports,  when 
they  relate  to  the  receipt  or  expenditure  of  money,  should  be  accompa- 
nied by  exhibits,  receipts  and  vouchers,  verifying  the  same,  all  which 
reports,  vouchers,  and  accompanying  documents,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  call  of  the  Convention  and  its  members,  and  be  exhibited  to  the 
Convention  and  its  committees  when  called  for. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Andrews  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  a  commmittee  of  three  be  appointed  to  inquire  and 
report  to  the  next  Convention,  some  plan  by  which  the  Convention  may 
receive  and  hold  such  funds  as  may  from  time  to  time  come  under  ita 
control  for  charitable  purposes,  or  for  the  use  of  the  Diocese.

For  further  particulars  as  to  the  names  and  number  of  the  officers  of 
the  Institution,  the  course  of  study,  etc.,  the  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion are  referred  to  the  printed  catalogue  for  the  current  year,  which  is 
made  a  substantive  part  of  this  report. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Convention  and  the  friends  of  the  Institutions  at  0am bier, 
to  the  foot  that  the  time  has  now  come  when  the  interests  of  these  In- 
fltitntions  demand  an  enlargement  of  their  facilities  for  instruction. 
That  they  may  continue  to  increase  with  the  healthy  and  unexpected 
growth  of  the  past  year,  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  add  to  the 
Bomber  of  the  Professors  and  Instructors  in  the  various  departments, 
to  the  Apparatus  necessary  for  illustration  in  Natural  Science,  and  to 
the  buildmgs  for  the  accommodation  of  the  increasing  number  of  stu- 
dents. 

In  order  that  these  Institutions  may  be  able  successfully  to  compete  with 
die  best  Seminaries  and  Colleges  in  the  country,  and  to  satisfy  the  just 
expectations  of  those  who  patronize  them,  there  should  be  an  addition  of  at 
hut  two  Professors  to  the  College  Faculty.  The  lower  classes  in  Col- 
1^,  by  the  growth  of  the  Institution,  have  so  increased  in  numbers  as 
to  impose  the  necessity  of  a  division  into  sections,  in  order  to  their 
thorough  instruction ;  and  hence  the  necessity  of  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Instructors. 

Again,  the  College  is  not  sufficiently  supplied  with  apparatus  for 
iOustrations  in  Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  Geology,  Botany,  Natural  Phi- 
losophy, Physiology  and  Astronomy. , 
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The  present  capacity  of  the  Institution  for  tbe  accommodation  of  stin 
dentfi  in  the  College  and  Qrammar  School,  is  as  follows :  In  the  Col- 
lege building,  100  students,  and  in  Milnor  Hall,  45  students.  The 
pesent  indications  are  that  the  next  Freshman  Class  will  number  not 
less  than  40  members ;  and  if  so,  the  College  classes  will  ocenpy 
nearly  all  the  rooms  in  the  College  building.  Milnor  Hall  can  aooom- 
modate  with  rooms  only  about  45  students,  and  as  there  are  now  mora 
than  70  students  in  regular  attendance  in  the  Grammar  School,  it  will 
at  onco  be  seen  that  the  growth  of  the  Institution  must  be  checked 
unless  additional  buildings  are  provided. 

The  present  condition,  prospects  and  wants  of  the  Diocesan  Institii- 
tions  at  Gambler,  are  thus  briefly  presented  to  the  members  of  thii 
Convention,  with  the  hope  and  prayer,  that  such  an  influence  may  be 
exerted  by  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Church,  that,  founded  and  fos- 
tered as  they  have  been,  by  the  benefactions  of  the  benevolent  of  this 
and  other  lands,  they  may,  now  in  the  day  of  their  prosperity,  be  lib- 
erally sustained  in  their  course  of  usefulness,  and  thus  be  made  efieotiTe 
agencies  in  promoting  the  great  cause  of  Christian  education,  not  only 
to  the  present,  but  to  future  generations. 

President  Andrews  having  followed  the  reading  of  the 
report  by  some  remarks  on  the  importance  of  still  greater 
exertions  being  made  to  increase  the  efficiency  and  use» 
fulness  of  these  Institutions,  in  consequence  of  the  ii^ 
creased  number  of  students,  calling  for  larger  acconH 
modations,  Mr.  H.  M.  Mitchell  moved  the  following  res- 
olution, which  was  adopted  : 

Retolvedj  That  the  President  of  Kcnyon  College  bo  requested  bj 
this  Convention  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  substunco  of  his  remarks,  joi 
submitted,  for  publication,  and  that  2000  copies  of  the  same,  with  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  previously  read,  bo  ordered  to  be  prin- 
ted for  distribution. 

President  Andrews  professed  his  inability  to  furnish 
the  remarks,  as  they  were  most  literally  ex  tempore. 

Rev.  Mr.  McElroy  called  for  the  order  of  the  day, 
which  was  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Female  Edu- 
cation. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  J.  W.  Andrews  offered  the  following 
resolution,  wliich  was  adopted : 
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Sesolffed,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appoioted  by  this  Conven- 
tion, of  which  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  tne  Diocese  shall  be  chair- 
man, and  that  sud  committee  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  donations 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  education  of  females  within  this  Dio- 
Mse,  and  to  expend  the  same  as  they  shall  deem  proper  to  carry  out 
the  object  of  the  donors,  and  that  they  shall  make  report  of  their 
dmngs  herein  firom  time  to  time  to  the  Convention. 

Key.  Dr.  Burr,  from  the  standing  committee  on  Mis- 
4si0nSy  offered  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

The  committee  on  Missions  have  had  the  subjects  entrusted  to  thorn 
under  confflderation,  and  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

In  the  estimation  of  your  committee,  there  is  no  question  that  can 
4Xime  before  this  Convention  of  equal  importance  with  this ;  inasmuch 
as  it  directly  concerns  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  in  this 
our  own  immediate  field  of  labor.  God  forbid  that  our  hearts  should 
not  be  enlarged  to  take  in  the  whole  world,  as  a  field  not  too  wide  for 
the  regards  of  those  whose  souls  are  imbued  with  the  love  of  Christ. 
But  to  us,  the  members  of  this  Convention,  is  specially  committed  the 
doty  of  caring  for  and  cultivating  that  portion  of  our  Lord's  great  field 
which  is  comprised  within  the  bounds  of  this  Diocese.  And  here, 
indeed,  there  is  work  enough  for  all  our  zeal  and  energies.  Large 
portions  of  this,  our  home  field,  still  lie  waste,  except  as  they  are  culti- 
vated by  the  labors  of  others  not  of  our  own  branch  of  the  household  of 
&ith.  In  very  many  places  our  children  are  importuning  for  our  aid — 
dying  to  us  for  the  bread  of  life,  and  longing,  with  **  hope  long  deferred  " 
for  the  ordinances  of  the  Church  which,  in  former  days  and  other  homes 
they  learned  to  love.  Ou^ht  wo  not  to  listen  to  their  importunity  ? 
Must  we  not  heed  their  cry  i  Should  we  not  open  our  hearts  and  hands 
to  their  appeal?  If,  (as  a  Convention  of  this  Diocese  some  twenty 
jears  ago  solemnly  resolved),  **  the  Church  is  essentially  a  inissionary 
inttiiuiion"  then  certainly  we  ore  bound,  not  only  in  love,  but  in  con- 
astency,  to  put  forth  much  larger  efibrts  than  any  that  have  yet  been 
witnessed  in  this  Diocese ;  otherwise  our  high  sounding  resolve  will 

Sve  but  an  empty  and  cold  abstraction.  For,  can  the  most  self-satis- 
[  among  us,  remembering  the  high  hopes  and  bright  anticipations 
with  which  this  Diocese,  twenty  years  ago,  entered  afresh  upon  her  mis- 
idonary  work,  and  now  looking  at  the  results,  be  otherwise  than  disap- 
pointed, and  painfully  cost  down,  on  reflcctiug  that  so  little  of  what  was 
anticipated  has  been  realized  ? 

But  perhaps  it  is  better  to  be  hopeful  than  desponding.  And, 
blessed  be  God,  there  are  some  indications  in  the  present  as^iect  of  our 
miasionary  and  educational  work  to  inspire  hope.  The  report  of  the 
JUlasionary  and  Education  committee  gives  promise  of  better  things  to 
come.  The  success  which  the  indefatigable  Agent  of  the  committee  has 
met  inth  in  prosecuting  his  work  of  seeking  out  young  men  desirous  of 
the  sacred  ministry,  and  soliciting  means  to  aid  them  in  their  prepara- 
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tion,  is  truly  cbeering,  and  affords  encouragement  to  persevere  in  the 
measures  thus  happily  entered  upon.  It  is  the  more  important  that 
special  and  earnest  attention  be  given  to  this  department  of  our  mi»- 
sionary  labor,  inasmuch  as  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  large  drafts 
which  for  several  years  past  have  been  made  upon  the  clerical  ibroe  of 
this  Diocese,  will  continue  for  a  long  time  to  come ;  and  unless  strenuoos 
exertions  are  made  to  supply  the  deficiencies  thus  accruing,  all  our  other 
labors  will  be  of  little  worth.  Means  without  men  will  effect  nothing. 
How  can  they  hear  without  a  preacher  ? 

But  in  seeking  supplies  for  the  sacred  ministry,  your  committee 
would  venture  the  caution,  that  the  utmost  possible  care  and  discrimi- 
nation should  be  exercised.  We  can  not  guard  too  carefully  "  the 
entering  in  of  the  gates."  In  the  inducements  which  we  are  now  in  a 
condition  to  hold  out  to  young  men  to  enter  upon  a  course  of  edaoft- 
tion  with  a  view  to  the  ministry,  there  may  lurk  a  strong  and  insidioua 
temptation  to  overlook  the  want  of  those  high  spiritual  qualificatioiiB 
which  should  be  regarded  as  essential  even  at  the  outset  of  the  coarse. 
And  inasmuch  as  the  best  human  judgments  are  liable  to  error,  let  ns 

Eray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  He,  the  searcher  and  sanctifier  of 
earts,  would  himself  prepare  and  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest. 

In  respedt  to  the  missionary  branch  of  our  work,  it  is  confidently 
hoped  that  there  will  be  a  supply  of  means  for  a  material  enlargement 
of  operations.  There  may  be  danger  just  now  lest  the  claims  of  this 
department  be  overlooked  in  the  increased  attention  which  is  given  to 
the  educational.  If  ever  a  great  and  prayerful  effort  were  needed  for 
operations  purelv  missionary  in  this  Diocese,  that  time  is  the  present 
On  this  point,  however,  the  committee  will  not  enlarge,  but  would 
respectfully  direct  the  attention  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Diocese, 
to  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  in  which  the  subject  is  presented. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  present  state  of  the 
church  in  this  Diocese,  and  regarding  the  wide  field  of  destitution  to  be 
supplied,  the  itinerating  system,  so  far  as  it  can  be  introduced  and 
blended  with  the  parochial,  would  be  likely  to  prove  effective.  There 
seems  at  present  no  other  way  in  which  the  very  many  destitute  places 
from  which  there  are  calls  for  the  services  of  our  church,  can  be  supplied. 
The  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  subject  to 'the  attention 
of  the  Missionary  and  Education  committee.    -

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  has  heard  with  pleasure  from  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and 
Kenyon  College,  at  Oambier,  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees 
hereafter  to  present  to  the  Convention  annual  reports  in  detail,  showing 
the  condition  of  the  Institutions  at  Grambier.

CI,  sufiered  a  lam  loss  of  communicants  by  emigration,  but  Ood  has 
pleased  to  add  to  our  oommunion,  (and  principally  from  our  own 
congregation,)  a  greater  number  than  we  have  lost.  We  feel,  upon  the 
wh^e,  greatly  encouraged,  and  our  earnest  prayer  is,  that  Ooa  would 
pro  us  an  increased  measure  of  the  graces  of  humili^,  prayerfulness, 
and  devotedness,  to  his  glory,  and  the  salvation  of  souls.  .The  Rector 
hu  preached,  the  past  year,  several  times  at  Youngstown,  Mahoning 
county,  Berkshire,  Marion,  Columbus  and  Oranville.  He  takes  pleas* 
ure  in  adding  that  his  kmd  people,  by  gifts  from  time  to  time,  and  a  lib- 
end  and  generous  donation  party  last  £ll,  have  made  up,  in  a  good  de- 
gree, for  the  limited  reach  of  the  Rector's  parochial  income.

The  present  incumbent  of  Trinity,  being  compelled  by  the  sad  losses 
fiom  emigration  in  his  former  parish,  to  resign  that  charge,  and  being 
unanimously  invited  to  the  Rectorship  of  this,  took  charge  of  the  same 
at  Easter.  Since  then  he  has  been  engaged  chiefly  in  making  the  ao- 
qnaintanoe  of  his  parishioners  and  their  localities,  and  in  the  endeavor 
to  revive  and  strengthen  their  interest  in  the  Church,  and  in  the  Sunday 
Sehool,  which  had  materially  declined.  Far  exceeding  his  expectations, 
the  Lord  hath  condescended  to  make  his  humble  efforts  a  means,  most 
materially,  to  renew  the  face  of  things  in  the  parish.  The  congrega- 
tion has  become  quite  large  both  mornings  and  afternoons,  and  the 
Sunday  School  is  increased  from  3  teachers,  and  30  children,  to  11 
teachers,  and  70  children.  The  statistics  of  the  parish  are  as  I  find 
the  record. 

Excepting  the  funds  for  the  Bishop's  salary,  and  the  contingent  ex- 
penses, and  the  amount  now  being  expended  for  a  considerable  addition 
to  the  library  of  the  Sunday  School,  no  moneys,  that  I  can  learn,  have 
as  yet  been  taken  up  for  Missionary  or  Educational  purposes. 

I  trust  the  results  of  the  next  conventional  year  will  exhibit  a  mate- 
rial improvement  in  the  benevolent  efforts  of  the  parish. 

At  present,  considerable  expenditures  will  be  necessary  to  repair  and 
remodel  the  lecture  room  in  the  basement  of  the  church,  and  to  rem- 
edy several  leakages  in  the  roof  of  the  edifice.  > 

I  am  happy  to  report  a  very  cordial  cooperation  of  the  parishioners 
in  forwarding  the  objects  of  the  ministry,

This  has  been  occasioned, 
in  part,  by  the  intervention  of  winter,  when  ho  does  not  generally  go 
from  home ;  and,  in  part,  for  the  want  of  a  call  to  some  field  where  he 
could  bestow  his  labors.  Ho  has,  however,  done  what  he  could,  by 
preaching,  and  other  ways,  in  assisting  the  worthy  minister  of  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Granville ;  and  he  here  states  his  willingness  to  labor, 
according  to  his  ability,  in  any  place  where  he  may  be  desired  to  do  so 
by  the  proper  authority.

\  Agreeably  to  canon,  I  send  you  my  report  for  the  year  ending  June 
7th,  1855.  Since  last  October,  1854,  I  have  had  temporary  charge  of 
St.  Paul's,  Medina.  2  marriages ;  3  funerals ;  2  baptisms.  Beoeived 
in  part  payment  of  services,  $18.90. 

Rev.  Henry  Payne 

Respectfully  reports  his  continued  employment  as  an  agent  of  A.  S.  S. 
U.,  in  which  capacity  it  is  his  duty  to  seek  out  the  neglected,  to  fiotr- 
nish  them  with  the  means  of  religious  instruction,  and  supply  them 
with  such  books  as  may  lead  them  to  repentance  towards  God,  and  fidth 
in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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Mmaj  oppoitanitics  bave  oocoired  to  allow  me  to  pretoh,  and  con- 
dnei  difine  aervioe,  in  oor  own  Protestant  Episcopal  Church ;  but  my 
■landing  mission  is  to  the  children,  chiefly  those  wdo  know  no  Ghoroh, 
and  no  leliaions  instrnotor. 


Rev.  WaUam  B.  RaOy 

Beppeetfolly  reportB,  that,  dnnngthe  last  oonyentionalyear,  he  has, 
in  aeeoriance  witn  the  wishes  of  a  few  friends  of  the  CJhordi  in  the 
TiOafiB  of  Walnut  Hills,  frirnished  them  statedly,  on  the  afternoon  of 
Bnnday,  with  the  services  of  the  Church.  The  attendance  has  been 
ray  encouraging.  A  respectable  choir  has  been  organised ;  while  the 
ehanls  and  responses  are  sustained,  by  the  choir  and  congregation,  with 
mtk  nnanimi^  and  fervor  not  often  met  with  in  regularly  established 
PMishes.  The  accession  of  several  fiunilies,  hitherto  connected  with 
ttie  eity  churches,  bids  fair  to  give  to  this  missionary  enterprise,  at  an 
eariy  period,  its  full  parochial  development.  Mr.  R.  has  not  lost  sight 
of  us  mission  to  the  German  population.  After  several  unsuooesml 
eflbrts  to  secure  an  eligible  location,  he  finally  established  a  Mission  and 
Sunday  School  in  a  Hall,  at  the  foot  of  Freeman  street,  near  the  Ohio 
river.  The  expenses  of  this  mission  have  been  generously  assumed  by 
members  of  St.  John's  parish,  Cincinnati.  Toe  Sunday  School  at 
Trinity  Church,  conducted,  during  the  past  year,  bv  Mr.  K.,  has  been 
BueoeaBfully  revived  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Hon.  B.  Storer. 
Ur.  R.  visited,  in  the  spring,  an  interesting  colony  of  French  Prot- 
estants in  Highland  county,  and  officiated  in  their  language.  He  has 
made  arrangements  for  a  repetition  of  his  visit  in  the  fiul.  Mr.  R.  has, 
with  the  aid  of  kind  friends,  distributed  a  number  of  Enelish  and  Oer- 
man  tracts,  periodicals  and  prayer-books,  and  assisted  emigrants,  as  far 
as  able,  with  sympathy,  advice  and  money.

The  (General  Missionary  and  Agent  of  the  committee  on  Missions  and 
Education,  respectfully  reports,  that  it  was  with  no  desire  to  shrink 
from  the  work  assigned  him,  that  he  asked  and  received  leave  of  absence 
from  the  Diocese.  He  would  have  rejoiced  to  have  been  engaeed  this 
past  year — as  he  was  for  more  than  half  the  preceding — as  a  Mission- 
ary among  twenty-nine  vacant  parishes,  and  toe  forty-four  counties  in 
th«  State,  now  entirely  destitute  of  either  an  organizati<tn  or  minister  of 
our  Church.  Bat  he  left  the  field,  because  ho  had  teen  and  iympor 
tUzed  with  our  brethren  and  their  families,  thus  deprived  of  most  dear- 
ly cherished  privileges,  and  thus  cut  off  from  the  highest  means  of  glo- 
itfying  Christ  among  the  increasing  multitudes  around  them,  who  ha- 
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bitoally  attend  no  plaoe  of  worship.  It  was  also  because,  from  facts  on 
every  hand,  and  from  his  own  observation  and  experience  for  more  than 
twenty  years'  connection  with  the  Church,  in  a  number  of  our  western 
States,  ne  knew  that  the  condition  of  Ohio,  is  but  a  sample  of  the  gen" 
eral  datittUian,  and  of  the  general  demand  for  godly,  self-denyinfl^ 
ministers  of  our  Chruch.  In  view  of  these  considerations,  and  the  high 
facilities  and  advantages  now  offered  at  Gambler  for  a  thorough  eduo*- 
tion,  he  rejoiced  in  the  privilege  of  traveling  and  acting  as  the  Lord 
might  direct,  frt)m  October  till  April,  in  the  special  work  of  looking  oat 
laborers,  and  in  securing  the  means  necessary  for  such  as  are  in  need, 
while  preparing  to  enter  the  field. 

He  would  here,  with  gratitude  to  Gk)d,  record  his  warmest  thanks  to 
the  very  many  brethren  out  of  the  State,  who  received  him  with  open 
hearts  and  hmdi,  and  with  a  kindness  which  words  cannot  express. 

For  the  particular  and  immediate  results  of  his  efforts,  he  would  sim- 
ply refer  to  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  commit- 
tee, only  adding,  that  he  has  pledged  assistance,  for  a  time,  to  a  num- 
ber of  young  men  not  includea  in  those  reports,  who,  it  b  hoped,  will 
be  with  us  by  the  beginning  of  next  term. 

Mev.  Edward  Winthrop 

Reports  to  the  Bishop,  that,  since  the  Diocesan  GonvenUon,  last  Sep- 
tember, he  has  continued  the  work  of  Christian  Education,  in  teaching 
a  select  school  for  young  ladies,  at  his  residence,  in  NorwaJk.  He  baa 
also  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and,  du- 
ring part  of  the  time,  has  taught  a  Bible  Class  in  Sunday  School.

ARTIOLl  I. 

I  CIrarcb,  as  a  eonstitaent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Ohnrch  In  the 
1  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  consntation  of  that  Church, 
knowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ABTIOLB  II. 

ra  diall  be  a  Conyention  of  the  Chnrch  In  this  Diocese  on  the  first  Wednesday 
(be  20th  of  September  in  each  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  prcTiona 
iBtiott.  But  in  case  an  epidemic  disease  shall  prevail  at  the  place  appoint- 
other  like  cause  shall  render  it  obviously  expedient,  the  Bishop,  or  in  case 
wancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  some  other 
and  send  special  notice  of  the  same  to  every  minister  and  vestry  in  the 
le,  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  time  of  meeting.

a  Tote  by  Orders  is  called  for,  the  delegates  of  each  congregation  or  church, 
M  entitled  to  one  vote  only.  No  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or 
1  ■hall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

Blahop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  may  judge 
nrtnnt  to  the  good  or  the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  the 
ng  Committee ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  eontin«

At  every  Annual  (}onTentionf  after  a  viva  voce  nomination,  a  Secretary  fball 
be  chosen,  who  shall  remain  in  ofiBce  nntii  the  next  Annual  Conrention.  Hit 
duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  record  all  proceedings  of  the  Conyention ;  to 
attest  its  public  acta ;  preserve  its  records ;  notify  the  parishes  of  the  Umet  and 

E laces  of  all  stated  and  special  Conventions,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the 
ands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative  and  belonging  to  the  GoB- 
vention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  YIII. 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  and  memben 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  clergy  and  laity, 
and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  required  for  an  election.  In  case  of  a  failure  or 
omission  to  elect  any  officers  or  annual  Committee,  the  persons  last  elected  f  haU 
continue  to  serve  until  others  be  chosen.  Elections  by  ballot  may  be  diapensod 
with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IZ. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  Annual  Convention,  and 
shall  consist  of  three  Clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  Laymen  who 
are  communicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese.  The  officers  of  said  Commit 
tee  rcauircd  by  the  IVth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  appointed  at 
their  first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being  summoned, 
provided  one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  bnsfneif 
when  convened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  At  all  other  meetings  a  mi^orllj 
of  the  members  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mo* 
retary  of  this  committee  to  keep  a  faithful  reconl  of  all  the  proceedings  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose,  to  preserve  the  origin afs  of  all  papers  or  letters  ad" 
dressed  to  the  committee,  to  attest  their  acts,  and  to  deliver  to  his  succesfor  all 
books  and  papers  which  in  virtue  of  his  office  have  been  committed  to  him.  The 
minutes  of  the  committee,  and  all- papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  Chiircli| 
shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  Yik 
cancies  occurring  in  the  committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  remaining 
members. 

ARTICLE  Z. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  Annual  Conven— 
tion — or  in  a  Special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  beibrae 
the  time  appointed,  the  object  being  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  tlMS 
secretorv  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry  of  the  Dio— 
cese.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows:  The  clergy  shall  vote  hiym 
ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  a  mtgority  of 
clergy  present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made  shall  be ' 
mnnicated  to  the  lay-members,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  whether 
receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  contirm  the  < 

ARTICLE   XI. 

The  clergy  and  lay-delegates  in  Convention  shall  deliberate  in  one  body, 
shall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  except  when 
vote  by  Orders  is  called  for  by  five  members.  In  such  case  the  concurrence  o# 
both  Orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure — and  on  every  qae0- 
tion  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  reouired  by  five,  the  votes  of 
a  majority  of  those  present  of  the  two  Orders,  respectively,  shaU  decide. 

ARTICLE  ZII. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  'shall  be  as  follows :  A  propofitlon  ftr 
amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  in  writing,  and  if  approved,  ahal 
lie  over  till  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-thirdl  of 
the  two  Orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  ContUta* 
tion  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory.

BaoT.  1.    Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  thoog^t 
io  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  for  which,  according  to  Canon  XXXVTf  of  tte 
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General  ConTontion,  be  is  liable  to  be  tried,  application  shall  be  made  in  writin/r 
with  the  name  of  every  one  engaged  in  the  application  subscribed,  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  and  if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufflclent  to  demand 
m  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly; 
tiie  presentment  being  made  in  writing,  and  specifying  with  as  much  accuracy 
M  possible,  the  oflfence  or  offences,  with  particulars  of  time,  place  and  circnm- 
■taaces ;  and  crery  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  may  for  himself  request  of  the 
Btanding  Committee  the  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  section,  in  which  case  it 
ihall  be  instituted  and  shall  proceed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

SncT.  2.  Presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  pre- 
aentment  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  eight  Presbyters 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served 
on  the  accused,  provided  that  no  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  who  may 
have  Joined  in  the  presentment  be  included  in  such  nomination.  Out  of  the  Pres- 
hjters  so  nominated,  the  accused  shall  select  five,  and  notify  their  names  in 
writing,  to  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  days  after  the  serving  aforesaid.  And  if  ho 
^oes  not  give  such  notification  within  said  time,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and 
the  Presbyters  so  Kelected,  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and 
•hall  moct  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power 
to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  fh>m  place  to  place  (but  always  within  tne  Dl- 
oeese),  as  they  shall  think  necc«8ary. 

SscT.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused ; 
and  also  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who  by  tlieir  President,  or  one  of  their 
number  whom  they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  cose  and 
present  such  oral  or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  tlie  accusation  as  they 
asaj  be  able  to  obtain. 

DBCT.  4.  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  whole  number 
1m  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  and  if  it  shall 

Spear  improbable  that  the  whole  numl>er  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time, 
9ee  who  do  attend,  being  not  fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  ma- 
jority shall  decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Sect.  &  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  1>efore  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
^kx  his  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may 
Kanmediatcly  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  if  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall  be 
rasidered  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Sect.  6.  In  case  a  clergyman,  presented  and  notified  a^  above  directed,  shall 
>t  appear  before  the  Board  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  proceed  as 
be  were  present  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if 
accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  Board,  after  due  present- 
nt  and  notification,  and  no  suflficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  renisal  be 
Iveo,  the  Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of 
Suspension  nt>m  the  ministry  shall  pays  against  him  accordingly ;  but  the  sen- 
tence may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendar  months  the  accused 
%hall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his  trial;  but  if 
lie  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts  alleged  in  the  pre- 
sentment, shall  proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation  from 
the  ministry. 

Sect.  7.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Board  shall  choose  a  President  f^om  their 
own  number,  and  a  Secretary  who  shall  be  from  their  own  number  or  otherwise, 
•■  Uiey  determine,  and  before  proceeding  to  trial  they  shall  a<lopt  and  declare  the 
mles  by  which  the  trial  shall  bo  conducted ;  provided,  however,  that  no  layman 
ihiil  advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial— though  both  parties  may,  at  their 
option,  cmplov  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Sect.  8.  AVhcn  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  as 
nay  be  pro<luccd— which  evidence  shall  bo  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secretary, 
ind  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  re(|uested  to  administer 
■a  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and  tho  examination  of  witnesses,  and 
•U  the  proceedings  of  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  tho  accuited. 

Sect.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting  forth, 
lattafactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the 
Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman  to  act  as  a  commissioner  to  take 
the  testimony  of  such  witness :  and  the  party  applying  as  above  shall  give  to  tho 
other  party  at  least  five  days'  notice  of  tho  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony. 


And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness ;  and  the  questions  and 
aiMwen  shall  be  redaced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certi- 
ifld  ^  the  Gonunissioner,  and  enclosed  under  bis  seal  and  tnnsmltMdto  \2bA 
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Board,  and  rcceiyed  by  them  as  evidence.    A  witness  examined  before  such  com 
missioner  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sect.  10.  The  Board,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  writing 
signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charffcs  contained 
in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  ornot 
gnilty  of  such  charges  respectively ;  which  decision,  together  with  the  evidence 
and  an  attested  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishopi 
accompanied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Board  as  to  what  sentence  shonld  be  pro- 
nounced ;  whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  appear 
to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence 
recommended  bv  the  Board,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  mav  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused ;  in  whico 
case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  \>e  appointed,  including  none  of  those  who 
sat  upon  tlie  former  trial,  before  which  Board  the  proceedings  shall  be  conducted 
as  before  provided. 

Sect.  11.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consanguinity  or  aiB»- 
ity  with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  other  Bishop  to  express  hii 
Judgment  on  the  decision  of  the  Board,  to  which  judgment  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or  granting  a  new  trial.  And  if  the  Diocese 
be  vacant,  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  the  scrvioea  of 
such  Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient  for  the  performance  of  all  Midfe 
acts  as  are  by  this  Canon  required  to  be  done  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  II. 

OP  THl  VISTET  OF  A  CHDECII. 

Sbot.  1.    In  every  church  of  this  Diocese,  after  prayer,  there  shall  be  an  annual 
election,  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five,  and  not 
more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  their  successors  arc  ap- 
pointed.   Two  of  these  vestrymen  shall  be  designated  on  the  ballot  to  serve  at 
Wardens ;  one  of  whom  shall  l)e  dcsignnte<l  the  Senior  Wnnlen  of  the  Parish, 
who,^  in  the  absence  of  the  Kcctor,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Vestry,    fat  hia 
absence  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.    The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  secretary, 
whose  duty  it  shall  bo  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  attest   - 
the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry,  preserve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the   « 
Parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  I)c  legally  assigned  him,  and  fuith(\iUy  " 
to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  documents  belonging  to  ^ 
the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sect.  2.    In  electing  a  Vcstrv,  no  person  shall  bo  entitled  to  vote  who  has  n 
signed  the  Articles  of  Parochial  Association,  and  who  is  not  a  holder  or  renter 
one  entire  pew ;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  the] 
shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote;  nor  shall  any  i)erson  vote  in  a  parish 
which  he  is  not  a  bona  fide  member.    In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are 
pews  held  or  rented,  or  where  pews  are  held  subject  to  no  tax  or  assessment, 
individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contributor  to  tlie  church  to 
an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint. 

Sect.  3.    No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a  pewholder,  or  m 
qualified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  a  bona  fide  member  thereol^ 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property  ©* 
the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  conccnis,  to  elect  and  call  a  minister  and 
provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  the  celet)ratioa 
of  divine  worship,  and,  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister  in  whateyer 
is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  Airthcrance  of  the  gospel ;  it  being  understood,  al- 
ways, that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  arc  under  the  exclusive  direction  of 
the  minister,in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  and  laws  of  the  Diooeia 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  for  ths 
Lord's  Supper — to  collect  the  alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same,  to  keep  and 
disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister— and  white  the 
Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  woi^ 
ship  and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation,  by  occasional  clerical  services  or  h$ 
lay-reading,  as  the  circumstances  may  permit  Meetings  of  the  Vestiy  shall  be 
cslled  by  the  Rector,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Senior  Warden ;  and  the  Rector,  or  In 
his  absence,  the  Senior  Warden,  shall  call  meetings  at  the  request  of  two  membeii 
of  the  Vestry.    And  the  Vestry  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  at  their  pleaim 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  fh)m  any  parts  of  this  Canon  intv 
fering  with  their  Articles  of  Association  or  By-laws.) 

OANON  III. 
Of  TBI  kwamvai  oi  a  obcbob  oa  oovQaBOAxioa  ihto  dxxom  with  tbb  oeubob  di  tib  tnmm 

To  enable  a  Church  or  Congregation  to  be  received  into  union  with  the  Ghnrck 
la  Ibis  Dioeeie,  it  tbaU  be  necessaiy  that  thi^  Vestry  eabmit  to  tho  OouYcntlM 
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fhdr  Articles  of  Associatioii ;  or,  if  incorporated,  their  Charter,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
dnlT  authenticated,  according  to  law ;  and  ftirther  that  it  be  made  to  appear  that 
mch  Church  or  Congregation  has  acceded  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Diocese.  A  certificate  shall  also  be  produced  from  the  Bishop — or 
In  case  of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  a  majority  of  the 
Standing  Committee— that  notice  was  given  him  or  them,  at  least  one  month  bo- 
ftnra  the  Conrention,  of  the  or^^mization  having  taken  place. 

OANON   IT. 

OF  DirUVCT  PAIISHV. 

Whenever  %  Parish  shall  so  far  fail  in  the  leading  objects  of  its  organization,  as 
lo  be  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop  essentially  defunct,  ho  shall  signify  the  same 
to  the  Convention,  which  may  proceed  forthwith,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds,  to 
<iiiM^Te  the  said  Parish,  agreeably  to  Article  III  of  the  Constitution. 

CANON  V. 

OV  AXTOSAVOI  091  OORVSmOlf ,  AXS  aiQUISITIS  FOB  THS  ADMZBSIOlf  OF  LAT-BSnTlXM. 

J%  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  cleiKymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  to  at- 
ttend  the  same,  and  of  every  church  or  congregation  in  union  with  the  Church  in 
ttia  Diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  Lay-Delegates  to  the  Convention,  not  exceeding 
ttree,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  firom  among  the  communicants  of  the 
^hnrch  or  congregation  to  be  represented,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a 
^sertiilcate  signed  bv  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of 
"the  Waidens,  in  substance  as  follows :  —

(Parishes  already  incorporated  are  excepted  firom  so  much  of  the  above  Canon, 
«•  wonld  interfere  with  their  articles  of  Incorporation  or  Association.) 

CANON  VI. 

A  Vm  TO  Bl  MAOB  OP  THX  MHHSTKBS  Of  THB  BlOOm. 

SsCT.  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this 
IHoeese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  bo  prepared  a  list  of  the  ministers  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishes 
or  stations  as  Missionaries;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated, 
in  which  ihej  are  engaged — and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  parishes 
or  missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only, — 
qwciiying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  are  Deacons :  bat  no  clergyman, 
while  suspended  fh>m  the  ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  such  list 
iball  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to 
Older,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall 
be  appended  to  the  Journal  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sbot.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  is 
disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  IVth  Article 
of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the 
Us t  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON  VII. 

OF  PAaiSa  BXGIBTKR8  AITB  PABOCIIUL  KIPOBTS. 

Sbct.  1.  Every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  the 
Baptisms,  Conflrmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his 
pansh  bv  any  other  Episcopal  Minister ;  specifying  the  names  and  times  of  birtii 
of  the  cnildren  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors ; 
the  names  of  the  adults  baptized,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism ;  the 
Barnes  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and 
ef  persons  buried ;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  respectively.  This  Register  shall 
be  aept  l^  the  minister,  in  a,book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  belonging  to  tho 
Tettiy  of  the  Church  which  he  serves :  which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish 
BeslBter,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  tho  Parish. 

SkoT.  2.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  minister  of  each  Parish 
shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and  of  families  within  his  cure,  specifying 
the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of  the  Church  under  his  charge, 
and  whether  by  removal  from  the  communion  of  some  other  Church  or  otherwise. 

8bct.  3.  Every  minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  dav  of  every 
amnial  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Plpeiident  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Parltb.  tocotdln^ 
ID  Mdi  form  M  ihaH  be  ftamished  lay  the  eodesiastleal  anthorll^  ot  umDliOQM^ 
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OANON   YIII. 

OF  YAOAKT  ODNOSBQATIOiri. 

Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Yettiy  immedl* 
atelj  to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON   IZ. 

OP  DIPUTLIS  to  TTBB  OKflBAL  CONTIiniOir. 

The  Ck>nvention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual^  meeting,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Ylllth  Article  of  the  Constitntion,  fonr  clergymen,  out  of  Presbyten 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  laymen,  who  shall  be  in  good  stand- 
ing as  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  to  act  as  depu- 
ties from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention ;  which  deputies  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  depii> 
ties  elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop,  on  some  day  at  least  three  weeks  before  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will  attend  or  not  to  the  dntiet 
of  their  office.  In  default  of  which  signification,  or  in  case  of  the  declining  of 
any  to  attend  the  General  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  on  notificauon 
from  the  Bishop,  shall  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay  deputies  as 
may  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese ;  and  the  per- 
son  or  persons  so  delegated,  being  ftimishcd  with  the  certificate  of  the  Seatt/of 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  deputies  elected  by  tnt 
Convention.    In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  notification  on  the 

gart  of  the  deputies  elect,  above  I'equired,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the 
tanding  Committee. 

CANON   X. 

OP    LAT    BBADIBS. 

None  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay  Reader  In  tMt^ 
Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a  written  license  fh>ia^ 
the  Bishop ;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Com 
mittce ;  and  Lay  Readers  sliall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  XSSt^m 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON   XI. 

OP  PKKPARnfO  A  RXPOBT  OM  THB  tTATl  OP  TBI  OBUBOB 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  in  Canon  LI  <^^ 
the  General  Conventioif,  a  committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  b^s 
appointed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meeting  c^*^ 
the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop 
a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  bo  presented  to  the  Greneral  Convention. 

CANON  XII. 

OP  TnS  BBCKKTAKT  OP  THI  COITTXirnON. 

Sect.  1.  In  addition  to  the  dnties  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  ConventiaR 
in  the  Vllth  article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  send  to  the  mlnie- 
ter,  or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  wardens  of  each  parish  in  union  witi 
the  Convention,  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Coa* 
ventlon,  a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting,  together  with 
the  form  of  a  parochial  report;  and  a  form  by  which  to  certify  the  appointment 
of  lay  deputies,  together  with  the  assessment  laid  upon  the  parish  ror  the  ex* 
penses  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestsit 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesia 
Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  as  well  ai 
of  any  charge  or  pastoral  letter  recently  published,  and  to  the  General  CcmTn 
tion  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies. 

CANON  XIII. 

OP  THI  TRXABITBKB  OP  THS  OOHVBNnOV. 

Sect.  1.    At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasurer  of  An 

Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  oollecled 

under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  dlstritm 

tion  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.    His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  M^natiai^ 

-  to  the  Convention  and  examined  by  a  committee  of  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shaU  be  snpplM 
by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shaU  contLnne  in  office  lA 
tu  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIY. 

OP  lOBBIOlTB  An>  OP  IDUOAXIOM  lOB  TEfi  VXRVrST. 

Sect.  i.    The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionaiy  Instttnttoa,  Mi 
tfineij  |Mut  tbeiQof  pledged  by  the  Gluifttlaa  proflassion  to  t^ 
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fwiiaiy  work ;  and  the  edacation  of  young  men  for  the  mintetry  being  ab> 
lolntely  necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work,  it  is  sol- 
emnlj  urged  upon  erery  member  of  the  Church  that  he  consider  his  Christian 
proftasion  as  involring  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

Sbct.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  eveiy  minister  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct  the 
people  of  hto  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recommended  to 
erery  member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  ^n  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store 
fimr  these  purposes,  as  God  hath  prospered  him,  according  to  the  apostolic  direiy 
tfcm :  1  Cor.  xtL  1. 

Sbct.  3.  There  shall  be  appointed,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  cx-offlcio,  and  eight  other 
members— four  clerical,  four  lay— elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missionary 
and  Education  Committee ;  to  whom  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and 
regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  appointment  of  missionaries,  and  missionary  ita- 
tiona,  and  the  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  either  object

Sbct.  7.  No  beneficiary  or  missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written 
eonsentof  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  same ;  which  consent  shall  bo  entered  on  the  minutes.

Whereas  John  McCorkle  and  Charles  Hsmmond,  a  Committee  appointed  on  be- 
half of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  have,  hy  their  petition  to  the  General  Assemtily.  represented  that  a 
Seminary  for  Theological  Edacation  has  been  established  by  said  Convention 
within  this  State,  and  in  order  to  the  more  convenient  manaf^^^mcnt  of  the 
concerns  of  the  said  Seminar}',  and  to  the  permanencv  of  its  establishment  in 
this  State,  have  prayed  that  the  said  Seminary  may  be  incorporated — ^Thore- 
Ibre, 

Sbc.  1.  De  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  BUght  Reverend  Philander  Chase,  now  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Ilpiscopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  Ko^er  Scarlc,  Intrepid  Morse,  Ezra  B.  Kellogg, 
Samuel  Johnston,  Bezaleel  Wells,  William  K.  Bond,  John  Johnston,  and  Charles 
Hammond,  the  present  Trustees  of  the  said  Seminary,  and  their  successors  ap- 
pointed in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  said  Seminary, 
as  now  established,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  bodv  corporate  and 
politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  tlie  V  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio ; "  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and 
being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes  and 
eomplaints  whatsoever ;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
their  discretion : —  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity 
of  taking  and  holding  by  devise  and  otherwise,  or  of  purchasing,  holding  and 
e^Jojing  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  real  estate  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise, 
■DT  goods,  chattels  and  personal  estate,  and  of  selling,  leasing,  mortgaging  or 
etoerwise  disposing  of  said  real  and  personal  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  they 
Biaj  think  proper :  Provided,  That  the  clear  annual  income  of  such  real  and 
personal  estate,  exclusive  of  any  lands  or  tenements  that  may  be  occupied  by 
the  said  Seminary  for  its  accommodation,  or  that  of  its  officers  or  professors, 
ihaU  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Ssa  2.    That  the  present  Trustees  of  said  Seminary  and  their  successors  in 
eflloe,  under  the  Constitution  thereof,  as  now  established,  or  as  the  same  may  be 
hereiiher  altered  or  amended,  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  said  Scm- 
iBary  aad  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time,  to

ting the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  professors,  officers  and  students  therein,  for 
eondnctlng  its  business  and  concerns,  and  generally  for  the  good  government  of 
the  same  :    Provided^  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Xaws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Smo.  3.  That  this  act  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  a  public  act,  and  that  the 
same  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  other  places,  benignly  and  favorably  for 
Qrerr  beneficial  purpose  therein  intended. 

Sso.  4.  That  the  General  Assembly  may  at  any  time  hereafter  modify  or 
nepeaJ  this  act;  but  no  such  modification  or  repeal  shall  divert  the  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  of  the  Seminary  to  any  other  purpose  than  the  education  of  Minis- 
ters of  the  Gospel  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  Tmstees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
Ae  DIooeae  of  Ohio  shall  hare  power  to  establish  in  oonnectfon  with  said  Semi- 
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nary,  a  College,  and  Halls  for  preparatory  cdacation  ;  tliat  they  shall  hare  the 
care  and  management  of  nil  property,  which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  \k:  friven, 
or  is  otherwise  possessed  for  the  ase  and  benefit  of  the  8ame  ;  and  to  apiK>int  a 
President  and  Professors,  and  all  necessary  offlccrs  for  the  purposes  of  govern- 
ment and  instruction  in  said  College  and  Halls. 

Sbc.  2.  The  President  and  Professors  of  said  Theological  Seminary  shall  coa 
stitutc  a  Faculty,  with  the  power  of  conferring  Degrees  in  the  Arts  and  Scienoet, 
and  of  performing  all  such  other  acts  as  pertain  to  the  Faculties  of  Colleges  for 
the  encouragement  and  reward  of  learning :  and  the  name  and  style  by  which  the 
said  degrees  shall  be  conferred  shall  be  that  of  "  The  President  and  Professon  of 
Kenyon  College  in  the  State  of  Ohio."

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  SEMINARY. 

ARTICLE  I. 
The  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
do  hereby  establish  a  Seminary  for  the  Education  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  in 
said  Church;  such  Seminary  to  be  founded  upon  donations  made  and  to  be 
made,  in  the  united  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  in  America,  ibr 
that  purpose,  and  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  ^  The  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio." 

ARTICLE   II. 

The  said  Seminary  shall  be  established  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  at 
such  place  within  the  same  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the  deed  of  donation^ 
executed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  England,  on  the  27th  dav  of  November,  1823 
and  when  once  established,  shall  forever  after  remain  in  the  same  place. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  direction  and  management  of  said  Seminary  shall  bo  rested  in  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  which  shall   consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  beings 
and  of  four  clerical  and  four  lay  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  the    ^ 
Diocese,  and  to  remain  in  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  their  sue-    - 
cessors  are  chosen,  provided  that  no  officer  of  the  Seminary  or  of  any  institution 
that  may  be  annexed  thereto,  except  the  President  of  Kenyon  College,  shall  be-^ 
eligible  to  said  Board.    This  article,  so  far  as  it  respects  the  number  of  clerical — 
and  lay  Trustees,  may  ft*om  time  to  time  be  amended  by  a  concurring  resolntioi 
of  the  Convention,  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  so  as 
increase  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  Trustees,  until  the  number  of  each 
be  twelve ;  which  number  shall  thereafter  constitute  tlic  permanent  Board  of 
clerical  and  lay  Trustees. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  shall  bo  necessary  to  constitnto  a^ 
quorum  to  do  business.    The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside.    In  his  absence^ 
aPresidenr  pro  tem.  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot;  whose  office  shall  expire  witl^^ 
the  final  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  ot  which  the  appointment 
was  made.    If  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  such  vacancjf 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Convention  that  may  meet  next  thereafter. 

ARTICLE  V. 
The  Seminary  shall  bo  under  the  immediate  charge  and  superintendence  or 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  as  President  of  the  Institution,  and 
during  the  recess  of  the  Board  the  Bishop  shall  bo  the  Prudential  Committee 
in  all  secular  matters  of  the  institution. 

ARTICLE  YI. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  constitute  professorships,  and  to 
appoint  and  remove  the  professors,  and  to  prescribe  the  course  of  studv,  end 
to  make  all  rules,  and  regulations,  and  statutes  which  may  be  necessary  for  tne 
government  of  the  Seminary,  and  to  secure  its  prosperity :  Provided,  that  all 
such  rules,  roguhitions,  or  other  proceedings,  shall  forever  bo  in  confomiiQr 
*^totbo  doctrine,  disdplino,  conatitntion  and  canons  of  the  Protestant  Epiieo 
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pal  Chnrch    in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  course  of  stuai  pre* 
icribed,  or  to  be  prescribed,  by  the  Bishops  of  the  said  Church." 

ARTICLE   YII. 

If  at  any  time  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chnrch  in 
the  United  States  of  America  shall,  by  resolution,  entered  in  their  Journals, 
declare  any  rule,  regulation,  statute  or  other  procecMling  of  the  Board  of  Trus' 
tees  hereby  constituted,  to  be  contrary  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitution, 
and  canons  of  the  Church,  or  to  the  course  of  ^dy  prescribed  by  the  Bishops, 
toch  rule,  regulation,  statute,  or  other  proceeaing,  shall  thenceforth  cease  to 
have  effect,  and  shall  be  considered  as  abrogated  and  annulled. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chnrch  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  shall  individually,  and  any  two  or  more  of  them,  be  visitants  of  the 
Seminary,  to  take  care  that  the  course  of  discipline  and  instruction  be  conform- 
able to  the  preceding  provisions.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the 
Bishops,  aforesaid,  at  any  time,  to  institute  in  his  own  name  and  character  of 
Bishop,  any  proper  legal  process  to  enforce  and  secure  the  administration  of  the 
Seminsiry  according  to  the  foundation  herein  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
The  Board  of  Trustees,  as  soon  as  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  so 
instruct  them,  shall  annex  to  the  Seminary,  a  College,  with  the  necessary  Prepar- 
atory Schools  ;  subject,  like  the  Seminary,  to  the  provisions  of  the  7th  and  8th 
Articles  of  the  Constitution,  which  College  shall  have  a  separate  President  and 
Faculty,  the  Trustees  having  power  to  make  all  needful  by-laws,  and  to  appoint 
and  remove  all  professors  and  other  officers,  necessary  to  the  government  and 
prosperity  of  said  College :  Provided,  that  the  President  bo  appointed  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  in  case  he  shall  not  so  nomi- 
nate within  two  months  after  being  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, then  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  President  without  such  nomination  ;  pro- 
Tided  also  that  his  Episcopal  supervision  and  authority  be  understood  as  embra- 
cing the  spiritual  ihterests  of  the  College  and  its  Preparatory  Schools,  and  that 
the  present  property  of  the  said  Seminary,  whatever  nse  the  Trustees  may  permit 
the  College  to  make  of  any  part  thereof,  shall  always  remain  exclusively  the 
property  of  the  Seminary. 

ARTICLE   X. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  at  Gambler,  annually,  on  the  day  preceding 
the  Commencement.  The  President  of  the  Board  shall  at  any  time,  upon  the 
application  in  writing  of  one  meml)crof  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 
and  two  clerical  and  two  lay  Trustees,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  to  be  held 
at  each  other  time  and  place  as  ho  may  appoint,  not  exceeding  thirty  days  firom 
the  day  on  which  the  application  shall  bo  presented. 

ARTICLE    XI. 

This  Constitution  may  l)o  amended  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Bishop,  a 
Hnajority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  and  a  majority  of  the  Con- 
tention of  the  Diocese. 

Provided,  That  no  alteration  or  amendment  whatever  be  made  in  this  Con- 
atltntlon,  whereby  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  raised  in  England,  be  appropria 
ted  to  any  other  use  than  the  education  and  theological  instruction  of  students 
for  the  ministry  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  This  proviso,  however 
<loes  not  preclude  the  lawfulness  and  constitutionality  of  annexing  a  College 
to  the  Seminary ;  and  making  provision  so  far  as  practicable,  for  the  admission 
of  other  students,  at  their  own  expense,  to  the  benefit  of  a  College  education.

EPISCOPATE  FUND. 


Ai  Act  to  Incorporate  the   Trustees  of  the  Bishop^s   Fund  of  the  Protestant 

Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

Sbo.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  l^at 
Benjamin  Gardiner,  John  Mathews,  and  John  C.  Wright,  and  their  successors 
ia  oAee,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the 
Dame  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop  s  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  by  which  name  they  shall  be,  and  are  hereby 
Bade  capable  of  receiving,  holding  and  disposing  of  any  estate,  Teaiot  v^snoivi!^ 
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which  may  bn  In  them  invested,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  within  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  by  which 
name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  in  relation  to  the  property  in  ttiem  inycsted 
do  and  perform  every  act  necessary  for  the  receiving,  safe  keepinf?,  using  and 
disposing  of  the  same  to  the  best  advantage  :  Provided,  that  the  actual  value  of 
the  property  invested  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  nor  Hm 
annual  income  theref^m  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

8bc.  2.  Be  it  farther  enactec^  lHat  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall  be  elected  trien- 
nially  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  shall  continue  until  tb«ir 
incccssors  are  duly  appointed ;  and  this  corporation  shall  at  all  times  be  subject 
to  be  altered,  new-modeled,  or  repealed,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  deem 
useful :  Provided,  that  no  alteration,  modification  or  repeal,  shall  divert  the  use 
of  said  fund  ftt>m  its  original  destination,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  making 
provision  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  m 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio.

The 
jninntcs  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Mnenscher,  Secretary  of  the  Society,  submitted  his  annual  report,  as 
follows,  which,  on  motion,  was  accepted  and  approved : 

SECRETARY'S  TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  four  new  members  have 
been  added  to  our  number,  viz:  Rev.  Messrs.  Peter  Neff,  Jr.,  Daniel 
RiBser,  John  G.  Downing  and  William  B.  Rally.  One  highly  esteemed 
brother  has  departed  this  life,  viz :  Rev.  Oeorgo  Thompson,  but  leav* 
ing  no  wife  or  children  entitled  to  an  annuity.  His  premium  note  has 
been  cancelled.  The  present  number  of  members  is  70 ;  of  these,  27 
reside  out  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.  The  receipts  for  the  last  eight 
months,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  herewith  submitted, 
have  been :  In  premium  notes  $150.00,  and  in  cash  S786.00 — Total, 
$936.00.

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FUNDAMENTAL  LAWS  OP  THE  SOCIETY. 

1.  Any  Clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  may  be  a  member  of  this  corporation  and  entitled  to  all  its  priv? 
ilcges,  provided  he  deposits  with  the  Treasurer  a  premium  note  for  S50» 
not  bearing  interest,  and  pays  annually  the  sum  of  S3  to  the  Society. 
The  first  annual  payment  is  to  bo  made  at  the  time  of  giving  the  pre- 
mium note. 

2.  The  premium  notes  shall  constitute  a  reserved  fund,  subject  to 
requisition  from  time  to  time,  to  supply  any  deficiencies  which  may  arise 
in  the  available  means  of  the  Society,  for  the  payment  of  annuities. 

3.  A  failure  to  make  the  annual  payments  when  they  become  due,  or 
to  answer  a  call  for  an  assessment  on  the  premium  notes,  shall  subject 
the  delinquent  to  a  penalty  of  12  i  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  amount 
due  and  unpaid :  and  at  the  expiration  of  three  years,  should  such  de- 
linquency continue,  his  beneficial  interest  in  the  institution  shall  be 
forfeited. 

4.  The  beneficial  interest  of  a  member  shall  not  commence  until  the 
expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  premium  note ;   and  net . 
until  ho  has  made  two  annual  payments. 

5.  K  a  contributor  die  before  having  made  five  annual  payments,  his 
widow  and  children  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  equal  to  the  amount 
of  his  premium  note  (S50.)  If  ho  should  die  after  having  made  five 
annual  payments  and  less  than  ten,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity 
equal  to  the  amount  of  the  premium  note  and  one-half  that  amouDt, 
($75.)  If  he  have  made  ten  annual  payments  or  upwards,  they 
shall  receive  an  annuity  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  the  premium 
note,  (§100.) 

6.  At  the  death  of  a  contributor,  the  balance  which  may  be  due  on 
his  premium  note,  together  with  any  other  claims  which  the  Corporation 
may  hold  against  him,  shall  be  assigned  to  the  annuitants  in  part  pay- 
ment of  the  first  annuity. 

7.  No  annuity  shall  be  considered  as  having  become  due  to  tho  fam- 
ily of  any  contributor  until  one  year  from  the  time  of  his  death. 

8.  Annuities  shall  be  paid  widows  during  life,  unless  they  marry 
again  :  in  which  case  their  annuities  shall  cease  and  fall  to  their  children 
entirely :  and  children,  if  males,  shall  enjoy  annuities  until  they  be 
twenty-one  years  old ;  if  females,  until  they  are  twenty-five  years  old, 
unless  they  previously  marry,  upon  which  their  annuities  shall  cease. 

9.  If  there  be  a  child  and  no  widow,  such  child  sliall  be  entitled  to 
the  whole  annuity,  during  the  time  he  or  she  continues  to  bo  an  annui- 
tant ;  but  if  there  be  more  than  one  child  and  no  widow,  the  annuity 
shall  be  equally  divided  among  them  till  they  severally  marrr  or  exceed 
the  age  of  annuitants,  which  annuity  shall  be  laid  out  in  tneir  educa- 
tion or  apprenticeship,  with  the  advice  of  such  guardians  or  executors 
as  the  father  may  have  nominated ;  and  if  none  such  shall  have  been 
nominated  by  tho  father,  then  in  such  manner  for  tho  benefit  of  the  child 
or  children  as  tho  Corporation  shall  direct. 

10.  If  there  be  a  widow  and  ono  child,  tho  annuity  shall  be  equally 
divided  between  them ;  but  if  the  widow  marry  or  die  before  the  child 
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shall  have  attained,  if  a  male,  twentj-ono  years,  or  if  a  female,  twenty- 
five,  the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  belong  to  such  child  daring  the 
r'od  to  which  he  or  she  may  be  entitled  thereto.  And  if  the  child 
before  the  mother;  or  when  the  child  come  to  the  age  herein  pre- 
scribed, the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  go  to  the  mother,  she  having  re- 
mained a  widow,  and  shall  be  enjoyed  by  her  during  the  period  of  her 
natural  life,  if  she  remain  a  widow :  but  if  she  should  marry  again, 
nothing  shall  be  paid  her  after  the  period  of  her  marriage.  K  there  be  a 
widow  and  two  or  more  children,  the  widow  shall  have  one-third  during 
her  widowhood  or  natural  life,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  equally 
divided  among  her  children ;  and  if  a  child  should  die,  or  when  such 
child  may  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  if  a  male,  or  twenty- 
five  if  a  female,  his  or  her  share  shall  be  enjoyed  by  the  remaining 
children,  till  the  male  or  males  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  the 
female  or  females  at  the  age  of  twenty-five ;  provided  always,  that  when 
death  shall  have  reduced  the  number  of  children  to  one,  or  the  arrival 
of  the  children  to  the  age  herein  prescribed  shall  have  reduced  the  chil- 
dren entitled  to  annuities  to  the  number  of  one,  the  annuity  shall  bo 
«  equaUy  divided  between  such  child  and  the  widow^  during  the  period 
of  her  natural  life,  or  of  her  remaining  a  widow ;  and  that  if  death 
should  remove  all  her  children,  or  when  they  have  arrived  at  the  ages 
herein  prescribed,  the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  go  to  the  widow  if  she 
b6  alive  and  remain  a  widow ;  and  be  enjoyed  by  her  during  the  period 
of  her  widowhood.  But  it  shall  be  always  lawful  for  a  member  of  the 
Corporation  to  make  such  disposition  by  his  will,  of  the  rights  to  which 
his  subscription  may  have  entitled  his  family,  as  he  may  see  fit. 


RULES   VOR  THE  TRANSACTION   OF   TUE   BUSINESS   OF   THE   CORPORATION. 

1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  hold  en  during 
the  session  of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  at  which  time  shall  bo  chosen  a  President,  Treas- 
urer and  Secretary,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
appointed.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  if  he  be  a  member,  shall  bo 
President  ex-officio. 

2.  On  urgent  occasions  the  President  shall  notify  the  Secretary  to 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  manage  the  funds,  pay  the  annuities,  &o. 
He  shall  give  bonds  in  such  sum  as  the  Corporation  from  time  to  time 
shall  judge  necessary  for  the  security  of  the  funds,  and  report  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Cor- 
poration, attend  to  the  management  of  all  its  business  operations,  and 
make  a  full  report  of  its  condition  at  each  annual  meeting.  He  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Corporation  may  firom 
time  to  time  direct. 

5.  During  each  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  Ohio,  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the 
Corporation.

Morning  Prayer  was  read,  as  far  as  the  Creed,  by  the 
Rev.  T.  B.  Fairchild,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Hudson, 
and  the  remainder  by  the  Rev.  Chauncey  W.  Fitch, 
Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Piqua.  The  Convention 
Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  R.  Nicholson, 
Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Cincinnati,  from  11  Corinth., 
V.  14, 15:  "JPor  the  hveof  CJirist  coiistraineth  us;  iecause 
we  thus  judge,  that  if  One  died  for  ally  then  were  all  dead: 
and  thai  He  died  for  all,  tliat  they  which  live  shoidd  not  hence- 
forth  Uve  unto  themselves^  but  unto  Hiin  which  died  for  them^ 
and  rose  again''

On  motion  by  Rev.  Dr.  Claxton,  the  Bishop,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  resolution  on  page  6G  of  the  Journal  of 
last  Convention,  appointed  the  following

The  committee  of  Examination  reported  that  they  had 
examined  the  papers  relative  to  the  organization  of  the 
parishes  of  Calvary  Church,  Clifton,  and  Trinity  Church, 
Tiffin  City,  and  finding  them  in  accordance  with  the 
forms  in  such  cases  provided,  recommended  that  said 
parishes  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention. 
The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and  said  par- 
ishes were  so  received.

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The  Convention  then  listened  to  the 

Deakly  Beloved  Bhetiiren  of  the  Clekgy  and  Laity  of  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio  : 

The  gracious  Lonl,  in  liis  kind  providence,  permits  us  to  meet 
together  nt  this  time,  in  our  Annual  Convention,  to  consult  and  pray 
togetlier  for  the  fuilherance  of  liis  Church  and  the  promotion  of  his 
truth.  Whatever  causes  may  have  prevented  the  attendance  of  any 
of  the  clergy,  we  have  the  happiness  of  knowing  that  none  that  were 
with  us  the  last  year  are  now  absent  because  no  more  in  this  present 
life.  Death  has  t^iken  none  away.  Wliether  we  have  been  cumber- 
ers  of  tlio  groimd  from  unfruitfulness  in  our  stcwardshiiJ,  or  whether 
we  have  glorified  God  in  our  bodies  and  in  our  spirits,  in  the  work 
of  our  ministr}',  God  has  si)fired  us  to  have  more  opportunity  and 
a  still  longer  i)rrviloge  in  the  service  of  our  bl*»ssed  Master.  It  waa 
a  remarkable  declanition  of  St.  Paul :  "  I  am  in  a  strait  betwixt  two, 
having  a  desire  to  depart  and  be  with  Christ,  which  is  far  better; 
nevertheless,  to  abide  in  the  ilcsh  is  more  needful  for  you."  Which 
he  should  dioose  he  knew  not.  On  one  side,  his  heart  was  on  being 
with  Christ,  He  had  a  strong  desire  to  depart,  that  he  might  be 
taken  to  that  glorious  presence,  the  unclouded,  unhindered,  the  im- 
mediate communion  and  vision  of  Christ,  On  the  other  side,  while 
he  should  remain  in  the  flesh,  he  could  still  fuillior  be  the  Lord's 
instrument  in  promoting  tlie  sanctiflcation  of  his  people  and  the  sal- 
vation of  souL*.  It  required  a  high  measure  of  the  spirit  of  Christ,  to 
feel  so  devoted  to  usefulness  here,  as  to  be  at  a  loss  whether  he 
would  not  prefer,  for  its  sake,  to  continue  in  all  tlie  labors  and  suffer- 
ings and  perils  of  his  ministry  in  the  flesh,  leather  tlian  to  cxcliange 
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all  for  the  unspeakable  glories  of  bis  MsisttT*s  kuigdom.  But  tbe 
secret  of  tbe  strait — bow  be  was  so  balanced  in  bis  miud  botwoen 
two  sucb  alternatives — is  all  explained,  wben  wo  bear  bini  uttering 
that  compendious  declaration  of  the  whole  alVection  and  faith  of  his 
heart :  '•  For  me  to  live  is  Christ,  and  to  dio  is  g:iin."  Now  we  see 
how  he  could  say:  *'  What  I  shall  choose  I  wot  not.'*  A  life  unto 
Christ,  all  for  Christ,  all  for  his  glory ;  luid  a  death  all  gain,  the  gain 
of  the  presence  of  Christ.  Yes,  we  can  understand  how  St.  Paul 
should  be  unable  to  choose  between  thoni.  OIi !  for  such  a  sjiirit ! 
How  it  turns  all  trials  into  joys,  all  losses  into  wealth,  and  giveth 
fiongs  in  the  night.  It  is  the  spirit  for  the  minister  of  Christ,  and  for 
all  that  hope  they  arc  his  people,  to  cultivate  with  all  diligence. 
Dear  Brethren,  let  us  strive  to  be  so  consecrated  to  the  service  of 
our  Lord,  in  the  spirit  of  our  minds,  that  ev«»r}'  desire  of  our  hearts 
may  be  unto  him,  and  that  Qvoiy  hour  and  labor  of  life  may  be  for 
bim.  Tims  shall  we  not  only  desire  to  depart  and  be  with  him,  feel- 
ing  that  to  die  is  great  gain ;  but  we  shall  rejoice.^  and  count  it  a  great 
honor  and  privilege,  if  at  IIk;  cost  of  any  trials  Ave  are  allowed  to 
continue  yet  some  years  longer  in  this  work  of  our  ministry,  teaching 
and  preaching  Jesus  Christ. 

We  have  met  together,  Brethren,  at  a  place,  which,  for  its  centnd 
and  most  vital  connection  with  tli<*  spiritual  interests  of  tiie  Diocese, 
ought  to  be,  and  I  trust  is,  most  intercepting  and  important  in  your 
eyes.  I  confess  tlmt  it  wjis  not  according  to  my  judgment  that  the 
Convention  appointed  its  ^iresent  session  to  be  held  in  this  place.  I 
felt  uncomfortable,  under  the  thought  of  laying  the  burden  of  the  ac- 
commodation of  so  many  on  a  population  of  houseki^epers  so  limited. 
But  by  that  population  you  are  most  heartily  and  earnestly  wclct>m<id. 
They  are  ready  most  cheerfully  and  gladly,  to  do  all  in  their  power 
to  make  your  sojourn  among  them  plensunibh'  and  profitable,  and  w<» 
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must  see  tliat  nothing  on  our  part  shall  be  wanting  to  give  them  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  how  fuUj  we  appreciate  their  good  will  and 
kind  hospitality. 

You  are  here  at  a  period  of  exceeding  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
our  Diocesiui  Institutions  at  this  place.  ^Viler  many  years  of  great 
trial  a]id  difficulty,  during  which  our  hearts  ahnost  failed,  it  lias 
l)leafiied  God  to  give  our  College  a  mciu^ure  of  favor  in  tlie  eye^j  of 
the  peojde,  which  hits  increas(*d  the  number  of  students  beyond  any 
thing  tlmt  I  have  witnessed  before.  At  tlie  siime  time,  there  has 
been  a  corresponding  incri-ase  of  those  who,  at  various  stages  of  edu- 
cation, are  i)reparing,  chiefly,  for  the  present,  as  undergraduates,  for 
the  work  of  the  ministry.  And  I  believe  I  have  good  ground  of 
confidence  that  they  are  those  who  may  trust  tliat  they  are  "inwardly 
moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost"  to  seek  that  work.  This  increase  of 
undergraduates  we  have  no  i-eason  to  believe  has  reached  its  maxi- 
mum.  On  the  contraiy,  we  have  reason  to  believe  tliat,  if  we  are 
not  wanting  to  the  ver}'  necessities  Avliieh  this  increase  creates,  it  will 
yet  be  much  enlarged ;  while  there  is  danger  that  if  we  do  not  come 
up  to  the  demand  which  prosjierity  is  now  making  ujion  us,  we  slioU 
forfeit  in  fact  Jis  w(?ll  as  in  desert^  that  very  pros])erity.  It  is  not  my 
puqiose  at  this  time  to  enter  into  a  detail  of  the  wants  of  our  Dio- 
cesan Institutions.  You  ai'e  here  in  their  midst;  I  invite  you  to 
inquire.  One  want  we  liave  not; — we  need  no  means  witli  which 
to  pay  debts.  But  our  prosperity  has  ci*eatcd  some  wants,  and  has 
increased  the  urgency  of  otlicrs  which  have  always  been  felt.  We 
need  more  buildings  lor  the  accommodation  of  undergraduates;  more 
buildings  for  the  various  departments  of  instniction,  especially  in  the 
experimental  sciences  ;  for  the  sufficient  and  safe  accommodation  of 
libraries,  and  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  daily  worship  of  the 
College*.    We  need  the  endowment  of  more  professorships  in  that 
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department  and  in  the  Theological  Seminary.  In  the  theological 
department  we  need  the  finishing  of  all  the  rooms  in  Bexley  Hall, 
and  mean?  to  erect  a  separate  1)uilding  for  the  library,  that  it  may  be 
as  much  as  possible  removed  from  the  dangers  of  conflagration. 

It  is  not  intended  to  seek  of  the  Diocese  the  means  for  all  these 
ends.  But  we  call  your  attention  to  them,  that  you  may  think  of 
them  while  here,  to  inquire  concerning  (hem,  and  in  the  hope  that 
when  the  trustees  shall  institute  an  application  to  the  Diocese  for 
some  reasonable  part  of  what  is  thus  needed,  you  will  be  prepared  in 
your  several  congregations  and  neighlwrhoods  to  give  it  your  eame^st 
cooperation.  We  cannot  set  too  high  a  value  upon  what  may  be 
expected  under  God,  from  these  institutions,  if  vigorously  sustained 
and  faithfully  administered.  The  means  of  usefulness  here  gathered, 
and  waiting  only  a  reasonnbh?  (enlargement  to  make  all  that  is  here 
effectual,  under  the  divine  blessing,  upon  a  pniyerful  and  faithful 
xuimstration,  an*  a  sacred  and  precious  talent,  deposited  not  so  much 
in  the  hantb*  of  the  tnistees  and  other  oflicers  more  immediately 
entrusted  with  the  manageiunnt  —  fur  they  are  but  agents — but  depos- 
ited mainly  in  the  hands  of  this  Diocese ;  and  u{>on  the  whole  Diocese 
rests  the  responsibility  of  si't-ing  that  a  talent  of  such  value  be  not 
buried,  or  only  half  improved,  for  want  of  the  means  required  ibr  the 
effective  employment  of  tliose  already  possessed.  It  should  be  the 
united  determination  and  pride  of  our  peopl<*  in  this  Diocese,  to  con- 
centrate their  influence  luid  aid  upon  the  further  growth  of  what 
already  lias  cost  so  much  cju'e  and  anxiety,  and  is  now  so  hojKjfully 
prospered.  "Where  confidenct;  is  deserved,  let  it  be  cordially  mani- 
fested. Where  the  best  use  is  made  of  the  means  of  usefulness 
possessed,  let  more  means  be  given.  How  honorable  would  it  be  to 
some  man  of  wealth  among  our  people,  at  once  to  endow  by  his  own 
single  gift,  the  needed  professorship,  and  for  iuiother  to  bestow  enough 
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to  erect  one  of  our  needed  buildings ;  for  another  to  finish  our  half 
finished  Theological  Seminary,  and  for  another  to  furnish  the  scien- 
tific apparatus  required.  Wo  have  men  enough  who  arc  able  to  do 
it  without  any  too  severe  a  sacrifice ;  men  caj)able  of  appreciating  the 
value  of  the  object ;  men  that  arc  expending  as  largely  without  any 
of  the  return  of  satisfaction  with  which  such  a  benefaction  would  be 
attended.  What  better  can  they  do  for  literature,  for  the  country, 
for  their  own  State,  for  their  ovm  Church  ?  Such  things  are  done 
elsewhere.  Eastern  Colleges  have  such  benefactors — why  not  the 
Western  ?  In  other  States,  men  of  wealtli  feel  it  their  duty  thus  to  take 
the  Colleges  in  which  they  are  severally  interested  under  such  special 
patronage,  and  why  should  it  not  be  the  case  in  this  State?  I  trust 
it  may  please  Grod  to  put  it  into  the  heart  of  some  man  or  men  whom 
his  providence  has  distinguished  by  the  solemn  responsibility  of  hav- 
ing much  property  to  use  for  liis  glory  and  the  good  of  their  fellow 
creatures,  to  think  of  the  wanti^  of  our  College,  and  seek  an  invest- 
ment where  interest  is  not  reckoned  in  money,  but  in  the  blessing  of 
Him  who  loveth  a  cheerful  giver,  and  m  whose  bank  of  faith  he  that 
giveth  increaseth,  and  he  who  withholdcth  more  than  is  meet,  tendeth 
to  poverty. 

But,  my  Bretliren,  I  must  advert  to  another  particular  in  our 
present  cx)ming  together.  You  are  here,  at  the  seat  of  our  Literary 
and  Theological  Institutions,  at  a  time  of  great  religious  interest 
among  the  young  men  pertaining  to  them.  At  the  period  of  our 
church-yeju"  when  we  commemorate  tlie  descent  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
on  the  first  Christian  church,  and  Avlien  we  are  led  especially  to  pray 
for  the  like  blessing  on  our  own  souls  and  on  all  the  present  Christian 
churdi,  and  when  God's  people  were  here  moved  to  unwonted  ear- 
nestness of  prayer  for  that  blessing  of  all  blessings  upon  the  means 
of  grace  in  this  place,  the  promise  of  the  Father  came ;  the  power  of

the  Holy  Ghost  was  received ;  he  who  ascended  on  high  and  received 
gifts  for  men,  bestowed  of  thosse  gifts  uj)on  many  hearts  in  tills  place. 
Where  are  such  gifts  bestowed  with  such  promise  to  tlic  future  spir- 
itual welfare  of  the  Church,  as  when  given  for  the  conversion  of 
young  men  in  our  Colleges  ?  Many  of  you  were  present  in  this 
Church  hist  night,  when  out  of  this  vilhige  community,  5d  made  their 
solemn  profession  in  coniirmation  of  having  consecrated  themselves 
to  Christ,  in  the  hope  and  trust,  after  careful  instruction  and  self- 
examination,  that  they  have  been  tnily  converted  to  God,  and 
changed  in  heart  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Tlic  whole  number  recently 
admitted  to  communion  is  Go.  Of  those  58,  30  arc  students  here, 
making  the  number  of  communicants  in  our  undergraduate  depart- 
ments 70,  and  in  the  College  proper  57,  the  whole  number  of  under- 
graduates being  118.  For  these  great  mercies,  the  Lord  be  praised. 
I  beg  your  most  earnest  prayers  in  behalf  of  those  who  have  thus  set 
out  in  their  weakness,  that  the  grace  of  Go<l  may  confirm  and  estab- 
lish them  unto  the  end,  and  carry  his  work  in  their  hearts  until  it  is 
made  perfect  in  his  own  presence  and  glor}'. 

But  my  special  object  in  mentioning  this  blessing  in  this  Address, 
is  to  express  the  earnest  hope  that  our  Convention,  by  whatever  is 
done  in  its  business  meetings,  by  all  the  conversation  of  its  members, 
by  their  earnest  spirituality  of  mind,  by  the  contributions  of  their 
secret  prayers,  by  the  unanimity  of  their  attendance  on  our  several 
occasions  of  prayer,  by  the  simplicity  and  faithfulness  of  those  who 
shall  be  called  to  minister  the  word  among  us,  may  be  God's  honored 
instrument  of  promoting  still  further  this  work  of  his  blessed  Spirit, 
and  of  carrying  the  blessing  into  all  the  parts  of  our  Diocese  to  which 
in  a  few  days  we  are  to  return.

Greenleaf, 
D.D.,  from  Indiana,  who  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Cincinnati ; 
the  Rev.  Edward  Meyer,  from  Pennsylvania,  who  has  taken  charge 
of  St,  Paul's,  Akron ;  the  Rev.  Edward  Kennedy,  from  Louisiana, 
who  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Medina;  the  Rev.  J.  Rice  Tay- 
lor, from  Kentucky,  who  lias  taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Mt.  Venion ; 
the  Rev.  Joshua  T.  Eaton,  from  Western  New  York,  who  will  take

missionary  service  in  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  Diocese;  and  the 
Rev.  James  A.  M.  La  Tourrctte,  from  New  York,  who  has  taken 
charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Columbus.

T.  Ileister  has  resigned  St 
Paul's,  Fremont,  and  the  parish  is  vacant;  the  Rev.  Ezra  B.  Kellogg 
has  removed  to  Granville,  and  officiates  as  Minister  of  the  parish  in 
that  i)lace ;  the  Rev.  Cliarles  F.  Lewis  Iuls  removed  to  Hamilton, 
and  is  Principal  of  a  Female  Seminar}-  there ;  the  Rev.  Peter  Neff, 
Jr.,  has  resigned  the  parishes  at  Yellow  Springs '  and  Xenia,  which 
are  now  vacant ;  the  Rev.  Ilenr}'  Payne  has  taken  charge  of  Grace 
Church,  Berkshire;  the  Rev.  Daniel  Risser  has  taken  St.  Philip's, 
Circleville,  m  connection  with  St.  John's,  Lancaster ;  the  Rev.  John 
E.  Ryim  1ms  resigned  Grace  Church,  Berkshire,  mid  taken  Christ 
Cluirch,  Warren ;  the  Rev.  N.  II.  Schenck  has  resigned  St.  Mary's, 
Hillslx)rough,  and  taken  tlie  R(H*torship  of  Harcourt  Parish,  Giun- 
bier;  the  Rev.  Henry  II.  Morrell  has  taken  charge  of  Christ  Church, 
Dayton ;  the  Rev.  John  Hochuly,  of  St.  Luke's,  Columbia,  and  St. 
Philip's,  Strongsville ;  the  Rev.  William  F.  Lhoyd,  of  Calvary 
Church,  Clifton. 
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I  can  hardly  express  to  you  how  my  mind  has  been  cast  down,  in 
some  of  my  visitations,  from  seeing  the  effect  upon  our  feeble  village 
and  country  Churches  of  the  present  rusli  of  emigration  to  more 
Western  regions.  In  some  instances,  almost  the  entire  dependence 
of  the  parish  for  all  those  interests  which  laymen  must  see  to,  seemed 

to  have  been  taken  away.  The  men  accustomed  and  ready  to  bear 
responsibility  and  take  the  laboring  oar,  had  gone.  One  Church, 
accustomed  to  have  its  Pastor  and  the  regular  ser^'ices  of  the  Sab- 
bath, has  been  vacant  more  than  a  year  from  the  effects  of  emigra- 
tion. Another  that  has  been  a  self-supporting  parish  for  several 
years,  has  been  compelled  from  the  same  cause  to  associate  itself 
with  a  neighboring  parish,  suffering  like  itself,  in  order  that  both  may 
be  partially  supplied.  I  could  speak  of  more.  There  is  consolation 
in  the  thought,  that  what  wc  lose  others  gain.  Valuable  families  are 
thus  scattered  into  the  newer  Dioceses,  who  will  be  good  leaven 

■where  they  go ;  who  know  the  truth  and  will  not  be  satisfied  till  they 
have  it  preached  where  their  new  home  shall  be  chosen.  But  such 
changes  are  sad  dniwbacks  on  our  growth;  great  trials  to  our  patient 
continuance  in  the  effort  to  build  u])  our  Church  in  permanent 
strength  all  over  our  specially  allotted  fiel<l.  But  wc  must  be  patient 
and  unmovable ;  tr}'ing  to  abound  more  and  more  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  even  where  these  very  discouragements  are  strongest,  knowing 
that  our  work  of  faith,  and  labor  of  love,  and  patience  of  hope,  cannot 
be  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

Li  my  address  to  the  last  Convention,  I  took  oa*asion  to  urge  the 
importance  of  more  attention,  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  especially,  to 
the  musical  part  of  our  worship — tluit  it  may  be  divested  of  the  dull, 
wearisome,  indevout  and  inconsistent  formality  of  mere  orchestra 
ringing,  which  had  so  much  destroyed  its  profitableness,  and  be  made 
as  much  as  possible  congregational,  by  the  union  of  the  voices  of  the 
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people  in  the  pews,  in  singing  the  praises  of  Grod.  And  to  this  end 
I  urged  more  simplicity  and  plainness  in  the  music  selected,  in  order 
that  none  of  it  shall  be  above  the  ability  of  the  people  generally  to 
Icam  and  unite  in  it.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  many 
thanks  from  other  Dioceses,  as  well  as  my  own,  for  having  brought  the 
subject  as  I  did  before  the  Church,  and  many  assurances  that  my  own 
deep  feeling  of  the  excessive  evil  done  to  our  worship  by  that  sort  of 
proxy  exhibition  music  which  we  liave  so  long  submitted  to,  is  largely 
sympatliised  with  by  clergy  and  laity.  I  have  had  also  gratifying 
indications,  as  I  have  visited  our  parishes,  of  improvement,  and  of 
effort  at  further  improvement,  in  the  particulars  adverted  to.  At 
least,  I  have  found  a  disposition  to  gratify  me  when  ofBcially  present 
at  the  worship,  by  having  the  singing  on  th«it  occasion  very  simple 
and  vei-y  plain,  level  to  tlie  ability  of  the  people  to  unite  their  voices 
in  that  delightful  exercise  of  devotion.  I  cannot  but  think  that  if 
my  brethren  could  realise  how  painfully  I  am  annoyed,  how  my 
sense  of  propriety  is  offended,  and  my  devotional  enjoyment  marred, 
by  the  introduction  of  music  which  only  a  select  and  trained  few  can 
perform,  and  which  can  be,  and  is  intended  to  be,  only  a  per- 
formance ;  if  they  could  realize  how  very  much  of  my  comfort  and 
pleasure  in  tlie  worship  of  their  congregations  depends  on  the  selec- 
tion of  the  plainest,  simplest,  easiest  and  most  familiar  music;  how  I 
love  to  hear  the  full  voiced  congregation  praising  God  in  the  chant 
and  hymn  ;  and  how  exceedingly  I  dislike  to  be  interrupted  in  wor- 
ship by  the  unmeaning  and  wearying  interlude  of  the  organ  breaking 
the  connection  of  the  verses  and  the  tlioughtfl ;  and  especially  to  have 
my  mind  disturbed,  as  is  too  often  the  case,  at  the  close  of  woi'ship, 
after  a  solenm  discourse  or  confirmation,  when  all  should  leave  the 
house  of  God  in  quietness,  by  a  burst  of  loud  sound  on  the  organ, 
which  seems  as  if  the  design  were  as  much  as  possible  to  destroy  all 
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the  impression  the  truth  may  have  made;  I  say,  if  mj  own  feelings 
in  these  matters  were  fully  appreciated,  I  am  confident  that  whatever 
may  be  allowed  on  other  occasions,  the  kind  regard  of  my  brethren 
would  take  pains  at  my  visitations  in  every  case  to  meet  my  views 
and  tastes  in  these  respect,'?. 

I  trust  we  are  all  learning  to  do  better  in  these  things.  There-  is 
improvement  among  us.  But  we  shall  never  have  them  rectified  to 
any  permanent  extent,  as  long  as  organists  or  choirs  imagine  they 
are  independent  of  the  control  of  the  Rector,  or  may  disregard  his 
directions  as  to  the  music  of  the  congregation.  I  was  much  pleased 
at  a  recent  visitation  of  one  of  the  chief  parishes  of  the  Diocese. 
There  was  no  organ  accompaniment,  and  consequently  no  chanting. 
A  lady  set  the  tune,  and  there  was  a  general  participation  on  the  part 
of  the  congregation.  I  enjoyed  tlie  simplicity  of  the  ser^'ice,  but  it 
was  not  the  absence  of  chant  or  organ  that  specially  pleased  mc — for 
these,  in  due  regulation,  I  much  like — but  it  was  the  cause  of  tlie 
absence  of  these,  and  I  mention  it  as  a  good  example.  The  Rector 
had  been  asserting  and  using  his  rightful  autliority  to  regulate  the 
music  of  his  Church,  and  especially  to  introduce  congregational  sing- 
ing. He  had  become  sensible  of  what  it  is  only  wonderful  that  any 
should  not  feel,  the  absurdity — to  use  no  Iiarsher  term — of  a  whole 
congregation  standing  and  suspending  their  devotions  while  the 
organist  indulges  himself  and  exhibits  his  skill  in  an  unmeaning 
flourish  on  his  instrument.  He  took  occasion  several  times  to  inti- 
mate in  kind  terms  to  the  musician  that  he  desired  to  be  relieved 
from  those  inflictions.  His  pleasure  was  not  attended  to.  The  mu- 
UGian  contended  that  the  Rector  luid  nothing  to  do  with  such  matters. 
Perhaps  his  idea  was,  that  if  tlic  minister  at  his  end  of  the  Church 
was  at  liberty  to  preach  as  long  as  he  pleased,  the  organist  at  the 
other  end  was  at  liberty  to  interlude  and  flourish  as  long  as  he 
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pleased.  At  length  the  Rector,  not  admiring  this  coordinate  Rector- 
ship, signified  to  the  associate  authority  that  his  interludes  must 
either  be  omitted  or  shortened,  I  forget  which.  The  consequence 
was  that  the  organist  chose  to  come  no  more.  He  must  be  supreme 
in  the  organ  lofl  or  nothing.  The  Rector  was  not  alarmed  by  such 
a  loss.  He  wisely  reckoned  that  on  organist  was  of  value  in  his  place ; 
but  out  of  his  place,  and  rebellious,  and  only  a  discord  where  his  eveiy 
touch  should  be  harmony,  he  was  worse  tlian  useless.  The  Rector 
determined  to  be  satisfied,  and  his  congregation  aL>o,  till  such  time  as 
they  should  find  somebody  to  play  the  orgim  who  would  submit  to 
lawful  direction.  Certainly,  the  poorest  music  that  ever  a  congrega- 
tion joined  in,  is  better  than  the  best  ever  heard,  if  the  latter  is  to  be 
gained  only  by  paying  a  man  to  set  at  defiance  the  laws  of  the  Church 
and  the  proper  authority  of  the  parish.  I  very  much  approve  that 
example  of  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Cincumati,  and  had  great 
pleasure,  under  the  circumstances,  in  uniting  in  the  psalm  and  hymn 
witliout  organ,  the  tune  set  by  a  lady,  and  none  to  help  but  the  con- 
gregation, in  that  large  Church. 

You  will  find  it  necessary,  I  think,  when  you  come  to  determine 
on  the  time  of  the  next  Convention  with  rt.'fcrence  to  a  permanent 
provision,  to  consider  not  only  the  week,  but  tlie  day  of  the  week. 
You  are  aware  that  hitherto  we  have  met  under  the  expectation  of 
completing  our  business  on  Saturday  evening,  and  continuing  together 
on  Sunday,  and  then  uniting  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  Lord's  Snpper^ 
and  spenduig  the  holy  day  in  that  communion  of  soul  with  one  another 
and  our  common  Lord  and  Life,  whidi  is  so  sweet  to  Christian  breth- 
ren, and  so  precious  to  Ministers  of  tlie  Gospel,  who  so  seldom  hear 
any  voice  but  their  own  in  the  prcachmg  of  the  word,  and  so  seldom 
are  in  t}ie  position  to  receive  the  truth  in  the  congregation  unbur- 
dened by  the  responsibihty  of  communicating  it    That  Sunday,  so 
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spent,  has  been  for  these  many  years  the  great  day  of  our  feast,  and 
the  special  expectation  and  reward  of  those  by  whose  hospitality  we 
hare  been  entertained.  77ten  they  have  been  at  liberty,  if  on  no 
other  day,  to  lay  aside  domestic  cares  and  give  themselves  to  the  en- 
joyment of  the  means  of  grace.  Till  within  a  short  time,  the  Con- 
vention was  not  so  diminished  by  its  members  going  home,  that  buai- 
nisss  of  importance  could  not  profitably  be  transacted  to  the  latest 
hoar  of  its  adjournment.  Most  gladly  would  I  retain  our  Conven- 
tions in  such  respects  just  as  they  have  been.  But  so  great  a  change 
has  taken  place  of  late,  that  it  becomes  a  serious  question  what 
changes  in  our  arrangements  are  I'equired  to  meet  it.  Our  first  care 
must  be  the  business  for  which  we  meet.  In  consequence  of  the 
fiunlities  which  in  a  few  post  years  have  grown  up,  of  reaching  in  a 
few  hours  the  most  distant  part  of  the  Diocese,  we  find  the  last  day 
of  our  session  exhibiting  a  very  diminished  Convention,  so  that  it 
becomes  unsatisfactory  to  transact  business  of  such  a  nature  as  needs 
the  expression  of  the  whole  representation.  And  then  so  many  of  the 
clergy  have  departed  before  the  Sunday,  that  our  last  day  has  lost 
much  of  its  special  interest.  Now  the  question  is,  shall  wc  go  on  in 
our  old  way,  and  make  the  best  of  the  case  as  it  is,  or  shall  we  meet 
one  day  earlier  in  the  week,  with  a  view  of  finishing  the  business  so 
early  that  all  may  return  to  their  parishes,  if  they  choose,  before 
Sunday,  and  none  may  be  prevented,  in  so  doing,  from  remaining  to 
the  termination  of  the  business  for  which  they  come?  In  the  latter 
case,  we  must  change  our  long  usage  of  having  the  Lord's  Supper  on 
the  Sunday,  and  must  have  it  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  or  at 
some  time  during  the  progress  of  the  business. 

It  will  be  a  subject  deserving  of  your  consideration,  whether,  in 
▼iew  of  the  Greneral  Convention  which  is  to  sit  in  a  few  months,  and 
of  the  expected  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Bishops  on. 
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the  Memorial  concerning  modifications  in  the  exterior  adaptation  of 
our  Church  for  its  work  among  men,  and  the  prospect  of  some  action 
thereon,  you  will  judge  it  of  importance  to  make  some  general  ex- 
pression of  your  sense  of  the  grave  importance  of  such  action,  what- 
ever it  may  be,  and  of  your  earnest  desire  tliat  since  the  question  of 
what  is  needed  has  come  in  such  a  propitious  manner — has  been  met 
by  the  House  of  Bishops  with  such  respect — ^has  been  now  these  three 
years  before  the  Church — has  been  (liscusj«ed  in  so  many  forms  and  in 
a  spirit  so  conservative,  so  with  rofiM'ence  to  the  good  of  the  whole 
Clmrch,  and  with  so  little  indication  of  party  bias,  and  has  drawn 
forth  so  general  a  consent  tliat  something  is  needed  to  make  our 
CliuiTh  more  influential  among  the  ]K)pulation  in  all  its  varieties  of 
condition  and  want ;  I  say,  to  give  utterance  to  your  earnest  desire 
that  such  an  opportunity  be  not  suflcrcd  to  pass  without  the  adoption 
of  measures  calculated  to  meet  a  want  so  generally  recognized.  A 
better  opportunity  for  the  consideration  of  such  measures  will  not 
come,  though  the  object  contemplated  must  some  time  or  other  be 
effected.  In  all  the  discussions  tliat  have  appeared  since  the  Memo- 
rial was  presented,  there  has  been  no  appearance  of  a  disposition  to 
touch  a  single  feature  in  our  institutions  beyond  what  may  be  consid- 
ered purely  circumstantial ;  such  things  as  were  modified,  for  exam- 
ple, when  our  Churches,  having  ceased  to  be  connected  with  the 
Established  Church  of  England,  imd  being  about  to  frame  an  inde- 
pendent ecclesiastical  system,  found  it  necessary  to  make  many 
duinges  in  the  order  they  had  been  used  to,  for  the  purpose  of  a  wise 
adjustment  to  tlieir  new  civil  and  other  relations.  It  is  not  wise  to 
suppose  that  an  adjustment  then  made,  under  such  dilficult  circum- 
stances, when  the  case  was  so  new,  the  elements  were  so  scattered, 
the  confidence  so  weak,  and  when  the  safest  plan  was  to  avoid  for  the 
present  all  variation  firom  the  order  of  the  parent  Church  which 
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change  of  circumstances  had  not  made  imperativelj  necessary ;  that 
Buch  an  adjustment,  after  many  years,  during  which  our  Church  has 
spread  over  such  a  vast  expanse  of  new  terriiory,  has  come  into  con- 
tact with  Tarieties  of  hummi  necessity  before  unencountercd,  has 
taken  up  in  practice  the  whole  missionary  work  at  home  and  abroad, 
and  has  had  a  long  and  minute  experience  of  the*  working  of  her 
polity  at  all  points,  does  not  need  to  be  overhauled,  and  verj-  probably 
to  be  in  several  particulars  materially  changed.  The  spirit  evinced 
in  the  discussion  of  this  subject,  is  proof  that  rash  changes  are  not 
likely  to  be  attempted.  There  may  be  danger,  in  such  an  inonlinate 
fear  of  rashness,  that  the  counsels  of  pnidenoe  and  wisdom  may  be 
too  little  heeded,  and  that  in  our  loyal  zeal  to  protect  our  Church 
firom  the  hand  of  needless  innovation,  we  may  be  keeping  off  the 
friendly  and  loving  and  wise  agency  that  would  loosen  restraints  which 
confine  her  usefulness,  and  would  substitute  an  armor  more  like  that 
of  David  than  of  Saul,  for  her  battle  against  the  i>owers  of  darkness. 
For  myself,  I  look  with  great  interest  to  the  action  of  our  next  Gen- 
eral Convention  on  this  subject,  and  have  much  hope  that  much  good 
will  ensue. 

There  is  one  subject  which  you  can  hardly  pass  by.  At  present, 
vou  know  that  tlie  mana«*eraent  uf  our  Diocesan  ^Missions,  and  the 
effort  to  provide  fur  tlie  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  who 
need  pecuniar}'  aid,  are  entrusted  to  one  committee.  Tlie  missionary 
department  is  of  such  importance,  and  the  education  branch  has  so 
increased  in  magnitude  and  responsibility,  that  the  time  has  come 
when  the  interest  of  each  demands  a  separate  committee  for  its  proper 
and  most  efficient  furtherance.  A  new  canon  will  be  needed,  and 
that  one  may  be  provided  adequate  to  the  requirements  of  two  such 
vital  objects,  will  invite  your  best  consideration. 
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And  now  in  oondusion  of  an  address  already  extended  beyond  my 
expectation,  I  would  address  a  few  words  especially  to  my  brethren 
in  the  ministry. 

I  have  great  reason,  my  beloved  Brethren,  as  your  Bishop,  to  be 
thankful  for  the  affectionate,  confidential,  and,  to  me,  very  sustaining 
personal  relation!,  which  I  feel  to  subsist  between  you  and  me.  I 
think  there  has  never  been  a  period  in  oUr  united  history  when  these 
relations  have  been  to  me  more  sustaining.  How  very  comforting  in 
the  burdens  and  anxieties  of  my  office,  is  the  unreserved  facility  with 
which  wc  are  capable  of  uniting  in  our  great  and  common  work,  and 
of  putting  our  minds  and  hearts  together,  whenever  we  meet  for  its 
furtherance.  I  liave  great  reiu^on  to  be  thankful  for  a  body  of  min- 
isters wlio  have  so  little  to  do  with  the  world  except  to  do  their  Mas- 
ter's work  in  it,  who  are  so  singly  given  to  the  grt»at  duties  of  their 
office,  and  who  preach  the  Gospel  in  such  simplicity  of  spirit  and 
such  purity  of  evangelical  doctrine.  But  in  my  visits  among  you,  it 
is  my  lot  often  to  witness  your  strong  temptations  to  discouragement 
in  your  work.  There  is  such  a  pres^sure,  and  excitement,  and  power 
of  worldliness  all  about  you ;  it  carries  away  on  its  flood  so  many  of 
whom  you  have  a  right  to  expect  a  decided  Christian  example  against 
it ;  it  produces  such  coldness,  and  torj>or,  and  listlessness  among  pro- 
fessing Christians ;  it  so  tnun])les  down  to  the  hardness  of  a  rock,  the 
soil  on  which  you  must  sow  the  seed  of  the  word ;  in  its  vast  tides 
are  so  many  insidious  delusions,  which  under  specious  aspects  and 
names,  lead  captive  the  weak,  and  blight  every  infant  growth  of  truth 
in  their  minds ;  and  tlicre  are  so  many  forms  of  a  swelling  and  boast- 
ing and  prating  and  malignant  infidelity,  that  seem  to  be  uniting  into 
an  Antichrist  as  conspicuous  in  its  array  against  the  Gospel,  as  he 
who  sitteth  on  the  seven  hills  of  Rome ;  and  under  all  these  powers, 
your  nunbtry  seems  to  you  oflen  so  unproductive  in  the  conversion 
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of  souls,  and  the  increase  of  religion  in  professing  Christians,  that 
your  hands  hang  down,  jour  faith  is  tried,  jour  hearts  are  troubled. 

Most  deeplj  do  I  sjmpathise  with  jou,  for  I  know  all  the  trial,  and 
meet  it  in  all  its  force  on  mj  own  heart,  as  I  pass  up  and  down, 
preaching  to  all  sorts  of  people,  and  endeavoring  alwajs  to  preach 
the  simplest,  plainest,  most  direct  and  vital  truths  of  Christ,  and  in 
preaching  to  exercise  simple  trust  in  the  mightj  power  of  the  grace 
of  Grod  to  make  the  truth  effectuaL  Often  m j  heart  is  much  cast 
down  when  I  am  thinking  what  testimonj  to  declare,  and  how  to 
make  it  most  effectual;  but  I  seldom  fail  to  get  it  lifted  up  as  soon 
as  I  labor  to  forget  man  in  evcrj  thing  but  that  in  himself  he  is  a  poor 
lost  sinner,  and  simplj  to  look  unto  Jesus,  and  consider  him  in  his 
love  and  grace,  the  fullness  of  liis  salvation  and  the  power  of  his 
Spirit. 

Allow  me,  in  a  few  words,  Brethren,  to  endeavor  to  lead  jou  to  a 
right  improvement  of  such  trials. 

First,  then — Remember  that  if  there  be  anjthiug  peculiar  in  the 

■ 

trials  of  the  ministrj  in  these  dajs,  it  is  onlj  in  form.  The  world 
has  alwajs  been  esscntiallj  the  same,  the  carnal  mind  alwajs  enmitj 
against  God,  and  alwajs  has  there  been  no  real,  rightful  encourage- 
ment to  the  minister  of  the  gospel,  but  as  he  rested  on  the  promise 
and  power  of  God,  and  looked  unto  Jesus.  "The  Lord  is  on  our 
Bide."  "The  Lord  bringeth  mightj  things  to  pass."  "The  word  of 
the  Lord  endureth  forever."  "The  kingdom  is  the  Lord's,"  and  as 
sore  as  the  first  fruits  of  the  Spirit  were  reaped  on  the  daj  of  Pente- 
cost, will  the  glorious  promised  harvest  be  gathered  in. 

Secondlj — Look  on  all  trials  and  discouragements  in  jour  ministry 
just  as  JOU  would  look  on  other  trials,  such  as  bereavements,  or  anj 
forms  of  affliction,  as  jour  afflictive  discipline,  the  aim  of  which,  in 
regard  to  jou,  is  to  draw  jou  more  awaj  from  man,  from  the  creature. 
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from  human  rests  and  dependencies,  from  results  which  human  wis- 
dom and  power  may  of  itself  accomplish ;  and  to  make  jou,  as  minis- 
ters and  Christians,  to  lean  more  on  God,  live  more  bj  faith,  seek  a 
larger  experience  of  the  preciousness  of  Christ,  feel  more  your  own 
weakness  and  poverty;  that  you  may  seek  more  of  that  wealth  of 
soul  which  Christ  only  giveth,  and  may  preach  and  work  for  Him 
more  under  a  sense  of  the  constraining  power  of  his  love,' and  in 
more  sure  reliance  on  the  efficacy  of  his  Spirit  to  make  your  min- 
istry successful. 

Thirdly — Consider  how,  in  view  of  the  discouragements  around 
you,  your  ministry  may  be  improved.  But  here  let  me  guard  against 
suggestions  and  counsels  of  improvement  so  called,  to  which  we  must 
not  listen.  "We  hear  much  of  the  necessity  that  the  ministry,  if  it 
w^ould  keep  pace  with  the  progress  of  the  times,  should  accommodate 
itself  to  their  peculiar  demands.  Very  well,  if  by  these  demands  he 
meant  a  more  thorough  qualilication,  in  learning  and  devotedness,  to 
preach,  and  enforce,  and  vindicate  the  simple  Gospel,  as  the  Apostles 
preached  and  by  their  blood  sealed  it.  But  such  is  not  the  meaning. 
The  demand  is  for  less  Gospel  and  more  of  man's  wisdom ;  less  Scrip- 
ture and  more  philosophy ;  less  religion  and  more  parade  of  human 
literature ;  less  aim  at  the  conversion  of  sinners  and  more  confine- 
ment to  mere  moral  disquisition ;  less  about  sin,  and  condemnation, 
and  repentance,  and  regeneration,  and  faith,  and  holiness,  of  the  way 
of  salvation,  and  the  work  of  Christ,  and  the  sanctification  of  the 
Spirit — because  these  are  old  things,  which  the  progress  of  the  world 
has  left  behind — and  more  of  what  is  more  congenial  to  a  worldly 
taste,  and  the  pride  of  man,  and  the  craving  appetite  of  the  times  for 
something  new. 

Brethren,  we  have  nothing  to  hope  for  in  our  mission  of  love  to 
the  souls  of  men,  but  as  we  make  progress  in  getting  back  into  the 
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old  ways,  the  old  methods,  the  old  spirit,  the  old  doctrines,  the  old 
world-renouncing  and  world-overcoming  faith  of  the  Apostles,  and 
labor,  as  thcj  labored,  simply  'Uo  teach  and  preach  Jesus  Christ" 
The  simple  Gospel  has  lost  no  power  by  age  or  use.  Now  and  ever 
it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation.  All  the  happiness  and  inter- 
ests of  man  himg  upon  its  efficacy.  Like  Aloscii,  at  the  end  of  his 
long  ministry  in  the  wilderness,  it  lias  waged  war  with  all  the  powers 
of  darkness  these  eighteen  centuries,  and  yet  is  its  eye  not  dim  nor 
its  natural  strength  abated.  Let  your  study  be  only  how  to  preach 
its  great  doctrines  and  duties  more  simply,  directly,  plainly,  solemnly, 
effectually — how  to  make  the  sinner  feel  his  need  of  Clirist — how 
to  lead  him  to  the  justification  prepared  for  him  through  faith  in 
Christ — how  to  set  forth  the  fullness,  the  freeness,  the  predousness, 
the  glory  of  Christ.  The  older  your  teaching  the  better,  if  it  be  only 
as  old  as  that  of  the  Apostles.  Pour  into  your  ministry  all  the  heart, 
all  the  earnest  zeal,  all  the  fervent  spirit,  all  the  love  and  tendemessi 
all  the  importunate,  unwearied  entreaty,  all  the  diligence,  faithful- 
ness, prayerfulness,  all  the  trust  in  Grod  that  you  can  concentrate 
upon  your  great  work.  Try  the  efficacy  of  a  more  aggressive  min- 
istry, one  that  goes  out  more,  and  seeks  to  multiply  its  points  of  con- 
tact with  sinners.  Try  to  get  more  of  the  power  of  the  Spirit  upon 
your  work,  by  seeking  more  of  it  in  your  hearts.  Go  to  your  pulpits 
under  the  living  sense  of  what  you  go  to  preach.  Preach  the  blessed 
old  truths  in  a  spirit  fresh  from  a  new  sense  of  their  blessedness. 
Endeavor  to  realize  the  presence  of  the  power  of  your  sovereign 
Lord  and  Saviour,  when  you  testify  in  His  name  and  spirit.  Try 
this — never  cease  to  try  this.  The  fruit  will  come.  God  will  be 
glorified  in  you.  The  rod  of  our  great  High  Priest  still  buds  and 
blossoms,  and  bears  fruit  abundantly,  before  the  mercy-seat  in  the 
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Holy  of  Holies  above,  and  we  arc  wanting  poniewhcre,  if  we  do  not 
share  in  its  fruitfulncss. 

May  precious  dews  from  the  mount  of  God  descend  upon  us  while 
we  are  here,  and  water  still  more  abundantly  the  vineyard  of  the 
Lord  in  thLs  place,  and  may  the  early  imd  tlie  latter  rains  refresh  all 
the  pastures  where  our  flocks  are  feeding,  and  turn  all  our  waste 
places  into  the  garden  of  the  Lonl,  and  hasten  the  day  when  all  the 
barren  land  of  this  sin-destroyed  world  shall  bring  forth  fruit  abund- 
antly, to  the  pniiso  and  glory  of  the  grace  of  God,  in  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord.  CHARLES  PKTTIT  McILVAIXE. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  not  having  arrived,  on 
motion  by  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  Mr.  E.  E.  Fillmore  was 
elected  Treasurer  pro  tern. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  Dr.  Butler,  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  which  refers  to  the  Institutions  at  Gam- 
bier,  was  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  four  clergy- 
men and  four  laymen,  and  the  chair  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Committee  on  Diocesan  Institutions — Rev.  Drs.  Bulh.T.  Claxton,  Watson,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Carter,  and  Messrs.  S.  Tatrick,  P.  Benedict,  S.  D.  Harris  and  K.  Jarvls. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  Dr.  Claxton,  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  which  relates  to  the  division  of  the 
Missionary  and  Education  work  of  the  Diocese,  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Missions. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  Mr.  Schenck,  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  which  relates  to  the  memorial  in  the 
hands  of  the  Commission  of  Bishops,  and  also  the  pro- 
posed alterations  in  the  constitution  of  the   General 
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Church,  were  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  eight,  and 
the  Chair  appointed  the  follo\Ting : 

C'jinmittce  on  the  Mvmorial,  etc. — Rev.  X.  H.  Schcnck,  Rev.  J.  Boyd,  Rev.  N. 
Badger,  Rev.  S.  Marks,  and  Messrs.  J.  W.  Andrews,  M.  M.  Granp:cr,  II.  B.  Tut- 
tlc  and  S.  N.  Sunford. 

The  committee  on  Credentials  reported  that  applica- 
tion had  been  made  to  receive  the  parish  of  St.  John's, 
Napoleon  —  that  the  requisite  papers  were  not  before 
the  committee,  but  their  existence  and  regularity  being 
vouched  for  by  the  Bishop  and  others,  said  parish  was 
duly  received  into  union  with  the  Convention. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  the  election  of  dele- 
gates to  the  next  General  Convention  was  made  the 
order  of  tlie  ibiy  for  tea  o'clock  on  IViday. 

Rev.  Mr.  McEh-oy  read  the  following  report  of  the 
committee  on  Erecting  a  Mural  Tablet  to  the  memory 
of  Bishop  Chase,  which  was  accejitcd  :

At  ihi*  <i?>.'!iun  of  tin'  Convent  ion  of  the  Diocese  tif  Oliio  liohlen 
in  St.  Pi*t«'r*s,  Dehiware,  Sej)teiiib«M",  ISjo,  a  report  in  faviu*  of 
ercctinpr  in  Ilosse  Chapel  a  Mural  Tablet  to  tlie  memory  of  1)i.shop 
Chase,  was  made  by  Rev.  3Ir.  Hritton,  and  adopted  by  th(*  Conven- 
tion. There  is  no  published  report  from  the  committee  for  the  first 
year  of  th<*ir  appointment.  The  committee  was  continued  the  second 
ycrar,  but  nothin«x  was  done.  The  Convention  re-constructed  the  com- 
mittee at  Zanesville,  by  sinij)ly  substituting  Kev.  James  McElroy  for 
R«v.  Mr.  IJritton.  An  inlbrmal  mcetinjr  of  the  Convention  was  held 
at  Zanesville  during  its  session  there,  an<l  it  wtus  declared  as  the  sense 
of*  those?  present,  that  the  committee  should  limit  subscri])tions  for  the 
Tablet  to  one  dollar  from  each  subscriber.  It  was  urged  in  objection 
that  the  influence  Avhicli  the  one  dollar  subscrij)tion  would  create, 
would  defeat  the  objet't,  by  leaving  an  impression  that  the  Tablet 
would  be  a  paltry  affair.  Tlie  a]>prehensions  then  expressed  liave 
bef'H  fully  realized.  Immediately  aller  the  session  of  the*  Convention 
at  Zanesville,  your  committee  issucil  an  appeal  to  the  Church  in  the 
United  States,  and  although  the  committee  ex])res.-?ly  mentioned  that 
tlie  Tablet  should  be*  on«*  worth v  of  the  Church,  and  as  fullv  com- 
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memorative  of  our  respect  for  the  memory  of  Bishop  Chase  as  such 
a  monument  possibly  could  be,  that  appeal  brought  in  for  the  object 
less  than  thirty  dollars,  and  from  sources  tliat  your  committee  highly 
respect,  they  have  been  brought  to  the  conclusion  that  the  cause 
of  the  failure  of  the  appeal,  is  the  universal  imjiression  that  the 
friends  of  Bishop  Chase's  memory  fear  that  the  Tablet  would  be  ' 
unworthy  of  its  object.  Your  committee  tlierefore  recommend  that 
the  Convention  declare  by  resolution  the  character  of  the  Tablet 
which  they  desire  to  see  erected  to  the  memorable  man  to  whom  we 
are  so  highly  indebted,  and  authorize  the  committee  to  raise  the  neces- 
sary funds  in  any  way  which  they  may  deem  proper.

The  committee  on  Credentials  reported  additional 
delegates. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  committee  on  Credentials  reported  that  they  had 
examined  the  papers  relative  to  the  organization  of  the 
parishes  of  Christ  Church,  Clinton,  Franklin  county,  and 
the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Walnut  Hills,  and  finding 
them  correct,  recommended  that  said  parishes  be  received 
into  union  with  this  Convention ;  which  was  agreed  to. 

Rev.  Mr.  Badger,  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  and 
Education  committee,  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  refeiTcd  to  the  committee  on 
Missions: 

The  Missionary  and  Education  committee  report,  that  a  year  ago 
there  was  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  a  little  over  SK^OO,  nearly  all 
of  which  had  been  contributed  specifically  for  educational  purjwses.* 
Judging  by  previous  collections  of  the  ability  and  willinfjrness  of  the 
church  to  support  her  missionaries,  the  committee  went  ibrwanl  and 
made  appropriations  as  they  w(*re  needful,  and  has  continued  to  do 
fio  till  they  have  amounted  to  S1/J50.  The  number  of  missionaries 
for  whom  appropriations  have  been  made,  is  eleven,  an<l  the  number 
of  stations  under  their  cliarge,  sixteen.     But  the  first  part  of  the  year 
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was  a  period  of  sore  trial  to  tlie  missionaries,  and  of  great  ombarras^t- 
ment  to  tlie  committee.  There  was  an  almost  entire  absence  of  funds 
to  meet  tlie  appropriations,  and  the  most  urgent  appeals  for  aid  were 
necessarily  unansw<Tefi. 

In  this  condition  of  tluMr  finances,  and  knowing  that  a  system  of 
cpiartcrly  collections  and  quarterly  ])ayments  was  working  admirably 
in  othtjr  sections  of  the  church,  the  committee  reipiested  itsS  President, 
the  l>isho|)  of  the  Diocese,  to  issue  a  circular  to  the  parishes,  inviting 
them  to  send  in  their  contrihuticms  (juartcrly,  suggesting  the  projwr 
time*  for  taking  up  collections,  and  setting  forth  the  pressing  wants  of 
the  laborers  already  in  the  field. 

The  circular  was  sent  out,  but  the  response  to  it  was  not  favorable 
to  the  conclusicm  that  our  ]»arishes  are  willing  to  enter  on  a  system 
which  works  so  well  (?lsewliere.  The  committee,  however,  still  think 
that  something  of  the  kind  should  be  adopted  by  the  l)ioc(;s(»,  that  the 
dilfieulties  experienced  this  year  may  be  avr)ided  in  future 

During  the  last  few  months,  funds  hav(»  been  so  liberally  paid  into 
the  treasury,  that  all  claims  on  the  committee  have  been  liquidated, 
or  the  money  is  readv  for  those  to  whom  it  is  due. 

The  number  of  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  has  increaseil 
<hiring  the  year,  and  o'6  an?  now  reciMving  aid  through  the  committee. 
Th(^  sn])]>ort  of  ')  formerly  c(mnected  with  the  connnittee  has  btH*n 
tran>ltMTed  to  the  Church  Educational  So<*iety  in  Pennsylvania. 

Tiie  amount  approj>riated  directly  to  this  department  of  the  com- 
mittee's work,  is  tjii^.'MO,  besides  some  hundre<ls  hidirectly  granted 
through  the  agent  to  probationers,  that  is,  to  pei*sons  not  sutHciently 
known  to  the  committee  to  justily  their  making  appropriations  to 
them  JLS  H'gular  beni'ficijirie-:.  The  amount  thus  granted  will  appear 
from  the  Trea-Jurer's  Ue}K)rt. 

In  tin*  matt("r  of  adopting  IxMieliciarii's,  the  committee  have  felt  the 
importancte  of  taking  high  ground,  and  reipiiring  that  tluTC  shall  be 
not  nnlv  an  ab>ence  of  all  srrious  I'lKU'^res  ajrainst  the  individual,  but 
that  he  shall  possess  dreided  (lualitications  for  the  high  ])osition  to 
which  he  as])ires.  Of  the  inmiber  on  j)robntion,  the  committee  after 
a  fair  trial  declined  affording  farther  assistance  to  two,  and  one  has 
voluntarily  withdrawn. 

The  work  of  education  has  grown  on  tlii»  committee's  hands,  and 
their  Agent,  the  Rev.  ]Mr.  Strong,  has  devoted  a  large  portion  of  liLs 
tim(*  to  the  coU(M.*ting  of  funds  for  the  supj>ort  of  young  men  already 
engaged  in  thrir  studies,  while,  as  ojiport unity  oifei-ed,  he  has  visited 
and  (Micnuragt^d  others  desirous  r)f  entering  on  a  similar  course. 

He  has  visited  18  parishes,  and  collected  S778.7i)  within  the  Dio- 
cese, and  has  been  about  six  months  absent,  during  which  time  he 
has  secured  for  the  cause  of  ministerial  education  $3,334.16  in  cash, 
and  some  $5000  or  SGOOO  in  pledges,  and  raised  over  SI 400  for  the 
College  on  j»erpetual  scholarshi])s,  according  to  an  arrangement  made 
with  the  Colleg(j  agcmt,  and  by  !U(\ins  of  which  some  pecuniary  ad- 
vantage was  to  enure  to  the  committee. 

Th(*  total  amount  of  funds   already   se(!ured  for   the   committee 
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through  the  exertions  of  its  Agent,  is  $4,181.12,  and  it  is  believed 

great  reliance  cini  be  placed  on  the  pledges  obtained. 

At  one  time  the  funds  on  hand  for  all  puriM»si's  were  reduced  to 

about  $30,  but  by  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  it  will  be  perceived 

that  those  for  both  branches  of  the  committet'/s  work  have  now  so 

increased,  that  we  ought  to  be  encouraged  to  go  steadily  forward  in 

the  course  pursued  for  the  last  three  years,  and  to  be  truly  thankful 

to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  that  he  has  greatly  prospered  the 

work  in  our  i>ortion  of  his  vineyard.

Rev.  Mr.  Phelps  proposed  the  following  new  Canon, 
as  a  substitute  for  Canon  XIV,  ^^  Of  Missions,  and  of  Ed- 
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ucation  for  the  MinistrjV'  which  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Canons : 

**  It  shall  be  tin;  duty  of  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  having 
charge  of  a  pari<li,  to  take  up  a  colloetioti  quarterly  in  aid  of  missions 
and  education  within  the  Dioa\se,  viz :  in  January,  April,  July  and 
October,  mid  the  Secretary  of  the  Dioce^^i  Boiird  of  Missions  sliall 
send  each  clergjinan  a  circular,  at  least  one  week  before  the  time  of 
taking  up  such  collection,  calling  his  attention  to  the  subject." 

Rev.  Dr.  BoUes  offered  the  following  resolutions  on 
the  subject  of  monthly  parochial  collections,  which  were 
refeiTod  to  the  committee  on  Missions : 

Resolvedy  That  in  eveiy  parish  in  this  Diocese  there  shall  ])e 
monthly  collecrtions  for  church  objects,  to  be  made  regulai'ly  on  the 
second  or  third  Sunday  of  each  month. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  ev(?ry  clerg}'man  to  give  due  notice  of 
these  ctiUections,  and  to  call  the  attention  of  their  respective  congre- 
gations to  their  importance  and  cL'iims. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  waixlens  of  every  parish  to  forward 
the  proceeds  of  the  collections  or  contributions  to  tlie  Trejisurer  of 
the  Convention,  designating  for  what  particubir  churcli  object  the 
contribution  is  intended ;  imd  if  no  object  be  thus  speciiied,  then  the 
amount  forwanled  shall  be  held  subject  to  appropriation  to  diocesim 
objects. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  hold  all  moneys 
received  by  him  subject  to  approjjriation  by  a  board  for  church 
objects,  and  to  pay  them  upon  <jrder  of  the  board. 

Tliat  the  Bisliopand  standing  committee,  as  at  present  euii)owered, 
shall  constitute  tlie  board  for  church  objeiits  in  tbis  diocese.  They 
shall  apply  all  moneys  specifically  intended  by  the  donors  to  the  objects 
named  by  them.  All  other  moneys  shall  be  appropriated  to  such 
church  objects  in  the  diocese,  and  in  such  proportion,  as  they  may 
deem  most  conducive  to  the  goo<l  of  tlie  church. 

That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  sball  also  receive  contribu- 
tions for  church  objects  not  belonghig  to  this  diocese;  which  contri- 
butions shall  be  applied  or  appropriated  as  intended  by  the  donors. 
And  the  Treasurer  shall  n^ijort  annually  to  the  Convention  the 
amount  received  and  disbursed  by  him,  and  his  accounts  shall  be 
aonually  audited  by  the  standing  committee  of  the  diocese. 

That  the  board  for  church  objects  shall  rej)oit  annually  a  state- 
ment of  the  amount  thus  raised,  the  o))jects  to  which  it  has  been 
applied,  the  churches  which  have  contri1)uted,  with  the  amounts  by 
each,  and  abn)  the  churches  which  have  f»ilc<l  to  make  and  forward 
their  contributions ;  wliich  rejjort,  or  an  abstract  of  the  same,  shall 
be  appended  to  the  Journal.

On  motion  by  Rev.  Dr.  Claxton,  the  proposition  to 
amend  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution,  found  on  page  13 
of  the  Journal  of  1854,  and  ag«iin  on  page  46  of  the 
Journal  of  1855,  was  taken  up  and  adopted  unanimously, 
the  two  orders  voting  separately — viz:

JResolvedy  That  a  committee  of  one  clergyman  and  three  laymen 
be  appointed,  to  devise  a  plan  for  the  immediate  endowment  of  the 
Episcopate  of  this  Diocese ;  and  that  the  said  committee  also  have 
power  to  mnk(^  arrangements  for  the  increase  of  the  salary  of  the 
Bishop,  provided  tlie  said  incn-a-^c  can  be  accomplished  without  any 
addition  to  the  amount  of  assessment  that  may  be  fixed  by  the  Con- 
vention ;  the  committee  to  report  at  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Fitch  to  the  Chair.

Mr.  S.  N.  Sanford,  Agent  of  the  committee  on  Female 
Education,  presented  the  following  report^  which  was 
accepted : 

The  committee  on  Female  Education  respectfully  submit  this  their 
first  annual  report. 

Circumstances  entirtily  unforeseen,  as  well  as  unavoidable,  ren- 
dertd  it  impracticable  for  your  committee  to  organize  for  several 
months  after  the  adjournment  of  this  Convention,  so  that  fully  half 
the  year  had  passed  before  anything  was  attempted  in  accomplish- 
ment of  the  object  for  which  the  committee  was  appointed. 

On  the  20th  of  November,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  in  Gambier, 
J.  AV.  Andrews,  Es(|.,  wjus  a])pointed  Treasurer,  Rev.  James  McEl- 
roy,  Secretary,  and  S.  N.  JSanford,  Agent.  The  Agent,  from  his 
connection  with  *'  Granville  Female  Seminary,"  was  able  only  to 
make  such  arrangements  as  would  allow  him  occasionally  to  devote 
a  few  days  to  the  work  assigned  him.  He  has  visited  a  few  of  the 
parishes,  and  has  received  pledgees  of  assistance  indefinite  in  amount, 
from  various  individuals,  with  assurances  of  lively  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  committc^e,  from  very  many  who  from  various  causes 
were  at  present  unable  to  contribute.  Several  Rectors,  w]io,  from 
some  circumstances,  thought  it  unwise  the7i  to  make  application  for 
aid  in  their  parishes,  have  kindly  proposed,  at  no  distant  day,  to  pre- 
sent the  subject  to  their  congregations,*  and  take  up  collections  in 
behalf  of  the  cause  of  female  education. 

Beside  these  pledges  of  aid,  of  a  somewhat  indefinite  character,  but 
from  which  much  is  hoped,  there  has  been  received  in  cash  and  reli- 
able pledges,  as  follows :

Though  but  little  has  as  yet  been  accomplished,  it  should  be 
remembered  that  less  than  six  montlis  have  elapsed  since  the  work 
was  entered'  upon  for  the  first  time  in  this  Diocese,  and  yet  this  short 
experience  is  such  as  warrants  the  confident  expectation  of  great  re- 
sults, if  the  work  be  but  steadily  and  perseveringly  carried  forward.

Rev,  Dr.  Brooke  called  for  action  upon  the  proposed 
change  in  Article  II  of  the  Constitution,  which  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Convention  two  years  since.

The  Trustees  ot  the  Theological  Seminary  bog  leave  to  sub 
the  Convention  the  following  report  upon  tlie  condition  of  the 
tutions  at  Gambier: 

An  opinion  seems  to  prevail  somewhat  extensively  throug 
Diocese,  that  these  Institutions  are  in  a  higlily  flourishing  con< 
and  that  for  this  reason  they  need  no  further  pecuniary  aid. 
Trustees  beg  leave  to  refer  to,  and  to  make  a  part  of  this  repo 
catalogue  of  the  Theological  Seminary  just  published,  and  the  : 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wing,  as  Treasurer,  and  also  of  Rev.  Drs. 
and  Wing,  and  Prof.  McElhinney,  as  to  the  departments  spi 
under  their  charge  respectively.  It  will  be  clearly  s<.*en  from 
reportfi,  that  these  Institutions  arc  in  a  most  flourishing  conditio 
that  for  this  very  reason  they  need  a  very  large  amount  of 
sustain  them,  and  to  provide  for  their  future  growth  and  effic 
The  expenditures  during  the  current  year,  ending  August  ] 
probably  exceed  the  regular  income  by  about  $2,400.  Of  tills  < 
about  $2000  lias  arisen  from  expenditures  on  objects  of  pern 
value,  and  taxes,  and  the  amount  will  be  reduced  by  the  sum  of 
pledged  by  individual  Trustees,  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  < 
The  residue  of  this  deficit  should  be,  as  the  Trustees  tliink,  a 
provided  for. 

From  an  estimate,  which  is  herewith  filed,  of  the  probable  c 
ditures  of  the  next  year,  commencing  August  1,  the  Trustees 
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the  opinion  that  the  excess  of  expenditures,  over  income,  including 
those  for  permanent  improvements,  will  probably  be  §4000.  They 
beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  this  fact,  and 
ask  their  aid  to  <(nuble  the  Trustees  to  meet  the  deficiency. 

The  Trust*»es  have  made  arrangements  to  call  upon  the  friends  of 
Gambier  to  give  us  the  means  of  meeting  the  new  claims  upon  us, 
by  new  buildings,  additional  })rofessorships,  etc. 

It  would  seem  that  our  own  Diocese  should  at  least  take  care  that 
any  temporary  deficiency  of  means,  arising  out  of  the  extraordinary 
growth  and  pixisperity  of  these  Diocesan  Institutions,  shall  be  met 
by  contributions  at  home. 

All  whicli  is  respectfully  submitted.

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The  Professor  of  Sacred  Rlietoric,  etc.,  meets  the  Tlieological 
students  in  class  room  daily,  at  8  o'clock,  a.  m.  After  prayers,  he 
hears  recitation  of  all  tlie  classes  in  Grerk  Testament.  He  meets 
the  Senior  class  twice  weekly,  for  recital i(m  in  Eccl.  Polity,  etc.  The 
Middle  once  weekly  in  Hebrew,  and  the  Junior  fonr  times  weekly, 
in  Hebrew  and  Christian  Anti(iuitios.  On  Tluirsday  evening  of 
each  we(»k,  he  ironducts  the  Rhetorical  exercises. 

J.  J.  McELIIINNEY. 

The  undersigned  reports  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  that  during  the 
Seminary  year,  thus  far,  he  has  «jjiven  instru(*tion  to  tlie  Senior  and 
Middle  classes  in  Systematic  JMvinity:  to  tlie  former  four  times,  and 
to  the  hitler  three  times  each  week.  Wi/li  the  same  classes  he  has 
had,  also,  one  exercise  ea<'h  week  in  tlie  exegetical  study  of  the 
Hebrew  Scriptures;  and  with  the  ^liddle  class,  one  exercise  in  the 
exegetical  study  of  the  Epistle  to  tlie  Hebrews.  In  the  department 
of  Sacred  Literature,  he  has  had  two  recitations  each  week  with  the 
Junior  class,  one  of  which  hits  been  devoted  to  the  study  of  Sacred 
Criticism,  Sacred  Geography,  and  tii(^  Manners  and  Customs  of  the 
Jews,  and  the  Analysis  of  the  books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments; 
and  the  others  to  a  critical  study  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans.  The 
department  of  Sacred  Rhetoric  was  conducted  by  him  until  about 
the  first  of  March,  when  it  wa^  assumed  by  the  IVofessor  in  that 
department.  In  connection  witii  tliis,  sometime  in  the  early  part  of 
the  winter,  he  ]>roposed  to  the  students  to  form  themselv(»s  into  an 
association  for  extemporaneous  preaching.  This  exercise  has  been 
continued  by  him,  at  tlie  request  of  tiie  Professor  of  Sacred  Rhet- 
oric, on  Wednesday  afternoon  of  each  week,  with  much  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  students,  and  with  a  measure  of  success  which  far 
exceeded  his  expectations. 

He  has,  also,  on  <'very  other  Saturday  evening,  held  a  meeting 
with  the  students  for  prayer  and  familiar  conv(?rsation  on  subjects 
connected  with  ])rogn»ss  in  the  Divine  life,  and  their  duties  iis  Chris- 
tians and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

THOMAS  M.  SMITH. 

The  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  reports  that  ii^his  depart- 
ment he  has  had  the  instruction  of  tlu?  Middle  and  Senior  classes  for 
the  year,  and  of  thi*  Junior  class  for  a  short  period  before  the  lurival 
of  Prof.  McElhinney.  His  recitations  have  been  usually  twic«  in 
each  week  with  each  cla<s.

Rev.  Dr.  Butler  presented  the  following  report  of  the 
committee  on  the  State  of  the  Diocesan  Institutions  at 
Gambler,  which,  w^ith  the  appended  resolutions,  was 
unanimously  adopted  : 

The  committee  to  whom  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  which

refers  to  the  Diocesan  Institutions  at  Gambicr,  was  referred,  find 
their  labor  much  simplified  and  abridged  by  the  action  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Kenyon  College,  and  the  report  which  they  have  made 
to  the  Convention.  By  that  report,  it  appears  that  the  deficit  in  the 
current  year  is  about  8.'J00,  and  the  deficit  in  the  ensuing  year  will 
probably  amount  to  i?.*M)00,  exclusive  of  repairs  of  permanent  value. 
The  report  of  that  committee,  and  the  explanations  of  the  President 
and  Trustees  of  th(?  Theological  Seminarv,  will  furnish  the  reason 
and  the  details  of  tliis  deficiency,  and  will  show  that  they  are  refera- 
ble to  \\s  enlarged  prosperity  and  efliicieney.  The  mode  in  which 
they  pro[»ose  to  i)rovide  for  this  deficiency,  will  appear  from  the  res- 
olutions appended  to  this  report. 

The  committ<*e  heartily  concur  in  the  representations  made  by  the 
Bishop,  of  the  urgent  and  imperative  necessity  of  increasing  the  en- 
dowments of  the  Institutions  in  Gaml)ier,  under  the  full  and  solemn 
conviction  that,  if  this  be  not  <lone,  their  prosperity  may  prove  their 
ruin.  It  is  with  the  highest  gratification  and  hopefuln(\»is,  therefore, 
that  they  have  learned  that  tlie  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological 
Seminarj'  have  determined  upon  m;iking  a  prompt  and  energetic 
effort,  within  and  without  the  Diocese,  largely  to  increase  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Institutions  at  Gambier,  in  order  to  j)rovide  means  for 
new  buildings,  to  endow  new  professorsliii)s,  to  increase  the  phi- 
losophicid  a])paratus,  and  to  put  the  whole  connected  series  of  edu-' 
cational  agencies  on  such  a  footing  of  completeness,  efficiency  and 
attractiveness,  as  to  enable  them  to  meet  the  advanced  expectations 
of  the  times,  and  to  draw  to  them  increased  confidence  and  support. 

The  committee,  considering  tliat  the  object  to  which  their  attention 
should  be  chiefly  directed,  is  that  of  supplying  the  deficit  of  the  cur- 
rent year,  respectfully  submit  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved^  That  contributions  and  pledges  for  supplying  this  de- 
ficiencv,  be  made  by  the  members  of  this  Convention,  <luring  their 
present  session. 

Resolved^  That  a  ponion  of  the  jiresent  committee  be  designated 
by  the  Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  duiing  the  recess  of  the 
Convention,  to  conmiuniente  with  the  wardens  of  th(!  respective  par- 
ishes, witlflU  view  of  obtaining  from  tliem  contributi(ms  for  supplying 
the  expected  deficiency  in  the^  income  of  the  ensuing  year,  as  well 
as  the  actual  deficiencv  in  that  of  the  present.

On  motion  by  Ilcv.  Mr.  Fitch,  it  Avas  resolved  that 
three  of  the  present  connnittee  be  retained,  and  con- 
tinued to  do  the  supplementary  work  of  the  committee  : 
Rev.  Dr.  Claxton,  Piatt  Benedict  and  S.  D.  Harris. 

Rev.  Mr.  Nicholson,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on 
Missions,  read  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Canons : 
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The  standing  committee  on  Missions  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing : 

That,  judging  from  the  two  reports  of  the  Missionary  and  Educa- 
tion committee,  thev  think  there  is  now  a  verv  I'avorable  state  of 
things  as  it  regards  both  missions  and  education  within  the  Diocese; 
that  there  is  great  reason  for  encouragement  in  the  future,  and  a  loud 
call  to  devout  thankfulness  before  God. 

The  committee  unanimously  agreed,  that  it  is  wholly  inexpedient 
for  this  Convention  to  legislate  in  any  way  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
forcing missionary  collections  in  the  different  parishes.  No  canon 
can  be  passed,  whether  as  to  the  times  or  as  to  the  mode  of  such  col- 
lections, which  shall  be  equally  applicable  to  all  the  parishes ;  and  the 
result  is,  that,  in  many  cases,  such  legislation  must  needs  be  disre- 
garded. The  legislation  on  this  subject  already  existing,  is,  and  for 
a  long  time  has  continued  to  be,  a  dead  letter  on  the  pages  of  our 
journals.  The  committee  respectfully  recommend,  that  the  Conven- 
tion refrain  from  passing  any  other  like  canon. 

The  committee  desire  to  say,  that  they  have  not  had  time  sufficient 
for  maturing  any  plan  as  to  the  future  conduct  of  our  Diocesan  mis- 
sionary work.  They  have  agreed  upon  the  following  recommenda- 
tions to  be  presented  to  the  Convention:  That,  in  view  of  the  in- 
creased amount  of  labor  now  put  upon  the  educational  department  of 
the  present  committee's  work,  and  the  increased  demand  for  mission- 
ary labor  in  the  present  circumstances  of  the  Diocese,  there  shall  be, 
instead  of  the  committee  as  at  present  constituted,  two  separate  com- 
mittees, to  be  called  the  Eduaition  committee,  and  the  Missionary 
conmiittee  of  the  Diocese.  That,  in  order  to  the  appointment  of 
these  committees,  the  committee  on  Canons  be  instructed  to  report  a 
substitute  for,  or  an  adequate  alteration  of,  the  14th  ciinon  of  the 
Diocese.  That,  while  the  Education  committee  should  continue  at 
Gambier,  Columbus  should  be  the  locality  of  the  Missionary  commit- 
tee. Tliat  this  new  committee  shall  consist  of  ten  members,  com- 
posed equally  of  clergy  and  laity,  any  five  members  constituting  a 
quorum.  That  this  committee  be  instructed  to  employ  one  or  more 
itinerating  missionaries,  or  to  make  use  of  any  other  mode,  for  the 
purpose  of  collecting  information  from  all  parts  of  the  ^iocese,  of 
raising  funds,  and  awakening  a  greater  missionary  spirit,  iVnd  that, 
on  the  basis  of  such  information,  and  of  the  experience  thus  gained, 
this  committee  be  instructed  to  present  to  the  next  Convention  a  plan 
of  a  permanent  missionary  organization  for  the  Diocese. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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THIRD   DAY. 


Saturday,  June  7th,  1856. 

Convention  assembled  after  Divine  Service,  and  was 
Mlled  to  order,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  at  his 
request,  by  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Fitch,  who  opened  the  ses- 
sion with  prayer. 

The  calling  of  the  roll  was  dispensed  with. 

After  the  reading  and  approval  of  the  minutes,  the 
Bishop  resumed  the  Chair. 

Rev.  Mr.  Schenck  presented  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  Memorial  and  proposed  changes  in  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Church,  which  was  received, 
and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  two  o'clock,  p.  m. 

Rev.  Dr.  Claxton,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church,  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted: 

The  committoe  on  tlie  State  of  the  Church  rcjspcctfiilly  report — 

That  they  congratuhite  the  Convention,  and  luiinbly  express  their 
gratitude  to  tht^,  great  Head  of  the  Church,  tliat  there  are  in  this 
Diocese  at  present  sucli  markt^d  evid(;nces  of  growth,  both  as  to  tliat 
which  is  outward,  Snd,  so  far  as  we  can  judge,  that  whick  belongs  to 
tlie  inward  life  of  the  Church. 

Foremost  among  the  rejtsons  for  thanksgiving,  we  name  the  bless- 
ing which  God  has  vouchsafed  to  the  parish  in  which  we  meet,  and 
to  its  beloved  Rector.  The  conversion  to  God  of  so  many  young 
men,  revives  our  hope  of  a  large  accession  to  the  now  sadly  deficient 
ranks  of  an  active  ministry.  It  is  God*s  work,  and  to  Him  be  all  the 
glory. 

The  Institutions  at  Gambicr  have  a  prosperity,  as  to  numbers  of 
students  and  j)rofessors,  and  as  to  the  favor  with  which  they  are  looked 
upon  throughout  the  Church,  tliat  calls  likewise  for  our  congratula- 
tions. We  recognize  the  tact,  the  diligence,  the  faith,  the  devotion, 
tlie  adaptedness  of  the  President  of  the  College  its  one  of  the  instru- 
mentalities to  which,  under  God,  we  are  largely  indebted  for  this 
Imppy  state  of  Kenyon;  and  we  would  not  overlook  the  efficient 
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labors  of  the  Missionary  and  Educational  amimittec  of  the  Diocese, 
and  of  their  indefatigable  agent,  the  lit* v.  E.  A.  Strong,  whereby  t>o 
larfl^e  an  accession  of  vounj;  men  lookin«r  forward  to  the  >a<Ted  niin- 
istry,  and  so  large  a  provision  of  the  means  of  support  for  those  who 
need  the  aid  of  the  Church,  have  been  secured. 

Another  token  for  good  is  seen  in  the  julditions  made  during  the 
past  year  to  the  list  of  our  active  parochial  clergy,  and  the  dimin- 
ished number  of  vacant  pari>hes.  Our  gain  in  the  number  of  clergy 
is  11:  last  year  there  were  G8,  now  71).  A  year  ago  more  than  Jo 
jiarishes  were  vacant,  embracing  almost  one-third  the  connnunicants 
of  the  Diocese.  This  vear  there  are,  as  nearlv  as  we  can  ascertain, 
but  alKJUt  20,  and  the>e,  at  the  hi>t  report,  embracing  only  about 
4.30  communicants;  and  >»;veral  of  these  are  receiving  frequent  ser- 
vices from  neighboring  clerg\Tnen.  Ftjur  n«*w  parishes  have  been 
formed,  and  all  of  them,  we  have  reason  to  ihuik,  give  jirospect  of 
permanenc(?.  Since  the  last  General  Convention  tliere  has  been  a 
n(rt  gain  of  9  parishes;  wlien^as,  in  the  nine  preceding  years,  there 
had  been  an  increase  of  but  five. 

One  of  the  greatest  diiiicultir*s  with  which  the  jiarishes  of  Ohio 
have  to  t*ontend,  arises  from  the  frequent  removals  from  the  country 
to  the  larger  <'ities,  and  from  citv  and  countrv  to  \\\it  farther  west. 
The  drain  upon  (mr  clergy  has  been  checked;  but  the  drain  ui»on  our 
laitv,  from  this  cause,  is  *rreat«*r  than  ever.  We  have  not  all  the 
parochial  reports,  and  so  cannot  give  statistics;  but  when  the  •lournal 
is  published,  it  will  be  well  to  give  careful  attention  to  this  as  the 
most  ]irominent  fad  in  explaining  \\w.  slow  numcrii-al  growth  of  our 
churches.  The  number  coulirmed  during  the  pn>t  lhre<»  years  in  this 
Dioci'se,  is  al>out  12^0;  and  yet,  owhig  to  the  removal  of  so  many 
westward,  we  suppose  the  actual  gain  of  communicants  during  that 
period  L<  less  than  0(»0:  and  this  in  a  Diocese  where  the  general  rule 
of  the  Kt'Ctors  is,  to  admit  none  to  conlinnation  who  are  not  ready 
for  communion. 

In  the-e  circumstances  we  recognize  a  call  to  a  more  extended 
missioniiry  system  than  would  bi»  recpiired  where  the  po])ulation  wjls 
of  a  more  stable  character.  AVe  venture  also  here  to  express  our 
conviction  that  there  is  demanded  in  our  Diocese  nnich  more  atten- 
tion to  the  instruction  of  the  young  in  Sunday  Schools  and  Bible 
Classes-  We  can  thus  be  training  iq)  the  children  of  i)arents  of 
foreign  extraction,  who,  as  they  come  to  adult  years,  will  unite  them- 
eelves  to  our  own  Church;  an<l  we  can  aNo  gather  out  of  irreligious 
families,  who  never  fn-ciuent  any  j)lace  of  worship,  a  multitude  of 
little  ones,  whom  the  Great  Shepherd  will  place  among  the  lambs 
of  His  flock.  The  catechetical  system  of  our  Church,  faithfully 
ailministered,  is  admirably  a<la[)ted  not  oidy  to  the  general  illumina- 
tion of  the  minds  of  the  children,  but  to  the  securing  of  their  attach^ 
ment  to  our  princi})les.  Every  i)arish,  however  .>mali,  vacant  or  sup- 
plied whh  ministerial  services,  should  have  its  Sunday  School,  or 
Bible  and  catechetical  chisses :  and  to  these  should  be  drawn  not  only 
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the  young  members  of  families  of  our  own  communion,  but  as  manj 
as  possible  of  all  classes  who  may  be  found  willing  to  attend. 

Another  fact,  as  exhibited  in  the  parochial  rei)ort;s,  and  in  that  of 
the  ^Missionary  and  Educational  committee,  calls  for  our  notice.  A 
very  large  number  of  the  parishes  will  be  seen  to  have  contributed 
notliing  for  missions — foreign,  domestic  or  diocesan.  "We  do  not  feel 
it  our  (luty  to  ])ropose  plans  for  developing  the  full  resources  of  the 
Diocese  in  this  j)articular;  nor  need  we  say  much  on  the  suliject  of 
missions,  since  the  attention  of  tlie  Convention  has  been  so  happily 
and  so  largely  devoted  to  this  subject;  but  we  would  express  our 
earnest  hoj)e  that  every  jiarish,  however  feeble,  will  henceforth  make 
its  contribution,  according:  to  its  abilitv,  to  this  cause.  "There  is  that 
scattereth,  and  yet  increaseth:  and  there  is  that  withholdeth  more 
than  is  meet,  and  it  tendeth  to  poverty." 

It  is  pleasant  to  observe  that  in  two  of  our  hirgest  cities  increasing 
attention  is  given  to  the  work  of  city  missions.  Trinity  Church, 
Clevehmd,  and  Trinity  Church,  Toledo,  are  entitled  to  honorable 
mention  for  their  incipient  movements  towards  the  institution  of  what 
will  jH'ove  important  auxiliaries  in  the  work  of  city  missions.  The 
latter  lias  established  a  "  Widows'  and  Orphmis*  Asylum ;"  the  former 
a  '*  Home  for  the  Sick  and  Friendless :"  both  of  which  promise  to  be 
instruments  of  great  good. 

Repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made  in  a  large  number  of 
our  church  edifices.  In  one  or  two  parishes  parsonages  have  been 
provided — a  provision  which  we  are  sure  would  minister  to  the  well- 
being  of  every  parish  that  has,  or  that  desires,  a  resident,  permanent 
Rector. 

It  is  pleasant  to  observe  how  many  nrw  church  edifices  have  been, 
or  are  about  to  be,  erected.  That  at  Ironton  has  been  completed 
under  eircumstances  such  as  make  the  whole  undertaking  an  example 
to  new  and  feeble  congregations  throughout  the  Diocese.  The  year 
on  which  we  enter  will,  we  trust,  witness  the  consecration  of  a  large 
number  of  new  edilices. 

Amongst  the  contributions  from  the  j)arishes,  will  be  found  several 
hirge  sums  reported  as  the  payments  of  church  debts,  and  for  the 
erection  of  their  buildings.  Outlays  of  this  character  should  always 
be  borne  in  mind  while  judging  of  the  ability  of  the  parishes  to  con- 
tribute towards  other  objects  of  religious  benevolence. 

AVe  have  not  as  yc.»t  enough  of  the  reports  to  attempt  a  summary 
of  these  contributions.  We  would,  however,  express  the  hope  that 
at  the  n(.'xt  Convention  these  documents  may  be  ready  for  the  com- 
mitt(?e  on  the  first  dav  of  the  session. 

Our  position,  at  this  time,  stands  conspicuously  out,  as  one  of  hope 
and  of  promise.  God  has  graciously  brought  the  Diocese  and  its 
institutions  through  periods  of  depressiun  tuid  of  trial,  to  this  happy 
day.  Our  College,  our  Theological  Seminaiy,  our  educational  work, 
our  missionary  operations,  all  lead  us  to  look  thankfully  and  prayer* 
fully  to  the  coming  year,  should  God  spare  those  who  are  laboring 
here  for  Him,  confidently  anticipating  that  He  will  bless  more  tiian 
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ever  the  efforts  of  his  sen-ant.^.  There  has  l>een  a  Bowin":  time  of 
anxiety  and  of  toil;  we  trust  that  lie  i.s  about  to  give  us  a  harvest 
of  abundant  fruitfuhiess. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  respond  most  heartily  to  the 
sentiment  of  the  address  of  the  beloved  Bi.^liop  of  the  Diocese,  in 
regard  to  the  confidence,  and  aifection,  and  unanimity  that  character- 
ize the  relations  of  the  cler«2:y  (and,  we  might  add,  the  laity,)  of  this 
Diocese,  to  each  other  and  to  him  whom  God  has  set  over  us  a^,  under 
Christ,  our  chief  shepherd.  To  our  Bishop  we  offer  our  affectionate 
congratulations;  and  for  him,  amidst  his  mimy  labors,  and  anxieties, 
and  responsibilities,  we  address  most  earnestly  to  Almighty  God  our 
glad  thanksgiving  and  our  most  sincere  prayers.

Rev.  Mr.  Gray  tendered  his  resignation  as  a  member 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  which  was  accepted,  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Greenleaf  elected  in  his  stead,  the  ballot  being 
unanimously  dispensed  with. 

Rev.  Dr.  Burr,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  Canons, 
reported  the  following  amendments  of  Canon  XIV:  "  Of 
MissiofiSy  and  of  Education  for  the  Ministry  ^ 

Sects.  1,  2,  and  7,  unchanged. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  annual  meeting 
of  tlie  Convention,  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, ex-otficio,  and  nine  otiier  members — five  clerical  and  four  lay — 
to  be  called  the  iVIissionary  Committee ;  to  whom  shall  be  committed 
the  appointment  of  missionaries  and  their  stations,  and  the  collection 
and  appropriation  of  funds  for  missiontiry  objects,  and  the  general 
care  and  management  of  the  missionaiy  interests  of  the  Diocese. 
And  also  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex- 
officio,  and  eight  other  members — ^four  clerical  and  four  lay — to  whom 
shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  regulation  of  beneficiaries, 
the  collection  and  appropriation  of  funds  therefor,  and  all  other  busi- 
ness belonging  thereto. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  the 
ftlLssionary  or  Education  cause,  to  designate  the  particular  object  to 
which  their  contributions  shall  be  applied.  If  no  such  designation  be 
made,  the  contribution  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  to 
which  the  fund  has  been  contributed. 
8 
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Sect.  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings 
of  these  Committees,  when  he  is  present ;  if  absent,  a  chairman />ro 
tern,  sliall  be  appointed. 

Sect.  G.  These  Committees  shall  each  meet  annually,  at  the 
place,  and  on  the  first  day,  of  tlie  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese, 
and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  the  President  may  from  time 
to  time  apj>oint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on  their  o^\^l  adjourn- 
ments, or  on  the  call  of  two  members;  live  attending  members  of  the 
Missionary  and  four  of  the  Education  committees  shall  be  a  quorum, 
and  every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Sect.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  these  Committees,  the  Sec- 
retaries of  the  same  shall,  respectively,  submit  a  report  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  year  then  terminated ;  which,  with  the  Treasurer's 
report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Con- 
vention, and  published  in  its  Journal,  either  entire  or  in  part. 

Sect.  0.  These  Committees  shall  each  appoint  a  Secretary'  and 
Treasurer.  Vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention  may  be 
supplied  by  the  Committee.  No  money  shall  be  ap[)lied  by  the 
Treasurer  but  by  order  of  the  Committee. 

Sect.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  above  named  Committees 
to  provide  for  a  public  meeting,  to  be  held  during  the  annual  session 
of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
objects  for  which  they  have  been  constituted. 

Each  section  of  said  proposed  amended  Canon,  was 
unanimously  adopted  separately,  and  also  the  entire 
Canon  as  a  whole. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  Dr.  Brooke, 

Resolved,  That  S-IO  be  api)ropriated  to  each  clerical  deputy  in 
attendance  upon  the  next  general  Convention,  and  that  the  committee 
on  Finance  be  instructed  to  increase  the  assessment  on  the  Contin- 
gent Fund  for  that  purpose. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  Mr.  Badger, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  Canons  be  instructed  to  report 
such  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  that  one-third  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  elected  annually. 

On  motion,  the  Chair  appointed  the  following  per- 
sons a 

CommitUe  to  nominate  Miuionary  and  Education  CommitUe* —  Rev.  Messrs.  Fitch 
and  Schenck.  and  S.  W.  Pomeroy. 
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On  motion  by  Rev.  Mr.  Schenck, 

JResolved,  That  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee  he  instructed 
to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  employing  their  itinerant  missiona- 
ries, from  time  to  time,  as  assistants  to  those  of  the  more  experienced 
clergy,  who  themselves  may  he  willing  to  engage  in  practical  mis- 
sionary work. 

Rev.  Mr.  Kellogg  offered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution,  Tphich  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas  it  is  desirahle,  for  purposes  of  spiritual  improvement  and 
the  considerate  relief  of  the  clergy,  that  as  many  delegates  of  this 
Convention  as  conveniently  can,  remain  after  adjournment,  to 
attend  the  reli^ous  services  on  Sunday ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  members  of 
this  Convention,  that  they  remain  over  on  the  Sunday  aAer  Conven- 
tion. 

Adjourned  to  two  o'clock,  p.  m.

The  Convention  assembled,  and  united  with  the 
Bishop  in  singing  and  prayers. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on 
Finance,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted, and  the  scale  of  assessments  proposed  adopted : 

The  Finance  committee  have  discharged  the  duties  assigned  them, 
and  beg  leave  to  report : 

In  making  an  assessment  for  the  ensuing  year,  your  committee 
were  called  upon  to  make  a  provision  for  an  additional  assessment,  to 
meet  the  exi)enses  attoiuling  the  approaching  Greneral  Convention, 
namely,  the  tax  of  the  General  Convention  of  one  dollar  and  fif^y 
cents,  for  every  clerg)Tnan  in  the  Diocese,  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
printinp:  the  Journal  of  tlie  General  Convention,  etc.,  for  1856,  and 
one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  towards  defraying  the  exi>cnsesof  the 
clerical  delegates,  onlort?d  by  a  unanimous  resolution  of  the  present 
Convention.  This  amounts  to  a  little  over  fifty  per  cent.  U[K)n  the 
assessment  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  our  own  Convention.  Your 
committee  have  limited  the  addition  to  fifty  per  cent,  upon  the  ordi- 
nary assessment,  in  hopes  tliut  the  arrearages,  (which  they  trust  will 
be  paid,)  will  meet  the  deficit.  Your  committee  have  examineil  the 
Treasurer's  report,  and  find  it  correct  and  accompanied  with  proper 
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vouchers.    There  is  a  halance  on  hand,  your  committee  are  happy 

to  add,  of  five  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and  seventy-six  cents, 

to  the  credit  of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Rev.  Dr.  Burr,  from  the  committee  on  Canons,  report- 
ed in  reference  to  the  Canon  proposed  by  Rev.  Mr, 
Phelps  (see  p.  41),  as  follows,  which  was  accepted : 

The  committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
offered  by  the  R^v.  A.  Phelps,  requiring  parochial  clergymen  to  take 
up  quarterly  collections  in  their  parishes,  in  behalf  of  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, have  had  the  subject  under  advisement,  and  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  in  their  judgment,  it  is  not  expedient  at  the  present  time  tor  this 
Convention  to  make  such  an  enactment. 

The  same  gentleman  reported  in  reference  to  the 
contemplated  change  in  the  times  and  manner  of  elect- 
ing Trustees  of  the  Seminary  and  College,  as  follows, 
which  was  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Canons  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 
Resolved^  The  Bishop  and  Trustees  concurring,  that  Article  HI 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Theological  Seminary  be  amended^ .  by 
changing,  in  the  third  line,  the  word  '*  four,*'  as  used  twice,  to  tlie 
word  *'six."  After  the  word  "  Diocese,"  m  the  fourth  line,  strike  out 
all  before  the  word  "  chosen,"  and  insert  the  following :  '*  At  the  elec- 
tion occurring  in  the  year  1858,  one-third  of  the  number  shall  be 
designated  to  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one-third  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  and  the  remaining  third  for  three  years ;  and 
from  and  afler  the  year  1858,  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  each  year, 
aa  the  terms  of  office  expire." 
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Rev.  Mr.  Schenck  called  up  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  the  Memorial,  etc. 

The  Convention  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch  in  the  Chair.

Rev.  Mr.  Schenck  presented  the  following  amended 
report  on  the  subject  of  the  Memorial,  etc.,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  instructions  of  the  Convention,  which  was 
adopted : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  relates  to  the  Memorial  now  under  the  consideration  of  a 
Commission  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  also  the  consideration  of 
the  proposed  amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the  General  Church, 
begs  leave  to  present  the  following  report: 

Your  committee  is  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the 
changes  in  the  liturgical  services  of  our  Church  proposed  in  the  said 
Memorial,  and  would  express  the  belief  that  the  exigencies  of  theUge

demand  that  these  changes  should  be  prayerfully  considered,  and  the 
aid  of  the  Holy  Ghost  be  invoked  to  direct  into  the  adoption  of  those 
measures  which  will  conduce  to  the  increased  efficiency  of  the 
Church,  and  therefore  present  the  following  resolutions: 

Jiesolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  the  Memorial 
now  under  the  consideration  of  a  commission  of  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops, presents  a  most  imporyint  subject  for  the  action  of  the  approach- 
ing General  Convention  of  our  Church,  and  that  the  w^ants  of  the 
Church  demand  such  action. 

Resolved^  That  we  present  for  the  favorable  consideration  of  the 
said  General  Convention,  the  following  suggestions,  not  intending  to 
include  all  the  changes  which  may  be  advisable : 

Ist.  That  the  minister  may,  at  his  discretion,  omit  the  ante-com- 
munion service,  except  on  communion  occasions;  and  that  he  then 
be  allowed  to  omit  the  morning  prayer. 

2d.  That  the  litany  may  be  used  or  omitted  at  the  discretion  of 
the  minister,  and  that  it  may  be  substituted  for  morning  or  evening 
prayer. 

3d.  That  we  have  a  larger  number  of  special  services,  and  prayers 
for  special  occasions;  and  that  there  be  offices  of  devotion  for  the 
use  of  missionaries  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  use  of  institutions  of 
learning,  and  for  Sunday  Schools. 

Resolved^  That  the  hberty  of  omitting  any  part  of  the  liturgy 
which  may  be  granted  to  the  minister,  should  be  so  limited  as  to  pre- 
vent the  regular  and  habitual  omission  of  anyone  part. 

Your  committee  further  report  upon  the  projwsed  amendments  to 
the  constitution  of  the  General  Church,  as  follows: 

In  favor  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  II,  requiring  that 
all  delegates  to  the  General  Convention  be  communiamts  of  the 
Church. 

In  favor  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  V,  in  reference  to 
the  division  of  Dioceses,  provided  that  no  existing  Diocese  be  divided 
during  the  lifetime  of  its  acting  Diocesan,  except  upon  his  own  motion. 

And  that  the  proposed  change  in  Article  VI,  with  reference  to  a 
uniform  General  Canon  for  the  trial  of  clerg}'men,  is  undesirable. 

All  of  wliicli  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 

Convention.

This  parish  is  still  suffering  greatly  by  removals  from  it  Many 
very  valuable  communicants  have  gone  to  other  parishes  since  the 
last  Convention.  This  state  of  things,  in  a  parish,  is  very  discour- 
aging to  its  rector  and  his  parishioners,  but  there  is  no  remedy  for  it. 
The  pecuniary  ability  of  the  parish  has  been  very  much  diminished. 
There  are  eight  candidates  for  confirmation.  My  Missionary  services 
have  been  rendered  at  Kingston,  but  I  cannot  go  there  any  more ; 
and  I  would  suggest  that  the  parish  organization  be  given  up,  and 
the  communicants  be  absorbed  by  the  parishes  in  CMllicothe  and 
Circleville.

As  this  is  the  first  report,  to  the  Convention  of  Ohio,  of  the  above 
mission,  since  the  undersigned  assumed  its  charge,  now  upwards  of 
two  years,  he  may  perhaps  be  allowed,  in  order  to  a  correct  view  of 
its  condition,  to  give  the  increase  of  its  communicants  during  this 
period.  With  this  exception,  its  statistics  apply  wholly  to  the  year 
ending  June  5th,.

As  in  the  other  parish,  so  in  this,  many  have  done 
to  the  utmost  of  their  means  to  secure  and  continue  the  administration 
of  the  Word  and  Sacraments.  The  Sunday  School  scholars,  thou^ 
small  in  number,  are  a  pattern  for  their  interest  and  faithfulness  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duty.  I  catechise  them  every  Sunday  I  offici- 
ate. In  this  parish  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  has  been 
administered  twice  since  my  charge— once  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burton 
(West  Cleveland),  previous  to  my  obtaining  presbyter's  orders,  and 
once  since  by  myself. 

A  contribution  of  $7.25  was  made  by  the  parish  for  the  purchase 
of  Sunday  School  books,  but  was  applied  to  the  purchase  of  a  Parish 
Library,  of  25  volumes,  selected  from  the  American  Tract  Society's 
publications — Mrs.  I.  N.  Whiting,  of  Columbus,  having  very  kindly 
made  us  a  present  of  a  Sunday  School  Library  of  102  volumes. 

With  thankfulness  to  God  for  his  past  goodness,  and  praying  for 
the  continuance  of  his  favor,  we  hope  to  make  further  progress  during 
the  coming  year.

This  parish  exhibits  the  somewhat  unusual  spectacle  of  an  organi- 
zation which  ha^  sprung  up  into  full  being  within  one  year  from  the 
time  when  the  first  services  were  held — not,  indeed,  that  it  has  become 
so  soon  self-supporting,  but  it  is  established  and  settled  in  the  uninter- 
rupted enjoyment  of  the  services  of  the  Church — ^in  a  chapel  of  its 
own — which  ha^  been  erected  and  paid  for  during  the  first  six  months 
of  the  first  missionary's  labors.  We  have  not,  of  course,  done  all  this 
ourselves.  This  new  field  was  one  of  such  apparent  promise  that  our 
generous  friends  abroad  have  freely  opened  their  hearts  to  us,  and 
given  us  all  and  more  than  we  dared  ask  for.  We  have  erected  a 
"Tabernacle,"  cheap,  but  attractive — convenient,  and  not  altogether 
unchurchlike — 20  by  40,  with  porch,  chancel,  open  roof — ^furnished 
with  all  necessary  conveniences  for  administering  the  Word  and 
Sacraments,  and  costing,  as  it  stands,  including  fence,  less  than  $700. 
Of  this  sum,  we  ju^  indebted  to  friends  in  Cmcinnati,  for  $263.38; 
in  Portsmouth,  $45 ;  Worthington,  $8.09 ;  Piqua,  SlO ;  Marcus 
Hook,  Penn.,  Sb ;  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  $1 60 ;  full  particulars 
of  which  may  be  found  in  the  Western  Episcopalian  of  May  2, 1856. 
We  have  erected  a  very  humble  structure,  but  it  answers  every  pur- 
pose of  gathering  a  congn^gation,  and  what  is  more,  nothing  appa- 
rently could  have  been  effected  without  it  The  place  is  so  new,  and 
living  so  expensive,  that  we  should  probably  have  abandoned  the 
enterprize  before  this,  but  for  the  chapel,  which  has  formed  the 
nucleus  around  which  men  and  women  have  rallied  who  a  year  ago 
hardly  knew  of  the  existence  of  such  a  Church  as  ours. 

We  hope  our  spiritual  growth  will  at  least  keep  pace  with  our 
material.

Amidst  afflictive  scenes,  inchiding  the  loss  by  death  of  four  most 
promising  young  ladies,  the  parish  has  been  undergoing  changes  so 
imjK)rtant  that  I  am  led  to  hope,  that  that  blessed  God  who  so  pros- 
pered its  earlier  ministi*ation,  has  once  more  remembered  it  for  good, 
and  Trinity  will  continue  to  rise  in  material  prosperity  and  Cliristian 
exemplariness. 

Since  the  last  report,  the  Lecture  Eoom  has  been  refitted,  at  an 
expense  of  about  8120.  Two  new  stoves  have  been  placed  in  the 
Church,  costing  $60.  The  reading  desk  and  pulpit  have  been 
covered  with  new  drapery  and  suppUed  with  a  beautiful  set  of  books, 
at  a  cost  of  $45  ;  and  the  windows  have  been  curtained,  at  a  cost  of 
$24.  The  excellent  toned  bell  of  the  Church  was  cracked  some 
months  since,  but  a  new  one  is  on  its  way  from  Troy,  N.  Y.,  weigh- 
ing about  1200  weight,  and  costing,  after  deducting  the  price  for 
which  the  old  sells,  about  $175. 

To  bring  the  parish  into  some  systematic  and  regular  mode  of  aid- 
ing the  Missionary  operations  of  tlie  Church,  I  succeeded  last  Advent 
in  raising,  on  the  plan  of  weekly  subscriptions,  of  from  one  to  ten 
cents,  payable  quarterly,  the  sum  of  $80  per  annum,  wliich  I  hope 
by  another  year  will  be  $100.  In  addition  to  this,  tlie  Sunday  School 
classes  have  been  formed  into  missionary  auxiliaries — as  in  many 
Churches  now — with  appropriate  names,  and  will  bring  their  annufil 
contributions,  for  the  African  mission,  on  the  Christmas  anniversary. 
The  Sunday  School  continues  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  social 
meeting  on  Wednesday  eve  aifords  much  encouragement.  Although 
there  are  at  present  no  decided  evidences  of  deep  seriousness  in  the 
unconverted  mind,  and  a  discouraging  indifierencc  among  the  com- 
municants of  the  Church,  I  trust,  in  the  mercy  of  God,  that  the  im- 
portant changes  which  have  taken  place,  and  are  still  taking  place, 
may  be  regarded  as  most  hopeful  signs  of  a  speedy  spiritual  blessing 
on  this  portion  of  his  heritage.

I  have  preached  in  Oberlin  very  little  during  the  past  year.  Near- 
ly all  the  time  I  could  devote  to  the  interests  of  this  parish,  being  re- 
quired in  efforts  to  obtain  aid  from  abroad,  for  building  our  proposed 
church.

Previous  to  that 
time  it  liad  been  vacant  lor  thi-ee  years.  It  suffered  very  much  in 
the  removal  of  several  influential  members. 

The  families  boinj*  few  in  number,  and  yet  bein^  verj'  desirous  for 
the  administration  of  the  Word  and  Sacraments,  many  allowed  them- 
selves to  be  taxed  for  the  supj)ort  of  preaching  almost  beyond  their 
means.  Tiiis  must  account  for  the  want  of  contributions  tliis  year  to 
what  is  prescrilied,  and  to  those  missionary  objects  which  commend 
themselves  to  all  rijjht-mimled  Christians.  By  faithful  labor  and  co- 
operation, and  lookino:  to  Him  who  alone  can  give  the  increase,  we 
think  we  shall  bo  able  to  do  better  for  the  ensuing  year.  Since  I 
obtained  presbyter's  orders,  I  administered  tiie  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  once.  The  Sunday  School  is  small,  but  the  children 
are  doing  well.  Average  attendance,  15 ;  teachers,  3.  I  catechise 
them  every  Sunday  1  officiate.

As  soon 
as  possible  thereafter,  Wardens  and  Vestry  were  regularly  chosen, 
and  the  parish  has  been  incorporated  according  to  law.  The  services 
and  Sunday  School  are  held  in  a  Hall  hired  by  the  congregation  for 
that  purpose.  They  are  generally  well  attended ;  and  it  is  thought 
the  prospects  are  good,  that,  with  the  Divine  blessing,  this  may  event- 
ually become  an  able  parish. 

The  brethren  are  blessed  with  unanimity.  We  much  need  a 
Church  edifice,  but  I  greatly  fear  it  will  not  be  found  practicable  to 
build,  as  I  had  hoped,  this  season.  Could  we  but  induce  those  who 
are  unattached  to  any  communion,  to  cast  in  their  lot  with  us,  there 
would  be  no  difficulty  in  the  matter.  It  seems  important  that  this 
Mission  should  be  sustained  long  enough  to  give  it  a  fair  trial.  We 
hope,  during  the  ensuing  half  year,  to  cast  in  our  mite  towards  the 
local  objects  of  the  Diocese.

The  General  Missionary,  and  Agent  of  the  Committee  on  Missions 
and  Education,  respectfully  reports,  that  after  removing  his  family  to 
Gambler,  according  to  the  wish  of  the  committee,  in  June  last,  and 
taking  that  relaxation  which  extreme  exhaustion  and  the  heat  of  the 
summer  demanded,  he  was  able  to  visit  only  a  few  vacant  parishes, 
and  other  destitute  points  in  the  Diocese,  before  engaging,  in  earnest, 
in  the  great  work  of  Education  assumed  bv  the  committee. 

He  hjis  b(»en  absent  from  the  State  about  mx  months,  visiting 
young  men  who  had  been  recominend(?d  to  us,  and  securing  the  as- 
sistance necessary  for  those  judged  deserving,  and  for  such  as  liad 
already  commenced  their  preparation  with  us  for  the  ministry.  Since 
his  connection  with  the  committee,  ninety-two  have  ajiidied,  or  been 
thus  recommended ;  and  of  about  fifty  now  at  Kenyon  who  look  to 
the  work,  thirty-three  receive  aid,  or  have  been  more  or  less  directly 
provided  for  through  our  eflforts.    Assistance  has  also  been  pledged 
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to  qnite  a  number  who  have  agreed  to  be  with  us  bj  the  beginning 
of  the  next  term. 

The  Agent  would  here,  with  the  warmest  gratitude,  acknowledge 
such  a  degree  of  Christian  kindness  and  personal  favors,  every  where 
received,  and  such  a  manifestation  of  interest,  both  in  and  out  of  tliis 
Diocese,  in  regard  to  our  work,  as  he  is  wholly  unable  to  express. 
And  he  can  but  rejoice  in  the  evident  tokens  of  God's  blessing  on 
our  humble  efforts,  in  behalf  of  the  lea<%t  of  those  whom  the  Saviour 
is  now  calling  to  preach  his  Gospel  to  a  dying  world. 

More  than  $4,200  have  been  received,  through  him,  for  current 
expenses,  besides  $1,363.50  for  perpetual  free  tuition,  in  Kenyon 
College,  to  those  preparing  for  the  ministry.  Our  thanks  are  espe- 
dally  due  to  those  who  have  pledged  their  noble  contributions, 
amounting  to  several  thousand  dollars,  for  the  coming  year,  and  even 
for  a  series  of  years.

Reports  to  the  Bishop  that  he  has  continued  to  teach,  during  the 
past  Conventional  year,  a  select  family  school  for  young  ladies  at  his 
residence,  Norwalk,  Huron  county,  O.,  and  has  assisted  the  Rev.  Dr. 
George  Watson  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Conmiunlon. 
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CONSTITUTION. 

ARTIOLE  I. 

T1118  Chnrch,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  constitution  of  that  Church, 
■nd  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  first  Wednesday 
alter  the  20th  of  September  in  each  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  preyions 
Convention.  But  in  case  an  epidemic  disease  shall  prevail  at  the  place  appoint- 
ed, or  other  like  cause  shall  render  it  obviously  expedient,  the  Bishop,  or  m  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  some  other 
|dAce,  and  send  spcciid  notice  of  the  same  to  every  minister  and  vestry  in  the 
IMocese,  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  time  of  meeting.  The  Bishop,  with  such 
deivymen  and  lay-delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Convention, 
shAU  constitute  a  quorum,  provided,  that'in  a  case  of  vacancy  in  Uie  Episcopate, 
or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  such  clergymen  and  lay-delegates  as  shall  duly 
Miemble,  constitute  a  quorum,  but  in  the  latter  case  only  so  far  as  to  adjourn  to 
the  next  day,  when,  if  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the 
Gonventiou  shall  proceed. 

ARTICLE   III. 

Any  parish  may  Tjc  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Conven 
tlon,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  each  Order,  whenever  the  some  shall  be  deemed  conducive  to  the  interests  of 
the  Church. 

ARTICLE   lY. 

The  Convention  shall  bo  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  The  Bishop, 
and  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  canonically  in  charge  of  a  congregation  in 
nnion  with  this  Convention— or  employed  as  a  missionary  under  the  ecclesias- 
tical authnriry  of  the  Diocese— or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  in- 
corporated seminary  of  learning,  shall  bo  members  of  this  Convention,  provi- 
ded that  they  can  show  that  they  have  been  at  least  six  months  in  the  Diocese 
as  above  required :  provided  also,  that  no  clergyman  who  has  been  a  member 
of  this  Convention  shall  lose  his  seat  therein,  by  reason  of  age  or  of  bodily  in- 
flrmities  disqualifying  him  for  his  previous  position.  Each  regularly  organized 
charch  or  congregation  in  canonical  union  with  this  Church,  shall  send  to  the 
Convention  one  or  more  lay-delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  unless  when  two  or 
more  congregations  or  churches  are  united  under  one  vestry,  when  delegates, 
as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  from  each.  When  a  vote  by  Orders  is  called 
for,  the  delegates  of  each  congregation  or  church,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
only.  No  person  under  ecclcbiostical  censure  or  process  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bisliop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions  when  ho  may  judge 
It  important  to  tlic  good  of  the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Standing  Committee  ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the 
continued  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  the  Diocc^  for  six  months,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so,  if 
appUed  to  for  the  purpose  by  any  live  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  TI. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  open,  or  cause  It  to  be 
opened  with  praver.  If  then^  he  no  Bishop  present,  the  Convention  shall  lie 
calletl  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  elect  a  President  lYom  among  tlie 
Presbyters. 
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ABTICLJB   VII 


At  creiy  Annual  Convrntion,  after  a  viva  r^oce  nomination,  a  Secretary  Bh«n 
be  clioscn,  who  shnll  remain  in  office  until  the  next  Annual  Convention.  Hif 
duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  rcconl  all  proeccdinps  of  tljc  Convention;  to 
attest  its  public  acts;  preserve  its  reconis;  notify  tlie  parislics  of  the  times  and 
places  of  all  stated  and  special  Conventions,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the 
oanils  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative  and  l)eloii^'ing  to  the  Con* 
vcntion,  which  may  be  iu  his  charge. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  and  membcn 
of  the  Standing;  Committee,  shall  be  electeil  by  Joint  !>:illol  of  the  clergy  and  laity, 
and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  requJRMl  for  an  election.  In  ease  of  a  failure  or 
omission  to  elect  any  ofticei-s  or  animal  Committee,  the  persons  last  elected  shall 
continue  to  serve  until  others  be  chosen.  Klections  by  ballot  may  be  dispeniod 
with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  Annual  Convention,  aii4 
■hall  consist  of  three  Clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  Laymen  who 
are  communicants  in  some  church  in  the  Dioi'cse.  The  otflcers  of  saiil  Commit* 
tee  required  by  the  IVth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  l)e  appointed  at 
their  first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being  summoned, 
provided  one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  businOM 
when  convened  at  the  request  of  the  liishop.  At  all  other  meetings  a  majoritj 
of  the  members  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  see* 
retary  of  this  committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  proceedings  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  i)urpose,  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  papers  or  letters  ad» 
dressed  to  the  committee,  to  attest  their  acts,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all 
Dooks  and  papers  which  iu  virtue  of  his  office  have  been  committed  to  him.  ThO 
minutes  of  the  committee,  and  all  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  Chnrch, 
shall  lic  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  liishop  and  of  the  Convention.  Va- 
cancies occurring  iu  the  committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  remaining 
members. 

ARTICLE   X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  Annual  Conrcn* 
tion — or  in  a  .^Special  Convention  calied  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  beforO 
the  time  appointed,  the  object  being  siatetl  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  b}'  the 
secretarvof  the  Srandin;;  Committee  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry  of  the  Dio- 
cese. The  election  shall  be  i()ndncte<l  as  follow^:  The  clergy  shall  vote  by 
ballot  for  some  suitable  jx-rson  for  the  office  of  Hishoj),  and  amajority  of  the 
clergy  pre.^ent  ^hall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made  ^hal^be  com- 
municated to  the  lay-meiiibcis.  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  whether  tO 
receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE    XI. 

The  clergj'  and  lay-delecratcs  in  Convention  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and 
shall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  for;  except  when  a 


ARTICLE   XII. 


Tlie  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  bo  as  follows:  A  proposition  ibr 
amendment  shall  be  laid  belbre  the  Convention  in  writing,  and  if  approved,  shall 
lie  over  till'the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-thirds  of 
the  two  Orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constittt- 
tion  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory.

CANON   I. 

OP  TBI  TBZAL  OP  A  CUaOTXAIf  SfOT  BKXO  A  BOBOP. 

Skct.  1.    Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  thought 
to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  for  which,  according  to  Canon  XXXVTI  of  the 
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General  Convention,  he  is  liable  to  bo  tijcd,  application  shall  be  made  in  writing 
with  the  name  of  every  one  en^aiired  jn  the  applieatiou  sul>scrihcil,  to  the  Stand- 
in;;  Coinmitteo,  aii'l  if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufDcient  to  demand 
a  trial,  they  shall  rortliwlth  pn.*>ent  the  clergyman  to  the  Hishop,  acconlingly; 
the  presentment  beinu'  ma-le  in  writiii::,  and  >peeit\'in;r  with  a-J  much  accumey 
89  possible,  the  oireiu-e  or  ollVnces.  with  particulars  of  time,  pl.ue  and  cireum- 
itanees;  ami  evrry  el»T-rym:ui  of  this  l)ioee>e  may  for  Iiim^elf  request  of  the 
Standin:;  Coniiijittce  tip*  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  seeticm,  in  which  case  it 
shall  be  in<titiitcd  au"!  shall  pnuvcd  acconlirirr  to  the  provi>ions  of  this  Canon. 

Skct.  2.  lMf«Ji.Miiincnt  lu'iin:  ma«le.  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  pre* 
■entment  to  \k'  <\n'\V'\  on  the  accused,  and  <liall  also  nominate  ei^rht  Presbyters 
entitled  to  scats  in  the  Convuniinn.  and  c:ni>e  a  li>t  of  their  mimes  to  be  served 
on  the  arcuHi'd.  providcl  that  no  metnl»«T  of  the  JStamiinj:  Committee  who  may 
have  joined  in  the  pr<''^<'ntmcnt  he  incln  led  in  sm-h  nominatiiMi.  Out  of  Ihc  Pits- 
byters  so  lumiinated,  ili«»  nn-n^'d  hhail  schn-t  five,  and  notify  their  names  Jn 
w'ritinjLT.  io  the  ItiMiop.  within  thirty  days  jjt'icr  the  scrvin^^afoiv^aid.  And  if 'ho 
does  not  ^rivi-  *'Ucli  noiitlcuiion  within  sai  I  time,  the  lti<hop  sliall  select  live,  and 
the  Pn'nliytcrs  .-o  >cleetcil.  shall  form  a  Dnard  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and 
shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  a^rh"  ])i-:hop>hall  direct,  and  shall  have  power 
to  uiljoum  from  time  to  time  and  from  jdaee  to  place  (but  always  within  the  Di- 
ocese), as  they  >hjill  think  ncci"«'<ary. 

Sect.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  shall  be  served,  at  lca>t  thirty  day<  beiore  such  mectiri!;,  on  the  accused; 
and  aUo  on  the  Stauiiini;  Committee,  who  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their 
number  whom  they  may  appoint  lor  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case  and 
present  Huch  oral  or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation  as  they 
may  be  able  to  obtain. 

Sect.  4.  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meetin;;  of  the  Board,  tho  whole  number 
be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  and  if  it  shall 
ftppcar  improbable  that  the  whole  nurnl)er  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time, 
those  who  do  attend.  beinjEr  not  fewer  tham  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  ma- 
jority shall  decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Sect.  .O.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
An*  his  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may 
tmmefliately  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  if  he  sliali  not  thus  confess,  he  shall  be 
considered  as  pleading  not  yw'Uy. 

Sect.  0.  In  case  a  cleru'yman,  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Hoard  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  proceed  as 
If  he  were  pnrsent.  uidess  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if 
the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  lioard.  after  diie  present- 
ment and  notitication,  and  no  sutHcient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  bo 
given,  tlie  Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of 
■uspension  from  the  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  aceonlingly :  but  the  sen- 
tence may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendar  moiuhs  the  accused 
shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his  trial;  but  if 
he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts  alleged  in  the  pre- 
sentment, shall  proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation  from 
the  ministry. 

Sect.  7.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Boarrl  shall  choose  a  President  from  their 
own  number,  and  a  SccR-tary  who  shall  be  from  their  own  number  or  otherwise, 
•t  they  determine,  and  before  proceeding  to  trial  they  shall  adopt  and  declare  the 
rales  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted;  provided,  however,  that  no  layman 
shall  advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial— though  both  parties  may,  at  their 
option,  employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Skct.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  snch  evideisce  as 
mav  be  producefl— which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secretary, 
and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  ;  and  some  ofllcer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths  may.  at  the  jlcsin*.  of  either  party,  be  reque>ted  to  administer 
an  oath  or  nthrmation  to  the  witnesses;  ani  the  examination  of  witnesses,  and 
all  tlie  proceei|in;j'.  of  the  trial,  xhall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sect.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  lli<hop  by  cither  party,  setting  forth, 
satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  iMocnred  upon  the  trial,  the 
Bi!»hfip  may  appoint  >oine  ij' rgynian  or  layman  to  act  as  a  commissioner  to  take 
the  testimony  of  >neh  witness  :  and  the  party  applying  as  above  shall  give  to  the 
Other  party  at  least  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony. 
And  if  the  person  or  persons  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  ser^'cd  reside  more  than 
forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  days*  notice,  exclusive 
of  Sunday,  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance. 
And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness ;  and  the  questions  and 
answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  b7  the  witness,  and  shall  be  oertl- 
fiad  bf  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the

Board,  and  received  by  them  as  cvidenre.    A  witness  examined  before  snch  com 
missioner  may  be  sworn  or  afflrmed  in  manner  «lV»n"iniiI. 

Sect.  10.  Tlie  Board,  after  eonsiderinj:  the  rvidi-noe,  shall  dei-larc  in  n  writing 
8i;^ne<I  liy  them,  or  a  majority  of  tliem.  th<Mr  drci>ion  on  the  ehartres  eontainea 
in  the  ])risontment,  distinctly  Etatini^  wh(?tlier  th'-y  tind  thi'aceu«<ed  guilty  or  not 
guilty  oi"  snch  charges  respectively;  which  doci>ii)n.  torroiher  with  the  evidence 
and  an  attcsteil  rt*eonl  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bi;»hop, 
accompanied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Board  as  to  what  sentence  should  be  pro- 
nounced; whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  appear 
to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  in  severity  tlie  sentence 
recommended  bv  the  Bunrd,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  the  Blshopf 
if  satisfied  that  justice  Requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused ;  in  which 
case  a  now  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  a))pointcd,  including  none  of  those  who 
sat  upon  the  former  trial,  before  which  Board  the  ]iroceedings  shall  be  condacted 
as  before  provided. 

Sect.  11.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocise  l>e  connected  T»y  consanguinity  or  affin- 
ity with  the  party  accuseil,  he  may  request  some  other  Bishop  to  express  hii 
judgment  on  the  decision  of  the  Board,  to  which  judgment  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or  granting  a  new  trial.  And  if  the  Diocese 
be  vacant,  the  members  of  the  Staniling  Committee  shall  request  the  services  of 
such  Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient  for  the  performance  of  all  snch 
acts  as  arc  by  this  Canon  required  to  be  done  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  II. 

OP  THX  VESTBT  OP  A.  CHTRCH. 

Sect.  1.  In  every  church  of  this  Diocese,  after  prayer,  there  shall  bo  an  annul 
election,  on  Kastcr  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five,  and  not 
more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  oflicc  till  their  successors  arc  ap- 
pointed. Two  of  these  vestrymen  shall  be  designated  on  the  ballot  to  serve  at 
Wardens;  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  the  Senior  Wanlen  of  the  Parishf 
who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Vestry.  In  hli 
absence  the  Junior  "Warden  shall  preside.  The  Vestr>-  shall  elect  a  .sccretaiy, 
whoso  duty  it  shall  bo  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proec<.>dings,  atteft 
the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry,  preser^-e  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfnUy. 
to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  documents  belonging  to 
the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sect.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestr.v,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has  not 
signed  the  Articles  of  Parochial  Association,  and  who  is  not  a  holder  or  renter  of 
one  entire  pew ;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  nmt  a  pew,  they 
shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote ;  nor  shall  any  person  vote  in  a  parish  of 
which  he  is  not  a  bona  fide  member.  In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are  no 
pews  held  or  rented,  or  where  pews  arc  held  subject  to  no  tax  or  assessment,  no 
individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contributor  to  the  church  to  snch 
an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a  pewholder,  or  a 
qualiticd  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  a  bona  fide  member  thervof. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the^)ropertj*  ol 
the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a  ministerand 
provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  the  celebration 
of  divine  worship,  an<l,  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister  in  whatever 
is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel ;  it  being  understood,  al- 
ways, that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  arc  under  the  exclusive  direction  of 
the  ministcrjn  subonlination  to  theecclesiastieal  authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  f>f  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  eU^ments  for  the 
Lord's  Supper — to  collect  the  alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same,  to  keep  and 
disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister — antl  while  the 
Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  wor- 
ship and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation,  by  occasional  clerical  services  or  by 
lay-reailing,  as  the  circumstances  may  permit.  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be 
called  by  the  Itector,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Senior  Wanlen ;  and  the  Kector,  or  in 
his  absence,  the  Senior  Warden,  shall  call  meetinjis  at  the  request  of  two  membo) 
of  the  Vestry.    And  the  Vestry  may  adjourn  from  time  to  tinie  at  their  pleasare 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  afre  excepted  fi-om  any  parts  of  this  Canon  inter 
fering  with  their  Articles  of  Association  or  By-laws.) 

CANON   III. 

or  TBI  ADMISSION  OP  A  CHUBCB  OR  CONGRKGATIOff  INTO  UTOOX  WITH  THE  CnURCH  VH  TOXB  StOCflB 

To  enable  a  Church  or  Congregation  to  be  received  into  nnion  with  the  Chnrcb 
In  this  Diocese,  it  thall  be  nccessar}*  that  the  Vestr>'  submit  to  the  ConventtoD 
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Iheir  Articles  of  Association ;  or.  if  incorporatoil.  tln^ir  Charter,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
duly  nuthentirntOil.  jn'i-onlinir  to  law  :  anl  furtlivr  that  it  be  maile  to  appear  that 
such  Church  or  Conirrtirariim  ha-:  .u-i-O'lo'l  to  ixvy  «Iiu-trinc>.  «H5cipIini.*  ami  worship 
of  the  rrotostant  lliii>cuj.al  CFiiinli  in  tin'  l'ni:i.«l  States  ami  the  Coiistitiiiion  and 
Canons  of  this  DiuLCc.  A  ivrtiiiraic  .-hall  also  be  pn^Iiuotl  from  the  Ui-hop — or 
in  case  of  his  ah.-cm-i'  or  of  a  v:uaiu'y  in  the  Episcopate,  from  a  majority  of  the 
Standing  Committt.'e — :li.it  notice  wa.<  jriren  him  or  them,  at  least  one  month  be- 
fore the  Convention,  of  the  or^'aiiizatiun  having  talicn  place. 

CANON    IV. 

or  IiEfX-XCT  P.VRISHE8. 

Whenever  a  Parish  shall  so  far  fail  in  the  Icadinfrohjects  of  its  organization,  as 
to  be  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop  r-v^cntlally  defiinet.  he  shall  signify  the  same 
to  the  Convention,  which  may  proceed  fortliwirh.  hy  a  vote  of  two-thirds,  to 
dissolve  the  said  Parish,  agreciibly  to  Article  III  of  the  Constitution. 

CANON    V.

It  shall  he  the  duty  of  all  clor.irymen  entitled  to  .<eats  in  the  Convention,  to  at- 
tend the  same,  and  of  everj-  church  fir  coiicrejration  in  union  with  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  L:iy-IVle':ates  to  the  Convention,  not  exceeding 
three,  who  shall  he  eho.-sen  hy  the  Ve-try  fn»m  anion;:  the  communicants  of  the 
church  or  conjrregation  to  he  rei)n.'>cnte'I.  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a 
certificate  si.:rned  by  the  Secn^tary  <if  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Kectur,  or  by  one  of 
the  Wanlens.  in  sub-itanec  as  follows:  —

liolden  on  the  day  of  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Signed 

(Parishes  already  Incorporated  are  excepted  from  so  much  of  the  above  Canon, 
ms  would  interfere*  with  their  articles  of  Incorporation  or  Association.) 

CANON   VI. 

A  LIST  TO  BE  MADE  OF  TUB  MINISTERS  IN  THE  BIOCS^B. 

Sect.  1.  "Within  one  week  before  the  meetin;;  of  everj-  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepan-d  a  list  of  the  ministers  canonicaily, 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  n?.*5pective  Cures  or  Parishes 
or  stations  us  Missiimarie* ;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learnin^tr  duly  incorj^orated, 
in  which  they  arc  enu'atfcd — ami  in  reiranl  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  parishes 
or  missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only, — 
specifying  at  the  same  time  wlio  of  any  class  are  Deacons  :  hut  no  clergyman, 
while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  such  list 
Ihall  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  imme>liately  at'ter  it  shall  have  been  calleii  to 
Vder,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  menibors  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall 
te  appended  to  the  Journal  and  sent  t«»  the  Secretary'  of  the  Genera!  Convention. 

Sect.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  is 
disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  acconling  to  the  provisions  of  the  IVth  Article 
of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Conveutiou  itself,  whether  liis  name  be  inserted  in  the 
list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON   VII. 

or  PARISH  BXGISTER8  AND  PAllOCHLiL  SEPOSTB. 

Sect.  1.  Every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  the 
Baptism.s.  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his 
parish  by  any  other  Episcopal  ^lini^ter :  specifying  the  names  anil  times  of  birth 
of  the  children  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors; 
the  names  of  the  adults  hapiized.  and  al.<o  of  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism  ;  the 
names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom  ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and 
of  persons  buried ;  ami  also  the  time  of  oa-li  rite  n'spectively.  This  Kegister  shall 
be  Kept  by  the  inini'.ter.  in  a  book  kept  for  tint  purpoM-l  and  belonging  to  the 
Vestry  of  the  Chunh  whi'b  lie  serves:  wlii«|i  iuuik  shall  Inr  called  the  Parish 
Bcgister.  an«I  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  tlie  ivmnls  of  the  Parish. 

Sect.  ii.  In  additii»n  to  the  ni,'i'.tcr  above  nameil.  the  mini>ierof  each  Pnri<h 
shall  keip  a  li^t  of  the  conimunieani<  au>l  of  f.iiniii^'s  within  \\'\<  cure,  spcciiying 
the  time  when  the  tVirmer  iKcanie  et)iiimunicants  of  the  Church  utKJer  his  charge, 
and  wliether  by  removal  from  the  communion  of  some  other  Church  or  oilu'rwise. 

Sr.CT.  '^.  Every  minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  iK'fore  the  day  of  every 
annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  l)i<hop.  or.  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  t(»  the 
President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Parish.  ac<-ording 
to  such  fonn  as  shall  be  furnished  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Dioccffs.

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CANON   VIII. 

or  TAOAXT  COXQKIGATIOyi. 

Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  Vestry  immedl- 
Ately  to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON   IX. 

or  DKPDTIB  TO  THI  GISEBAL  COSTXynON. 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  according  to  the  pio- 
Tisions  of  the  Vlllth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  four  clergymen,  out  of  Presbytcn 
entitled  to  scats  in  tbc  Convention,  and  four  laymen,  who  shall  be  in  good  stand- 
ing as  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  to  act  as  depu- 
ties from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention ;  which  deputies  shall  continne 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  depu- 
ties elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop,  on  some  day  at  least  three  weeks  before  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will  attend  or  not  to  the  dntiei 
of  their  office.  In  default  of  which  signiiication,  or  in  case  of  the  declining  of 
any  to  attend  the  General  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  on  notification 
from  the  Bi.shop,  shuli  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay  deputies  u 
may  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese ;  and  the  per- 
son or  persons  8o  delegated,  being  furni^^hud  with  the  certificate  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  deputies  elected  by  the 
Convention.    In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Kpiscupatc,  the  notification  on  th6 

gart  of  the  deputies  elect,  above  required,  bhali  be  made  to  the  President  of  the 
tanding  Committee. 

CANON  X. 

or    LAY    READERS. 

None  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay  Reader  In  thii 
Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a  written  license  fIroiB 
the  Bishop ;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Com 
mittee ;  and  Lay  Readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Xltb 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON    XI. 
or  rREPARnra  a  report  on  the  state  or  tie  church 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  in  Canon  LI  of 
the  General  Convention,  a  committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be 
appointed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop 
a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON   XII. 
or  the  sf^retart  or  the  contentiox. 

Sect.  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
In  the  Tilth  article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  send  to  the  minis- 
ter, or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  wardens  of  each  parish  in  union  with 
the  Convention,  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, a  notification  of  the  time  and  placf  of  the  said  moctinff,  together  with 
the  form  of  a  parochial  report ;  and  a  form  by  which  to  certify  the  appointment 
of  lay  deputies,  together  with  the  assessment  laid  upon  the  parish  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Diocese. 

Si:cT.  2.    lie  shall  transmit  annnally  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant

Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  as  well  as 
of  any  charge  or  pastoral  letter  recently  published,  and  to  the  General  Conven 
tiona  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies. 

CANON   XIII. 

or  the  TREASdRER  Or  THE  COXVEItTIO!!. 

Sect.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasurer  of  tbo 
Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distribn 
tion  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually 
to  the  Convention  and  examined  by  a  committee  of  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied 
by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  continue  in  office  on 
til  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention.

SSKT.  3.  There  »liall  be  elected  br  ballot,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Conrentlon.  a  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  the  Bi^bcp  of  the  I'iocew.  ex-i  flBcio.  and  nine  other  mvmber« — flre  cleri- 
cal and  four  lay — to  bo  called  the  Mr»«ionarj  Committve:  to  whom  shall  be  Ci  mmttted  the 
appointment  of  missionaries  and  their  stations,  and  the  collect.on  and  appropriation  of  funds 
for  missionary  objects,  and  the  general  care  and  management  of  the  misiiionary  interests  of 
the  Diocese.  'And  also  a  committee.  eoD«L>tin,;  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  exotBcio,  and 
sight  other  members — four  rlerioal  and  four  lar — to  whom  shall  be  committed  the  appoint- 
ment and  regulation  of  benedciarien.  the  collection  and  appropriation  of  funds  therefor,  and 
all  other  buiiine«s  belonging  thereto. 

&BCT.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  the  Missionary  or  Edncation  eaii«e, 
to  desianate  the  particular  object  to  which  tbeir  contributions  i>hall  be  applied.  If  no  i>uch 
deaignation  be  made,  the  contribution  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  to  which  the 
fon^haa  been  contributed.

These  Committees  shall  each  meet  annual  y.  at  the  place,  and  on  the  first  daj 
of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  the  Preai- 
dent  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  conrenient  on  their  own  a^oum- 
menta,  or  on  the  call  of  two  members  :  five  attending  members  of  the  Missionary  and  four  of 
the  Education  committee  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  every  meeting  Khali  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Bkt.  7.  No  beneficiary  or  missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
same  ;  which  consent  shall  be  entertnl  on  the  minute.«. 

Ban.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the^e  Coniraitteeii,  the  Secretaries  of  the  same  shall, 
respectively,  submit  a  report  of  the  tranMctioni  of  the  rear  then  terminated;  which,  with  the 
n««sarer's  report  of  the  receipts  ami  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  and 
published  in  itn  Journal,  either  entire  or  in  part. 

}?BCT.  9.  Thette  Committees  shall  each  apjio'nt  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Vacancies 
daring  the  recerit  of  the  Convention  m.%y  be  supplied  by  the  Committee.  No  money  shall  be 
applied  by  the  Trea.^urer  but  by  order  of  the  Committee. 

Skt.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  above  named  Committees  to  provide  for  a  public  meet- 
ing, to  be  held  during  the  annual  session  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of 
prnnoting  the  objecta  for  which  they  have  been  constituted. 

CANON   XV. 

OF  THE  BUPPOBT  OP  TH£  KPIKOPATB. 

Sect.  1.  Evciy  minister  phall,  on  or  about  the  first  doy  of  March  of  every 
year,  solicit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from  each  communicant  whom  he  may  deem 
able  to  pay  the  same,  and  transmit  the  amouut  so  obtained  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  On  or  about  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  the  Ve.«try  of 
every  parish  .«ihall,  t]iron;;h  their  pariah  collector,  or  othen^'lse,  policit  from  every 
householder  or  pcwholder  who  Is  not  u  communicant,  the  like  sum  of  one  dollar, 
to  be  transmitted  forthwith  to  the  Trea.surcr  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  3.  Out  of  the  sum  so  received  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  Bishop 
the  sum  of  rwo  thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  the  sum  to  be  paid  in  equal  semi- 
annual instalments. 

CANON  XVI. 

OF    LAT    DIBCIPLINI. 

Sect.  1.  Any  communicant  who  sliall  absent  himself  for  one  year  from  the 
communion,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  rector,  may  be  suspended  ftom 
the  communion. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  application  of  any  communicant  not  under  ecclesiastical 
censure,  to  the  minister  of  hi4  parish,  or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  senior, 
or  in  his  absence  to  the  junior  warden,  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
■Qch  minister  or  wanlen  to  ^ive  such  applicant  a  certificate  of  prood  standing  ba 
a  communicant.  And  no  communicant  of  one  parish  shall  be  admitted  to  rcconi 
as  a  communicant  in  any  other,  without  producing  satisfactory  testimonials  of 
being  a  communicant  in  good  standing,  to  the  minister  of  the  parish  with  which 
he  or  she  may  wish  to  unite.  But  in  case  such  minister  or  warden  shall,  in  con- 
iequencc  of  the  applicant  being  under  censure,  refuse  to  give  such  certificate,  he 
■hall  give  to  the  applicant  the  reasons  for  his  refusal  in  writing. 

CANON  XVII. 

OP  COyJTSQZXt  EXPI58a. 

There  shall  be  annually  assessed  bv  the  Convention,  upon  the  several  parishes 
in  the  Diocese,  according'  to  tiieir  ability,  an  amount  sufficient  to  detny  the  con- 
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tingcnt  expcngc*  of  the  Church.  The  money  thus  rnised  nnd  pjiiil  into  the  trea 
Buryof  the  Convention  shall  Imj  np|>li(Ml  to  the  loliowin.?  olyects: — 1.  To  defniT 
tlie  trftvclinjj  expenses  of  the  Bishop  to  tht*  (irnornl  (.'onventioii.  12.  To  ]>:i3'tbe 
postages  of  the  Bi.-hop.  3.  To  pay  the  quota  ii->o>m(1  on  tl:o  several  chiifches 
in  the  Diocese  b\  each  General  Convention,  Ibr  ilie  coutini^tnt  expenses  thereof. 
4.  To  pay  for  pth)lishing  the  Journals  of  the  C^>n  vent  ion.  anii  such  other  doc- 
uments us  may  hv  onlered  by  the  Convention.  r».  To  pay  the  trnvelin;?  expen- 
ses ol'  the  clerical  delc^^jutes  to  the  (iein.M*al  Con\ention,  not  vxct.*e«iinjr  lifty 
dollars  to  each  dele^'ate.

CAN  OX   XVIII. 

OF  ALTERATIONS  I.V  THE  CANONS  AN»  ADniTIONS  TIIZRKTO 

No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  tlie  ('anonsof  tlic  Diocese  shall  be  cotistidcred 
by  llic  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting',  and  after  one  dayV  notice  thereof, 
given  in  open  Convention  ;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  consent)  until  it><liall  have 
been  reported  on  by  u  committee  of  at  least  two  cler;,'ymen  and  two  luyiuen. 
Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention,  if 
tv^'O-thirds  of  the  members  pn>sent  shall  not  concur  thertdn ;  but  in  saeh  cose  the 
same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  votes),  shall  lie  over  for  ooiuiden- 
tiou  till  the  next  annual  meeting  of  Ihe  Convention. 

CANON    XIX. 

OF    FORMER    CANOXB. 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 

Whereas  John  McCorkIc  and  Charles  Hammond,  a  Committee  npj)ofnted  on  be- 
half of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  have,  by  their  iictition  to  the  General  Assembly,  represented  that  a 
Seminary  for  Theological  Education  has  been  Ci^tablished  by  said  Convention 
within  this  State,  and  in  order  to  the  more  convenient  niana;;ement  of  tho 
concerns  of  tho  said  Seniinar>\  and  to  the  permanency  of  its  e>tabli!<famont  in 
this  State,  have  prayed  that  the  said  Seminary  may  be  incorporated— There- 
fore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  Right  Reverend  Philander  Chase,  now  Bishop  of  thn  Proto<tant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  Roser  Searle.  Intn.*pid  Morse,  Ezra  B.  Kellogg, 
Samuel  Johnston,  Bezaleel  Wells,  William  K.  Bond,  John  Johnston,  and  Charles 
Hammond,  the  present  Trustees  of  the  said  Seminary,  and  their  successors  ap- 
pointed in  conformity  with  the  proWsions  of  the  Constitution  of  saiil  Seminary, 
as  now  established,  be,  and  they  arc  hereby  constituted  a  bodv  corporate  and 
politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Th«'ological  Seminary  of  the 
Protestant  Ei>iscopal  Church  in  tlic  Diocese  of  Ohio;"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and 
being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes  and 
complaints  whatsoever;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
their  discretion : —  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  Vw  capable  in  law  and  equity 
of  taking  and  holding  by  devise  and  otherwise,  or  of  purchasing,  holding  and 
enjoying  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  real  estate  in  fee  simple  or  otheirwise, 
any  goods,  chattels  and  personal  estate,  and  of  selling,  leasing,  m?;-tgaging  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  said  real  and  personal  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  they 
may  think  proper :  Provided^  That  the  clear  annual  income  of  such  real  and 
penonal  estate,  exclusive  of  any  lands  or  tenements  that  may  be  occupied  by 
the  said  Seminary  for  its  accommodation,  or  that  of  its  olllce'rs  or  professors, 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  present  Trustees  of  said  Seminary  and  their  snccessors  in 
office,  under  the  Constitution  thereof,  as  now  established,  or  as  the  same  may  be 
hereafter  altered  or  amended,  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  said  Sem- 
inary and  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time,  to 
■ell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  to  apply  the  avails  there- 
of and  all  other  funds  of  said  Seminary  for  its'benelit  and  advantage,  as  they 
shall  deem  it  expedient:  and  shall  also  have  power,  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  of  said  Seminary,  to  make  by-laws  and  ordinances 
for  the  appointment  of  professors  and  other  offlcers  of  said  Seminary,  for  regula- 
ting the  duties  anrl  conduct  of  the  professors,  otllcers  and  students'  therein',  for 
condncting  its  business  and  concerns,  and  generally  for  the  pood  government  of 
the  same  :  Pwiidtdy  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  \}Q,  and  is  hereby  declared  a  public  act,  and  that  tho 
same  f>c  construed  in  all  courts  and  other  places,  benignly  and  favorably  for 
every  beneficial  purpose  therein  intended. 

Seo.  4.  That  the  General  Assembly  may  at  any  time  hereafter  modify  or 
repeal  this  act;  but  no  such  modification  or  repeal  sliall  divert  the  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  of  the  Seminary-  to  any  other  purpose  than  the  education  of  Minis- 
ters of  the  Gospel  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.

An  Act,  further  suplementarj'  to  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  Incorporate  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio." 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  Trnstees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio  shall  have  power  to  establish  In  connection  with  said  Semi- 
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nary,  a  Collcfrc,  and  Ilallfl  for  preparatory  education  ;  that  they  shall  have  tho 
care  and  management  of  all  property,  which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  fsiven, 
or  is  otherwif^c  ])0sse£!scd  for  tlic  use  and  >)cneflt  of  the  same  ;  and  to  appoint  a 
President  and  Professors,  and  all  necessarj-  officers  for  the  purposes  of  gOTem- 
ment  and  instruction  in  said  Collcsrc  and  italls. 

Sec.  2.  Tlie  President  and  Professors  of  said  Theological  Seminary  shall  con 
Btitute  a  Faculty,  with  the  power  of  conferring  Degrees  in  the  Arts  aiid  Scienoei, 
and  of  performing  all  such  other  acts  as  pert4iin  to  tho  Faculties  of  Colleges  for 
the  encouragement  and  reward  of  learning :  and  the  name  and  style  by  which  the 
said  degrees  shall  be  conferred  shall  be  that  of  "  The  President  and  Professors  of 
Kenyon  College  in  the  State  of  Ohio." 

Sec.  3.  Tho  President  and  Professors  of  said  Theological  Seminary  shall 
also  constitute  a  Faculty  with  the  power  of  conferring  Degrees  in  Theology, 
and  of  doing  all  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  such  faculties  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  theological  learning ;  and  the  name  and  style  by  which  said  degrees 
shall  be  conferred  shall  be  that  of  *'  The  President  and  Professors  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio."

COXSTITLTION  OF  THE  SEMINARY. 

ARTICLE  I. 
The  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
do  hereby  establish  a  Seminary  for  the  Education  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  in 
said  Church;  such  Seminaryto  ]>e  founded  upon  donations  made  and  to  be 
made,  in  the  united  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  in  America,  for 
that  purpose,  and  to  be  known  by  the^name  of  '*  The  Thcologicxd  Seminary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio." 

ARTICLE   II. 

The  said  Seminary  shall  be  establLshed  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  at 
such  place   within  the  same  as  shall  bo  consistent  with  the  deed  of  donation, 
executed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  England,  on  the  27th  day  of  November,  1823 
and  when  once  established,  shall  forever  after  remain  in  the  same  place. 

ARTICLE  III. 
The  direction  and  management  of  said  Seminary  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  which  shall  coiisist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being, 
and  of  four  clerical  and  four  lay  Tmstces,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  and  to  remain  in  office  for  tho  term  of  three  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  chosen,  provided  that  no  officer  of  the  Seminary  or  of  any  institution 
that  may  be  annexed  thereto,  except  the  President  of  Kenyon  College,  shall  be 
eligible  to  said  Board.  This  article,  so  far  as  it  respects  the  number  of  clerical 
and  lay  Trustees,  may  from  time  to  time  be  amended  by  a  concurring  resolution 
of  the  Convention,  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  so  as  to 
increase  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  Trustees,  until  the  number  of  each  may 
he  twelve ;  which  number  shall  thereafter  constitute  the  permanent  Board  of 
clerical  and  lay  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  IT. 
A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business.  The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside.  In  his  absence, 
B  President  pro  tem.  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot;  whose  office  shall  expire  with 
the  final  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  which  the  appointment 
was  made.  If  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  such  yacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Convention  that  may  meet  next  thereafter. 

ARTICLE   V. 
The  Seminary  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  and  superintendence  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  as  President  of  the  Institution,  and 
during  the  recess  of  the  Board  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  Prudential  Committee 
in  all  secular  matters  of  tho  institution. 

ARTICLE  TI. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  constitute  professorships,  and  to 
appoint  and  remove  tho  professors,  and  to  prescribe  the  course  of  studj,  MS»d 
to  make  all  rules,  and  regulations,  and  statutes  which  may  be  necessary  for  the 
government  of  the  Seminary,  and  to  secure  its  prosperity :  Provided,  that  all 
such  rules,  regulations,  or  other  proceedings,  shall  forever  he  in  conformlQr 
**  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitntion  and  canons  of  the  Protestant  Epitoo 
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sm^f  pre- 


pAl  Church    in  the  Uziiied  Stares  of  America,  acd  to  the  coarse  of 
tcribed,  or  to  be  prescribe^i,  bj  the  Bishops  ^i  :Le  saii  C^'orvh.' 

ARTICLE   TII. 

If  at  anrtSme  the  GesenI  Convectios  q*  :!:•»  PwrtsM-::  Ep:*vvpal  Charch  in 
the  United  States  of  Aserlci  shalL  by  ne*oIu::o=.  oLitrvd  ia  :hc:r  Journals, 
declare  any  rale,  recalation.  stanzie  or  o±er  procetdic^  of  the  Bo^ri  of  Trtis* 
tees  herebj  con«:itii:ed.  to  be  contrary  to  the  \loo;r;r:er«i:*c:p'.iae,  cosstitutioa, 
and  canons  of  the  Church,  or  to  the  cbar«e  of  sru-iy  prescriN^d  by  the  Bishops, 
inch  rale,  regnlatioo.  statn».  or  other  proceediSj:.  shall  thenceforth  cease  to 
JiftTe  effect,  and  shall  be  considered  as  abrogated  and  antiolled. 

ASTICLE   Till. 

The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chcrch  in  the  Tnited  States  of 
America,  shall  individcally.  acd  any  two  or  more  of  them.  L>e  visitants  of  the 
Seminary,  to  take  care  that  the  course  of  iiscipllse  and  instruction  bo  conform- 
able to  the  preceding  provisions.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the 
Bishops,  aforesaid,  at  any  time,  to  in>:i:u;o  in  his  own  name  and  character  of 
Bishop,  any  proper  Ic^al  procc?s  to  enforce  and  scvrnrv  the  administration  of  the 
Seminary  according  to  the  founiation  herein  preswr:lH.d. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  as  soon  as  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  so 
instruct  them,  shall  annex  to  the  Sem:n.iri-.  a  College.  w;:h  the  nccessar>-  Prepar- 
atory Schools  ;  subject,  like  the  Seminary,  to  the  provisions  of  the  7th  and  Sth 
Articles  of  the  Constitution,  which  CoLleire  sh.Vd  Lave  a  $cp.\ra!c  President  and 
Facolty,  the  Trustees  having  power  to  make  all  needful  by-la>\s.  and  to  appoint 
and  re'moTC  all  professors  and  other  officers,  necessary  to  the  jrovcmnieni  and 
prosperity  of  said  College :  Provided,  that  the  President  be  appointed  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  in  csise  he  shall  not  so  nomi- 
nate within  two  months  after  being  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, then  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  President  without  sui.-h  nomination  :  pro- 
Tided  also  that  his  Episcopal  supen'i«ion  and  authority  be  understood  as  embra- 
cing the  spiritual  interests  of  the  College  and  its  Preparatory  Schools,  and  that 
the  present  property  of  the  said  Seminary,  wbaiever  use  the  Trusiecs  may  permit 
the  College  to  make  of  any  part  thereof,  shall  always  remain  exclusively  the 
property  of  the  Seminary. 

ABTICLE   X. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  at  Gambier,  annually,  on  the  day  preceding 
the  Commencement.  The  President  of  the  Board  shall '  at  any  time,  upon  the 
application  in  wTiting  of  one  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
and  two  clerical  and  two  lay  Trustees,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  to  be  heki 
at  such  other  time  and  place'  as  he  may  appoint,  not  exceeding  thirty  days  from 
the  day  on  which  the  application  shall  be  presented. 

ARTICLE    XI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Bishop,  a 
migority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminar^',  and  a  minority  of  the  Con- 
Tention  of  the  Diocese. 

Provided,  That  no  alteration  or  amendment  whatever  be  made  in  this  Con- 
stitution, whereby  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  raised  in  Kngland,  be  appropria 
ted  to  any  other  use  than  the  education  and  theological  instruction  of  students 
for  the  ministry  in  tho  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  This  proviso,  however 
does  not  preclude  the  lawfulness  and  constitutionality  of  annexing  a  College 
to  the  Seminary;  and  making  provision  so  far  us  practicable,  for  the  admission 
of  other  students,  at  their  own  expense,  to  the  beuetit  of  a  College  education*

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Trustees  of  tho  Bishop^s  Fund  of  tho  Protestant 

Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

Sic.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  That 
Benjamin  Gardiner,  John  Mathews,  and  John  C.  Wright,  and  their  successors 
In  offloe,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  and  boily  politic,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop^s  Fund  of  the  IVotestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  by  which  name  they  shall  be,  and  are  licrebr 
capable  of  receiring,  holding  and  disposing  of  any  estate,  real  or  personal, 
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which  muy  lie  in  thoin  invented,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  rrotcsniiit  Kpii^copal  Church  within  the  Diuceso  of  Ohio,  and  by  whica 
nnine  tliey  niay  sue  und  be  sued,  and  in  relation  to  the  property  in  them  invc»ted 
do  unrl  perform  every  act  necessary  for  the  receiving,  safe  keeping,  using  and 
dispo>ing  of  the  snnie  to  the  Iiest  advantage  :  Provide<i,  that  the  acfhal  value  of 
the  proptTty  invested  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  doUan,  nor  the 
annual  income  thc'refrom  fifteen  hundred  dollan. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fond  of 
the  Protestant  Kjiiscopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall  be  elected  trien- 
nially  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  shall  continue  until  their 
successors  are  duly  a]>pointed ;  und  this  corporation  shall  at  all  times  be  subject 
to  be  altered,  now-modeled,  or  repealed,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  deem 
useful ;  Provided,  that  no  alteration,  modification  or  repeal,  shall  divert  the  use 
of  said  fund  from  its  original  <lestination,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  making 
provision  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Ghorch  in 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio.

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  AViJows  aiid  Children  of  De- 
ceased ClergjTiien  met.  and  the  President  being  absent,  on  motion, 
Rev.  J.  T.  Brooke.  D.D.,  was  appointed  President  pro  tem.^  and  Rev- 
C.  S.  Doolittell,  Secretary /?ro  tem. 

The  President  having  returned,  took  his  seat,  and  presented  a 
oommunieation  from  the  Treasurer,  containing  some  suggestions  from 
the  Secretary,  Rev.  Joseph  Muenscher,  D.D. 

The  Reports  of  the   Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  then  read; 

whereupon  Dr.  Brooke  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  be  re- 
ferred to  a  special  committee  of  one  clerg}'man  and  two  laymen,  with 
instructions  to  examine  into  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
and  the  propriety  and  safety  of  its  present  investments,  and  to  offer 
Bach  suggestions,  referring  to  the  financial  afftiirs  of  the  institution, 
as  they  may  think  best.

On  motion,  the  Society  then  went  into  the  election  of  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year.  S.  A.  Bronson,  D.D.,  was  elected  Secretary,  and 
Greorge  Browning,  Treasurer. 

After  which,  on  motion  of  Rev.  3Ir.  Fitch,  it  was 

Besolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed,  to  whom  shall 
be  intrusted  the  future  investments  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the 
Society. 

The  President  appointed  Hon.  R.  C.  Ilurd,  Dr.  Russell  and  George 
Browning,  Esq.,  said  committee. 

Dr.  Bronson  ha\ing  declined  the  office  of  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  Rice 
Taylor  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy,  after  which  the  Society  ad- 
journed.

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SECRETARY'S  ELEVENTH  ANM'AL  REPORT. 

Throiiprh  tlie  blessing  of  a  gracious  Providence,  our  Society  has 
*  completed  another  year,  without  the  loss  of  a  member  by  death.  Two 
individuals  have  forfeited  their  membership,  by  tailing  to  comply  with 
the  laws  relative  to  the  payment  of  the  annual  subscription,  and  one 
member  only  has  been  added  to  the  Society,  so  that  the  present  num- 
ber is  one  less  than  at  the  last  anniversary. 

There  wa-*  in  the  TreaMirv,  June  1,  18ji5,  the  sum  of  $()08G.54  in 
bonds,  bank  stock  mid  cash,  ))earing  interi-st,  and  the  sum  of  S21 13.30 
in  premium  notes  not  bearing  int<Test ;  making  a  total  of  S8199JB4, 
During  the  past  year,  the  sum  of  S^O.Oii  of  the  premium  notes  iias 
been  paid  olf,  chiefly  by  j)arochial  contributions,  and  $^51.00  of  the 
same  have  been  cancclh-d,  lea\nng  Si 983.21.  Then*  has  been  added 
one  premium  note  of  ::>50.00,  which  makes  the  present  amount  of  pre- 
mium notes,  as  a])pears  from  the  Treasurer's  Re])ort,  S2033.21.  The 
ca«h  receipts  from  all  sources,  during  the  year,  have  been  S8C9.74. 

Two  annuities  have  been  paid,  amounting  to  §125.00.  A  loan 
has  been  made  for  a  short  tcnai  of  years  of  SI 000,  at  8  per  cent, 
interest  annually,  collaterally  secured  by  mortffaiie  on  imencumbered 
real  estate,  and  S188.r)0  have  been  a})plied  to  the  purcluise  of  two 
Knox  county  6  per  cent,  bonds,  the  par  value  of  which  is  S200.  The 
productive  property  of  the  Society  now  consists  of  SC82d.48,  which, 
added  to  S2033.21,  the  amount  of  the  premium  notes,  makes  au  ag- 
gregate of  S88Gl.r)9,  whi(;h  is  a  net  increase  since  the  liLst  annual 
meeting,  of  $GG1.8;5. 

Of  tliis  sum,  S280.iU  have  been  received  from  pjirocihial  txiUections 
msuh'  in  IG  churches.  'J'hese  collections  wen;  all  obtained  from  par- 
ishes within  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  exc<*pt  one,  although  alumt  one-third 
of  the  members  reside  in  other  Dioecjcs.  1  tnke  pleasure  in  being 
able  to  say,  that  the  largest  parochial  contribution  received  during 
the  year  past,  canu^  fiom  Christ  Church,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  whose  ex- 
cellent Rector,  thnudi  far  away,  does  not  fail  aiinuallv  to  rememljer 
our  Society;  while  manv,  and  some  of  them  amonir  the  wealthiest 
parishes  in  our  own  Diocc-;e,  have  either  at  no  time,  or  only  occa- 
sionally, contributed  to  its  aid.  In  view  of  the  small  amiual  tax  which 
each  member  of  our  association  is  n*r[uired  t(»  ])uy,  the  question  has 
been  sometimes  asked,  in  tones  of  serious  appreh(?nsion  as  to  the  re- 
sult, upon  what  basis  does  this  Society  rest?  The  answer  is,  that  it 
rests  ehiefly  upon  the  basis  of  Christian  love  and  sympathy.  This  is 
our  bank  of  iaith ;  and  if  we  go  on  as  we  have?  heretofore  done, 
qui(jtly  and  peaceably  in  our  work,  and  each  individual  member  does 
his  duty,  by  presenting  from  time  to  time  the  claims  of  the  Society  to 
his  parishioners,  we  need  be  under  no  apprehension  as  to  the  final 
result,

REPORT  OF  EXAMINING  COMMITTEE.

The  committee  would  recommend  that  the  practice  of  applying  parochial  col- 
lections to  the  discharge  of  premium  notes,  be  discontinued,  except  in  cases 
where  the  collection  has  been  taken  for  that  particular  purpose,  which  fact  is  to 
be  certified  by  one  of  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish  -,  and  that  the  application  of 
such  collections  to  the  payment  of  annual  dues,  be  expressly  prohibited.

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FUXDAMENTAL   LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

1.  Any  Clerp}'man  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Cliiireh  in  tlic?  United 
States  may  be  a  member  of  this  Corporation  aiul  entitled  to  all  its  priv- 
ileges, j)rovided  he  d('i)0?its  ^vith  the  Treasurer  a  premium  note  for 
SoO,  not  bearinjr  intere>!t,  and  pays  annually  the  sum  of  S»3  to  the 
Society.  The  lir.-t  annual  payment  is  to  be  maile  at  the  time  of  giv- 
ing the  premium  note. 

2.  Tlie  premium  notes  shall  constitute  a  re.-erved  fund,  subject  to 
requisition  from  time  to  time,  to  sui)ply  any  deficiencies  which  may  arise 
in  the  available  means  of  the  Societv.  for  tlie  pavment  of  annuities. 

3.  A  failure  to  make  the  annual  payment>  when  they  become  due,  or 
to  answer  a  call  for  an  assessment  on  the  premium  notes,  shall  subject 
the  delinquent  to  a  ])enalty  of  12i-  \wy  cent,  per  annum  on  tlie  amount 
due  and  unpaid:  and  at  the  expiration  <if  three  years,  should  such  de- 
linquency continue,  his  benelicial  intcre?t  in  the  institution  shall  be 
forfeited. 

4.  The  beneficial  interest  of  a  member  shall  not  commence  until  the 
expiration  of  one  year  irom  the  date  of  his  premium  note;  and  not 
until  he  has  made  two  annual  payments. 

5.  If  a  contributor  die  before  having  made  live  annual  payments, 
his  widow  and  children  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  equal  to  the 
amount  of  his  premium  note,  (Sr)0.)  U  he  should  die  alter  having 
made  five  annual  payments  and  less  than  ten,  they  shall  be  entitled 
to  an  annuity  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  premium  note  and  one-half 
that  amount,  (S7.>.)  If  he  have  made  ten  annual  payments  or  up- 
wards, they  shall  receive  an  annuity  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  the 
premium  note.  (SIOO.) 

6.  At  the  death  of  a  contributor,  the  balance  whieh  mav  be  due  on 
his  premium  note,  together  with  any  other  claims  which  the  Coiijora- 
tion  may  hold  ajrainst  him,  shall  be  assigned  to  the  annuitants  in  part 
payment  of  the  iirst  annuity. 

7.  No  annuity  shall  be  considered  as  hsiving  become  due  to  the 
familv  of  anv  contributor  until  one  year  irom  th<*  time  of  his  «Ieath. 

8.  Annuities  shall  be  \M\\i\  widows  during  life,  iniless  they  marry 
asrain :  in  which  case  their  annuities  shall  cease  and  fall  to  lh<>ir  children 
entirely:  and  children,  if  males,  shall  enjov  annuities  until  thev  be 
twenty-one  years  old;  ii'  females,  until  they  are  twenty-live  years  old, 
unless  they  previously  marry,  upon  which  their  annuities  shall  cease- 

9.  If  there  In*  a  child  and  no  widow,  such  child  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  whole  annuitv,  durin;;  the  time  he  or  she  continues  to  be  an  annu- 
itant;  but  if  there  be  more  than  one  child  and  no  widow,  the  annuity 
shall  be  equally  divided  among  them  till  they  severally  marry  or  exceed 
the  agcc  of  annuitants,  which  annuitv  shall  be  laid  out  in  tlieir  educa- 
tion  or  apprenticeship,  with  the  advice  of  such  guardians  or  executors 
as  the  father  may  have  nominat(;d;  and  if  none  such  shall  have  been 
nominated  by  the  father,  then  in  such  manner  for  the  benefit  of  the 
child  or  children  as  the  Corporation  shall  direct.

It  is  made  my  duty  to  lay  before  yoa,  at  this  time,  a  statement  of 
certain  particulars  connected  with  the  condition  of  the  Church  in  our 
Diocese ;  to  which  duty,  without  occupying  your  attention  with  any 
preliminaries,  I  now  proceed. 

I  have  just  finished  the  yifdtations  of  the  year.  The  time  required 
in  attendance  at  the  General  Oonvention  last  &11,  and  then  the  neces- 
siiy,  after  the  adjournment  of  that  body,  of  spending  several  weeks  at 
the  East,  in  behalf  of  our  Diocesan  Institutions,  so  deprived  me  of  the 
best  season  of  the  year  for  visitations,  that  I  have  been  unusually 
pressed  with  that  work  during  the  winter  and  spring.  Sometimes 
fearing  I  had  undertaken  too  much,  and  warned  that  I  was  at  the  least 
on  the  borders  of  an  unwise  and  dangerous  tasking  of  my  physical  and 
mental  strength,  I  have  been  enabled,  by  the  goodness  of  Gh>d,  to  ter^ 
minate  the  labors  of  the  year  without  injury,  so  far  as  I  am  conscious 
of,  to  myself,  and  with  the  hope  that  my  work  has  not  been  in  vain  to 
the  churches  I  have  visited,  and  the  many  souls,  of  all  conditions  and 
necessities,  to  whom  it  has  been  my  privilege  and  my  earnest  endeavor 
to  preach  the  simple,  precious  gospel  of  Christ 

It  is  not  my  custom  in  these  Addresses,  to  enter  into  the  particulars 
of  my  journeys  and  labors.  You  desire  to  know  what  parishes  have 
been  visited,  and  what  official  acts  have  been  performed  in  each.  The 
number  of  parbhes  visited  is  sixty,  besides  two  missionaiy  stations  not 
parochially  organized.  In  each  of  these  I  have  preached,  and  in  many 
of  them  more  than  once ;  and,  as  you  will  of  course  believe,  I  have  not 
ceased  to  preach,  on  the  proper  occasions,  at  such  times  as  I  have  not

We  have  lost  one  of  our  ministry  by  removal  out  of  this  life — the 
Rev.  William  Granville — who  for  some  years  previous  to  his  death  had 
retired  from  parochial  charge,  and  had  resided  at  Medina.

James  L.  Grover  has  taken  charge  of 
the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Urbana ;  Bev.  Peter  H.  Jefiries,  of  Grace 
Church,  Mansfield;  Bev.  John  P.  Curran,  of  St.  Luke's,  Milan;  Bev. 
Warren  H.  Boberts,  of  St  Mary's,  Hillsboro' ;  Bev.  Moses  Hamilton, 
of  Grace,  Defiance,  and  St  John's,  Napoleon ;  Bev.  Bichard  L.  Chit- 
tenden, of  St  Paul's,  Fremont ;  Bev.  Cha's  W.  Feams,  of  St.  James', 
Cross  Creek,  and  a  missionary  work  in  parts  adjacent ;  Bev.  J.  H.  C . 
Bont^,  since  his  ordination  as  Deacon,  has  been  occupied  in  missionary 
work  at  St  Matthew's,  Perry,  and  St  Mark's,  Mill  Creek,  while  con- 
tinuing connected  with  the  Theological  Seminaiy. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  have  not  to  report  any  new  churches  consecrated. 
Those  completed  and  remaining  unconsecrated,  have  not  yet  placed 
themselves  in  such  independence  of  pecuniary  encumbrance  as  would 
warrant  their  consecration.  There  are  three  others,  which  are  nearly 
completed,  and  will  soon  be  in  a  condition  to  apply  for  that  service. 

During  my  visitations,  I  have  seen  some  attention  given  to  the  im- 
portant matter  of  providing  Parsonage  Houses  hx  the  parish  clergy. 
But  it  is  remarkable  how  little  consideration  is  f^ven  to  that  subject 
If,  after  a  church  is  prepared  for  worship,  it  were  universally  considered 
that  the  very  next  step,  in  point  of  importance,  is  the  provision  of  a 
comfortable^  and  permanent  home  for  the  pastor,  where  his  feeble  in- 
come will  not  be  subject  to  the  great  cost  of  house  rent,  as  it  is  in  most 
of  our  towns ;  nor  to  the  increase  of  rent  from  year  to  year,  as  the 
oost  of  living  advances,  and  thus  the  value  of  his  salary  decreases ; 
where  he  can  feel  that  he  and  his  fiunily  really  have  a  home,  and 
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home  feelings  and  attachments  may  grow  up  around  him ;  where  he  can 
secure  a  quiet  place  for  his  stady,  and  have  a  snffioient  area  of  ground 
adjoining,  (as  may  easily  be  the  case  in  most  of  our  parishes,)  for  a 
garden  which  his  own  hands  may  cultiyate,  for  the  good  of  his  health 
and  the  help  of  his  living-^how  much  more  yaluable  then  would  be  the 
little  sakries  which  the  most  of  our  clergy  receive ;  how  much  stronger 
the  local  ties  Binding  them  to  their  parishes ;  how  much  less  accessible 
would  they  be  to  inducements  to  remove.  In  some  parishes,  it  is  im- 
possible, under  present  circumstances,  to  have  a  resident  pastor,  except 
he  be  a  single  man,  willing  to  board  from  house  to  house;  because  a 
house  for  a  family  cannot  be  had.  We  are  often  pained  to  see  how 
little  is  thought  of  the  domestic  acconunodation  of  the  pastor,  when  a 
little  effort,  once  made,  would  go  so  far  in  making  his  condition  com- 
fortable and  agreeable.  In  ordinary  circumstances,  I  grudge  all  ex- 
penditures on  an  organ,  or  a  bell,  or  a  tower^  or  any  adornments  of  the 
church,  not  essentially  connected  with  its  structure,  till  a  suitable  home 
has  been  provided  for  the  minister  in  charge.  In  every  case  of  a  par- 
sonage, where  land  is  not  too  scarce  and  dear,  let  it  be  conadered  a 
matter  of  great  consequence  that  plenty  of  ground  for  a  garden  be  an- 
nexed. An  industrious  minister  may  do  much  for  his  support  by  the 
pleasures  of  a  garden.  It  is  not  important  that  a  parsonage  be  near 
the  church.  Land  there  may  be  dear.  On  the  outskirts  of  the  town 
it  may  be  cheap,  and  there  the  parsonage  may  be  placed,  in  most  of 
our  towns,  without  being  too  for  from  the  church  or  the  parishioners^ 

During  my  visitations,  my  mind  has  often  been  exceedingly  oppressed 
in  witnessing  the  effects  on  our  parishes  of  emigrations  to  the  new 
Western  States  and  Territories.  The  drain  from  among  our  best 
fomilies — ^those  most  relied  on  for  the  strength  of  jthe  parish,  has  been 
most  discouraging.  In  some  cases  it  has  been  almost,  if  not  quite, 
destructive,  and  in  many  instances  it  has  so  very  much  weakened  the 
parish,  as  to  render  the  position  of  a  pastor  very  precarious.  It  is  a 
time  of  great  trial  on  this  account,  and  especially  to  me,  on  whom  all 
the  difficulties  and  discouragements  of  all  the  churches  of  the  diocese,  . 
in  a  measure  concentrate.    And  when  I  unite  with  this,  what  we  wit- 
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ness  on  eveiy  side— the  very  great  advance  in  the  cost  of  all  the  neces- 
sary articles  of  food — and  then  ask  what  account  is  taken  of  this  in  the 
provision  for  the  support  of  the  ministiy ;  how  &r,  as  the  salaries  have 
decreased  in  value,  they  have  been  increased  in  amount ;  how  fiur,  as 
men  of  business  find  it  necessary  to  increase  the  wages  of  their  servants, 
banks  of  their  clerks,  railroads  of  their  engineers,  so  that  it  is  not 
supposed  that  the  most  ordinary  hand  can  be  had  for  what  was  paid  ten 
years  ago — ^when  we  ask,  I  say,  how  tax  there  is  evidence  of  similar 
justice  toward  ministers  of  the  Gospel — ^we  confess  we  are  often  tempt- 
ed to  a  measure  of  despondency,  as  to  the  issue  in  the  future,  of  influ- 
ences  now  at  work,  which  it  requires  all  our  fiuth  to  overcome.  What 
is  to  be  the  end  of  these  two  things,  viz :  the  constant  depreciation  of 
the  salaries  of  our  clergy  by  increase  of  the  expenses  of  living,  and 
the  backwardness  of  the  people  to  provide  the  necessary  numerical  ad- 
dition ?  If,  at  former  rates  of  living,  the  stipends  were  often  fiur  too 
small,  what  must  they  be  now  ?  If  it  can  be  any  consolation  to  my 
brethren  to  know  that  I  think  of  them  and  feel  for  them  continually  in 
this  aspect  of  their  condition,  with  the  deepest  solicitude  and  sympathy, 
they  have  that  much  comfort.  But  we  must  trust  that  Qod  will  incline 
the  hearts  of  our  people  to  a  more  just  consideration  of  the  mterests  of 
religion  and  the  Church  as  involved  in  this  subject.  Meanwhile,  how- 
ever, we  are  passing  through  a  season  of  great  trial  in  this  diocese. 
Let  us  be  patient.  Let  us  labor  on  in  fsuth  and  hope— more  diligent 
in  the  great  work  of  our  high  calling — more  fervent  in  spirit  and 
earnest  in  prayer;  knowing  that,  whatever  the  outward  aspect,  our 
labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

I  would  put  a  question  to  my  brethren  of  the  clergy,  suggested  by 
certain  peculiarities  of  these  times.  Is  the  Lord's  day,  the  Christian 
Sabbath,  as  much  brought  out  in  your  ministrations — is  it  as  prominently 
preached  as  to  its  authority  and  sacredness,  its  importance  to  the  indi- 
vidual, the  fiunily  and  the  nation ;  the  duties  it  involves  and  the  em- 
ployments it  forbids — as  it  ought  to  be  ?  I  amply  ask  the  question  for 
the  sake  of  putting  you  on  the  conaderation. 
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To  no  counby — ^no  ciyiliaed  people,  on  the  fiu»  of  the  eaiUi,  is  the 
preoious  and  merciful  institution  of  the  Sabbalh,  so  inestimable  as  oms. 
The  more  the  six  days  are  engrossed  in  mtense  mind  and  heaii^z- 
hausting  worldly  labors,  excitements  and  competitions ;  the  more  power- 
ful the  dominion  of  the  cares  of  this  life — so  much  the  more  sacredly 
must  we  guard  the  privilege  and  the  duly  of  keeping  holy  that  one 
precious  day  for  sacred  rest,  for  public  worship — that  one  great  oppor- 
tunity to  press  home  the  truths,  and  promises,  and  invitations  of  the 
Gospel.,  What  would  become  of  this  land,  with  all  its  unexampled 
pressure,  and  almost  insane  excitement  after  worldly  gain — what  would 
become  of  all  our  anchors  against  that  powerful  current — ^what  of  all 
domestic  duties  and  interests — ^what  of  the  morality,  not  to  speak  of  the 
religion,  of  the  land — ^what  of  the  bodily  and  mental  soundness  of  a 
people  who  take  no  other  rest,  were  it  not  for  that  sudden  stop  in  the 
pressure,  that  resting  place  in  the  struggle,  that  sweet  opportunity  to 
tlunk  of  something  better  and  purer  than  earthly  giun,  when  time  is 
given  for  voices  from  another  world  and  the  calls  of  the  God  of  grace  to 
be  listened  to  ?  If  there  be  any  people  who  need  that  rest  and  those 
calls  more  than  any  other,  it  is  the  people  of  this  land.  But  what  foarful 
influences  are  at  work  to  destroy  our  Sabbath.  Think  of  the  masses 
that  come  annually  from  Europe,  so  few  of  them,  if  they  be  nominally 
Christians,  having  any  higher  idea  of  the  day,  than  as  a  time  to  spend  an 
hour  at  church  and  the  rest  in  idleness  and  festivity.  Think  of  the  infi- 
delity, indigenous  and  imported,  rapidly  increasing  in  strength,  and  bold- 
ness, and  activity,  and  how  it  hates,  and  is  desperately  leagued  for  the 
destruction  of,  the  Sabbath,  except  as  a  day  of  worldly  amusement  or 
sensual  dissipation.  Examine  and  see  if  loose  notions  of  the  sacredncss 
of  the  day,  and  loose  habits  in  regard  to  its  observance,  as  to  what  is 
required  and  what  may  be  allowed  thereon,  are  not  increasing,  to  an 
alarming  extent,  in  quarters  where  you  would  expect  to  find  better 
things ;  and  then  ask.  Is  the  Sabbath  brought  forward  as  prominently 
and  as  frequently  in  the  pulpit  and  other  instructions,  as  its  importance 
and  dangers  demand  ?  I  do  not  venture  the  answer.  But  my  impres- 
sion is  a  very  deep  one — that  it  should  be,  more  than  it  is  in  the  church 
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generally,  one  of  the  parominent  salijects  of  our  ministry ;  and  I  beg  my 
brethren  to  consider  whether  they  are  lacking  in  this  respect  in  their 
daily  wcn'k. 

It  is  with  mach  gratification  that  I  speak  of  the  operations  of  onr 
Diocesan  Missionary  Cmnmittee.  The  diyiaon  of  the  two  depart- 
ments of  Education  and  Missions,  nnited  till  this  last  year  nnder  one 
Committee,  has  worked  welL  The  Education  branch,  under  the  la- 
bors of  our  inde&tigable  and  self-denying  agent,  Mr.  Strong,  has  been 
enabled  to  meet  its  appropnations,*  though  they  have  exceeded  those  of 
any  former  year ;  while  the  Missionaiy  branch,  with  much  larger  ap- 
propriations than  in  any  preceding  year,  as  its  Report  will  show,  has 
been  enabled  to  fulfill  them  all.  For  this  veiy  satis&ctory  result,  I 
feel  bound  to  say  we  are  very  deeply  indebted  to  the  large  assistance 
from  two  congregations — those  of  St,  John's  and  Christ  Church,  Cin- 
cinnati. May  the  cloud  of  Clod's  presence  refresh  them,  as  their 
bounty  has  gladdened  the  hearts  of  our  missionaries,  and  sustained 
the  hands  of  your  Mis^onary  Committee.  I  trust,  not  only  that  such 
strong  help  from  those  sources  will  ever  continue,  but  that  such  ex- 
amples will  be  followed  by  more  eflfort  elsewhere ;  for  the  difference 
between  what  is  given  in  those  churches  and  in  others,  is  not  all  ac- 
counted for  by  a  difference  in  numbers  and  in  worldly  substance. 
There  is  a  great  deal  in  this  matter  dependent  on  the  pastor.  If  he 
thinks  he  does  a  kindness  to  his  people  by  sparing  them  firom  fre- 
quent applications  for  their  asfflstance  to  good  objects ;  if  he  thinks  to 
increase  their  liberality  to  parochial  objects  by  protecting  them  firom 
being  applied  to  for  others,  in  which  they  have  no  selfish  concern ;  if 
they  are  not  exercised  in  giving,  and  in  the  considerations  that  lead  to 
liberal  giving  for  good  works,  he  is  vastly  mistaken  in  his  policy.  I 
never  knew  a  people  impoverished  for  good  works  at  home  by  giving 
to  good  works  abroad.  I  never  knew  a  minister  the  worse  supplied 
as  to  pecuniary  matters,  because  he  pressed  successfiilly  on  his  people 
the  duiy  of  being  cheerful  and  liberal  givers  to  whatever  good  cause 
was  presented.  I  do  not  believe  such  a  case  can  be  found.  But  I 
have  known  instances  in  which  people  have  become,  in  their  own  esti- 
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mate,  the  leas  able  to  give,  in  proportkm  as  they  have  not  been  adrad 
to  give--iiaYe  given  the  less  to  each  object  presented,  in  pioportka  as 
the  calls  have  been  limited,  though  they  have  not,  by  any  means, 
been  decreasing  in  worldly  prosperity,  till,  at  last,  Uiey  felt  eyen  the 
small  salary  of  their  minister  to  be  a  burden  which  required  alleyiation, 
and  all  their  own  parochial  interests  decayed.  It  is  a  good  mle,  and 
very  old :  ''  There  is  that  scattereth  and  yet  increaseth ;  there  is  that 
withholdeth  more  than  is  meet,  and  it  tendeth  to  poverty."  '*  Seek 
first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteousness,  and  all  these  things 
shall  be  added  unto  you,"  is  a^counsel  of  our  Lord  that^  applies  as 
well  for  the  guidance  of  our  parochial  policy  as  for  that  of  our  personal 
prosperity.  It  is  but  another  form  of  the  word  of  the  Lord  by  the 
Prophet  Malachi :  "  Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse,  and 
prove  me  now  herewith  if  I  will  not  open  the  windows  of  heaven  and 
pour  you  out  a  blessing,  that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive 
it." 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  encouraging  state  of  prosperity  in  our 
Educational  Institutions  at  Ghonbier,  which  you  witnessed  last  June, 
when  the  Conyention  assembled  there,  continues.  Every  year  mani- 
fests improvement,  and  earnest  efibrts,  on  the  part  of  the  Faculty 
of  the  College  and  Ideological  Seminary,  to  make  further  improvement 
in  the  value  of  the  education  attainable  therein.  More  accommodation 
for  college  students — more  aooommodation  for  various  important-objects 
vitally  connected  with  the  present  interests  and  future  progress  of  the 
College — ^more  endowment  of  professorships,  to  enable  us  to  enlarge 
the  advantages  of  the  institutions,  and  to  keep  pace  with  an  increase  of 
expense  throughout  the  country,  which  depreciates  the  salaries  of  college 
officers,  and  renders  their  continuance  in  our  service  less  reliable,  is  of 
great  present  requirement,  and  it  is  hoped  that  measures  now  on  foot 
for  such  objects  will  not  be  in  vain. 

I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Conv^tion  to  the  provisions  of 
the  first  of  pur  Diocesan  Canons,  entitied,  **  Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergy- 
man  not  being  a  Bishop. ^^    The  opinion  has  been  expressed  to  me  by 
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some  of  your  body  that  it  needs  rnuoh  alteration  to  make  it  what  it 
ooght  to  be.  We  have  fonnd  it  defiMsthre  in  attempts  hitherto  made 
to  act  under  it  It  was  constmcted  some  twenty  or  more  years  ago, 
and  sinoe  then,  the  lights  of  ezperienoe  in  this  and  other  Dioceses,  with 
the  efforts  made  elsewhere  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  Ghnroh  in  that 
direction,  it  is  hoped  may  supply  saoh  assistance  as  may  enable  us  to 
remedy  its  defects.  I  haye  no  doubt  the  Canon  may  be  yery  much 
improved. 

At  the  last  two  GonventionB  I  have  endeavored  to  draw  your  attention, 
and  that  of  all  our  congregations,  through  their  clergy  and  delegates, 
to  the  subject  of  Church  Muac,  ^th  a  view  to  the  full  participation  of 
the  congregations  in  the  sin^g  of  the  psalms  and  hymns,  as  well  as  in 
the  utterance  of  the  responses  of  our  Liturgy ;  with  a  view,  also,  to  the 
putting  down,  or  turning  out  of  our  houses  of  prayer,  of  a  species  of 
music  which  operates  as  a  prohibition  of  congregational  mnging,  and 
often  a  desecration,  instead  of  a  help,  to  our  worship-^music,  which, 
had  its  like  been  feund  in  the  Temple  at  Jerusalem,  when  the  Saviour 
overturned  the  tables  of  the  money-changers,  would  have  been  driven 
out  of  the  sanctuary  with  the  same  indignation  that  said,  "  Take  these 
things  hence :  my  home  shall  be  called  a  house  of  prayer  ^  I  am 
gratified  to  see  that  a  right  sense  of  the  value  of,  and  the  wrongs  done 
to  this  important  part  of  public  worship,  is  growing  up  among  us. 
At  our  late  Qcnend  Convention  it  came  prominently  before  that  body, 
and  in  the  House  of  Bishops  the  same  tone  of  opinion  and  feeling  that 
you  have  heard  from  me  was  strongly  expressed,  without  a  dissenting 
voice,  on  the  exceedingly  defective  condition,  at  present,  of  congrega- 
tional sm^g  among  us— the  great  need  of  reform ;  of  return  to  a  sim- 
pler, plainer,  more  femiliar  music ;  to  a  more  general  vocal  participa- 
tion by  the  congregation  therein,  and  a  more  faithful  oversight  on  the 
part  of  the  Hector.  The  subject  was  brought  feroibly  before  the 
churches  in  the  Pastoral  Letter  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  prepare  a  book  of  church  music,  with  a  view 
to  the  reformation  desired.  I  trust  what  is  now,  in  so  many  instances, 
nearly  a  lost  service  as  to  all  devotional  value,  may  be  at  las(  recovered ; 
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that  what  we  so  much  value  in  our  liUurgj,  namely,  the  Tooal  partici- 
pation of  the  people,  will  be  oomddered  qnite  as  desirable  when  ^ 
congregation  is  expected  to  worship  in  psalms  and  hymns.  Of  all 
others,  an  Episcopal  chnrch  should  manifest  this.  K  we  have 
common  prayer,  and  common  hymns  and  psalms,  we  should  have  comr 
man  church  music,  with  which  the  latter  may  be  used— *0Ofiimaii,  in  tiie 
sense  of  being  used  in  all  our  churches,  and  level  with  the  oapadties 
of  the  people. 

But  I  must  not  longer  extend  this  address^  I  conclude  with  the 
earnest  hope  and  prayer  that  our  present  assembling  may  be  one  of 
much  prayerftdness,  as  well  as  of  all  faithful  attention  to  such  business 
as  may  come  before  us^— an  opportuniiy,  diligently  improved, -of  seeking 
unitedly  the  Lord's  blessing  on  our  Church,  the  revival  of  his  work 
of  grace  in  our  flocks,  the  extension  of  his  kingdom  far  and  wide,  the 
lifting  up  of  the  standard  of  his  truth  and  power,  now  that  "  the 
enemy  cometh  in  like  a  flood ;"  the  increase  of  the  £uth,  and  zeal, 
and  devotedness  of  his  people  in  all  the  world ;  that  the  powers  oi 
darkness  may  be  subdued,  and  a  great  multitude,  that  cannot  be  num- 
bered, may  be  delivered  from  the  bondage  and  death  of  sin,  and 
qaade  meet  to  be  partakers  of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to 
Canon  I,  ''Of  the  Trial  of  Clergymen,"  be  referred  to  the  committee 
on  CanonS' 
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On  motion  by  Rev.  Dr.  Watson, 

Resolved^  That  bo  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  rektes  to  the 
increasiDg  desecration  of  the  Sabbath  be  referred  to  a  comn^ttee  of  four 
— ^two  of  each  order. 

The  Bishop  retired  for  the  purpcftie  of  selecting  the 
above  committees,  after  having  called  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Burr  to  the  Chair. 

Rev.  Dr.  Burr  in  the  Chair :  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reynolds 
offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which 
were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  it  has  pleased  our  Heavenly  Father  to  spare  to  this  Diocese 
now  for  a  quarter  of  a  centuiy,  our  yenerable  and  beloved  Diocesan, 
although  he  has  been  during  this  long  period  in  joumeyings  often, 
in  perus  of  waters,  in  weariness  and  pamfulness,  besides  tlmt  which 
cometh  upon  him  duly,  the  care  of  aU  the  Churches ;  and 

Whereas,  we  behold  him  to<lay  at  the  completion  of  the  twenty- 
fifth  year  of  his  apostolic  office,  in  apparent  health  and  strength,  both 
of  body  and  mmd,  with  his  eye  not  dimmed,  nor  his  natural  force  aba- 
ted; therefore. 

Resolved,  That  in  (nrder  to  give  expression  to  the  views  and  feelings 
of  this  Convention,  a  committee,  consisting  of  six  Clergymen  and  six 
Laymen,  (one-half  of  whom  to  be  from  the  number  of  those  connected 
with  the  Diocese  twenty-five  years  ago,)  be  appointed,  to  draw  up  and. 
present  a  report  on  the  subject  for  the  action  of  this  body. 

The  Chair  appointed  Kev.  Messrs.  McElroy,  Fitch, 
Bryan,  Butler,  Bronson,  and  Reynolds ;  and  Messrs. 
Benedict,  Coleman,  Munger,  Aiken,  C.  K  Bmr,  and 
Sparrow,  said  committee. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy  presented  and  read  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  committee  on  Female  Education, 
which  was  accepted : 

The  committee  on  Female  Education  report  that  owins  to  the  press- 
ing wants  of  our  Diocesan  Institutions  at  Gambler,  they  nave  deemed 
it  advisable  to  refram  j&om  drawing  in  any  general  way  upon  the  Dio- 
cese for  funds  to  promote  the  interesting  and  important  object  of  Chris- 
tian benevolence  with  which  they  have  been  entrusted ;  and  that  they 
have  confined  themselves  to  making  application  fi)r  pecuniaiy  aid  by 
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letter,  through  their  Ag^t  and  Secretaiy,  to  a  few  well-known  iGriendfl 
of  the  object  for  which  they  were  appointed.  Through  their  agency, 
and  in  this  quiet  way,  poor  and  respectable  daughters  of  our  Church 
have  in  more  than  one  instance  been  greatly  relieved,  encouraged  and 
comforted. 

Your  committee  are  happy  to  report  that  they  have  easily  found 
members  of  our  communion  who  stand  ready  to  give  of  their  abun- 
dance to  aid  worthy  young  females  of  our  Church,  and  particularly  the 
daughters  of  our  poorer  Clergy,  who  are  exceedingly  anxious  to  obtain 
a  liberal  education,  but  whose  parents  are  but  little  able  to  afford  them 
any  assistance,  to  save  them  from  sinking  into  hopeless  ignorance  and 
wretchedness.  One  gentleman,  William  Procter,  of  Cinoinnati,  has 
tins  year  generously  assumed  the  whole  tuition  ($60)  of  the  daugh- 
ter of  one  of  our  poor  and  aged  clergy,  and  we  doubt  not  that  other 
like-minded  men  may  be  found  among  our  laity.  The  committee, 
therefore,  very  strenuously  commend  this  department  of  Christian  be- 
nevolence to  the  festering  care  of  the  Convention.

The  Rev.  Mr.  McEhroy  offered  the  following  report 
of  the  committee  on  the  erection  of  a  Mural  Tablet 
to  the  memory  of  Bishop  Chase : 

The  committee  on  the  Mural  Monument,  to  be  erected  in  Rosse 
Chapel,  Gambier,  to  the  late  Eight  Rev.  Philander  Chase,  D.D.,  are 
still  unable  to  make  a  final  report.  The  committee  hope  that  they 
have  faithfully  endeavored  to  efiect  all  that  could  be  accomplished  by 
circular  and  letter,  and  yet  the  whole  sum  received  for  the  monument 
amounts  to  only  eighty-four  dollars. 

An  obvious  sense  of  propriety  has  induced  them  to  confine  their 
appeal  to  our  own  Diocese.  They  are,  however,  happy  to  add  that 
encouragements  have  reached  them  from  many  quarters.  At  Gambier, 
the  generous  subscription  of  $171  has  been  made  to  the  monument 
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Prof.  Lathrop  has  kindly  taken  charge  of  this  subscription,  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  whole  will  be  secured.  Bice  Harper,  Esq.,  of  San- 
dusky City,  has  remitted,  from  a  few  subscribers  in  the  parish- of  Ghraoe 
Church,  Sandusky,  $20  ;  the  Bev.  Mr.  Feams,  from  the  small  parish 
of  St.  James',  Cross  Creek,  $19 ;  and  equally  generous  contributions 
are  promised  from  other  parishes  and  individuals. 

Two  facts  very  satis&ctorily  ascertained  by  the  committee  it  may  be 
proper  to  submit  to  the  Convention.  First,  That  but  little  can  be 
collected  for  a  plain  and  simple  mural  tablet.  Second,  That  nothing 
at  all  approaching  what  a  suitable  out-door  monument  would  cost  can 
be  obtained.  The  out-door  monument,  it  is  well  known,  is  exceedingly 
perishable,  unless  erected  on  a  deep  and  heavy  foundation,  and  built 
m  a  most  solid,  massive,  and  expensive  form.  Besides,  for  a  great 
deal  less  than  a  fourth  of  the  cost  of  a  suitable  and  most  inexpensive 
out-door  monument,  a  mural  monument  of  greater  richness,  and  more 
highly  commemorative,  can  be  erected ;  and  while  such  an  out-door 
monument  could  hardly  be  preserved  any  great  length  of  time,  the 
mural  monument  will  be  perfect  and  fresh,  if  properly  put  up,  while 
the  building  stands  in  which  it  has  been  placed  for  preservation  ;  and 
surely  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  any  place  more  suitable  for  the 
preservation  of  a  monument  to  Bishop  Chase,  than  the  chapel  of  the 
Institutions  of  which  he  was  the  ereat  founder. 

The  committee  have  obtained  the  sketch  of  a  design  for  such  a  mon- 
ument. The  upper  part  of  this  monument  is  a  pyramidal  slab,  some 
nine  feet  by  five,  with  an  architectural  panel,  corniced  and  supported  on 
consoles  for  its  substructure,  and  a  slab,  finished  as  a  base,  supported 
or  unsupported  by  a  foundation  springing  from  the  ground,  as  may  be 
decided.  The  slab  of  the  panel  for  the  inscription  is  some  three  feet 
square.  The  whole  monument,  without  a  foundation,  would  be  some 
sixteen  feet  in  height,  and  seven  feet  at  its  greatest  width.  Upon  the 
base  slab  are  sculptured  a  crook,  mitre,  robe,  and  volume  laid  aside ;  and 
upon  the  apex  slab  a  medallion  likeness  of  the  Bishop,  with  a  hand 
from  a  cloud  taking  it  up,  and  above  the  cloud  an  irradiated  crown,  all 
in  aUo  relievo.  Your  committee  fondly  indulge  the  hope  that  the 
Diocese  will  enable  them  to  erect  this  year  some  such  monument,  to 
hand  down  to  future  ages  the  reverence  which  we  cherish  for  the 
memory  of  Bishop  Chase.

That  they  have  sent  to  the  W^ens  of  aU  the  JParishes  in  the  Dio- 
cese a  CircuBur,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  presented.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  suggestion  is  therein  made,  that  the  representatives  of  those 
Parishes  that  have  not  already  done  their  part  in  this  work,  should 
come  to  this  Convention  prepared  to  pledge  or  to  contribute  the  amount 

still  needful.

''Brxthbin: 

At  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  held  at  Gkmbier,  in 
June  last,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  necessary  expenditures  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  and  Kenyon  College,  for  the  year  ending 
August  1st,  1857,  were  likely  to  exceed  the  income  by  an  amount  not 
less  than  $3,000.  The  deficit,  for  the  year  then  current,  (1855-6,) 
was  stated  to  be  $300.  A  subscription  was  at  once  made,  and  pledges 
obtained,  amounting  to  $2,500 ;  and  the  undersigned  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  communicate  with  the  Wardens  of  the  respective 
Parishes^  with  a  view  of  obtaining  from  them  contributions  fi>r  sup- 
plying the  expected  deficiency  in  the  income  of  the  ensuing  year,  as 
well  as  the  actual  deficiency  in  that  of  the  present. 

The  liberal  pledges,  of  which  we  have  spoken,  left  the  committee 
but  a  comparatively  light  work  to  do ;  and  that  work  has  been  delayed 
thus  late  m  the  conventional  year,  that  there  might,  if  possible,  be  a 
more  accurate  estimate  obtained  of  what  would  be  actually  needed.  A 
recent  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  held  at  Columbus,  has  given  an  oppor- 
tunity for  this  estimate  to  be  made ;  and  the  committee  therefore  pro- 
ceed to  ask  the  Wardens  of  the  Parishes  to  take  immediate  action  on 
this  important  subject. 

A  few  words  may  expbun  to  those  who  were  not  present  at  the  last 
Convention  the  reasons  ror  this  appeal. 

The  Trustees,  you  are  aware,  have  felt  that  fer  the  prosperity  of  the 
Institution  it  was  indispensable  that  a  full  and  competent  corps  of  Pro- 
fessors, both  in  the  CfoUege  and  in  the  Seminary,  should  be  provided 
and  sustained.  The  remancable  and  gratifying  increase  in  th^  number 
of  students  in  the  College  and  the  Grammar  Sshool  has  been,  in  part, 
at  least,  a  result  of  this  policy ;  and,  in  part,  it  became  an  occanon 
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for  the  employment  of  additional  Ins^ootorSi  Bat  Ae  toiticm  fees, 
etc.,  paid  by  ilie  stodents,  although  trebled  in  amount  during  the  last 
three  years,  could  not  be  expected  to  meet  Ae  increased  ezpenditores 
of  the  College :  while  the  Theological  Seminary  Students,  (as  is  well 
known,)  pay  neither  tuition  nor  room-rent.  The  new  Professorships 
are  not  yet  endowed ;  although  measures  are  in  progress  for  this  pur- 
pose. The  salaries  formerly  paid  to  the  Professors  were  altogether 
madequate ;  and  the  Trustees,  following  the  dictates  at  once  of  justice 
and  of  prudence,  felt  bound  to  add  to  existing  salaries,  at  least  such  a 
sum  as  should  enable  the  incumbents  of  the  several  Ghurs  to  retain 
their  positions  without  too  great  personal  sacrifice.  At  the  same  time, 
the  revenues  from  rents  have  been  somewhat  diminished  by  the  neoesstr 
for  ufflng,  for  Professors'  residences  and  for  the  Grammar  School, 
buildinss  which  had  formerly  been  leased  to  others. 

The  deficit  has  thus  been  caused  by  our  prosperity.  The  Bishop 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  sanguine  of  ultimate  success  in  their 
present  efforts  to  secure  an  endowment,  which  will  enable  the  Institu- 
tion to  enlarge  its  capacity  for  usefulness,  and  prevent  the  recurrence 
of  embarrassment  in  its  finances.  They  have  already  authorized  the 
President  of  the  College,  as  Chairman  of  the  Building  committee,  to 
commence  the  erection  of  a  new  edifice,  which  will  be  provided  for  by 
firiends  in  the  Eastern  States,  and  which  will  give  aoconunodation  for 
the  increasing  number  of  students.  But  while  these  plans  are  yet  in- 
complete, the  firiends  of  the  Institution  in  our  own  Diocese  must  con- 
tribute fireely  for  its  maintenance.  The  Trustees  are  resolved  that  the 
endowment,  already  in  their  care,  shall  not  be  lessened  or  hazarded. 
They  appeal  therefore  to  the  Diocese  to  provide  for  present  necessities. 

We  append  to  this  appeal  a  list  of  the  pledges  made  at  the  last  Con- 
vention. We  ask  you,  then,  in  the  name  of  Kenyon  College  and  of 
the  Theological  Seminaiy — ^in  the  name  of  the  sacred  cause  of  Educa- 
tion, under  the  protection  and  guidance  of  Religion — ^in  the  name  of 
the  Convention  and  the  Church  in  this  Diocese — (may  we  not  add,  in 
the  name  of  that  blessed  Saviour  for  whose  honor  and  for  the  interests 
of  whose  kingdom  these  Institutions  were  established) — ^to  do  what 
you  can  in  their  behalf. 

We  trust  that  your  Parish,  by  its  representatives  at  the  Convention 
at  Piqua,  will  assume  its  just  share  of  the  work  now  to  be  done. 
Pledges,  to  bo  redeemed  on  or  before  August  first,  will  meet  the  views 
of  the  Trustees.  Better  still,  however,  remittances  may  at  once  be 
made  to  the  Bev.  Dr.  Wing,  the  Agent  of  the  Seminaiy,  at  Gambier. 
It  is  certainly  desirable  that  every  Parish,  however  feeble,  should  have 
a  part  in  a  work  in  which  all  must  feel  so  deep  an  interest  If  each 
wul  do  according  to  its  ability,  the  treasuir  will  be  speedily  replen- 
ished."

Rev.  Mr.  Reynolds,  from  the  committee  appointed 
At  last  Convention  to  attend  examinations  at  Gam- 
bier, made  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted : 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  last 
Convention,  to  attend  the  examinations  at  Gambier,  respectfully  report : 

That  the  three  examinations  which  have  been  held  during  the  past 
year  in  the  College  and  Grammar  School  were  highly  creditable  to  both 
professors  and  students.  The  methods  of  recitation,  of  which  the  exam- 
mations  aflforded  a  specimen,  are  well  calculated,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  committee,  to  awaken  the  interest  of  the  student,  and  to  induce  dose 
and  critical  study — study,  not  so  much  of  results,  as  of  general  princi- 
ples and  laws.  The  effect  of  such  a  system  of  instruction  is  to  throw 
the  student  upon  his  own  resources ;  and  the  habit  thus  formed,  of 
always  seeking  a  reason,  stimulates  his  power  of  analysis,  quickens  his 
perception,  and  strengthens  his  confidence  in  the  correctness  of  his  con- 
clusions. These  results  were  apparent,  at  all  the  examinations,  and 
they  afforded  a  most  gratifying  evidence  of  the  patient  and  judicious 
care  of  the  professors.' 

At  the  end  of  the  fidl  and  winter  terms,  the  College  dasses  in 
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Latin,  Greek,  and  Mathematics  were  examined  in  a  mode  which  is  new 
in  this  Institution,  and  bat  little  practiced  in  this  country.  As  no  other 
method  can  compare  with  this,  either  as  a  fair  and  rigid  test  of  schol- 
arship or  as  a  healthy  ever-acting  stomulus  to  e£S)rt,  we  would  call  to  it 
the  more  especial  attention. 

Having  been  first  subjected  to  an  oral  examination  of  nearly  an  hour, 
(consisting  in  reluling  portions  of  their  text  indicated  by  the  examiners, 
and  answering  questions  propounded  by  those  present,)  each  class  was 
conducted  to  an  adjoining  room,  and  each  member  seated,  apart  from 
every  other.  A  printed  list  of  questions  was  then  brought  forward,  a 
copy  of  which  was  given  to  each,  who,  without  changing  his  seat,  con- 
sulting a  book,  or  speakmg  to  any  one,  was  exp^ted  to  prepare, 
promptly,  a  written  answer  to  every  question. 

Grammar  School — ^The  different  examinations  at  Milnor  Hall  (the 
Ghrammar  School)  were  highly  satis&ctbry.  As  a  school  p^paratory  to 
the  College,  it  cannot,  we  tliink,  be  regarded  with  more  &vor  than  it 
richly  deserves.     Its  head  is  modest,  prompt  and  thorough. 

Beodey  HaU, — ^The  annual  examination  of  the  Theological  Students 
was  attended  at  the  usual  time ;  and  your  committee  take  great  pleasure 
in  saying  that  in  Exeeetical  studies,  in  Pastoral  and  Systematic  Divinify, 
and  in  Ecclesiastical  History,  the  classes — ^but  especially  the  present 
Middle  class — ^gave  great  evidence  of  close  application  on  the  part  of 
the  students,  and  of  great  care  and  fiuthfulness  on  the  part  of  the 
learned  Faculty. 

In  all  the  institutions,  your  committee  observed  that  there  was  a 
strong  tie  of  mutual  confidence  and  esteem  between  the  teacher  and  the 
taught.  This  they  regard  as  an  omen  most  favorable  to  ripe  scholar- 
ship and  good  morals. 

To  dwell  upon  the  acknowledged  ability  and  experience  of  the  pres- 
ent Faculties,  and  the  administrative  talent  of  the  President  of  the 
College,  would  be  a  work  of  supererogation.

The  Bishop  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bronson  to  the 
chair,  and  retired. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  from  the  committee  ap- 
pointed yesterday  to  take  into  consideration  the 
subject  of  the  completion  of  the  first  quarter  of  a 
century  of  the  present  Diocesan's  Episcopate,  read 
the  following  report,  which  was  received,  and  the 
accompanying  resolutions  adopted : 

The  committee  appointed  under  the  preamble  and  resolution  refer- 
ring to  the  continued  preservation  of  the  life  and  services  of  our  be- 
loved Bishop,  unanunously  adopted  bj  the  Convention  during  the 
temporary  presidency  yesterday  of  the  Kev.  Dr.  Burr,  submit  the 
following  as  their  report : 

With  devout  gratitude  to  Ch>d,  we  congratulate  the  Diocese  that  a 
kind  and  merc£^  Providence  has  spared  Bbhop  Mcllvaine  to  fill 
her  Episcopate,  with  unabated  vigor  and  increasing  ability  and  useful- 
ness, K>r  a  full  quarter  of  a  century. 

No  one  in  our  Diocese  but  a  Bishop  of  well-known  soundness  in 
the  faith— of  moderate  and  conservative  churchmanship — of  gentle, 
tender,  and  affectionate  sympathy  with  the  people  of  Qod  of  eveiy 
name  and  country,  and  capable  of  commanding  the  respect  of  all,  could 
have  succeeded  in  dispelling,  in  any  good  degree,  the  cloud  of  preju- 
dice which  hung  over  our  Church  in  Ohio.  We  congratulate  the  Dio- 
cese that  a  gracious  Providence  furnished  and  has  so  long  blessed  us 
with  a  Bishop  adapted  to  our  wants. 

The  past  quarter  of  a  century  has  been,  in  the  Church,  as  well  as  in 
political  life,  one  of  the  most  eventful  epochs  in  the  history  of  the 
world.  During  this  period  the  ark  of  God  has  been  ruthlessly  as- 
sailed. We  reicall  with  gratitude  that  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the 
saints  has  found  in  Bishop  Mcllvaine  so  bold  and  able  a  defender. 

Re$olved,  therefore,  That  we  devoutly  thank  God  for  preserving 
the  life  and  strength  of  our  honored  and  beloved  Bishop,  and  pray  that 
his  valuable  services  may  be  long  continued  to  *  our  Diocese  and  tlie 
Church  at  large. 

Resolved,  As  a  further  expression  and  permanent  memorial  of  the 
feelings  of  this  Convention,  that  the  Bishop  be  respectfully  requested 
to  sit  for  his  portrait,  to  be  placed  in  Bexley  Hall,  at  such  time,  and 
in  such  a  manner,  as  may  be  arranged  with  him  by  a  committee  to  be 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 
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Resolved,  That  a  committee  of be  appointed  to  cany  this 

resolution  into  effect.

The  Chair  appointed  as  the  committee  to  carry 
these  resolutions  into  effect,  and  to  communicate 
them  to  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop,  and  obtain 
his  consent  to  sit  for  the  contemplated  portrait,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  McElroy,  Wing,  Smith,  Butler,  and 
Nicholson. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bolles,  Chairman  of  the  committee 
on  the  Immediate  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate, 
appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  received  : 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  on 
the  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  and  on  the  increase  of  the  salaiy 
of  the  Bishop,  respectfully  report : 

That  in  consequence  of  a  series  of  domestic  afflictions  in  the  femily 
of  the  Chairman,  no  formal  meeting  of  the  committee  has  been  held, 
but  informally  the  matter  has  been  thoroughly  considered,  and  the 
committee  are  more  and  more  deeply  impressed  with  tiie  importance 
and  necessity  of  creating  at  once  a  permanent  endowment  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate ;  and  we  cannot  but  believe  that  an  effort  to  this 
effect  will  be  liberally  responded  to  j&om  all  parts  of  the  Diocese.  We 
are  also  confident  that  the  Diocese  is  fully  prepared  immediately  to 
increase  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  by  an  increased  assessment,  at  least 
upon  the  larger  and  wealthier  Parishes. 

On  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  your  committee  recommend 
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the  appointment  of  an  agent  of  this  Convention  to  canvass  the  Diocese ; 
that  said  agent  adopt  as  the  main  plan  of  his  operations  a  subscrip- 
tion, in  notes  of  $100  each,  payable  at  bank  in  five  equal  annual  in- 
stallments, with  annual  interest ;  at  the  same  time  not  refusing  any 
other  sums  which  may  be  otherwise  contributed ;  and  that  in  the  said 
notes,  which  shall  be  prepared  in  blank,  the  fact  shall  be  stated  that 
the  Convention  is  pleaged,  in  case  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  to 
make  an  equitable  division  of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

For  the  immediate  increase  of  the  salary  of  the  Bishop,  the  com- 
mittee recommend  an  increase  of  the  assessment  by  the  committee  on 
Finance.  And  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  whole,  your  committee 
propose  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Hesolved,  That be  appointed  the  agent  of 

this  Convention  for  the  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  every  Parish  which  may  be  vi3ited  by  the 
agent  of  this  Convention,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  and  War- 
oens  of  said  Parish  to  assist  and  cooperate  with  him  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  object  of  his  appointment. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  be  increased  to  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  the  committee  on  Finance 
be  instructed  to  increase  the  assessment  upon  such  of  the  Parishes 
as  in  their  judgment  may  be  able  to  meet  an  increase  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  that  the  said  increased  assessment  be  continued  until  such 

•time  as  the  contemplated  endowment  may  render  it  unnecessary. 

4.  Resolved,  Tnat  at  the  expuration  of  each  six  months,  when  the 

semi-annual  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  is  due,  the  Treasurer 

is  authorized  promptly  to  pay  the  same,  and  in  case  he  shall  not  be  in 

funds  for  that  purpose,  he  may  borrow  the  same,  on  the  credit  of  the 

Diocese,  at  such  rate  of  interest  as  may  be  necessary. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

?arochial  clergymen  whose  parishes  have  met  the*  reqniremei^  of 
lanons  XV  and  XVII. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  from  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, presented  the  following  scale  of  assessments  for 
the  commg  year,  which  was  adopted :

After  which  the  first  and  second  resolutions  of  the 
committee  on  the  Immediate  Endowment  of  the 
Episcopate  were  adopted,  and  the  report  was  adopted 
as  a  whole. 


The  Rev.  Mr.  Reynolds,  Secretary  of  the  Mission- 
ary committee,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Mis- 
sions and  Education. 

The  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  respectfally  present  this 
their  first  Annual  Report : 

By  the  blessing  of  Gt>d,  to  whom  we  would  render  our  unfeigned 
acknowledgments,  we  are  able  to  congratulate  the  Diocese  upon  the 
success  which  has  attended  the  labors  of  both  missionaries  and  com- 
mittee, and  to  indulge  in  hopeful  anticipations  for  the  future. 

Pbocbedinqs. — The  first  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  in 
Columbus,  July  3d  and  4th,  at  which  time  I.  N.  Whiting,  Esq.,  was 
elected  Treasurer,  and  the  Bey.  Charles  Beynolds,  Secretary.  At  this 
meeting  much  important  business  was  commenced,  and  fourteen  mis- 
monaries,  haying  charge  of  twenty-eight  parishes  and  stations,  were 
appointed.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  held  in  Ghonbier,  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  new  committee,  and  Cheir  plans  for  aggressiye  action,  were 
completed. 

The  committee  took  the  liberty  of  estimating  how  much  the  great 
Diocese  of  Ohio  ought  to  contribute  for  the  spr^  of  the  Gospel  within 
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its  own  borders ;  and  also  of  suggesting  to  each  individual  parish  the 
amount  which  we  humbly  thought  should  be  the  minimum  raised  for 
this  object.  To  some  this  may  have  appeared  an  unauthorized  pre- 
sumption. From  most  of  our  brethren,  however,  it  met  with  a  hearty 
response,  which  liberality  has  enabled  us  to  pay  promptly  every  sti- 
pend as  it  became  due. 

Last  Yeab's  Balance.-^As  the  old  committee  (the  Missionary 
and  Education  Committee)  reported  a  balance  of  over  $1500,  we  ap- 
pointed a  sub-committee  to  confer  with  the  new  Education  Committee, 
and  to  make  an  amicable  division  of  said  balance.  You  will  learn 
from  the  Treasurer's  report  that  we  received  $500  of  the  amount  on 
hand,  and  have  collected  within  the  Diocese,  during  the  past  year, 
$2817  42,  being  nearly  $900  more  than  was  ever  expended  by  the 
Diocese  for  this  object  before. 

Additional  Appointments.-^Wo  have  appointed,  in  all,  nineteen 
missionaries,  who  labor  in  thirty-four  parishes  and  stations,  being  eight 
missionaries  more  than  were  employed  the  year  previous.  The  par- 
bhes  and  stations  sustained  number  eighteen  more  than  at  any  former 
period. 

In  compliance  with  your  expressed  will  {vide  Journal  for  1856,  p. 
52),  the  committee  inquired  into  the  expediency  of  employing  itiner- 
ant missionaries }  and  early  in  the  year  made  an  appropriation  for  one 
in  the  vicinity  of  Zanesville.  After  much  consultation  and  inquiry, 
no  suitable  person  was  found,  and  we  regret  to  say  that  this  part  of 
our  cherished  nlan  for  diffusing  the  Gk>sper  through  the  State  has  not 
been  tried.  We  trust  that  the  committee  which  you  may  appoint  for 
the  coming  year  will  still  strive  to  engraft  this  feature  upon  uie  present 
system. 

Labobs  07  the  Missionabies  Blessed  or  OoD.^^It  will  de^ght  the 
hearts  of  the  Convention  to  know  that  the  labors  of  our  se&-deny- 
ing  and  earnest-minded  missionaries  have,  during  the  year,  been 
blessed  of  (rod. 

The  missionary  at  Mansfield  writes  s  *'  I  have  much  to  bo 
thankful  for.  We  are  blessed  with  prosperity  in  some  decree.  The 
congregation  is  increasing,  and  a  good  feeling  is  abroad.  My  people 
add  to  my  salary  $100  the  coming  year,  therefore  the  committee  will 
have  that  much  less  to  pay.  We  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  release  the 
committee  altogether." 

The  missionary  at  Vrbana  writes  :  *'  The  parish,  it  is  believed,  now 
occupies  a  much  more  prominent  position  in  public  estimation  than  at 
any  former  period  of  its  histoiy.  The  congregations  are  far  better  than 
they  have  ever  been,  and  ultimate  success  is  looked  for  with  hope." 

The  missionary  at  Worihington,  who  labors  abundantly  and  very 
successfully  in  a  district  of  several  miles  around  the  parent  church, 
thus  writes :  "I  have  officiated  regularly  at  all  my  appointments, 
sometimes  finding  it  difficult  to  travel  through  the  bad  roads,  \nth  the 
cold  and  stormy  winds,  with  rain  and  snow  beating  in  my  &ce  ;  but 
nothing  has  prevented  me  from  meetmg  eveiy  appointment  At  Worth- 
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ingttm,  Uiings  appear  to  be  moving  harmoiuoiisly  and  prosperoosly, 
and  our  Sunday  School  has  been,  of  kte,  greatly  revived.  At  Chnst 
Church,  Clinton,  there  has  been  considerable  interest  felt  in  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Church ;  and  although  there  are  but  ten  members  con- 
nected with  it — four  of  the  number  were  confirmed  on  the  Bishop's  last 
visit — ^yet  the  congregation  is  quite  large  for  a  rural  district,  the  church 
being  situated  had^  a  mile  from  any  other  house.  At  Bkndon,  we 
have  services  once  in  a  month,  at  a  school-house  that  is  well  mtuated 
in  the  centre  of  the  district,  and  the  people  come  together  from  a  dis- 
tance of  two  or  three  miles  to  attend  our  services.  There  appears  to 
be  considerable  interest  in  the  congregation,  so  fru:  as  their  attendance 
indicates  their  feelings.  At  WesiervUlB,  we  have  occasional  services 
in  the  chapel  of  the  *'  United  Brethren,"  at  which  the  students  of  the 
College  attend.  They  appear  to  be  interested  in  our  manner  of  con- 
ducting service,  although,  through  the  want  of  books,  and  of  persons 
acquainted  with  our  Liturgy,  we  are  under  the  necessity  of  omitting 
the  responsive  parts.  AtthibUn,  there  appears  to  be  a  very  good  state 
of  feeling,  and  four  out  of  the  five  persons  firbm  that  place  who  were 
confirmed  on  the  Bishop's  last  visitation,  were  heads  of  families.  Four 
of  the  physicians  of  the  place  are  regular  attendants,  two  of  them 
being  members.  There  are  now  seven  &milies  connected  witJi  the 
Church,  living  within  a  short  distance  of  the  town,  and  in  the  town, 
upon  whom  we  think  we  can  depend ;  besides  a  number  of  others  who 
are  more  or  less  interested  in  our  work,  so  that  we  feel  as  if  the  time 
would  not  be  veiy  remote  when  we  shall  find  it  expedient  to  organize  a 
church." 

The  missionary  at  IronUm,  who,  at  the  request  of  the  committee, 
recently  visited  Gallipolis,  thus  writes :  '*  A  loud  call  comes  to  the  com->- 
mittee  from  Grallipolis.  After  a  suspension  of  services  for  many  3rears, 
the  remnant  of  the  parish  have  resolved  to  arise  and  build,  we  trust, 
both  the  material  and  the  spiritual  edifice.  $250  are  pledged  to  the 
support  of  a  missionary — nearly  an  equal  sum  can  be  obtained  on  the 
Virginia  side  of  the  river  for  occasional  services  there ;  and  now  they 
ask  for  missionaiy  aid  and  a  missionary.  Never  has  there  been  so 
favorable  a  moment  for  establishing  our  Church  there  as  the  present, 
and  shall  it  be  lost?" 

The  missionary  at  Huron  writes  :  "  I  am  very  busy  in  preaching 
the  Gospel,  and  fulfilling  my  ministry  in  all  the  regions  around  this 
parish.  I  may  not  be  here  to  reap  what  is  being  sowed,  but  I  Uiink 
that  great  good  is  being  done  for  the  fiiture  prosperity  of  the  Church. 
This,  unquestionably,  is  owing  to  the  aid  of  the  Missionary  Society, 
for,  did  they  not  help  the  minister  of  this  parish,  his  want  of  support 
would  oblige  him  to  close  his  work.  My  congregations  are  good,  and 
I  trust  that  the  day  is  nigh  when  the  Spirit  will  be  poured  out  from 
on  high.  May  the  Lord  bless  his  work  in  my  hands ;  without  his 
smiles  all  efforts  are  vain." 

The  missionary  at  Warren  writes :  '*  I  have  jo3rful  news  to  relate 
concerning  my  little  parish.     The  church  has  of  late  been  blessed  with 
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the  oatpooriDg  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  resultiiig  in  the  hopefol  conversion 
of  iwehoe  precious  souls.  The  little  yine,  which  had  been  so  long 
n^lected,  and  which  had  almost  withered  away,  has,  by  careful  culti- 
Yation  and  the  blessing  of  €K)d,  been  resuscitated,  and  has  borne  ridi 
dusters  of  ripe  grapes  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  €K)d.  Th^e  is  truly 
a  revival  of  religion  going  on  in  the  parish.  The  hearts  of  my  people 
have  been  warmed  with  the  love  of  Gbd.  New  life  seems  to  pervade 
eveiy  member,  and  prayer  and  praise  hang  on  eveiy  lip.  The  visit  of 
our  Bishop  was  very  opportune,  and  was  an  event  which  will  long  be 
remembered  with  lively  emotion  by  every  member  of  this  parish." 

Wo  have  not  time  for  further  extracts,  but  would  assure  the  Con- 
vention that,  from  nearly  every  parish  and  station,  the  intelligence 
which  we  have  of  late  received  has  been  encouraging. 

Results. — During  the  year,  eighteen  clergymen  have  been  appointed 
missionaries.  Five  others,  and  one  lay  reader,  have  occasionally  per- 
formed missionary  laboit.  Forty-three  parishes  and  stations  have  been 
visited  and  served,  several  of  them  weekly,  six  of  which  are  new  sta- 
tions, and  more  than  one,  wo  trust,  are  hopeful  points  for  the  establish- 
ment of  parishes. 

The  Keotor  of  Harcourt  parish,  at  the  request  of  the  committee,  by 
whom  a  portion  of  the  travelling  expenses  have  been  defrayed,  has  not 
only  himself  performed  much  missionary  labor,  but  has  taken  the  pas- 
toral oversight  of  that  done  by  other  brethren,  both  clerical  and  lay, 
in  all  the  region  round  about  Ghunbier  ;  so  that  Sunday  Schools  have 
been  maintained,  and  the  Grospel  has  been  preached,  amongst  nearly 
all  the  people  living  \nthin  nine  or  ten  miles  of  that  place. 

Conclusion. — ^In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  express  the  belief 
that  there  are  several  points  in  the  State,  other  than  those  referred  to  in 
this  report,  where  much  mod  might  be  done  to  the  souls  of  men,  were  it 
in  our  power  to  send  thit£er  the  living  messenger.  And  we  believe  that, 
in  due  time,  men  of  prayer  and  zeal,  sufficient  for  these  openings,  will 
be  found,  if  the  Church  proves  faithful  to  her  trust,  and  contributes  for 
this  object  an  adequate  amount  of  means.  But  if  she  fails  to  make 
prompt  and  adequate  provision  for  her  hard-working  missionaries,  and 
pays  the  pittance  which  she  promises,  in  driblets  and  irregularly,  we 
have  little  hope  that  earnest,  active,  and  acceptable  men  can  be  found. 

As  a  Diocese,  may  wo  awake  to  the  responsibilities  of  our  position, 
and  bestir  ourselves  to  meet  the  pressing  demands  made  upon  us  in 
this  our  dav  and  generation.  **  Then  snail  the  barren  lands  rejoice ; 
the  earth  shall  bring  forth  her  increase  unto  eternal  glory,  and  GK)d, 
even  our  own  Gk)d,  shall  give  us  his  blessing."

The  Rev.  Mr.  Badger,  Secretary  of  the  Education 
committee,  read  the  following  report,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Missions  and 
Education : 
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Tbe  Education  committee  of  iibe  Diocese  would  xeport — 

That  'when  they  became  organised,  last  June,  in  accordance  with 
Canon  XlVth,  as  amended  by  the  Gonvention,  they  found  in  the 
hands  of  their  Treasurer  $1547.14.  This  sum  had  been  contributed 
to  the  former  Misdonary  and  Education  committee.  But  a  knowledge 
of  the  sources  from  which  it  came,  and  of  the  specific  purpose  for  whidi 
the  most  of  it  had  been  given,  induced  the  belief  that  by  an  equita- 
ble division  not  more  than  $500  would  belong  to  the  present  Mis- 
sionary committee.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Education  committee  was 
therefore  instructed  to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  that  committee  the 
above  named  sum,  whenever  it  should  be  called  for. 

Thus  a  little  over  $1,000  was  left  for  the  purposes  of  education. 

The  committee  resolved  to  eo  on  with  the  plim  of  operations  which 
had  already  been  so  sucoessfulty  entered  upon  in  the  Diocese. 

The  plan  has  been,  boldly  to  place  the  acquisition  of  a  thorough  edu- 
cation for  the  ministry  within  the  reach  of  eveiy  young  man  in  our 
communion  who  desires  it,  and  possesses  t^e  requisite  disposition  and 
qualifications,  and  then  to  rely  confidently  on  the  Church  in  Ohio  and 
elsewhere  to  supply  the  necessary  funds. 

The  committee  engaged  the  Eev.  E.  A.  Strong,  with  the  intention  of 
having  him  visit  parishes  and  individuals,  especially  in  this  Diocese,  to 
promote  its  objects.  But  circumstances  connected  with  the  Diocesan 
Institutions  at  Grambier  made  it  necessary  that  he  should  visit  our 
finends  at  the  East.  And  there  he  labored  for  some  months,  partly 
for  Kenyon  College,  and  partly  for  the  committee.  Your  committee 
was  the  more  readily  induced  to  acquiesce  in  the  arrangement,  that  the 
Missionary  committee  of  the  Diocese  might  be  able,  this  year,  to  carry 
out  with  less  difficulty  its  liberal  intentions  in  regard  to  the  suj^rt  of 
our  missionaries.  And  thus,  from  the  arrangement  alluded  to,  it  has 
happened  that  a  large  portion  of  the  funds  with  which  our  beneficiaries 
have,  this  year,  been  supported,  has  come  from  without  the  Diocese. 
But  while  our  Eastern  friends  have  come  nobly  to  our  help  in  our  great 
work,  which  is,  indeed,  in  a  measure  a  work  for  the  whole  Church, . 
your  committee  cannot  but  believe  their  great  dependence  must,  here- 
after, be  on  our  own  people.  We  must,  with  a  will,  put  our  own 
shoulders  to  the  wheel.  All  must  be  made  to  realize  that  the  cause  of 
education  for  the  ministry,  and  the  cause  of  missions,  are  essentially 
one.  Whoever  will  look  at  the  history  of  this  Diocese  for  several 
years  past,  will  find  that  the  latter  cause  languished  here  till  special 
efiforts  were  made  in  behalf  of  the  former. 

Your  committee  has  expended,  as  its  treasurer's  report  will  show, 
nearly  $4,000,  in  the  support  of  thirty-four  beneficiaries,  during  the 
year.  Besides,  there  has  been  received  and  distributed  a  number  of 
boxes  of  clothes,  which  have  been  of  great  service.  The  committee 
has  expended  much  more  money  than  it  has  received.  And  although 
there  is  ouly  an  apparent  and  not  an  actual  deficit  in  the  Treasury, 
still  the  condition  of  tbe  funds  is  such,  that  the  immediate  and  utmost 
exertions  of  the  friends  of  the  cause  will  be  required  to  prevent  a 
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retrograde  moyemeDt  in  the  work,  arising  from  the  disappointed  ex- 
pectations, and  consequent  anxieties,  of  those  now  engaged  in  their 
stadies. 

Your  committee  are,  by  experience,  only  the  more  convinced  that 
the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  work  committed  to  their  care 
cannot  be  easily  over-estimated,  while  the  difficulties  attending  it  are 
such  as  to  call  for  the  serious  thought  and  charitable  judgment  of  the 
Church.

The  Convention  assembled,  the  Bishop  in  the  chair, 
and  engaged  in  devotional  exercises. 

The  Secretary  called  the  rolls,  and  read  the  min- 
utes of  yesterday's  proceedings,  which  were  approved. 
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The  following  cominunication  was  received^  and 
the  invitation  therein  contained  was  accepted : 

"  The  members  of  the  Episcopal  Gonyention  are  respectfolly  inyited 
by  the  saperintendent  and  teachers  to  visit  the  Piqoa  Union  Schools. 
"  PiQUA,  June  6th,  1857." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Burton  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tions, which  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Convention  hereby  express 
their  high  sense  of  satisfaction  with  the  pkoe  selected  by  the  last 
Convention  for  their  present  session ;  thus  affording  them  an  opportu- 
nity of  becoming  better  acauainted  with  their  brethren  and  fellow 
citizens  in  the  western  portion  of  the  State  and  Diocese ;  and  the 
members  of  the  Convention,  in  taking  their  leave  of  Piqua,  tender 
theur  cordial  thanks  to  the  citizens  for  £e  generous  hospitality  extended 
to  them  during  their  brief  sojourn  among  them. 

2.  Resohedy  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  officers  of  the  C  0. ;  N.  M.  &  S. ;  D.  &  M. ; 
C.  H.  &  D. ;  C.  P.  &  L,  and  the  Steub.  &  Ind.  BaU  Roads,  for  the 
courtesy  and  liberality  evinced  in  giving  its  members,  clerical  and  lay, 
free  passage  on  their  return  to  their  homes. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  is  hereby 
requested  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  above  resolutions  for  insertion  in  the 
several  papers  of  this  city. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  eminently  peaceful,  harmonious  and  frater- 
nal spirit,  which  has  characterized  the  deliberations  and  proceedings  of 
the  present  session  of  our  Convention,  furnishes  to  us,  as  a  body,  and 
to  tne  friends  generally  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio,  a  fit  occasion  for  rendering  devout  thanks  to  Abnighiy 
God,  who  alone  can  so  order  '*  the  unruly  wills  and  aB^tions  of  sinful 
men,"  as  to  make  them  to  be  of  '*  one  mind  in  an  house." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McElroy,  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
committee,  presented  the  following  resolutions,  the 
consideration  of  which  was  postponed  till  next  Con- 
vention :

Mr.  J.  W.  Andrews  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  therein  con- 
tained adopted : 

J.  W.  Andrews,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  heretofore  appointed 
to  devise  a  plan  by  which  the  Convention  may  receive  and  hold  charit- 
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able  foods,  beg  leave  to  report  that,  do  fonoal  meetiog  of  said 
oomoiittee  has  beeo  held ;  bat  ii^ormaUy  the  sobject  has  beeo  coosidered 
by  a  portioo  of  said  coDUoittee,  aod  it  was  by  them  deemed  advisable 
oot  to  take  aoy  actioo  io  the  oiatter  referred  to  doriog  the  last  year. 
It  is,  moreover,  probable,  that  at  a  proper  time  it  oiay  be  well  to  ask 
for  some  additiooal  legiahitioo,  aod  with  this  view  it  is  recoomieoded 
that  the  sobject  oiatter  of  said  refereooe  be  agaio  referred  to  a  cooi- 
mittee  of  two  persoos,  with  power  to  ask  for  fbither  legishitioD,  if  they 
shall  deem  it  oeoessary.  They  reoommeod,  therefore,  the  adoptioo  of 
the  followiog  resolotioo : 

Retdved,  That  a  coomiittee  of  two  be  appoioted  to  devise  a  plao  by 
which  the  Cooveotioo  may  receive  aod  hold  charitable  foods,  aod  for 
the  protectioQ  of  Chorch  property,  with  power  to  ask  for  le^slatioo  io 
rcfereoce  thereto,  if  they  shall  deem  it  oecessary. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  said  committee  Messrs.  J. 
W.  Andrews  and  Thomas  Sparrow. 

Rev.  Dr.  Burr,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on 
Canons,  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
accepted,  and  the  amendment  therein  proposed  so  far 
approved  as  to  lie  over  for  the  action  of  next  Con- 
vention : 

The  committee  oo  Caooos  report  io  fevor  of  ao  ameodmeot  to  Art. 
n  of  the  Constitution,  to  strike  oot  all  after  the  word  '*  quorum,"  io 
the  third  lioe  from  the  last,  aod  the  iosertioo  of  the  word  ''shall" 
before  the  word  '*coostitute;"  aod  accordiogly  recoDooeod  that  said 
proposition  lie  over  to  the  next  Aooual  Cooveotioo,  as  required  by  the 
last  Article  of  the  Coostitution. 

Rev.  Dr.  Burr,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on 
Canons,  offered  the  following  report : 

The  coomiittee  oo  Canons,  havinsbeeo  iostructed  to  ioquire  ioto  the 
expedieocy  of  so  amending  Canon  U,  as  to  include  all  the  male  com- 
municants of  a  Parish  among  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  also 
to  provide  that  none  but  commuoicaots  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
Wardeo,  report: 

Ist.  In  relation  to  the  former  question,  that  they  deem  the  present 
provision  of  the  Caooo  such  that  all  commuoicaots  of  the  Chorco  may, 
if  they  chose,  exercise  all  the  rights  aod  privileges  of  voters.  If  the 
questioo  has  refereoce  to  those  whose  pecuoiary  oircumstaooes  do  oot 
enable  them  to  root  a  pew,  the  committee  believe  that  oo  Parish  could 
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be  fennd,  where  in  each  a  case  a  pew  is  not  asmgned  by  the  Tesby 
withont  charge,  and  so  the  individual  becomes  a  pew-holder,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Canon.  In  Parishes  where  seats  are  not 
rented,  vestries  have  already  a  right  to  fix  the  amount  to  be  contributed 
in  order  to  qualificadon  for  votine. 

2d.  In  regard  to  the  second  question,  the-xommittee,  while  they 
are  not  aware  of  any  inconveniencies  arising  from  the  present  provicdons, 
see  no  objections  to  an  alteration  by  which  none  but  communicants 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Warden,  except  in  vexy  new  Parishes, 
where  there  may  exist  the  possible  contingency  of  there  being  no  male 
communicants.  The  committee  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  amendment  in  section  fir^  of  Canon  IE,  viz :  after 
the  word  "  vestrymen,"  in  the  fourth  line,  insert  the  words :  **  being 
communicants  of  the  Church." 

Rev.  Dr.  Claxton  offered  the  following  as  a  substi- 
tute  for  said  report,  which  waa  adopted : 

Eesolved,  That  the  report  just  road  be  recommitted  to  the  committee 
on  Canons,  with  instructions  to  report  an  amendment  to  Canon  IE, 
providing  that  every  male  communicant  of  the  Parish,  who  shall  have 
been  su^  for  six  months  preceding  the  election,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote. 

Rev.  Dr.  Burr,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on 
Canons,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  ad- 
opted : 

The  committee  on  Canons  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  asking 
what  provision  should  be  made  to  enable  a  parish  to  fill  vacancies  that 
may  occur  in  the  vestry  of  a  church  in  the  intervals  of  the  annual  elec- 
tions, beg  leave  to  report,  that  after  due  consideration  they  see  no  suffi- 
cient reason  for  any  change  in  the  present  provisions.  The  first  section 
of  Canon  11,  provides  for  the  election  of  a  sufficient  number  to  allow  of 
the  loss  by  death,  or  resignation,  or  removal  of  several,  without  reducing 
the  number  below  a  le^  quorum,  and  the  committee  are  of  opinion 
that  there  is  no  method  so  simple  and  yet  so  effective  and  free  firom 
possible  difficulties  as  the  one  now  in  force. 

Rev.  Dr.  Burr,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on 
Canons,  offered  the  following  report  : 

The  committee  on  Canons  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the 
Bishop's  Address,  which  relates  to  Canon  I,  entitled :  ''Of  the  trial  of 
Clergymen  not  being  Bishops,'*^  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  deem 
the  subject  of  too  much  importance  to  be  acted  on  at  the  present  time ; 
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any  modifioation  of  the  Canon  demanding  great  care  and  deliberation ; 
and  therefore  they  would  reoommend  that  a  committee  consisting  of 
three  clergymen  and  two  laymen  be  appointed  by  this  Convention  to  take 
the  sabjeot  in  charge  and  report  at  we  next  Convention. 

Rev.  Dr.  Brooke  offered  the  following  resolutions 
as  an  amendment^  which  were  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee contemplated  m  the  last  previous  report,  and 
the  Chair  appointed,  as  said  committee,  Rev.  Dr. 
Brooke,  Rev.  Dr.  Burr,  Rev.  Mr.  Nicholson,  J.  W.  An- 
drews, Esq.,  and  Judge  Joseph  R.  Swan : 

Hesolvedf  That  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Canons  be  re-com- 
mitted, with  instmctions  so  to  modify  Canon  I,  as  to  make  it  as  mnch 
as  possible  like  the  Canon  of  the  late  General  Convention  for  the  trial 
of  a  Bishop ;  especially  in  regard  to  that  feature  of  the  Canon  of  the 
General  Convention,  wnich  allows  the  accused  to  have  his  triers  chosen 
by  lot 

Resolved  further ,  That  said  committee  be  instructed  so  to  modify 
said  Canon  I,  as  to  compel  triers  appointed  by  lot  to  serve,  unless  ex- 
cused for  sufficient  cause  by  the  Bishop ;  also  to  compel  any  person 
who  is  appointed  Church  Advocate  to  serve,  unless  excused  in  like 
manner ;  and  likewise  to  compel  clerg3rmen  or  communicants,  who  are 
summoned  as  witnesses,  to  testify — the  former  on  pidn  of  trial  and  sus- 
pension from  the  ministry,  and  the  latter  under  penalty  of  suspension 
from  the  communion. 

Rev.  Dr.  Burr,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on 
Canons,  offered  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted : 

The  committee  on  Canons  to  whom  was  referred  Canon  XY,  with 
instructions,  beg  leave  to  present  for  adoption  the  following  amend- 
ments, to  wit : 

In  section  1st  strike  out  the  word  **March"  in  the  first  line  and  in- 
sert "September." 

In  section  2nd,  strike  out  the  work  "September,"  and  insert  "April." 

In  section  3rd,  strike  out  the  word  "two,"  in  the  second  line  and  in- 
sert, in  lieu  thereof,  the  word  "three." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Claxton  presented  the  following  re- 
port of  the  Trustees  of  Kenyon  College  and  the 
Theological  Seminary,  which  was  adopted : 
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7b  the  XJonvenUon  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohii 

The  Trastees  of  the  Theological  Semmaiy  haye  tihe  pleasnre  of 
presenting  their  annual  statement  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Institations 
at  Gambier. 

The  Catalogao  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  of  the  College,  and  of 
the  Grammar  School,  herewith  submitted,  wUl  show  the  state  of  fEusts 
as  respects  the  names  and  numbers  of  Ihx>fes8ors  and  of  Students  in 
all  the  departments.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  are  now  belonging  to 
the  Institution,  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  12 ;  in  the  College,  92 ; 
in  the  Grammar  School,  73 ;  total,  177. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Agent,  and  of  the  Professors  in 
the  Theological  Seminary,  exhibit  &cts  concermng  the  Institution,  sooh 
as  must  be  gratifying  to  the  members  of  the  Convention. 

The  Treasurer's  report,  made  at  the  dose  of  the  fiscal  year, 
(August  1st,)  1856,  showed  the  expenditures  of  the  year  to  have 
been  $11,043.69.  The  income  from  the  Permanent  Fund  and  other 
productive  property,  valued  in  all  at  $90,502.79,  was  $5,427.44; 
from  tuition  fees,  etc.,  $2,847.31.  Total,  $8,274.75.  To  meet  t&is 
deficit,  (except  what  had  been  laid  out  in  permanent  improvements,) 
pledges  and  donations  were  made  at  the  last  Convention. 

From  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  fi)r  the  present  year  we  extract 
what  follows,  a  part  of  the  amounts  being  necessarily  estimated,  as  but 
ten  months  of  the  year  have  yet  elapsed :

It  was  to  meet  this  deficit  and  that  of  the  preceding  year  that  the 
pledges  already  mentioned  were  made  in  the  last  Diocesan  Convention ; 
and  should  the  appeal  made  by  the  committee  to  the  Parishes,  through 
their  Wardens,  be  respond^  to  by  an  addition  of  $1,000,  the 
deficiency  for  the  two  years,  as  estimated  by  the  committees,  will  be 
covered. 

The  Board  are  still  prosecuting,  and  with  some  success,  the  eflforts  to 
obtain  an  endowment  for  at  least  two  Professorships,  and  a  sufficient 
amount  to  enable  them  to  erect  immediately  one  of  the  buildings 
indispensably  needed  for  the  accommodation  of  the  increasing  number 
of  students.     So  confident  are  the  Board  of  speedily  securing  what  is 
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necessary  for  the  latter  purpose,  and  so  pressing  is  the  neoessity  for 
additional  room  that  excavations  have  already  been  commenced  for  a 
new  building,  to  be  erected  in  the  park,  nearly  opposite  Bosse  Chapel ; 
and  they  hope  to  lay  its  comer  stone  at  the  ensuing  College  commence- 
ment. With  this  building,  howeyer,  they  will  proceed  only  so  fiust  as 
the  funds  shall  be  actually  proyided  for  the  purpose :  the  foundation 
walls  at  once  to  be  laid,  and  our  hope  being  that  the  edifice  may  be 
covered  in  before  the  year  shall  close. 

The  receipts  of  the  new  Professorships  encourage  us  to  anticipate 
early  success  in  completing  the  endowment. 

The  Board  conclude  by  calling  attention  to  the  fiict  that  the  receipts 

from  tuition  and  room  rent  for  the  year  have  reached  nearly  $4,000, 

an  increase  of  more  than  $1,000  above  those  of  1856,  and  of  $2,500 

above  the  receipts  of  the  year  1849.

Rev.  Mr.  McElroy  from  the  Finance  Committee, 
offered  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

The  Finance  committee  have  examined  the  Treasurer's  accounts  and 
▼ouchers,  and  have  found  all  correct.  They  are  happy  to  report  that 
there  is  a  surplus  of  the  Episcopate  fund  in  the  treasury  of  the  Diocese, 
amounting  to  $381  14,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Eesolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  tlie  Diocese  pay  to  the  Bishop  of 

the  Diocese  the  balance  in  his  hands  of  the  Episcopate  fund,  and  any 

arrearages  on  the  assessment  of  the  Episcopate  nmd  which  may  be  paid. 

All  of  which  18  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  by  the  Treasurer  of*  the  Diocese,  ceiv 
tain  arrearages  charged  against  several  feeble  parishes 
were  remitted. 

Eev.  Dr.  Claxton,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  presented  the  following  re- 
port which  was  accepted : 

The  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respcctjfully  report — 
That,  in  view  of  what  the  Convention  have  already  learned,  from  the 
Bishop's  address,  from  the  full  reports  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Committee,  and  of  the  Education  Cfommittee,  as  well  as  from  that  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  from  all  that  has  been 
said  in  the  discussions  that  have  taken  place,  as  indicative  of  the  con- 
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dition  of  the  parishes  of  Ohio,  the  oomnuttee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  feel  that  there  is  comparatively  little  need  of  their  offering  an 
extended  statement  upon  topics  thns  made  fiuniliar.  Few  hearts 
amongst  ns,  we  trust,  have  failed  to  recognize  the  tokens  of  (Jod's 
goodness  as  still  manifested  to  this  feiTored  Diocese.  Few — ^rather, 
none — ^we  trust,  have  failed  to  respond  to  those  sentiments  of  grateful 
acknowledgment,  called  forth  hj  the  fiict  that  our  beloved  Bishop  is 
completing  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  his  Episcopate  in  Ohio.  The  action 
of  the  Convention,  with  reference  to  his  increased  support,  we  look 
upon  as  a  testimony  to  the  sincerity  of  our  expressions  of  regard ;  for 
though  that  action  pooeeds  from  the  dictates  of  justice  and  right,  as 
much  as  from  afiMion,  it  is  pleasant  to  think  that  what  has  been  too 
long  delayed,  is  now,  at  last,  and  under  such  circumstances,  to  be  ao- 
complished. 

Tdo  parochial  reports,  on  which  this  committee  in  so  large  a  measure 
depends  for  a  supply  of  the  facts  on  which  this  view  of  the  Church 
should  be  based,  have  been  brought  in  more  generally  than  usual ;  yet 
from  a  number  of  the  parishes,  and  amongst  these  some  of  the  larger 
and  more  important,  the  reports  have  only  just  been  presented.  The 
committee  would  call  attention  to  the  third  section  of  Canon  YII, 
requiring  these  reports  to  be  presented  "  on  or  before  the  day  of  every 
Annual  Convention/'  So  for  as  we  can  see,  there  is  evidence  of 
growth  throughout  the  Diocese.  Notvrithstanding  the  large  emigration 
westward,  of  which  the  Bishop's  address  spoke  so  forcibly,  a  large 
proportion  of  the  parishes,  whose  reports  have  been  before  us,  show 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  communicants.  Still  fewer  parishes,  we 
believe,  are  vacant  than  there  were  last  year ;  and  some  of  these,  we 
have  reason  to  hope,  will  soon  be  supplied.  The  deacons  ordained 
last  summer  arc  all  employed  within  our  own  Diocese  ;  thus  adding 
to  the  number  of  the  Diocesan  clergy  five  more  than  those  lost  to  us 
by  removal  and  by  death. 

The  Convention  have,  doubtless,  shared  in  the  regret  of  the  com- 
mittee that  there  have  been  no  new  churches  consecrated  during  the 
past  year.  The  wise  regulation  by  which  the  Bishop  declines  con- 
secrating church  edifices  wnilst  endangered  by  the  indebtedness  of  the 
parish,  may  appear  hard  in  some  cases,  but  experience  has  shown  it  to 
be  salutary.  It  certainly  ought  to  be  felt  as  a  pressing  inducement  to 
the  members  of  these  panshes  to  remove  this  obstacle  to  the  solemn 
devotion  of  their  places  of  worship  to  the  Triune  Gt)d,  in  whose  honor 
they  are  raised.  The  new  edifice  at  Tiffin,  we  learn,  is  a  model  of 
good  taste,  and  a  witness  to  the  zeal  and  industry  of  the  missionary 
there.  That  at  Oberlin  has  been  delayed  for  want  of  fimds — a  delay 
which  the  committee  think  ought  to  have  been  prevented  byiiberal 
contributions  from  all  parts  of  the  Diocese,  to  the  erection  of  an  edifice 
for  our  worship  at  so  important  a  point.  At  Bellevue,  and  at  Marion, 
and  at  Marietta,  we  are  told,  the  new  churches  are  now  ready,  or  nearly 
ready,  for  use. 

We  need  but  allude  to  the  important  and  cheering  foots  developed 
by  the  reports  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee.    We  think 
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it  evident  that  the  division  of  labor  secured  by  the  action  of  the  Con- 
vention last  year  has  worked  well.  More  money  has  been  raised  for 
each  of  these  objects  than  heretofofe,  and  its  application,  we  think,  has 
been  made,  at  least,  as  judiciously  and  effectively  as  ever.  The  need 
of  a  system  of  itinerancy  is  demonstrated  by  all  the  reports  that  come 
to  us  from  those  places  where  but  a  little  company  of  Episcopalians  is 
found ;  but,  so  far,  the  Missionary  committee  has  not  been  able  to 
obtain  the  services  of  men,  both  willing  and  qualified  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  such  a  position.  No  other  plan,  so  far  as  we  can  see,  will 
meet  the  urgent  necessities  of  the  case ;  and  it  seems  to  your  committee 
that  it  would,  indeed,  be  unkind  to  those  scattered  members  of  our 
Lord's  flock,  who  are  hungering  for  the  ministrations  of  our  Church,  to 
leave  them  neglected  and  dispirited,  when,  by  earnest  effort,  we  can 
minister  to  them  by  at  least  occasional  services. 

The  committee  cannot  pass  unnoticed  the  prosperity  continued,  by 
Divine  goodness,  to  the  operations  of  the  Education  committee.  The 
large  number  of  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  in  our  institu- 
tions at  Gambier  should  be  remembered,  not  only  with  gratitude  to 
Him  who  has  put  it  into  their  hearts  to  devote  themselves  to  the  work, 
and  who  has  called  forth  the  liberality  of  the  Church  for  their  support, 
but  also  should  be  borne  in  mind,  in  frequent  and  earnest  intercession, 
at  the  throne  of  Divine  grace.  We  would  here  add,  that  the  Bezley 
Hall  Missionaiy  Society  is,  at  once,  doing  a  great  Work  for  the  people 
residing  near  Gambier,  and  afibrding  invaluable  training  to  the  young 
men,  who,  under  the  care  of  the  Rector,  are  engaged  in  work  which, 
without  trenching  upon  the  ministerial  office,  prepares  them  for  the 
duties  of  the  future. 

Your  committee  have  not  had  time  to  make  a  detailed  examination 
of  the  parochial  reports,  so  as  to  ascertain  the  amounts  contributed  in 
the  parishes  to  the  various  objects  of  benevolence.  We  have  noticed 
some  most  laudable  instances  of  large  liberality  on  the  part  of  the 
poorer  parishes,  as  well  as  of  those  that  are  more  wealthy.  Whilst  we 
cannot  ao  without  the  large  gifts  of  the  latter,  we  realize  more  and 
more  the  importance  of  securing  from  every  parish,  however  feeble,  all 
that  can  be  reasonably  asked  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  for  the  work 
entrusted  to  his  Church.  It  is  not  only  that  amounts,  small  in  them- 
selves, by  their  aggregation  become  great  and  intrinsically  valuable, 
but  that  the  habit  of  benevolence  thus  cultivated  blesses  the  givers  as 
well  as  the  recipients,  and  strengthens  the  £dth  and  piety  of  the  Church, 
while  honoring  its  great  Head. 

In  behalf  of  the  committee,  R.  B.  CLAXTON.  Oyaxmm. 

Rev.  L.  L.  Holden,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  on 
that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  Church 
Music,  read  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted, 
and  the  accompanjdng  resolution  adopted : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
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diesB  as  relates  to  Choich  Music,  have  had  tihe  matter  under  coiudderar 
tion,  and  most  folly  ooncor  in  the  views  presented  in  the  resolutaons  of 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  and  regard  with  unfeigned 
satisfaction  tiie  proceedings  thereupon  in  the  House  of  Bidbops,  found 
upon  pages  48  and  177  of  Journal  of  1856. 

Your  committee  believe  that  if  tunes  shall  be  selected,  and  their  use 
enforced,  by  the  same  authority  as  the  hymns,  and  the  tunes  be  printed 
in  the  same  volume,  and  in  juxtaposition  with  the  psalms  and  nymns, 
it  would  remedy  the  evils  complained  of  and  restore  congregational  sink- 
ing. This  would  relieve  the  pastor  from  a  responsibility  always  difficut 
and  for  which  the  best  clergyman  may  not  be  competent.  It  would  re- 
move the  inducements  to  leave  it  sometimes  to  irreligious  singers  to 
offer  the  praises  of  the  oonsregation,  and  it  would  precisely  meet  an 
increasing  want  of  the  ace,  by  enabling  at  once  all  who  uhderstand  the 
science  of  music  to  join  m  this  part  of  the  worship ;  and  the  tunes  not 
being  changeable  at  the  pleasure  of  any  one  performer,  would  soon  be 
femUiar  to  those  who  do  not  understand  that  science. 
Your  committee  would  therefore  offer  the  following  fer  adoption : 
Besolved,  That  this  Convention  are  highly  gratified  that  steps  have 
been  taken  by  the  General  Convention  to  devise  some  plan  of  promot- 
ing congregational  singing ;  and  would  suggest  to  the  committee  and 
urge  upon  all  who  may  be  called  to  act  upon  the  subject,  that  the 
readiest  and  probably  tiie  only  way  to  attain  the  end,  will  be  to  have 
ibe  music  and  psalms  and  hymns  arranged  and  printed  together,  and 
their  use  made  alike  obligatory.

Mr.  D.  D.  Aiken,  from  the  committee  on  Parsonages 
and  Clergymen's  salaries,  offered  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress relating  to  Parsonage  Houses,  report — 

That  so  far  as  they  know,  or  have  heard,  there  is  great  unanunity  of 
sentiment,  on  this  subject,  throughout  the  Diocese.  We  presume  there 
is  not  an  individual  churchman  therein,  who  would  not,  in  theory, 
respond,  most  heartily,  to  the  Bishop's  suggestions.  All  agree,  that  a 
comfortable  Parsonage  House  would  not  only  contribute  very  essentially 
to  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  minister  and  his  family,  but  would 
also  render  it  very  much  easier  for  most  parishes  to  support  their  min- 
ister. The  feeling  of  attachment  to  the  church  would  thereby  be 
greatly  increased  and  stropgthened,  in  the  minds  of  the  parishioners, 
it  would  have  a  strong  tendency  to  prevent  the  too  frequent,  and  often 
injurious,  clerical  changes.  It  would  tend  verv  much  to  strengthen  the 
feeling  of  attachment  which  should  ever  exist  between  the  minister  and 
his  people.  It  would  prevent  the  necessity  of  frequent  removals  by 
the  minister,  and  the  consequent  interruption  to  his  studies  and  the 
discharge  of  parochial  duties ;  and  perhaps  keep  him  out  of  the  power 
of  grasping  and  unprincipled  landlords.  Every  motive  of  duty  and  of 
interest  would  seem  to  unite  in  inducing  each  one  of  our  parishes,  not 
already  provided  with  a  Parsonage,  to  lose  no  time  in  providing  the 
ways  and  means  for  procuring  one. 

The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  foUowmg  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  respond  most  heartily  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Bishop,  in  regard  to  the  erection  of  a  Parsonage 
House  in  every  parish ;  and  strongly  urge  upon  every  parish  to  take 
immediate  measures  for  the  attainment  of  so  desirable  an  object.

The  committee  to  whom  was  submitted  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress which  refers  to  the  Sabbath,  beg  leave  to  report,  by  offering  the 
following  suggestions : 

We  believe  that  no  part  of  that  blessed  provision  wluoh  onr  most 
merciful  Father  has  made  for  the  salvation  of  our  souls  would  have 
been  of  muph  avail,  if  it  had  not  pleased  Him  to  institute  a  Holy  Day 
of  rest.  Even  in  Paradise,  the  Sabbath  was  necessaiy,  befine  the 
spiritual  eye  became  dim.  Even  when  the  Almighty  looked  with  oom- 
placency  upon  our  human  nature  and  pronounced  it  very  good,  He 
stiU  saw  it  necessary  to  institute  the  Sabbath  day.  How  much  more 
then  is  it  necessary  that  this  sacred  observance  should  be  strictly  carried 
out,  in  this  overburdened,  sin-distempered,  unspiritual,  £dlen  world  in 
which  we  live.  As  friends  of  true  religion  it  is  our  avowed  desire 
to  further  every  good  design,  and  our  attention  is  now  more  especially 
dicected  to  this.  We  cannot  better  discharge  our  duty  as  a  committee, 
than  by  urging  the  great  importance  of  the  subject,  and  recommending 
to  the  clergy  the  regular  duty  of  warning  their  flocks,  at  least  quarterly, 
in  public ;  presenting  the  matter  in  their  discourses  in  all  its  various 
bearings ;  and  since  such  teaching  will  only  reach  those  who  frequent 
the  House  of  God,  we  frirther  recommend  that  they  make  this  sub- 
ject a  very  prominent  part  of  their  private  counsels  to  their  parishioners, 
from  house  to  house.  We  recommend  also,  to  our  lay  members,  and 
more  especially,  to  the  wardens  of  our  churches,  that  they  be  instant 
in  season  and  out^  of  season,  in  the  same  good  cause.  There  is  no  way 
in  which  they  can  be  fellow  helpers  so  efficiently  as  in  this,  and  this  is 
what  we  now  briefly  and  respectfully  submit.

The  Standing  committee  on  Missions  and  Education,  having  had 
under  examination  the  reports  laid  before  them  from  the  Missionary 
and  Education  committees  of  the  Diocese,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following : 

That  they  find  the  present  arrangement  for  the  Missionary  and  Edu-    • 
cation  work  of  the   Diocese   to   have  been  thus  far  efficient  and 
satisfactory. 

That  for  the  distinctive  work  of  Missions,  there  have  been  collected, 
within  the  past  year,  about  $900  more  than  ever  before  collected  during 
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the  same  time ;  that,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  eieht  addi- 
tional missionaries  have  been  appointed  and  eighteen  additional  stations 
occupied,  and  that  the  Missionary  committee  have  sustained  in  all  fourty- 
three  stations ;  and  yet  that  there  is  now  remaining  in  the  Treasury, 
$440.50. 

That,  in  regard  to  Education,  the  liberal  things  which  were  begun 
by  that  committee  have  been  carried  on  during  the  year  to  satis&ctoiy 
results,  and  the  Convention  and  the  Diocese  are  called  to  devout 
thankfulness  before  Gh)d  in  view  of  the  great  and  needed  increase,  thus 
held  out  in  prospect,  of  laborers  in  the  Lord's  vineyard.  Still  your 
committee  find  that  these  results  have  not  been  effected  without  large 
help  from  other  dioceses ;  and  while  we  thankfully  acknowledge  tms 
aid,  and  hope  it  may  be  continued,  we  would  earnestly  commend  this 
cause  of  Education  to  churchmen  in  Ohio,  especially  in  the  view  that 
if  the  cause  of  education  be  allowed  to  languish,  that  of  missions  also 
must  suffer. 

Tour  committee  ofifer  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  view  with  thankfulness  and  satis&o- 
tion  the  working  of  the  two  committees  during  the  past  year.

smgs. 

So  hopefol  have  been  the  appearances  of  the  parish  to  the  eye  of  two 
of  its  more  wealthy  friends,  that  they  have  voluntarily  relieved  it  of  the 
last  depressing  incumbrances  that  discount  us,  namely,  two  mortgages 
on  the  parsonage,  amounting  to  $700,  the  parish  paying  $100. 

The  Sunday  School  has  incr^uwd  in  numbers  and  efficiency.    The 
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oluldren  raised  ibr  nussioiis  at  Christmas  the  sam  of  $26,  $20  of  whidi 
were  sent  to  Africa  to  educate  a  youth  there.  The  older  scholars 
realized,  for  &ncy  work  at  the  Christmas  festival,  $17,  whsch  were 
applied  to  increase  the  Library.

Owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  duties  and  the  want  of  a  suitable  place 
for  worship,  the  services  of  the  church  have  been  but  occasionally  con- 
ducted in  Oberlin  during  the  year. 

Since  my  last  report,  with  the  exception  of  glazing,  we  have  enclosed 
our  proposed  church,  built  of  brick,  (after  a  very  excellent  design 
furnished  by  the  late  Mr.  Frank  Wills  of  New  York  city,)  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $3,300.     For  this  we  owe  about  $800,  although  we  have  out- 
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standiiig  sabecriptions  long  mnoe  dne,  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  all 
our  obligations.  While  many  of  the  subscriptions  for  this  church  have 
been  made  and  met  ^th  great  liberality  and  promptness  by  the  church- 
men of  Ohio,  we  are  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  report  that  between  $400 
and  $500  pledged  to  us  by  various  clergymen  and  laymen  in  this  Dio- 
cese remains  stul  unpaid.  The  consequence  is,  that  yery  little  is  doing 
for  the  completi(m  of  the  church,  because  we  cannot  consent  to  incur 
any  new  obligations  until  our  former  ones  are  discharged. 

There  is  now  a  very  fitvorable  feeling  towards  the  oiurch  in  this  com- 
munity, and  we  are  losing  precious  opportunities  for  at  once  firmly 
establishing  ourselves  here,  for  the  want  of  means  to  carry  on  our  work.

with  us,  as  a  cborch,  for  valuable  assistance  also.  The  edifice,  com- 
menced in  September,  was  fully  completed  and  opened  for  Divine 
service  on  the  1st  of  February,  and  the  undersigned  is  happy  to  report 
that  the  prospects  of  the  parish  are  decidedly  fiivorable.  The  attend- 
ance on  Divine  service  is  good,  and  steadily  increasing.  There  are 
ninety-six  names  on  the  roll  of  the  Sunday  School,  although  the  at- 
tendance is  irregular,  some  being  connected  with  other  schools.  The 
great  majority  of  the  pews  are  rented,  and  it  is  confidently  expected 
Sie  bahmce  will  be  taken  up,  or  nearly,  by  the  close  of  the  year.  The 
heavy  demands  for  the  church  building,  erected  with  very  little  outside 
assistance,  will,  we  trust,  apologize  for  the  smallness  of  our  contribu- 
tions toward  other  objects. 

In  addition  to  his  labors  in  the  parish,  the  Hector  has  carried  on 
a  series  of  fortnightly  Sunday  services  at  Hopewell  Centre  School 
House,  some  four  and  a  half  miles  distant,  where  a  numerous  congre- 
gation attend  upon  his  ministrations.  At  Melmore,  a  village  eight 
miles  firom  Tiffin,  ho  has  also  officiated  lately,  and  will  continue  to  do 
BO  (D.  Y.)  as  time  and  strength  may  allow.  Thus  will  the  church,  it 
is  hoped,  in  due  time,  come  to  be  known  more  extensively  among  the 
inhabitants  of  this  vicinity,  and  good  be  done  also.  If  we  sow  in  fiuih, 
we  may  expect  to  reap  the  blessing. 

I  have  organized  a  Bible  Class,  which  meets  on  Wednesday  eveninss, 
and  is  well  attended.  The  proceedings  partake,  however,  more  of  ue 
character  of  a  fsEuniliar  or  conversational  lecture  than  a  Bible  Class, 
popularly  so  called.  Much  interest  is  manifested,  and  I  look  to  this 
mstrumentality  as  a  means,  through  God's  help,  of  effecting  great 
good.

On  Sunday, 
29th  June,  went  over  the  Ohio  Biver  and  preached  at  St  John's, 
Brooke  county,  Ya.,  in  the  morning.  On  Sunday,  July  6th,  preached 
at  St  James',  Cross  Creek,  in  the  morning,  to  a  large  and  devout 
congregation,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  a  goodly  number 
of  discipleS;  who  evidetitly  enjoyed  it  as  a  feast  of  the  Lord,  whose 
banner  over  them  was  love.  On  Sunday,  July  13th,  visited  East 
Liverpool,  Columbiana  county,  Ohio,  and  preach^  morning  and  after- 
noon. The  congregations  were  not  large,  as  the  parish  had  been 
destitute  of  a  minister  for  some  time  previous  to  this  visit.  Sunday, 
July  20th,  I  spent  with  my  Bev.  and  venerable  brother,  Mr.  Morse, 
at  Steubenville,  preaching  morning  and  af)»moon  to  veiy  attentive  • 
congregations.  I  also  lectured  several  times  in  the  church  at  night  on 
Wednesdays.  Sunday,  August  10th,  was  spent  at  East  Springfield, 
Jefferson  county,  where  I  providentially  met  Bev.  Mr.  Gray,  fix)m 
Cincinnati,  who  preached  in  the  morning,  and  I  in  the  afternoon.  On 
Sunday,  August  17th,  preached  at  St.  John's,  Brooke  county,  Ya.,  in 
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the  morning.  Sunday,  Aogost  24th,'preached  morning  and  afternoon 
at  St  Claireville,  Bebnont  county,  Obo.  This  parish  had  long  been 
vacant,  and  the  few  fidthfol  members  left  were  mourning  over  the 
desolations  of  theur  beloved  Zion.  Sunday,  August  31st,  I  again 
preached  at  St.  John's,  Ya.,  in  the  morning,  and  administered  the 
Lord's  Supper,  and  at  the  dose  took  my  leave  of  this  veir  interesting 
and  attentive  people,  whose  kindness  I  shall  long  remember.  Before 
oloEdng,  I  woula  mention  among  my  recorded  services,  that  the  last  two 
Sundays  of  September  were  spent  in  my  old  Parishes  in  Virginia  &nd 
Maryland,  preaching  in  the  morning  at  one,  and  delivering  an  address 
at  the  funeral  of  an  aged  friend  at  the  other.  In  this  journey  eight 
hundred  and  thirty  miles  were  traveled  by  rail  road. 

It  is  perhaps  due  to  myself  to  say,  that  I  have  preached  several 
times  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Oranville,  and  also  assisted  frequently  in 
the  services  on  Communion  occasions.  I  have  also  married  one  coujde 
in  St.  Luke's  Church.  At  the  close  of  this  Convention,  I  shall  oner 
my  services  to  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee  to  go  where  in 
their  judgment  there  would  be  the  most  need  of  my  efforts  to  advance 
the  cause  and  kingdom  of  Christ  our  Lord.

Would  report  that  he  has,  for  the  past  year,  had  charge  of  Trinity 
Church,  Lyme,  and  has  labored  at  Monroeville ;  that  at  Easter  he 
accepted  the  pastoral  care  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Medina. 

JRev.  Richard  Gray. — 

I  have  been  fully  engaged  in  my  duties  as  City  Missionary,  in  con- 
nection with  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati,  since  the  last  Convention.  The 
intense  sufferings  of  the  poor  of  our  city  throughout  the  past  winter, 
owing  to  the  scarcity  of  fuel,  produced  great  sympathy  among  persons 
in  more  prosperous  circumstances.  I  have  distributed  upwards  of 
thirteen  hundred  dollars,  nearly  the  whole  of  which  has  been  put  in  my 
hands  without  solicitation.  I  have  attended  to  two  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  three  cases,  to  whose  necessities,  both  spiritual  and  temporal, 
I  have  administered  as  far  as  it  was  in  my  power.  I  have  endeavored 
to  prevul  on  the  poor  to  attend  church,  but  have  found  considerable 
hindrance  in  not  having  them  immediately  under  my  eye.  At  the 
Eev.  Dr.  Butler's  suggestion,  I  have,  therefore,  commenced  services  at 
Trinity  Church,  hoping  to  induce  a  portion  of  this  class  to  attend.  So 
&r  I  have  been  encouraged  in  my  enbrts.  Besides  preaching  as  often 
as  my  strength  would  aUow,  I  have  baptized  44  in&nts  and  3  adults, 
solemnized  6  marriages,  offidat^  at  21  funerals,  and  churched  a 
number  of  women.  The  above  are  entered  in  the  registers  of  Christ 
and  Trinity  Churches  in  Cincinnati,  or  where  the  rites  were  performed. 
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Beo.  John  BdH — 

Would  inform  Uie  Bishop  that  he  has  been  for  the  last  three  months 
confined  to  his  house  by  sickness,  and  is  not  able  now  to  make  any 
report  of  his  labors  for  the  past  year. 

Bev.  Henry  T.  Eiesier- — 

Reports  that,  having  had,  for  the  last  year,  no  parochial  charge,  his 
sphere  of  usefiilness  has  been  necessarily  limited.  He  has,  however, 
embraced  eveiy  opportunity  which  offered  to  perform  the  services  of 
the  Church  and  preach  the  Gh)spel.

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than  I  bad  hoped  when  I  received  ministerial  orders,  and  I  have  met 
them  in  the  way  I  have,  not  from  a  love  of  business  life,  but  from 
necessity,  and  as  a  severe  trial  to  my  patience  and  Christian  assurance, 
and  in  the  exercise  of  much  prayer  and  reliance  upon  Grod  for  aid  and 
direction.

He  has  traveled  to  see  and  to  assist  young  men 
from  Illinois  to  New  York ;  and  though  acting  a  part  of  the  time  in 
behalf  of  our  Institution  at  Gtumbier,  it  has  idl  been  with  the  single 
object  of  advancing  the  great  work  of  raising  up  faithful  and  efficient 
men  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  a  dying  world.  When  not  en- 
gaged on  the  Lord's  Day  in  presenting  this  cause,  he  has  supplied,  as 
opportunity  presented,  vacant  parishes  and  vacant  pulpits  in  this  and 
other  dioceses.

ARTICLB  I. 

Tills  Charch,  as  a  constitaent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  constltation  of  that  Charch, 
and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be  a  Ck>nTentIon  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  first  Wednesday 
after  the  20th  of  September  in  each  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  previoafl 
Convention.  B^n  in  case  an  epidemic  disease  shall  prevail  at  the  place  appoint- 
ed, or  other  like  cause  nholl  render  it  obviously  expedient,  the  Bishop,  or  in  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the.  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  some  other 
place,  and  send  special  notice  of  the  same  to  every  minister  and  vestry  in  the 
Diocese,  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  time  of  meeting.  The  Bishop,  with  such 
clergymen  and  lay-delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Convention, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  provided,  that  in  a  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  such  clergymen  and  lay-delegates  as  shall  duly 
assemble,  constitute  a  quorum,  but  in  the  latter  case  only  so  far  as  to  adjourn  to 
the  next  day,  when,  if  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the 
Convention  shall  proceed. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Any  parish  may  be  suspended  fh)m  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Conven 
tion,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirdi 
of  each  Order,  whenever  the  same  shall  bo  deemed  conducive  to  the  interests  of 
the  Church. 

ARTICLB   IV. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  The  Bishop, 
and  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  canonically  in  charge  of  a  congregation  m 
union  with  this  Convention — or  employed  as  a  missionary  under  the  ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  of  the  Diocese  —  or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  in- 
corporated seminary  of  learning,  shall  be  members  of  this  Convention,  provi- 
ded that  they  can  show  that  they  have  been  at  least  six  months  in  the  Diocese 
as  above  re({uired ;  provided  also,  that  no  clei^man  who  has  been  a  member 
of  this  Convention  shall  lose  his  seat  therein,  by  reason  of  age  or  of  bodily  in- 
firmities disqualifying  him  for  his  previous  position.  Each  regularly  organized 
church  or  congregation  in  canonical  union  with  this  Church,  shall  send  to  the 
Convention  one  or  more  lay-delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  unless  when  two  or 
more  congregations  or  churches  are  united  under  one  vestry,  when  delegates,  as 
above  provided,  mar  be  sent  from  each.  When  a  vote  by  Orders  is  called  for, 
the  delegates  of  each  congregation  or  church,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  only. 
No  person  under  ecclesiastioU  censure  or  process  shall  be  entitled  Xo  a  seat  in 
the  Convention. 

ARTICLE   y. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  may  judge 
it  important  to  the  good  of  the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Standing  Committee ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the 
continued  a^ence  of  the  Bishop  from  the  Diocese  for  six  months,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so,  if 
applied  to  for  the  purpose  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  YI. 

• 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  open,  or  cause  it  to  be 
opened  with  prayer.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  the  Convention  shall  be 
called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  elect  n  Pceftideoit  fcom.  •sddl^csgl^  \fa^ 
Presbjrten. 
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ARTICLE  Yll 


At  ereiy  Annual  Convention,  after  a  viva  voce  nomination,  a  Secretary  shall 
be  chosen,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the*  next  Annual  Convention.  His 
duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  record  all  proceedings  of  the  Conyention ;  to 
attest  its  public  acts ;  preserve  its  records ;  notify  the  parishes  of  the  times  and 
places  of  all  stated  and  special  Conventions,  and  faithftdly  to  deliver  into  the 
hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative  and  belonging  to  the  Con- 
vention, which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  YIII. 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  and  memben 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  elected  bj  joint  ballot  of  the  cleivj  and  laity, 
and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  required  for  an  election.  In  case  of  a  failure  or 
omission  to  elect  any  officers  or  annual  Committee,  the  persons  last  elected  shall 
continue  to  serve  until  others  be  chosen.  Elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispenaod 
with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  Annual  Convention,  and 
shall  consist  of  three  Clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  Laymen  who 
ai|e  communicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese.  The  officers  of  said  Commit- 
tee reouired  by  the  IVth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  appointed  at 
their  first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being  summoned, 
provided  one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business 
when  convened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  At  all  other  meetings  a  majority 
of  the  members  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sec- 
retaij  of  this  committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  proceedings  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose,  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  papers  or  letters  ad- 
dressed to  the  committee,  to  attest  their  acts,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all 
Dooks  and  papers  which  in  virtue  of  his  office  have  been  committed  to  him.  The 
minutes  of  the  committee,  and  all  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  Church, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  Va- 
cancies occurring  in  the  committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  remaining 
members. 

ARTICLE   X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  Annual  Conven- 
tion— or  in  a  Special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  time  appointed,  the  object  being  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the 
secretaiy  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry  of  the  Dio- 
cese. The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows :  The  clergy  shall  vote  by 
ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  a  majority  of  the 
clergy  present  ^hall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made  shall  be  com- 
municated to  the  lay -members,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  whether  to 
receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE   XI. 

The  clergy  and  lay-delegates  in  Convention  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and 
shall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  except  when  a 
vote  bv  Orders  is  called  for  by  five  members.  In  such  case  the  concurrence  of 
both  Orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure — and  on  every  ques- 
tion the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required  by  five,  the  votes  of 
a  majority  of  those  present  of  the  two  Orders,  respectively,  shall  decide. 

ARTICLE   XII. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:  A  proposition  for 
amendment  shall  bo  laid  before  the  Convention  in  writing,  and  if  approved,  shall 
lie  over  till  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-thirds  of 
the  two  Orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constita- 
tion  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory.

CANON   I.

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General  Conyention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  application  shall  be  made  in  writing 
with  the  name  of  every  one  engaged  in  the  application  subscribed,  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  and  if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  demand 
a  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly ; 
the  presentment  being  made  in  writing,  and  specifying  with  as  much  accuracy 
as  possible,  the  offence  or  offences,  with  particulars  of  time,  place  and  circum- 
stances ;  and  every  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  may  for  himself  request  of  the 
Standing  Committee  the  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  section,  in  which  case  it 
shall  be  instituted  and  shall  proceed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

Sect.  2.  Presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  pre- 
sentment to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  eight  Presbyten 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served 
on  the  accused,  provided  that  no  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  who  may 
have  joined  in  the  presentment  be  included  in  such  nomination.  Out  of  the  Pres- 
byters so  nominated,  the  accused  shall  select  five,  and  notify  their  names  in 
writing,  to  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  days  after  the 'serving  aforesaid.  And  if  he 
does  not  give  such  notification  within  said  time,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and 
the  Presbyters  so  selected,  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and 
shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power 
to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place  (but  always  within  the  Di- 
ocese), as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sect.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused ; 
and  al^o  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their 
number  whom  they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  'case  and 
present  such  oral  or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation  as  they 
may  be  able  to  obtain. 

Sect.  4.  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  whole  number 
be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  fh)m  time  to  time ;  and  if  it  shall 
appear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time, 
those  who  do  attend,  being  not  fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  ma- 
iority  shall  decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment 

Sect,  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
for  his  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may 
immediately  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  if  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall  be 
considered  as  pleading  noi  grnlty. 

Sect.  6.  In  case  a  clergyman,  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Board  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  proceed  as 
if  he  were  present  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if 
the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  Board,  after  due  present- 
ment and  notification,  and  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be 
given,  the  Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of 
suspension  from  the  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly ;  but  the  sen- 
tence may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendar  months  the  accused 
shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordinglv  appear  and  receive  his  trial ;  but  if 
he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts  alleged  in  the  pre- 
sentment, shall  proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation  fh>m 
the  ministry. 

Sect.  7.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Board  shall  choose  a  President  from  their 
own  number,  and  a  Secretary  who  shall  be  from  their  own  number  or  otherwise, 
as  they  determine,  and  befbre  proceeding  to  trial  they  shall  adopt  and  declare  the 
rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted ;  provided,  however,  that  no  layman 
shall  advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial— though  both  parties  may,  at  their 
option,  employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Sect.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  as 
may  be  produced — which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secretary, 
and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer 
an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses,  and 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sect.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting  forth, 
satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the 
Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman  to  act  as  a  commissioner  to  take 
the  testimony  of  such  witness :  and  the  party  applying  as  above  shall  give  to  the 
other  party  at  least  five  days*  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony. 
And  if  the  person  or  persons  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served  reside  more  than 
forty ^ilcs  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  days*  notice,  exclnsive 
of  Sunday,  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance. 
And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witi\fi«a\  ttxv<\>^<&^3^^%>^^xk^«xi^ 
answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  A\gned^7  \:tift'^Xaaftw^  %xA  ^Xsksii^.\»  J**^ 
Hed  by  the  Commisf loner,  and  endoaed  undet  n^a  tAii  «Xi<l  ^xuaics^^^ft^^s^  X9&»^ 
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Board,  and  received  by  them  as  evidence.    A  witness  examined  before  such  com 
missioner  may  be  sworn  or  afSrmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sbct.  10.  Tlie  Board,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  writing 
signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained 
in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  gnilty  or  not 
gnilty  of  such  charges  respectively;  which  decision,  together  with  the  evidence 
and  an  attested  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  bo  delivered  to  the  Bishop, 
accompanied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Board  as  to  what  sentence  should  be  pro- 
nounced ;  whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  appear 
to  him  to  bo  proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence 
recommended  bv  the  Board,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  mav  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused ;  in  which 
case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  oe  appointed,  including  none  of  those  who 
sat  upon  the  former  trial,  before  which  Board  the  proceedings  shall  be  conducted 
as  before  provided. 

Sbct.  11.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consanguinity  or  affin- 
ity with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  other  Bishop  to  express  his 
Judgment  on  the  decision  of  the  Board,  to  which  judgment  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or  granting  a  new  trial.  And  if  the  Diocese 
be  vacant,  the  members  of  the  Standing  Ck)mmittee  shall  request  the  services  of 
such  Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient  for  the  performance  of  all  sudi 
acts  as  are  by  this  Canon  required  to  be  done  by  tlve  Bisnop  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  II. 

OV  THI  WntT  OV  A  CRUMB. 

Sect.  1.  In  eveiy  church  of  this  Diocese,  after  prayer,  there  shall  be  an  annual 
election,  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five,  and  not 
more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed. Two  of  these  vestrvmen  shall  be  designated  on  the  ballot  to  serve  as 
Wardens ;  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  Parish, 
who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Vestry.  In  his 
absence  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  secretary, 
whoso  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  attest 
the  public  acts  of  the  Vostrv,  preserve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfully 
to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  documents  belonging  to 
the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sbct.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has  not 
signed  the  Articles  of  Parochial  Association,  and  who  is  not  a  holder  or  renter  of 
one  entire  pew ;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they 
shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote ;  nor  shall  any  person  vote  in  a  parish  of 
which  he  is  not  a  bona  fide  member.  In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are  no 
pews  held  or  rented,  or  where  pews  are  held  subject  to  no  tax  or  assessment,  no 
Individual  shall  bo  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contributor  to  the  church  to  such 
an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint :  Provided,  that  every  male 
communicant  of  the  parish  wno  shall  have  been  such  for  six  months  next  pre- 
ceding the  election,  snail  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a  pewholder,  or  a 
qualified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  a  bona  fide  member  thereof. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestiy  to  take,  charge  of  the  property  ot 
the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  coll  a  minister  and 
provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  the  celebration 
of  divine  worship,  and,  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister  in  whatever 
is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel :  it  being  understood,  al- 
ways, that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  tne  exclusive  direction  of 
the  minister,in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  for  the 
Lord's  Supper — to  collect  the  alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same,  to  keep  and 
disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister — and  while  the 
Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  wor- 
ship and  thn  instruction  of  the  congregation,  by  occasional' clerical  services  or  by 
lay-rcadingj  as  the  circumstances  may  permit  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be 
called  by  the  Rector,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Senior  Warden ;  and  the  Rector,  or  in 
his  absence,  the  Senior  Warden,  shall  call  meetings  at  the  request  of  two  members 
of  the  Vestry.    And  the  Vestry  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  at  their  pleasure 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of  this  Canon  inter 
fering  with  their  Articles  of  Association  or  By-laws.) 

CANON   III.

Y  anthenticated,  according  to  law ;  and  ftirther  that  it  he  made  to  appear  that 
sach  Church  or  Congregation  has  acceded  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Diocese.  A  certificate  shall  also  be  produced  fh>m  the  Bishop— or 
in  case  of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate.  fh>m  a  majority  of  the 
Standing  Committee— that  notice  was  given  him  or  them,  at  least  one  month  be- 
fore the  Convention,  of  the  oxganization  having  taken  place. 

OANON  lY. 

OV  DinniOI  PAEIBBJBB. 

Whenever  a  Parish  shall  so  far  fail  in  the  leading  objects  of  its  organisation,  as 
to  be  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop  essentially  defunct,  he  shall  signify  the  same 
to  the  Convention,  which  may  proceed  forthwith,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds,  to 
dissolve  the  said  Parish,  agreeably  to  Article  III  of  the  Constitution. 

OANON  V. 

OV  ATmiVAHOI  OH  OORVUTXOH,  AXB  K1QUISXTI8  fOK  THl  APISPOH  OV  ULT-SIPUZUS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  to  at- 
tend the  same,  and  of  eveiy  church  or  congregation  in  union  with  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  Lav-Delegates  to  the  Convention,  not  exceeding 
three,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  vestry  from  among  the  communicants  of  the 
church  or  congregation  to  be  represented,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Yestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of 
the  Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows :  — 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Yestry  of  Church, 

held  on  the  day  of  A.  B.,  who  is  a  communicant  of  good 

standing  in  said  Church,  was  appointed  a  Lay*I)elegate  to  represent  the  same  in 

the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be 

holdenonthe  day  of  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Signed 

(Parishes  already  incorporated  are  excepted  fh>m  so  much  of  the  above  CanoB, 
as  would  interfere  with  their  articles  of  Incorporation  or  Association.) 

OANON   YI.

Sbct.  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  eveiy  Convention  of  t&is 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  the  ministers  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishes 
or  stations  as  Ifissionaries ;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated, 
in  which  they  are  engaged— and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  parishes 
or  missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only, — 
specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  dass  are  Deacons :  but  no  clergyman, 
while  suspended  fh>m  the  ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list  And  such  list 
ihall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to 
Vder,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall 
ie  appended  to  the  Journal  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sbct.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  is 
disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  lYth  Artide 
of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the 
list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

OANON  VII. 

OV  FAUBH  BMlSniS  AHS  FAHOOHUL  UPOm. 

Sect.  1.  Every  Gergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  the 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his 
parish  by  any  other  Episcopal  Minister ;  specifying  the  names  and  times  of  birth 
of  the  children  baptused,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors ; 
the  names  of  the  adults  baptized,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism ;  the 
names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom ;  the  names  of  tiie  parties  married,  and 
of  persons  buried ;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  respectively.  This  Register  shaU 
be  kept  by  the  minister,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  belonging  to  the 
Yestry  of  the  Church  Vhich  he  serves :  which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish 
Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

Skct.  2.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  minister  of  eadi  Parish 
shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and  of  families  within  his  cure,  spedfying 
the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of  the  Church  under  hb  charge, 
and  whether  by  removal  from  the  communion  of  some  other  Church  or  otherwise. 

Sbct.  3.  Every  minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of  every 
annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  tlie 
President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Parish,  according 
to  fiidi  form  as  ihaU  be  fkmlshed  by  the  ecdeelMtlcal  aathority  of  the  ptooere. 
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OANON  Till. 

OF  YkQklCf  OOiraBMAlIOIIl.  •^ 

Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Yestiy  immedi- 
ately to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON  IX. 

OF  9WUTUB  XO  XHl  eBliaAL  OOflflHTIOK. 

The  Ck>nTention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  according  to  the  pro 
visions  of  the  Ylllth  Article  of  the  Constitntion,  fonr  clergymen,  out  of  Presbyters 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  laymen,  who  shall  be  in  good  stand- 
ing as  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  to  act  as  depu- 
ties from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention ;  which  deputies  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  depu- 
ties elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop,  on  some  day  at  least  three  weeks  before  tlie 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  wiU  attend  or  not  to  the  duties 
of  their  office.  In  default  of  which  signification,  or  in  case  of  the  declining  of 
any  to  attend  the  General  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  on  notification 
ftom  the  Bishop,  shall  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay  deputies  as 
may  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  fUl  representation  of  the  Diocese ;  and  the  pei^ 
son  or  persons  so  delegated,  being  ftmished  with  the  certificate  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  deputies  elected  by  the 
Convention.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  notification  on  the 
part  of  the  deputies  elect,  above  i^uired,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 

OF  LAT   KBADimS. 

None  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay  Reader  in  this 
Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a  written  license  flnon 
the  Bishop :  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancv  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Com 
mittee ;  and  Lay  Readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  XItt 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  XI. 
OF  pupAmro  A  aiposx  oh  tri  srin  of  thi  caoiaB 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  in  Canon  LI  of 
the  General  Convention,  a  committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be 
fwpointed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop 
a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  XII. 
of  thx  bicrrabt  of  ths  oohtxhtiov. 

Sect.  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
in  the  Yllth  article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duly  to  send  to  the  minis- 
ter, or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  wardens  of  each  parish  in  union  with 
the  Convention,  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting,  together  with 
the  form  of  a  parochial  report ;  and  a  form  by  which  to  certify  the  appointment 
of  lay  deputies,  together  with  the  assessment  laid  upon  the  parish  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.    He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretaiy  of  every  Diocesan 
Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  as  well  as 
of  any  charge  or  pastoral  letter  recently  published,  and  to  the  General  Conven 
tion  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies. 

CANON  XIII. 

OF  TBI  TaSASUBSB  OF  THS  OOXVBSTIOH. 

Sect.  1.   At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  collected 
nnder  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distrlbu 
Hon  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.    His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annnallj 
to  the  Convention  and  examined  by  a  committee  of  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied 
bv  a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shiUl  continue  in  office  nn 
tu  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIT. 

OF  MDBIOIIS  ABft  OF  SDUQAtlOH  fOB  fBl  KDORKT. 

AlOT.  1.   The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionaiy  institntlon,  ana 
enrf  part  thereof  pledged  l»y  th«  Chi\a>2iA3i  "^T^vM&ofa  to  the  support  of  the  mil 
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■ionary  work ;  and  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  being  absolutely  necessary 
to  the  fhtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  ^e  same  work,  it  is  solemnly  arced  upon  every  member  of 
the  Church  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as  iuTolTing  d&ect  obligation  to  promote 
these  objects. 

8scT.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  ereiy  minister  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct  the  people  of  hia 
charge  in  relation  to  these  otjeets.  And  it  is  recommended  to  erery  member  of  the  Church, 
to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store  for  these  purposes,  as  Qod  hath  prospered 
him,  according  to  the  apostolic  direction :  1  Cor.  xrl.  1. 

8kt.  8.  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Conrention,  a 
committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  IMocese,  ex-offlcio,  and  nine  other  members — ^fire 
clerical  and  four  lay — to  be  called  the  Ifissionary  Committee  ;  to  whom  shall  be  committed 
the  appointment  of  missionaries  and  their  stations,  and  the  collection  and  appropriation  of 
ftmds  for  missionary  objects,  and  the  general  eaie  and  management  of  the  missionary  inter- 
ests of  the  Diocese.  And  also  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex-oflicio, 
and  eight  other  members — four  clerical  and  four  lay  —  to  whom  shall  be  committed  theap- 
pointasent  and  regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  collection  and  appropriation  of  Ainds  therefor, 
and  all  oUier  business  belonging  thereto. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  priTilege  of  the  contributors  to  the  Missionary  or  Education  cause, 
to  designate  the  particular  object  to  which  their  contributions  shall  be  applied.  If  no  such 
designation  be  made,  the  conteibution  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  to  which  tlM 
fbnd  has  been  contributed. 

8kct.  5.  The  Bi«hop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  these  Committees,  when 
he  is  present:  if  absent,  a  chairman  pro  tern,  sliall  be  appointed. 

SiCT.  6.  These  Committees  shall  each  meet  annually,  at  the  place  and  on  the  first  day 
of  the  Annual  Conrention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  the  President 
may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  conrenient  on  their  own  adjournments, 
or  on  the  call  of  two  members ;  fire  attending  members  of  the  Missionary  and  four  of  the 
Education  Committee  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Bscr.  7.  No  beneficiary  or  missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
same ;  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

SiCT.  8.  At  erery  annual  meeting  of  these  Committees,  the  Secretaries  of  the  same  shall, 
respectirely,  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year  then  terminated ;  which,  with 
the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Conrention, 
And  published  in  its  Journal,  either  entire  or  in  part. 

SicT.  9.  These  Committees  shall  each  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Yaeaacies  dorins 
the  recess  of  the  Conrention  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee.  No  money  shall  be  applied 
by  the  Treasurer  but  by  order  of  tlie  Committee. 

Sjict.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  above  named  Committees  to  provide  for  a  public  meet- 
ing, to  be  held  during  the  annual  session  of  the  Convention  of  the  IMooese,  for  ttie  purpose  of 
promoting  the  ol^ts  for  which  they  have  been  constituted. 

CANON   XV. 

OF  THB  SUPPOBt  OF  THB    VOOOPATB. 

Sect.  1.  Ererj  minister  shall,  on  or  abont  the  first  day  of  September  of 
every  year,  solicit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from  each  commanicant  whom  he  may 
deem  able  to  pay  the  same,  and  transmit  the  amount  so  obtained  to  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  On  or  about  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year,  the  Vestry  of  erery 
parish  shall,  through  their  parish  collector  or  otherwise,' solicit  from  erery  house- 
holder or  pewholder  who  is  not  a  communicant,  the  like  sum  of  one  dollar,  to 
oe  transmitted  forthwith  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  3.  Out  of  the  sum  so  receired  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  Bishop 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  the  sum  to  be  paid  in  equal  semi- 
annual instalments. 

CANON  XVI. 

OF    LAY    DISOIPLIITB. 

Sect.  1.  Any  communicant  who  shall  absent  himself  for  one  year  from  thA 
communion,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  rector,  may  be  stispended  fh>m 
the  communion. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  application  of  any  communicant  not  under  ecclesiastical 
censure,  to  the  minister  of  his  parish,  or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  senior, 
or  in  his  absence  to  the  junior  warden,  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  minister  or  warden  to  give  such  applicant  a  certificate  of  ffood  standing  as 
a  communicant  And  no  communicant  of  one  parish  shall  be  admitted  to  record 
as  a  communicant  in  any  other,  without  producing  satisfactory  testimonials  of 
\  being  a  communicant  in  good  standing,  to  the  minister  of  the  parish  with  which 
\he  or  she  mar  wish  to  unite.    But  in  case  such  minister  or  warden  shall,  in  con- 

{equence  of  the  applicant  being  under  censure,  refuse  to  gire  such  certificate,  he 
hall  gire  to  the  applicant  the  reasons  for  his  refusal  in  writing. 

CANON  XVII. 
Of  ooBmeiMT  aiPissM. 
There  shall  be  annually  asiesaed  by  the  Conrention,  upon  the  sereral  pariihM 
n  the  Diocese,  according  to  their  abUlQr,  an  amonnt  raffldent  to  defhor  th«  o^ii^ 
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tlngent  expenses  of  the  Chnrch.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  trea- 
stuy  of  the  Ck>nyention  shall  be  applied  to  the  following  objects : — 1.  To  detny 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  to  the  General  Convention.  2.  To  pay  the 
postages  of  the  Bishop.  3.  To  pay  the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  churches 
in  the  Diocese  by  each  General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof, 
i.  To  pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  the  Convention,  and  such  other  doc- 
uments as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Convention.  5.  To  pay  the  traveling  expen- 
ses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  to  each  delegate.  6.  To  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  presbyters  attend- 
ing ecclesiastical  trials. 

CANON   XVIII. 

OF  AUmUTXOKS  XH  TBI  OANOSfS  AKO  ADDIHOKS  THiaETO 

No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  considered 
bv  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  uTter  one  day's  notice  thereof, 
given  in  open  Convention ;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  consent)  until  it  shall  have 
been  reported  on  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two  clergymen  and  tvro  laymen. 
Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention,  if 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in  such  case  the 
same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  votes),  shall  lie  over  for  considera- 
tion till  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIX. 

or    rOKMIK    OAHOKS. 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed. 


FOBM  FOR  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  PARISHES 

IN  THE  DIOCESB  OP  OHIO. 

We  whose  names  are  hereunto  affixed,  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance 
of  the  Christian  relijjion,  and  earnestly  wishing  to  promote  its  holy  influence  iL 
the  hearts  and  lives  of  ourselves,  our  families  and  our  neighbors,  do  hereby  asso- 
ciate ourselves  to^zether  under  the  name  and  style  and  title  of  the  Parish  of 

Church,  in  the  township  of  county  of  ,  and 

State  of  Ohio :  and  by  so  doing  do  adopt  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  and  of  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio. 

N.  B.  After  tw^ntTpersoiui  shaU  hare  rigned  the  abore,  a  meeting  of  the  aame  may  be  called 
on.  ten  days'  notio&  Wardens  and  Testry  being  choeen  and  recorded,  together  with  the  minates 
of  the  meeting,  in  a  book  to  be  thereafter  kept  as  a  parish  raster,  a  notification  should  be  im- 
mediately sent  of  the  formation  of  the  parish  to  the  Bishop ;  which  notification  shoold  indade  a 
certified  copy  of  the  minuted  of  the  meeting,  the  form  of  association,  the  name  of  the  parish,  with 
those  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry.  Steps  should  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  to  hare  Uie  parish 
incorporated.  At  the  next  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  parish  should  apply  by  one  or  mors 
delegates,  or  by  some  clergyman  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  admitted  into  union  therewith ;  for  which 
purpose  the  same  papers  as  are  required  by  the  Bishop  should  be  sent  to  the  ConTenticm,  certi- 
fied by  the  clerk  of  the  parish.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 

Wliereas  John  McCorkle  and  Charles  Hammond,  a  Committee  appointed  on  be- 
half of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chorch  in  Uie  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  have,  by  their  petition  to  the  General  Assembly,  represented  that  a 
Seminary  for  Theological  Education  has  been  established  by  said  Convention 
within  this  State,  and  in  order  to  the  more  convenient  management  of  the 
concerns  of  the  said  Seminary,  and  to  the  permanency  of  its  establishment  in 
this  State,  have  prayed  that  the  said  Seminary  may  be  incorporated— There- 
fore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  Right  Reverend  Philander  Chase,  now  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  Roger  Searle,  Intrepid  Morse,  Ezra  B.  Kellogg, 
Samuel  Johnston,  Bezaleel  Wells,  William  K.  Bond,  John  Johnston,  and  Chanes 
Hammond,  the  present  Trustees  of  the  said  Seminary,  and  their  successors  ap- 
pointed in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  said  Seminary, 
as  now  established,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  "Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio ; "  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and 
being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes  and 
complaints  whatsoever;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
their  discretion : —  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity 
of  taking  and  holding  by  devise  and  otherwise,  or  of  purchasing,  holding  and 
enjoying  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  real  estate  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise, 
any  goods,  chattels  and  personal  estate,  and  of  selling,  leasing,  mortgaging  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  said  real  and  personal  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  they 
may  think  proper :  Prouididy  That  the  clear  annual  income  of  such  real  and 
personal  estate,  exclusive  of  any  lands  or  tenements  that  may  be  occupied  by 
the  said  Seminary  for  its  accommodation,  or  that  of  its  officers  or  professors, 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  present  Trustees  of  said  Seminary  and  their  snccessors  in 
office,  under  the  Constitution  thereof,  as  now  established,  or  as  the  same  may  be 
hereafter  altered  or  amended,  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  said  Sem- 
inary and  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time,  to 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  to  apply  the  avails  there- 
of and  all  other  funds  of  said  Seminary  for  its  benefit  and  advantage,  as  they 
shall  deem  it  expedient;  and  shall  also  have  power,  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  of  said  Seminary,  to  make  by-laws  and  ordinances 
for  the  appointment  of  professors  and  other  officers  of  said  Seminary,  for  regula- 
ting the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  professors,  officers  and  students  therein,  for 
conducting  its  business  and  concerns,  and  generally  for  the  good  government  of 
the  same  :  Provided^  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  a  public  act,  and  that  the 
same  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  other  places,  benignly  and  favorably  for 
every  beneficial  purpose  therein  intended. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  General  Assembly  may  at  any  time  hereafter  modify  or 
repeal  this  act;  but  no  such  modification  or  repeal  shall  divert  the  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  of  the  Seminary  to  any  other  purpose  than  the  education  of  Minis- 
ters of  the  Gospel  in  tlie  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.

nary,  a  College^  and  HaDs  for  preparatoiy  edacation ;  that  they  shall  haTO  the 
care  and  management  of  all  property,  which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  given, 
or  is  otherwise  possessed  for  the  nse  and  benefit  of  the  same  ;  and  to  appoint  a 
President  and  Professors,  and  all  necessary  officers  for  the  purposes  of  govern- 
ment and  instruction  in  said  College  and  Halls. 

Sbc.  2.  The  President  and  Professors  of  said  Theological  Seminary  shall  con 
ftitute  a  Faculty,  with  the  power  of  conferring  Degrees  in  the  Arts  and  Sciences, 
and  of  performing  all  such  other  acts  as  pertain  to  the  Faculties  of  CoUeges  for 
the  encouragement  and  reward  of  learning :  and  the  name  and  style  by  which  the 
said  degrees  shall  be  conferred  shall  be  that  of  *'The  President  and  Prof^sors  of 
Kenyon  College  in  the  State  of  Ohio." 

Sbg.  3.  The  President  and  Professors  of  said  Theological  Seminary  shall 
also  constitute  a  Faculty  with  the  power  of  conferring  Degrees  in  Theology, 
and  of  doing  all  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  such  faculties  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  theological  learning ;  and  the  name  and  style  by  which  said  degrees 
shall  be  conferred  shall  be  that  of  "•  The  President  and  Professors  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio."

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  SEMINARY. 

ARTICLE  I. 
The  CouTcntion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
do  hereby  establish  a  Seminary  for  the  Education  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  in 
said  Church;  such  Seminary  to  be  founded  upon  donations  made  and  to  be 
made,  in  the  united  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  in  America,  for 
that  purpose,  and  to  be  known  by  Uie  name  of ''  The  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio." 

ARTICLE  II. 
The  said  Seminary  shall  be  established  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  at 
«uch  place  within  the  same  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the  deed  of  donation, 
executed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  England,  on  the  27th  day  of  November,  1823 
and  when  once  established,  shall  forever  after  remain  in  the  same  place. 

ARTICLE  tll. 
The  direction  and  management  of  raid  Seminary  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Tnuteef, 
lihieh  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  and  of  six  clerical  and  six 
laj  Tmstees,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Conrention  of  the  Diooeee.  At  the  election  occurring  in  the 
year  1858,  one-third  of  the  number  shall  be  dMignated  to  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  one-third  fbr  the  term  of  two  years,  and  the  remaining  third  for  three  years ;  and  from 
and  after  the  year  1858,  the  yacancies  shall  be  iUled  each  year,  as  the  terms  of  office  expire : 
Provided,  that  no  officer  of  the  Seminary  or  of  any  institution  that  may  be  annexed  thereto, 
except  the  President  of  Kenyon  College,  shall  be  eligible  to  said  Board.  This  article,  so  far 
as  it  respects  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  Trusteex,  may  fh>m  time  to  time  be  amended  by 
a  concurring  resolution  of  the  Conrention,  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  so 
as  to  increase  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  Trustees,  until  the  number  of  each  may  be 
twelre ;  which  number  shall  thereafter  constitute  the  permanent  Board  of  clerical  and  lay 
Trustees. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business.  The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside.  In  Bis  absence, 
aPresidcni  pro  tem.  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot;  whose  office  shall  expire  with 
the  final  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  which  the  appointment 
was  made.  If  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Convention  that  may  meet  next  thereafter. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

The  Scminanr  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  and  superintendence  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  as  President  of  the  Institution,  and 
during  the  recess  of  the  Board  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  Prudential  Committee 
in  all  secular  matters  of  the  institution. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  constitute  professorships,  and  to 
appoint  and  remove  the  professors,  and  to  prescribe  the  course  of  study,  aid 
to  make  all  rules,  and  regulations,  and  statutes  which  may  be  necessary  fbr  the 
government  of  the  Seminary,  and  to  secure  its  prosperity :  Provided,  that  all 
such  rules,  regulations,  or  other  proceedings,  shall  forever  be  in  conformity 
**to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constltntion  ai^  canons  of  the  Protestant  Episeo 
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pal  Church    in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  course  of  stuOi  pre 
Boribed,  or  to  be  prescribed,  by  the  Bishops  of  the  said  Church." 

ARTICLE  YII. 
If  at  any  time  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America  shall,  by  resolution,  entered  in  their  Journals, 
declare  any  rule,  regulation,  statute  or  other  proceeding  of  the  Board  of  Tras* 
tees  hereby  constituted,  to  be  contrary  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitution, 
and  canons  of  the  Church,  or  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Bishops, 
such  rure,  regulation,  statute,  or  other  proceeding,  shall  thenceforth  cease  to 
have  effect,  and  shall  be  considered  as  abrogated  and  annulled. 

AETICLB*  VIII. 

The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  shall  individually,  and  any  two  or  more  of  them,  be  visitants  of  the 
Seminary,  to  take  care  that  the  course  of  discipline  and  instruction  be  conform- 
able to  the  preceding  provisions.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the 
Bishops,  aforesaid,  at  any  time,  to  institute  in  his  own  name  and  character  of 
Bishop,  any  proper  legal  process  to  enforce  and  secure  the  administration  of  the 
Seminary  according  to  the  foundation  herein  prescribed. 

ABTIOLE  IX. 
The  Board  of  Trustees,  as  soon  as  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  so 
instruct  them,  shall  annex  to  the  Seminary,  a  College,  with  the  necessary  Prepar- 
atory Schools  ;  subject,  like  the  Seminary,  to  the  provisions  of  the  7th  and  8th 
Articles  of  the  Constitution,  which  College  shall  have  a  separate  President  and 
Faculty,  the  Trustees  having  power  to  make  all  needful  by-laws,  and  to  appoint 
and  remove  all  professors  and  other  officers,  necessary  to  the  government  and 
prosperity  of  said  College :  Provided,  that  the  President  be  appointed  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  in  case  he  shall  not  so  nomi- 
nate within  two  months  after  being  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, then  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  ali?esident  without  such  nomination  ;  pro- 
vided also  that  his  Episcopal  supervision  and  authority  be  understood  as  embra- 
cing the  spiritual  interests  of  the  College  and  its  Preparatory  Schools,  and  that 
the  present  property  of  the  said  Seminary,  whatever  use  the  Trustees  may  permit 
the  College  to  make  of  any  part  thereof,  shall  always  remain  exclusively  the 
property  of  the  Seminary. 

ARTICLE  X. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  at  Gambler,  annually,  on  the  day  preceding 
the  Commencement.  The  President  of  the  Board  shall  at  any  time,  upon  the 
application  in  writing  of  one  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
and  two  clerical  and  two  lay  Trustees,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  to  be  held 
at  such  other  time  and  place  as  he  may  appoint,  not  exceeding  thirty  days  Arom 
the  day  on  which  the  application  shall  be  presented. 

ARTICLE    XI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Bishop,  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  and  a  majority  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese. 

Provided,  That  no  alteration  or  amendment  whatever  be  made  in  this  Con- 
stitution, whereby  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  raised  in  England,  bo  appropria 
ted  to  any  other  use  than  the  education  and  theological  instruction  of  students 
for  the  ministry  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  This  proviso,  however 
does  not  preclude  the  lawfulness  and  constitutionality  of  annexing  a  College 
to  the  Seminary ;  and  making  provision  so  far  as  practicable,  for  the  admission 
of  other  students,  at  their  own  expense,  to  the  benefit  of  a  College  education*

EPISCOPATE  FUND. 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  the   Trustees  of  the  Bishop's   Fund  of  the  Protestant 

Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Benjamin  Gardiner,  John  Mathews,  and  John  C.  Wright,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the 
name  and  stylo  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episco-*  ^ 
pal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  by  which  name  they  shall  be,  and  are  herebr 
uade  capable  of  receiving,  holding  and  disposing  of  any  estate^  realox  v^smm^jCL^ 
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which  may  be  in  them  invested,  for  the  rapport  and  maintenance  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  within  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  by  whica 
name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  in  relation  to  the  property  in  them  inTested 
do  and  perform  every  act  necessary  for  the  receiving,  safe  keeping,  using  and 
disposing  of  the  same  to  the  best  advantage  :  Provided,  that  the  actUal  value  of 
the  property  invested  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  nor  the 
annual  income  therefh>m  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall  be  elected  trien- 
nially  by  the  Convention  of  tlie  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  shall  continue  until  their 
successors  are  duly  appointed ;  and  this  corporation  shall  at  all  times  be  subject 
to  be  altered,  new-modeled,  or  repealed,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  deem 
useful ;  Provided,  that  no  alteration,  modification  or  repeal,  shall  divert  the  use 
of  said  fund  from  its  original  destination,  which  is  hereby  dedared  to  be  making 
provision  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio.

RESOLUTIONS  OF  A  PERMANENT  NATURE. 


Besolved^  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  all  sports  arising  from  severe, 
and  cruel  exercises,  imposed  upon  animals  of  the  brute  creadon,  besides  their 
evil  tendency,  in  a  moral  point  of  view,  are  inconsistent  with  the  humane  pre^ 
cepts  and  doctrines  of  Christianity :  and  ought  not  to  be,  in  any  manner,  counte- 
nanced by  the  members  of  a  Christian  Church.  And,  as  theatrical  amusements, 
besides  that  they  are  frequently  coarse,  and  indelicate,  tend  rather  to  excite  the 
feelings,  and  inflame  tlie  imagination,  than  to  enlighten  the  mind,  in  matters  of 
vital  concern,  or  to  correct  the  evil  passions  of  the  heart;  they  cannot,  therefore, 
supply  anything  proper  for  Christian  improvement,  and  ought  not  to  be  fre- 
quented, especially  by  communicants. — Passed  Jum.,  1831. 

Whereas^  The  practice  of  mixing  in  the  fashionable  amusements  of  the  worid, 
is  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  Christianity,  and  has  a  direct  tendency  to 
check  the  progress  of  vital  religion  :    Therefore, 

Resolved^  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  be  earnestly  recommended 

)to  the  members  of  the   Church,  to  abstain  from  frequenting  Balls,  and  other 

places  of  vain  amusement;  and  that  they  likewise  use  their  Influence  with  their 

families  and   dependents,  to  induce  them  to  abandon  such  practices. — Paned 

Junc^  1825. 

Resolved^  As  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  and  they  strongly  recommend  it 
to  all  the  members  of  their  communion  throughout  the  Diocese,  not  only  that 
daily  family  prayer  should  be  established  in  each  family,  but  also  that  as  a  means 
of  keeping  alive  and  increasing  a  spirit  of  piety  in  the  hearts  of  our  members, 
measures  be  taken  wheresoever  practicable,  to  assemble  themselves  together  for 
the  purpose  of  religious  worship,  at  least  one  evening  in  every  week. — Passed 
September,  1831. 

Resolvedy  That  whereas  the  worship  of  Almighty  God  in  daily  prayer,  together 
with  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  has  always  been  considered  the  duty  of  a 
Christian;  this  Convention  do  therefore  earnestly  and afiectionately  recommend 
that  every  family  in  the  Church  of  which  they  are  the  representatives,  observe 
and  practice  this  pious  custom.— Pcwaerf  September,  1834. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  consider  it  the  duty  of  every  Parish  to  be 
represented  .in  this  Convention,  and  that  the  expenses  of  the  Clergy  should  be 
paid  by  the  Parishes  respectively. — Passed  November,  1835. 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  Convention  anew  express  their  hearty  recognition  of  the 
great  principles  on  which  the  Missionary  organization  of  our  Church  is  based, 
viz  :  that  under  God  the  conversion  of  the  world  is  the  legitimate  and  proper 
duty  of  the  Church,  and  that  every  member  of  the  same  is  bound  by  his  con- 
nexion with  it  to  aid  in  this  holy  enterprise  to  the  utmost  of  his  ability. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  success  with  which  it  has  pleased  God  to  crown  the  labors 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  its  Committees  and  Secretaries,  is  an  abundant  cause 
of  thanksgiving  on  the  part  of  the  Church,  and  offers  the  highest  encouragement 
to  renewed  zeal,  diligence,  effort  and  prayer  in  the  exalted  work  of  sending  the 
Gospel  into  ail  lands. 

JReBoHved.  3.  Thai  as  a  \)ody  «ind  as  individuals  we  pledge  ourselves  to  sustain, 
A8  far  as  God  shall  give  xl«  the  «X>\\iVv^\:feL^  ^^oitVA^hlch  the  Board  of  Missions 
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are  making  in  the  discharge  of  the  weighty  trust  confided  to  them ;  and  that  we 
most  earnestly  commend  the  cause  to  the  efforts  and  contribations,  and  above 
ftU  to  the  prayers  of  the  Churches  in  our  Diocese. 

Beaolvedy  4.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  clergy  and  laity  as  a  most  impor- 
tant matter,  to  promote  the  circulation  of  the  publication  entitled  the  **  Spirit  of 
Missions,"  in  their  respectiye  parishes,  since  the  diffusion  of  missionary  intelli- 

Since  is  absolutely  necessary    to  awaken   and  cherish  the  proper  feelings  of 
terest  in  the  missionary  work. 

Jteaolvedy  5.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  clergy  of  the  several  parishes  to 
adopt  as  soon  as  practicable,  systematic  measures  for  obtaining  contributions  in 
aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission  Society. — Poised  Sept,  1836. 

Resoivedy  1.  That  the  common  excuses,  such  as  want  of  time,  the  article  of 
expense,  the  anxiety  to  reach  home,  &c.,  which  are  usually  urged  tolustifV 
Sunday  trareling,  are  almost  always  invalid,  and  such  as  most  men  wDula  blush 
to  urge  in  justification  of  violating  any  other  command  of  the  moral  law. 

Besolved,  2.  That  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Church  use  their  special  efforts 
to  promote,  the  former  by  preaching,  and  both,  by  example  and  influence  and 
oonversation,  the  more  conscientious  observance  of  the  4Ist  Canon  of  the  Gen- 
eral  Convention,  which  reads  thus  :  "  All  persons  within  this  Church  shall  cele- 
brate and  keep  the  Lord's  Day,  commonly  called  Sunday,  in  hearing  the  Word 
of  God  read  and  taught,  in  private  and  public  prayer,  in  other  exercises  of  devo- 
tion, and  in  acts  of  charity,  using  all  godly  and  sober  conversation." 

Resolved,  3.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  clergy  to  bring  the  subject  before 
the  minds  of  the  people  on  the  twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity. — Passed  Septem- 
&er,  1836. 

Jtesoived,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  report  quarterly  through 
the  diocesan  paper,  the  amount  of  money  received  by  him  for  the  Episcopate  fund, 
and  from  whence  received. — Passed  Sept.  1811.  . 

Resolved,  That  the  expenses  of  the  Treasurer  in  going  to  and  from  the  Con- 
vention, be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Diocese. — Passed  Sept.  1841. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  members  of  th^Chnrch  in 
this  Diocese  to  adopt  the  plan  of  systematic  charity  recommended  by  St  Paul, 
to  lay  bv  in  store  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  as  God  hath  prospered  them,  for 
this,  and  other  benevolent  objects. — Passed  September,  1812. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Clergy  and  Parishes  of  this  Dioceses 
that  united  prayer  be  offered  at  stated  monthly  meetings  for  the  extension  ana 
success  of  missions. — Passed  September,  1842. 

Resolved,  1.  That  a  sermon  on  the  claims  of  the  Holy  Ministry  upon  young  men 
be  preached  annually  before  this  Convention,  at  such  time  and  by  such  clergy- 
man as  the  Bishop  shall  appoint. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese  be  recommended  to  bring  before 
their  congregations  at  least  once  a  year  the  claims  of  the  ministry  upon  young 
men,  and  at  the  same  time  pressing  upon  the  people  the  claims  of  those  young 
men  for  support  while  pursuing  their  studies  preparatory  to  the  work  of  the  min- 
istry.—Pow^d  September,   1842. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  the  duty'of  the  catechetical 
instruction  of  the  baptized  children  of  the  Church  is  one  which  ought  to  receive 
the  diligent  attention  of  every  parochial  clergyman  in  the  Diocese. — Passsd 
September,  1842. 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  it  is  the  solemn  duty  of 
every  true  and  consistent  Protestant  Episcopal  Churchman,  to  oppose,  in  every 
appropriate  position,  and  by  all  proper  means,  all  the  essential  and  distinguish- 
ing features  of  that  system  of  error  which  is  known  by  th&  name  "  Tractari- 
anism.'' — Passed  September,  1847. 

Resolved,  1.  That  it  be  eamestiy  l^commended  to  every  parish  in  the  Diocese, 
where  it  has  not  already  been  done,  to  adopt  some  plan  of  regular,  stated,  system- 
atic contribution  for  missionary  objects. 

Resolved,  2.  That  it  be  also  eamestiy  recommended  to  the  clergy  and  parishes 
of  the  Diocese,  to  make  a  remittance  to  the  Missionary  and  Education  Commit- 
tee, at  least  once  a  quarter,  say  on  the  first  of  the  months  of  January,  April, 
JuW  and  October. 

Resolved,  3.  That  it  be  also  eamestiy  recommended  to  the  clergy  and  parishes 
of  the  Diocese,  to  forward  all  moneys  collected  for  domestic  missions  to  the 
Missionary  and  Education  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  understanding 
that  if  there  should  be  more  than  enough  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  Diocese, 
the  surplus  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  committee  to  the  Secretary  and  Greneral 
Agent  of  the  Domestic  committee  in  New  York. 

Resolved,  4.  That  it  be  recommended  to  individnals  and  parishes,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  assume  the  support  of  beneficiaries  preparatory  to  the  work  of 
Um  Holy  Ministry.— Poitad  Sqfiember,  1847.  ^ 
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Be»olcedy  That  the  Treasurer  at  the  Diocese  be  instmcted  to  pay  the  Secretary 
of  its  Convention  fifty  dollars  annaally,  as  a  remuneration  for  the  diicharge  of 
the  daties  of  his  oflBce.— PaM«<2  September^  1847,  but  never  acted  vpon. 

Bssolved,  That  this  (invention  do  recommend  the  *'  Western  Episcopalian  "  to 
tiie  patronage  of  the  Diocese ;  and  the  several  members,  both  clerical  and  lay, 
are  requested  to  use  thefa:  exertions  to  increase  its  circulation. — Pasted  Oct.  isfy, 

Betolved,  That  hereafter  the  Clerical  Reports,  in  addition  to  the  other  statistics, 
give  the  names  of  the  Wardens  of  each  Parish  for  the  time  behig. — Passed  Sep- 
tember, 18S0. 

WKereMy  it  seems  to  this  Conyention  both  just  and  expedient  that  St  should  do 
dU  it  can  for  the  permanent  and  efficient  promotion  and  well-being  of  the  only 
Educational  Institution  of  the  Diocese— Kenyon  College :  Therefore, 

BeMolved,  1.  That  we  deeply  feel,  and  sincerely  deplore  the  spirit  of  apathy  that 
has  evideiftly  rested  upon  the  minds  of  too  many  to  whom  the  Institution  has  a 
right  to  look  for  warm  approval  and  vigorous  aid. 

Besoived,  2.  That  under  its  present  regimen,  we  believe  that  our  educational 
wants,  as  a  denomination,  can  be  fully  met,  and  our  just  wishes  consummated. 

Betolvedj  3.  That  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese  do  renewedly  pledge  themselves  to 
each  other,  and  to  the  authorities  of  Kenyon  College,  that,  under  the  blessing  of 
Heaven,  and  with  the  counsel  of  their  respected  Diocesan,  they  will  mako  all 
laudable  exertions  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  end  herein  proposed. 

Besolved,  4.  That  the  hearty  cooperation  of  every  layman,  especially  those 
whose  ample  pecuniary  means  and  advantageous  position  in  society  evidently 
give  them  peculiar  ability,  is  respectfully  solicited. — Passed  September,  1851. 

Beaolved,  1.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  each  baptized  person  in  the  Church  to  con- 
tribute towards  the  support  and  extension  of  Diocesan  Missions  and  Education. 

Besolvedy  2.  That  the  Rectors  and  Ministers  of  the  Parishes  of  this  Diocese  be 
affectionately  and  earnestly  requested,  within  a  reasonable  time  after  acjijoum- 
ment,  in  person  or  by  otheis,  to  call  upon  all  the  members  of  their  congregations 
to  contribute  statedlv,  according  to  their  ability,  to  this  object. 

Betolvedy  3.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Rectors  of  Parishes  to  introduce 
the  plan  of  weekly  contributions  to  Diocesan  Missions,  according  to  the  Scrip- 
tural requirement. — Passed  September y  1851. 

Beaolvedy  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  not  to  bring  forward 
the  arrearages  due  the  Bishop,  in  his  current  account,  from  year  to  year,  but  to 
state  the  amount  of  arrearages,  and  when  such  arrearages  accrued,  and  add  Uie 
Interest  thereon. — Passed  September^  1851.

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clex^gymen 
met,  the  President  in  the  Chair. 

The  printed  minntes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read,  followed  by  the  reports 
of  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer. 

On  motion,  the  committee  appointed  last  year,  consisting  of  the  Rct.  Thos. 
M.  Smith,  D.D.,  Dr.  J.  W.  Bussell,  and  Dr.  J.  N.  Burr,  was  continued,  and 
the  Treasurer's  Beport  referred  to  the  same.  Pending  a  discussion  on  the  report 
of  the  examining  committee,  in  relation  to  payments  on  Premium  Notes  from 
parochial  collections,  the  society  adjourned  to  meet  at  8  o'clock  on  the  following 
morning.

That  no  alteration  of  the  Fundamental  Laws  of  the  Society  shall  be  made, 
unless  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration  shall  haye  been  made  at  a  preyious 
annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

Which  was  laid  oyer  for  the  next  meeting. 

The  election  for  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  called  for,  and  balloting 
dispensed  with ;  the  Rey.  J.  Bice  Taylor  was  rejected  Secretary,  and  George 
Browning,  Esq.,  Treasurer. 

On  motion,  one  hundred  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Twelfth  Annual 
Meeting  were  ordered  to  be  printed  in  addition  to  those  appended  to  the  Journal 
of  the  Diocesan  Conyention.

REPOBT  OF  THE  SECBETABY  AT  THE  TWELFTH  ANNUAL 

MEETING. 

The  Widow's  and  Orphan's  Society  during  the  year  past  has  been  blessed 
with  a  good  degree  of  prosperity.  While  two  names  haye  been  added  to  the 
list  of  members,  we  haye  reason  for  thankfulness  to  the  Author  and  Giyer  of 
aU  good,  that  none  haye  been  taken  away  by  death. 

By  referring  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  in 
his  keeping  at  the  last  Annual  Meetine  the  sum  of  $6828  48,  bearing  interest 
at  a  greater  or  less  per  centum,  and  toe  sum  of  $2033  21  in  Premium  Notes 
not  bearing  interest,  making  a  total  of  $8861  69. 

Within  the  past  year  $60  18  of  the  Premium  Notes  haye  been  paid,  leaying 
$1973  03.  Two  Premium  Notes  of  $50  each,  haye  been  added,  making  the 
present  amount  of  such  notes  $2078  03. 

The  cash  receipts  from  all  sources  during  the  year  just  closed  are  $919  84. 
Two  annuities  one  of  $50,  and  another  of  $75  haye  been  paid,  together 
with  $8  96,  current  expenses.  The  sum  of  $600  has  been  loaned  at  an 
annual  interest  of  10  per  cent,  amply  secured  by  mortgage  on  real  estate. 
-  There  remains  temporarily  loaned  and  in  safe  hands  $524,  at  the  rate  of  8 
per  cent.,  and  $165  36  on  deposit  in  bank  at  6  per  cent,  interest. 

The  productiye  property  of  the  Corporation  is  now  $7614  36,  which,  with 
the  Premium  Notes  on  hand — $2073  03 — ^makes  the  total  sum  of  $9687  39, 
showing  a  net  increase  since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  $825  70,  being  an 
excess  of  $163  85  oyer  the  net  receipts  of  the  former  year. 

The  report  of  the  former  Secretary  shows  that  in  course  of  the  year  ending 
June  Ist,  1856,  $280  91  were  contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  fit>m  six- 
teen parishes.  During  the  past  twelye-month,  twenty  parishes  haye  contributed 
an  aggregate  of  $262  53,  being  less  by  the  sum  of  $28  38  than  was  receiyed 
from  parochial  collections  the  year  preyious.  But  this  can  be  a  matter  of  little 
or  no  surprise  when  we  haye  in  yiew  the  fact  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
unusual  closeness  in  monetary  affairs.  Taking  ey^  thing  into  consideration 
it  may  be  said  that  the  society  was  neyer  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than 
now,  and  neyer  haye  its  finances  giyen  more  encouraging  promise  of  usefulness 
for  the  future.  The  income  for  the  present  year  may  safely  be  estimated  at  a 
sum  not  less  than  one  thonsand  dollars.

FDN5AMENTAL  LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

1.  Any  Clereyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Charch  in  the  United  States 
may  be  a  member  of  this  Corporation  and  entitled  to  all  its  privileges,  pro- 
vided he  deposits  with  the  Treasurer  a  preminm  note  for  $50,  not  bearing  in- 
terest, and  pays  annaally  the  sam  of  $3  to  the  society.  The  first  annnal  pay- 
ment is  to  be  made  at  the  time  of  giving  the  premium  note. 

2.  The  preminm  notes  shall  constitute  a  reserved  fund,  subject  to  requisition 
from  time  to  time,  to  supply  any  deficiencies  which  may  arise  in  the  available 
means  of  the  Society,  for  the  payment  of  annuities. 

3.  A  failure  to  make  the  annual  payments  when  they  become  due,  or  to 
answer  a  call  for  an  assessment  on  the  premium  notes,  shall  subject  the  delin- 
quent to  a  penalty  of  12^  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  amount  due  and  unpaid : 
and  at  the  expiration  of  three  years,  should  such  delinquency  continue,  his 
beneficial  interest  in  the  institution  shall  be  forfeited. 

4.  The  beneficial  interest  of  a  member  shall  not  commence  until  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  premium' note ;  and  not  until  he  has  made 
two  annual  payments. 

5.  If  a  contributor  die  before  having  made  five  annual  payments,  his  widow 
and  children  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  equal  to  the  amount  of  his  premium 
note,  ($50.)  If  he  should  die  after  having  made  five  annual  payments  and  less 
than  ten,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  equal  to  the  amount  of  the 
premium  note  and  one-half  that  amount,  ($75.)  If  he  have  made  ten 
annual  pavments  or  upwards,  they  shall  receive  an  annuity  equal  to  twice  the 
amount  of  the  premium  note,  ($100.) 

6.  At  the  death  of  a  contributor,  the  balance  which  may  be  due  on  hia 
premium  note,  together  with  any  other  claims  which  .the  Corporation  may  hold 
against  him,  shall  be  assigned  to  the  annuitants  in  part  payment  of  the  first 
annuity. 

7.  No  annuity  shall  be  considered  as  having  become  due  to  the  family  of 
any  contributor  until  one  year  from  the  time  of  his  death. 

8.  Annuities  shall  be  paid  widows  during  life,  unless  they  marry  again : 
in  which  case  their  annuities  shall  cease  and  fall  to  their  children  entirely :  and 
children,  if  males,  shall  enjoy  annuities  until  they  be  twenty-one  years  old;  if 


femaks,  until  thejr  are  twenty-fiye  jean  old,  unless  thej  preWonsly  numy,  apon 
which  their  annuities  shall  cease. 

9.  If  there  be  a  child  and  no  widow,  snch  child  shall  be  entitled  to  the  whole 
annuity,  during  the  time  he  or  she  continues  to  be  an  annuitant ;  but  if  there 
be  more  than  one  child  and  no  widow,  the  annuity  shall  be  equally  divided 
among  them  till  they  sererally  marry  or  exceed  the  a^  of  annuitants,  which 
annuity  shall  bs  laid  out  in  their  education  or  apprenticeship,  with  the  adyioe 
of  such  ffuardians  or  executors  as  the  father  may  nare  nominated ;  and  if  none 
such  shidl  hare  been  nominated  by  the  father,  then  in  such  manner  for  the 
benefit  of  the  chUd  or  diildren  as  tne  Corporation  shall  direct. 

10.  If  there  be  a  widow  and  one  child,  the  annuity  shall  be  equally  divided 
between  them ;  but  if  the  widow  mannp'  or  die  before  the  duld  sluul  have  attain- 
ed, if  a  male,  twenty-one  years,  or  if  a  female,  twenty-five,  the  whole  of  the 
annuity  shall  belong  to  such  child  during  the  period  to  which  he  or  she  may  be 
entitled  thereto.  And  if  the  child  die  before  the  mother,  or  when  the  child 
comes  to  the  age  herein  prescribed,  the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  go  to  the 
mother,  she  having  remained  a  widow,  and  shall  be  enjoyed  oy  her  during  the 
period  of  her  natural  life,  if  she  remain  a  widow :  but  if  she  should  marry 
again,  nothing  shall  be  paid  her  after  the  period  of  her  marriage.  If  there  be 
a  widow  and  two  or  more  children,  the  widow  shall  have  one-third  during  her . 
widowh&od  or  natural  life,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  equally  divided  among ' 
her  children :  and  if  a  child  should  die,  or  when  snch  child  may  arrive  at  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  if  a  male,  or  twentjr-five  if  a  female,  ms  or  her  share 
shall  be  enjoyed  by  the  remaining  children,  till  the  male  or  males  arrive  at  the 
ajp^  of  twen^-one,  and  die  female  or  fcinales  at  the  age  of  twenty-five ;  pro- 
vided always,  that  when  death  shall  have  reduced  the  number  of  cbildien  to 
one,  or  the  arrival  of  the  children  to  the  age  herein  prescribed  shall  have  re- 
duced the  children  entitled  to  annuities  to  the  number  of  one,  the  annuity  shall 
be  equally  divided  between  such  child  and  the  widow,  during  the  period  of  her 
natural  life,  or  of  her  remaining  a  widow ;  and  that  if  death  should  remove  all 
the  children,  or  when  they  have  arrived  at  the  ages  herein  prescribed,  the  whole 
of  the  annuity  shall  go  to  the  widow  if  she  be  uive  and  remain  a  widow ;  and 
be  enjoyed  by  her  during  the  period  of  her  widowhood.  But  it  shall  be  always 
lawful  for  a  member  of  the  CorporaUon  to  make  such  disposition  by  his  will, 
of  the  rights  to  which  his  subscription  may  have  entitled  ms  family,  as  he  may 
see  fit. 


BULBS  rOR  THB  TRANSACTION  OF  THB  BUSINESS  OF  THB  CORPORATION. 

1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  holden  during  the  session 
of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
at  which  time  shall  beT  chosen  a  President,  Treasurer  and  Secretaiy,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  if  he  be  a  member,  shall  be  President  ex-officio. 

2.  On  umnt  occasions  the  President  shall  notify  the  Secretary  to  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  manage  the  funds,  pa^  the  annuities,  &c.  He  shall 
give  bonds  in  snch  sum  as  the  Corporation  from  time  to  time  shall  judge  neces- 
sary for  the  security  of  the  funds,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Corporation, 
attend  to  the  management  of  all  its  bnsinees  operations,  and  make  a  full  report 
of  its  condition  at  each  annual  meeting.  He  shall  receive  snch  compensation 
for  his  services  as  the  Corporation  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

5.  During  each  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of 
Ohio,  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Corporation.
